The number of boys admitted to the Reformatory Schools rose from 95 
in 1905 to 146 in the year under review. In accordance with the orders of 
Government contained in paragraph 4 of Resolution No. 977, _ dated the 
1ith July 190i, the Boards of Management examined the lists of admissions 
with the object of ascertaining whether there were any cases which could have 
been more suitably dealt with under the provisions of section 562, Criminal 
Procedure Code, or section 31 of the Reformatory Schools Act (VIIL of 1897), 
‘As a result of this scrutiny, 7 boys were released from the Alipur School ; but 
in the case of the Hazaribagh School no exception was taken to the decisions of 
the convicting courts. The judicial returns for the year under review show 
that 396 youthful offenders were discharged on probation under section 562, 
Criminal’ Procedure Code; while 45 were released after admonition or made 
over to their guardians under section 31 of the Reformatory Schools Act, 
The corresponding figures for 1906 were 282 and 60 respectively, The 
Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to note that Magistrates are making more use 
of their powers under section 562, Criminal Procedure Code. The number of 
boys in tne two schools at the close 6f the year was 416, viz., 207 at Alipur 
and 209 at Hazaribagh, Of these 260 were Hindus, 139 Muhammadans, 9 
Christians, and 8 aborigines. 

2, The number of admissions to hospital rose from 61 in 1906 to 118 in 
1907 in the case of the Alipur School, and from 58 to 114 in the case of the 
Hazaribagh School. At Hazaribagh chicken pox and malarial fever were the 
principal cause of this increase. These diseases were also prevalent among 
the general population of the town of Hazaribagh. At Alipur beri-beri 
broke out in an epidemic form on the 5th September. The total number of 
cases was 50 with 2 deaths. There is every reason to believe that the disease 
was not brought about by the condition of the school, but was introduced 
from outside. The sanitary arrangements of the school were as good as 
circumstances allowed, and the food and water-supply were bath excellent. 
The unsatisfactory character of the cubicles, however, probably assisted in 
the propagation of the disease. The evacuation of the cubicles and worksheds 
and the removal of the boys into camp prevented further spread of the 
epidemic, which died out on the 8th of ecchee. The proposal to 
the Reformatory to Hazaribagh has since been sanctioned by” the Go mosses:

Doere thee year 1907-08 the operation of the Lodging-House Act was, 
withdrawn from the towns of Midnapore and Garhbeta, as almost ull pilgrims 
now travel by the railway, and do not stop in these two places. The by-laws 
in force in the districts of the Orissa Division were revised with effect from thé 
Ist of November 1907. Since the close of the year an Act has been d 
to amend the Lodging-House Act, in order to provide further funds for the 
sanitation of towns frequented by pilgrims, to prevent overcrowding in lodging- 
houses and to remove certain minor defects which the practical working 
of the Act has disclosed. 

2. .The number of licensed lodging-houses fell from 1,759 in 1906-07 to 
1,746 in 1907-08, although the number of persons for whom accommodation 
was provided rose from 66,322 to 66,818, In Nadia and Naihati, however, 
there was an increase of 27 and 35, respectively, in the number of houses 
licensed. In both these towns there was un increase in the number of 

ilgrims, due, to the Ardhoday Yog festival, which took place on the 2nd . 

1908. In the town of Puri, 89 licenses were suspended during 

the year for disobedience of orders issued in respect of the sanitary condition 

of the lodging-houses ; but in most cases the order was subsequently withdraw:. 

on the lodging-house-keepers complying with the requisitions of. the Health 

Officer.

In the former case the income * 
amounted to Rs, 3,127-4 (including a special Government grant of Rs. 600, 
for sanitary arrangements in connexion with the Yog festival), against 
Rs, 2,097-8-9 in the previous year; and ih the latter it was Rs: 2,066-8 » 
(including a Government grant of Rs. 500 for the above , against 
Rs, 500¢8. The increase is principally due to the larger lajentanse of pilgrims 
on the occasion of the Yog festival. The chulties on the Jagannath Road in 
Cuttack and Balasore show a marked increase in receipts, due to the settlement 
of road-side lands by auction at higher rates. 

5. The total expenditure of the Lodging-House funds rose from 
Rs. 44,218 in 1906-07 to Rs. 90,768 in 1907-08. The increase was almost 
entirely due to the large contribution of Rs. 37,500 given by the Gaya rane 
House Committee towards the local water-works scheme. There were slight 
increases in expenditure at Nadia and Naihati, due to the special sanitary 
arrangements that had to be made for the influx of pilgrims on the oceasion 
of the Ardhoday Yog festival.

Weather and General—At the head-quarters division Mungpoo, rainfall 

to the amount of 96°46 inches was recorded against an average of 123-02 

inches during the preceding 20 years, the total number of wet days being 176; 

and the greatest amount during one day 5°62 inches. Similarly Munsong 

rainfall was deficient, the total meisured being 72:07 inches against an average 

of 90°72 during the preceding six years; number of wet days 191; the largest 
-" fall in one day 2°08 inches. . 


2 Plantation and Crop.—Cinchona extensions in all divisions amount 
to 110°63 acres with 290,140 young trees, Of these 52°68 acres Ledgeriana 
(143,423 plants) were ae out in the Mun plantation and 11°27 acres 
Ayprid (No. 2) (19,638 plants) in the Sittong Division. No land now remains 
of sufficiently good quality to justify further extensions of Cinchona, and these 
will be discontinued in this area. At Munsong 46°68 acres of Ledgeriana

The total number of Cinchona trees of all sorts on the permanent 
plantations on 3lst March 1908 was 3,471,216. Of this number, 2,779,746 
were Cinchona Ledgeriana, being \1,626,035 on Mungpoo plantation and 
1,153,711 on Mansong plantation. The remainder consisted of 446,699 of 
Bybrid (No. 1), (all on Mungpoo plantation), 92,992 of Hybrid (No. 2 and 
251,779 of Cinchona Succirubra, both mostly on Mungpoo plantation, Details 
are given in Appendices A(1)and A (2).

On an average of the five years onding 1905-06, the area under jute in the territory 
f which thin forecast relates has reprosonted some 16° 6 per cent, of the total area under 
jute in British India.| 


In accordance with the orders of Government, this 
forecast deals only with the estimated area sown. It gives 
also a general survey of prospects, but without any 
reference to the probable outturn either in percenta 
figures, or in bales. The information upon which the 
forecast has been framed was submitted by the Collectors 
of the different districts between the fourth and the seventh 
of July. The information, therefore, refers to the area 
sown before the end of June and no account has been taken 
oy effect of climatic conditions on the crop since that 

ate. 
2. Acreage—The estimated area sown during the 
current and four preceding years is given below :—

_ 8. Weather conditions—Purnea is by far the most 
unportant jute-growing district in Bengal. It produces 
from one-third to one-fourth of the total crop. The other 
districts of any importance are Hooghly, Howrah, 24-Par- 
ganvs, Nadia, Murshidabad and Jessore. The weather 
conditions in Purnea were, on the whole, favourable, The 
nj sub-division got 14 inches of rain in the month 
of March, 3 inches in the first week, and 3 inches in ¢ 
fourth week of May. The districts round Calcutta . ie 
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less fortunate: they got no rain in March, very little 
in April, and the May rainfall was not at all general, It 
18 from Howrah that the heavy rains in the end 
of June damaged the crop and it is probable that some 

mage was caused in other districts after the submission 
of the'returns, 

The season has, therefore, on the whole, been unfavour- 
able for sowings. In addition to this, it is reported from 
many of the districts that the cultivator has sown more 
rice and less jute, as the price of the former was very high 
last year and that of the latter low.

4, District Returns.—The total area under jute, inclusive 
of that in the State of Cooch Behar, is estimated at 604,300 
acres, This shows a decrease of 37 per cent. on the area 
mia eyes viz., ean — The Collectors of Murshid- 
a agalpur, Cuttack, Midnapur, Hooghly, Champaran 
and the Sonthul Parganas report that simula wore still going 
on at the end of the last month, but the extra area sown is 
not likely to make much difference in the total. 

5. Conditions and prospects——The crop in Purnea, 
Hooghly, Nadia, Jessore, ulna and in Lpaets of Murshid- 
abad is reported to be fair. It is poor in Howrah and parts 
of Midnapur, 24-Parganas and Murshidabad.

3 of 
Foreign countries and the Exhibition Oompany, and between the former and the —

All enquiries generally are to be addressed to the Commissioner- General, 

Conctrrently with the Executive Committee of the Kxhibition Company, the Govern- 
ment Oommissioner-General will settle the whole plan of the Halls and laying out of the 
grounds, the general scheme for allotment of space in the Belgian and Foreign Sections and 
also the ae of right of way and party walls in these sections. 

He will act, betwoen foreign Commissioners and the Bxeoutive Committee of the Exhibi- 
tion Uompany in regard to the preparation of agreements for hire-of space, cartage and 
handling of exhibits, storage of empties, etc., etc., but no personal responsibility will attach 
on that, account.

The present condition of the crop is fair except in of 
the Peeciency Division and of the Burdwan, Baukare, 
Saran, Purnea, Manbhum and Singhbhum districts, 

Area planted.—The area under sugareane this year is 
returned as 382,800 acres, against 436,200 acres returned 
last year. The normal acreage is estimated at 439,300 
acres. The decrease in cultivation this year is due to defi- 
cient rain at the time of planting. 

Outturn.—From District reports annexed to this note, it 
will be seen that only three districts. viz., Balasore, Ranchi 
and Palamau expect anormalcrop, Two districts, viz., Shah- 
abad and Darbhanga give estimates of 90 and 91 per cent. 
crops respectively. ‘Ten districts report crops between 80 
and 89 per cent., 8 districts between 70 and 79 per cent., and 
six districts between 60 and 69 per cent, The estimates for 
the remaining four districts, viz., Jessore and Saran (each 55 
per cent.), Singhbum (50 per cent.) and Murshidabad (48 per 
cent.) are poor. According to these estimates, the total out-. 
turn of the crop for the Province amounts to 78 per cent. 
of the normal, against 85 per cent. estimated for last year. 
But as the recent rains have improved prospects in severad 
districts, it is auticipated that the outturn of the crop of this 
season will not fall below that estimated by this Depart- 
ment last year. 


Other sources of Gur—The manufacture of raw sugar 


from the date palm is confined to the Presidency Division. 


The quantity of this product likely to be obtained this year iv 
estimated at 1,597,149 cwts. and the output of sugar from 
the palmyra-palm is estimated at 22,962 cwts.

CHAPTER I, 


SUMMARY OF THE DISCUSSIONS AND PROPOSALS OF THE PAST 
TWENTY YEARS. 


Szcrion I.—Txe Genzsits AND RESULTS or Mr. Coxtin’s Report or 1890. 


In opening the Finsbury Technical College in 1883, Sir Philip Magnus said 
that in all discussions about technical education it was customary to commence with 
a definition. He called that education, training or instruction “technical” which had 
a direct reference to the career of the person who received it; but explained how 
in practice the term had the narrow signification, which applied to the training of 
the engineer or chemist rather than to that of the surgeon or lawyer. In England 
by 1897, technical education became practically any course of study prescribed by 
the Science and Art Department, while in Germany it has been described as the 
study of the principles underlying every kind of human craftsmanship, In India 
Lerd Ourzon in 1901 explained that he interpreted technical education as meaning 
that practical instruction which would qualify a person for the practice of some handi- 
craft, industry or profession. He excluded research, the commercial revival of industries 
and manual training as a part of general education. The Simla Educational Cob. 
ference held in 1901 defined technical education as (a) the study of tho scientific 
methods and principles underlying the practice of any handicraft, industry or profes- 
sion; (+) the application of those methods and principles to the practice of the handi- 

_ oraft, industry or profession. Mr. Nathan in his Review of the Progress of Education 
in India, 1898-1902, discussed the subject under the title, “ Professional and Techni- 
cal Education”; and this distinction is continued by Mr. Hornell in his Review of 
Education in Bongal from 1902 to 1907. The Simla Conference used the word 
‘technical’ in its broadest sense: Mr. Nathan clearly gave to it the restricted 
significance which is ordinarily assigned to the word. Mr. Oollin in his report of 
1890 on the Arts and Industries of Bengal pointed out the vagueness attached to 
the term, In the present review, technical instructiom must be taken to mean that special 
training for imparting skill, through the knowledge of principles, in any of the 

’ careers mentioned. Industrial education again is a branch of Toehnical Education, as 
exhaustively described by the Simla Conference; but is to be taken as concerned with 
the imparting of skill from practice in some handioraft. In other words techni- 
cal instruction is the instruction necessary for the foreman or the manager, the 
employer or the director; while industrial education is that which is necessary for the 
artisan, Expressed in this form, the term technical education should not leave its 
meaning open to miscdnoeption. The Commissioner of Labour to the American Govern- 
ment in his Report ef 1902 on Trade Education and Technical Edueation in various 
countries assigned to the term “technioal education,” a meaning, restricted both as 
to. the career involved and as to the nature of the training: it was to give to the 
‘workman an understanding of the scientiflo principles involved in his work. By “trade 
education,” the American report meant the instruction, mainly in the workshop, which 


consists in perfecting the pupil in the practice of the manipulations and operations 


ot filled workmen. in fiartioular trades. ‘This is synonymous with industrial eduoation 
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The pronounces Tm 1886 the Government: of India pointed out that litle progress of a sub- 

set sgt oD stantial character had been made in promoting technical education. It was in that 

Feokoioal Hawes thet ‘Mr. (later, Bir Antony, now Lord) MacDonnell prepared @ memorandunt on 
Technical Education in India. From that we learn that the only promising institution 
in Bengal beyond the Survey schools was an Industrial School in Midnapore district ; 
that Industrial schools in Bongal were merely excrescences on the educational system 
with neither plan nor object; and that from isolated schools no general good was 
likely to come. Hence it was laid down that all such schools should be subordinate 
to a Central Institution. Tho difficulty about teachers was indicated. In 1888 an 
‘important pronouncement on the subject of technical education was made by the 
Government of India. The Resolution which was issued in that year recommended 
the institution of schools at places where industries were centralized, and in large 
towns where there would be a demand for superior skill. For each province an 
industrial survey was suggested; also the appointment of a standing committee of 
educational experts and professional men ; and the possibility of the erection of 
Technological Institutes and of the enlargement of Provincial Schools of Art was 
foreshadowed. In Bengal we shall find that an industrial survey was made; that the 
scope of the Sibpur College and of the Government School of Art has been consi- 
derably enlarged, and that practical steps have been taken towards the institution of 
a Technological Institute; but that the increase in the number and quality of the 
industrial schools has been slight. This is no more than was anticipated in 1888. 

The Bengal In- To Mr. Collin, 1.0.8., was entrusted the preparation of an industrial survey; and his 


o Survey of Report on the existing Arts and Industries in Bengal was prepared at the end of 


‘ 1890. The second portion of the Report dealt with the subject of Technical Edn- 
cation. He emphasized the point that there cannot be uniformity; that each locality 
should adopt a system specially suited to its wants; and that it is useless to imitate 
European systems except at a distance. The chief proposals made in connection with 
technical and industrial training, as distinguished from the improvement of industries, 
were summed up as follows:— 

(1) ‘The institution of a school for mining students in connection with the coal 
miving industry. 
(2) The training of mechanical engineers by the introduction of apprentices into 
the workshops connected with State Railways. 
° (3) The provision of special training for apprentices and intelligent workmen 
in the Railway and Canal workshops in Calcutta and the suburbs. 
‘ (4) The institution of improved industrial schools and the encouragement of 


industrial classes. . 
(5) The appointment of an Inspector to supervise industrial education. 
(6) Private firms and Municipalities and District Boards should be encouraged 
: to open technical schools. 
a cibediiy. sas It will be found that the Government have done a full share in promoting mining 
| Technical instruction; that there is now a system of apprenticeships in all the large Railway 
ucation. workshops (Kanchrapara, Jamalpur, Kharagpur); that full use has however not been 
made of the large workshops belonging to the State for the training of artisans ; that 
the opening of technical and industrial schools has been encouraged, but that more 
might be done, though one of the obstacles has been the attitude of the middle 
classes themselves to manual labour, and another has been the difficulty of obtaining 
efficient teachers; and finally that while the appointment of an Inspector of Industrial 
Schools has not yet been made, it is now even more necessary than it was before, 
but that the Bengal Government have not yet been able to obtain sanction for the 
appointment, though such an appointment exists in the Bombay and Madras Presi- 
encies. 

It is unfortunate that the Report of Mr. Collin was aot formally published. 
The circle of consultants was an official one, and the result is that the very existence 
of such a report of which practically all the recommendations still hold good is in 
danger of being forgotten. Five years after its preparation I was informed, whet 
y TL asked for a copy, that it was confidential. When a question was asked in tho Bongs! 

Council in August 1906, regarding an industrial survey of the provinoe, the existen 
Pa fs of “Mz, Qollin’s. ; 
of Mr, Oollin’s ier of 1890 was formally brought to notice. 4 
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In due course the proposals of Mr. Collin were considered in detail. As regards 
his proposal to utilise the municipal workshops in Oaleutta for’ a technical school, it 
was found not conveniently practicable. Sir Alfred Oroft, the Director of Publio 
Instrzction, considered that the District Boards would devote themselves to the estab- 

* lishment of industrial schools as soon as the demand declared itself. Sir Croft, 
as will appear from the context, was thinking primarily of the improvement of the , 
artisan, by teaching him improved manual skill and the use of machine tools and 
by developing his intelligence. The District Boards have however tgken up the 
training of the youths of the middle class who wish to become sub-overseers rather 
than the training of the artisans. (Colonel McNeill, r.z., Secretary to the Govern- 
ment in the Public Works Department, pressed home the point that in order to 
train youths as mechanics it is essential that they should be where real work has to 
be done on a commercial basis; and that such youths will never learn in work- 
shops established simply for educational purposes. This is why the existing Indus- 
trial School of the East Indian Railway colliery estate at Beniadih is more sound than 
the Government Industrial School at Ranchi; and why the youths trained in Sibpur 
have hitherto not won a reputation as mechanical engineers. It is also a strong 
argument why more use should be made of existing State workshops. Mr. Fouracres 
who was in charge in 1873 of the Canal Workshops recognised this, and at Dehri- 
on-Sone created a living industrial school for the children of his workmen which, 
it is to be regretted, was not kept up on the original lines. Another criticism of 
Mr. Collin’s report, as regards the proposals for training in mining engineering, was 
that mining engineering was a new thing with a strong element of uncertainty about 
it. But it is precisely in this direction that Mr. Collin’s proposals have borne most 
fruit. The course of instruction in mining which is now being given both at Sibpur and 
in the coal districts is much appreciated: expert instructors have been recruited : a Mining ; 
Advisory Board has been constituted: certificates of competency in mining engineering 
are being granted; and for three years the State Technical Scholarships in Bengal 
have been given in the subject of mining, while the Bengal Chamber of Commerce 
have recommended in 1908 that this selection should continue in preference to any 
other industry. Under this head of Technical Instruction it may be said with justi- 
fication that Government have anticipated the requirements of the industry. During the 
last twenty years the annual output of the collieries in Bengal has risen from under 
two million tons to over ten million tons. At the end of 1907 there were over 
eighty companies with an ordinary capital of over four crores of rupees. ‘ 

The report of Mr. Collin was itself reviewed by the Bengal Government of Sir Views of the 
Charles Elliott in 1891. It was determined to push on the training of mining assistants; Bengal Govera- 
to establish a boarding-houso for the training of apprentices in Mechanical Engineer- a ee 
ing at Kanchrapara; and to establish a school for cotton-weaving at Berhampore. 

But it was laid down that the advancement of technical education was not a matter 
which could be pressed regardless of the demand or of economy. It was expected 
that when Sibpur College had attained its true position as the centre of industrial 
eduostion in Bengal, it would be of the greatest service to local technical schools, by 
supplying them with trained teachers, and by receiving the most promising pupils of 

* such schools; and it was to the maintenance of the Sibpur College, together with 
the Oaloutta School of Art, in the highest scoafe of efficiency and to development 
on various, if then unforeseen, lines that the Lieutenant-Governor looked for the 
promotion of technical education, ‘This then has been the policy of the Bengal Gov- 
ernment and the history of the Sibpur College will show that it was kept in view. 

With reference to these orders of 1891, it may be stated here in anticipation of

and Eurasian apprentices at the Kanchrapara State Railway workshops. , 


The nevessity Th@ position in 1892 was reviewed in Chapter VIII of the Quinquennial Review, 
oe iM 1688-1892, of the Progress of Education in India, prepared by Mr. A. M. Nash. It 
“2 was considered at that timo that it would take half a century to supply from the 
Caloutia School of Art sufficient teachers for the existing high schools in order to 
carry out the orders of 1891 regarding the teaching of drawing. But this forecast 
has been fortunately falsified in the event, as the teachers have been obtained from 
the training schools. Drawing was made by the Caloutta University: an optional 
subject. for the Entrance Examination in 1890; the results however were most dis- 
couraging. It had been one of the chief recommendations of Mr. A. P, MacDonnell 
that instruction in drawing, as a preparation for technical education, should be made 
compulsory in all schools the teachers of which were competent to instruct in drawing. 
As regards technical education propor, Mr. Nash wrote that no general scheme had 
been drawn up for Bengal, and recapitulated the heads of Mr, Oollin’s proposals, 





Affiliation . of After 1892, the first step of importance which was taken was the affiliation in 
minor institutions 1894.95 to Sibpur Oollege of the Survey Schools of Dacea, Outtack and Patna, which 
fe Pitpary, had been established in 1876. This act of affiliation was in accordance with the 

principle laid down in the Memorandum of 1886, The chief obstacle to the advance 
of technical education had beon the want of a governing principle; all progress had 
been fragmentary and isolated. This was the complaint of Mr. Tawney, who was 
then the Director of Public Instruction in Bengal. It was laid down that the lower 
course in a comprehensive system should not only serve its own purpose, but lead to a 
more complete course elsewhere, Of the affiliated schools the Survey School at Patne 
was raised in 1896 to the status of a School of Engineering by amalgamation with 
the Industrial School for Bihar started in Patna in 1892. Under the title of the 

. “Bihar School of Engineering,” it teaches now up to the Overseer course. Tho Survey 
School in Cuttack still trains only for the survey examination; bat at the present time 
(1908) it is proposed to raise it also to the level of the others under the name of the 
“¢ Orissa School of Engineering.”

Department, a successful department. It is self-evident, and the remark frequently ocours in the 
literature on the subject, that the practical instruction of the artisan can only be carried 
on in a commercial atmosphere; and though many improvements in the Sibpur work- 
shops have since been made, they can never take the place of a workshop run on 
commercial lines, even if the difficulties of residence for artisans at Sibpur were ovor- 

come. The attendance of artisans was 35 in 1902, 27 in 1906 and 15 in 1907, 


The Review of The progress of technical education in Bengal up to 1896 is summarised in 

7. paragraph 195 of Mr. J. 8. Ootton’s Quinquonnial Review of the Progress of Education 

in India, 1898-1897, published in 1898. By that date, Mr. Cotton wrote, no appear- 

ance of a system of ‘Technical Educftion was to be found anywhere in India; the 

scheme which existed in Madras was rather a scheme of technical examinations, not of 

technical instruction. It is unnecessary in this review to consider in detail the direction 

on more practical lines of the general course of study in ordinary schools: only the 

training in special institutions will be considered.

+ of Industrial schools, Government contributed Rs. 6,325 and 
Rs. 1 229 out of a total expenditure of nearly ‘half a lakh spread over 
. hools with 628 pupils,—a small enough total for a province with’ a population 
of 75 millions. Stops were taken to prepare for-the affiliation of suitable schools to 
_ the Central College at Sibpur. The Burdwan School was linked up in 1895. Tho 
_ Tooal pupils could thus study for the first two years at the local» school, and then 
proceed to Sibpur to compete for the sub-overseership test on the same terms as those 
| who had read at Sibpur. The only Government Industrial School was at Ranchi, where 
carpentry, blacksmiths’ work, cane work, carriage building, besides a little reading, 
arithmetic, writing and free-hand drawing were taught. The diffioulty of persuading 
ex-pupils to be teachers in the Primary Fund Industrial Schools in Chota Nagpur 
was the subject of remark, and this difficulty still exists. As regards Industrial 
Schools throughout the Province, it must not be forgotten that the most of them and 
‘some of the most successful are those under the charge ‘of missionary agencies, 


In 1898 Mr. Hill, Inspector of Schools, proposed that technical classes should be 
qpened at the Government district schools; and in 1899 a scheme was prepared by ° 
. Mr. Slater, who was then Principal of the Civil Engineering College at Sibpur. p 
‘This led to a consideration of what, in view of the poor results obtained in Bengal, 
is rather grandiloquently styled the Bifurcation of Studies in accordance with the 
recommendation of the Education Commission of 1883. In 1900 it was determined 
that classes be opened at Ranchi, Bankipore and Midnapore and also at Oomillay 
Mymensingb, Rangpur, Barisal and Pabna of the present Eastern Province for 
gastruction in such technical subjects as are required in the training of sub-overscers, 
Pupils who were ready to enter the second class of High Schools might devide 
whether they would continue their studies for the University Entrance Examination, 
or in the “modern side” classes. T'wo years’ local training was to be equivalent to one 
year at Sibpur, and was to entitle the pupils to join either the Sub-overseer classes of 
the ‘Technical Schools or the eecond-year apprentice class at Sibpur. Tho subjects 
were English, Mathematics, Drawing and Practical Geometry, Mensuration, Ele. 
mentary Engineering, Surveying and Manual training. These B classes, as they 
were called, were started in 1901 with great hopos: other classes styled © classes 3 
with syllabus for Oommercial and Industrial training were to be opened in 
1903. It was anticipated that there would be a great future for this scheme; but it 
is no exaggeration to say that in both cases the result has been a failure, and that in 
the former the parents and guardians of pupils have played at cross purposes with 
the views of Government.

! record. It was hoped that public opinion was awakening to the recognition of the “a 
fact that a literary education was not tho best training for the battle of life, and 
that industrial and commercial activity was necessary. Whatever other factors have come 3 
into play, as regards the B classes, there is no real “election” to join the modern 
side.

The subjects of instruction were almost entirely carpentry or blacksmiths’ work — 
or both; and the teaching in most instances was little better than that of the bazar.

: na tion; and it is useful to summarise the principles evolved for application to Bengal. 

% The general enquiry by Sir Edward Buck in practical and technical education, the 

resolutions on technical education at the Simla Educational Oonference, the instructions 

: of the Government of India, the enquiries and recommendations of the committee on 

industrial schools in India, and the resolution of the Imperial Government on the 
committee’s report all follow each other in close succession from 1901 to 1904. These - 
State papers should be examined in original by those who are interested in the 
subject; but it is useful to place on record what bed-rock principles for application 
.to the Bengal province can be evolved from this voluminous, suggestive, but compara- 
tively infructuous literature. Sir Edward Buck’s report of 1901 shows that technical 
education as applied to industries should be under a separate executive department in 
each province ; and what is required is a special trade school for a particular industry in 
the locality where a trade is carried on, and only those should be taught who are 
' likely to follow the trade. Part Il, chapter III of the report is full of immaculate 
~  gommon sense. Tho Simla conference of 1901 pointed out that technical instruction — 
should have a definite object and should be specialized. The letter of the Government of — 
India of the 20th November 1901 considered that, while much had been done and — 
vo ee and should continue to be done for higher technical education, yet 
the development of industrial schools was a matter of supreme importance and instruo- 
nee in such schools should be dissociated from ordinary literary education, The Oom- 
mittee on Industrial Schools strongly maintained in their report of 1903 that a system 
of apprenticeship in workshops be relied on for training artisans in preference to a 
_ system of class instruction in schools. From the point of view of the Bengal pro 
it is unfortunate that the committee did not make any local enquiries in the J

jay down two. principles. One is that at great industrial centres it sMould be 
possible to have whole-time schools for instruction in both workshop practice and 
theory; and that the active co-operation of employers of labour should be enlisted. The 
other is that for local handicrafts half-time industrial schools should be started,—for 
teaching on the one hand through the agency of an approved artisan accuracy of work- 
manship so as to develop a boy’s inherited skill, and on the other hand, for teaching 
in a primary school such general education as will enlarge his prospects as a crafts- 
man while preventing him from falling into a clerical groove. It may here be stated 
in anticipation that, as far as Bengal is concerned, a type of the former institution 
is to be found in the Bengal Technical Institute, which was started in Calcutta in 
the first outburst of enthusiasm for the svadeshi movement as an answer to the partition 
of Bengal, but which has beon kept on proper lines by the level-headedness of its 
principal engineering adviser; and a type of the latter in the more successful of the 
village artisan schools started in Hazaribagh district by the Deputy Commissioner 
Mr. Radice, who was one of the members of the Industrial Committee. The great 
difficulty in both cases is the supply of competent teachers, 


One other dictum of the Imperial Government remains to be recorded, especially 
as it is quoted in later papers in rather a loose fashion. It is frequently broadly ” 
laid down that Government should not enter into any industry ona commercial scale. 
In the first place, Government in India is in fact o manufacturer on a commercial 
scale of tents and harness, of great coats and blankets, of steam-launches and railway 
carriages; the justification is the economy which benefits the general tax-payer. In the 
seeond place as regards the prohibition in question, the dictum is qualified. While 

ining that industrial schools should be primarily educational and agreeing 
that the industrial schools as at present conducted frequently fail to train their pupils 
up to the standard of manual skill required for the market and pursue impractical 
methods, the resolution proceeds as follows :— 


it is most wholesome therefore that they (the schools) should be brought to 
the test ‘of producing saleable articles. But this is a very different thing from requir- 
ing progressive and methodical industrial training to be sacrificed to the necessity 
of showing a profit on the work done by the boys and in so far as the two 
objects are incompatible with" one another, the Government of India desire to 
give precedence to the former.” 
. his qualification should not be overlooked. We may now return to the discussions 
in Bengal itself from the year 1901 onwards. 


On receipt of the letter of 20th November 1901 from the Government of India 

Mz. (now Sir Alexander) Pedler, the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, was asked to 
prepare a scheme of industrial education in Bengal. Mr. Pedler, writing in January 1902 
advocated cautious and tentative steps; and suggested in the first instance the establishment 
of oraft schools at Serampore for weaving and at ten other places in Bengal for other 
‘crafts. For these schools the most competent local workman, foreman or master 
to be selected as an instructor, and instruction in drawing and designing was to 
oe pupils. In the second place, Mr. Pedler advocated the 

ition from Burope of experts for research and enquiry. Nearly two years later at 
end of 1903, Mr. Pedler, on the receipt of the views of the Government of India 
concerning the ag of the committee on industrial education, gave his views on 
the proposed policy for Bengal. They were as followa:—(1) class instruction should be 
continued ; rkecqgaerg hem drawing and designing should be taught; (3) industrial edu- 
cation should be on caste lines; (4) Government, local bodies and the public should help 
in providing scholarships ; (9) in Bengal, a boginning should bo mado with one of the 
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industries rooommended in tho letter of 1902, preferably weaving, and preferably 
Weaving in silk, ond hone vated in sik at Rampur Boalia in Rajshahi district ; 
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It is convenient to replies the narrative under this head, ‘namely, 1 
School esfablishment of & weaving school under the guidance of an imported expert. Barly 
the Government of Bengal reviewed the discussion from the time of the Simla 
of 1901; and appointed a representative committee to consider Mr. Pedler's P ; 
which were estimated to cost annually Rs. 20,000, and also the proposals of the Goyern- 
ment of India for whole-time schools at large industrial centres, as well as for. half- 
time schools for handicrafts in small private establishments. The committee duly met in — 
$ February 1904. 'The non-official representatives were nominees of the Chamber of Commerce 
and of the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce. The committee were in favour 
of cotton-weaving as the primary subject for instruction, in place of silk-weaving, 
_ with the suggestion that instruction in weaving in silk and wool should also be 
imparted. As regards the site for the school of instruction, the committee were in 
favour of Serampore instead of Rampur Boalia, Other more ambitious proposals for — 
teaching the manufacture of soap, matches, glassware, cutlery and brass were considered 
but not accepted. The recommendations of the committee wore adopted as the basis for the 
proposals submitted in June 1904 to the Government of India. The mere imporaat 
of these proposals were :— 


(1) that a school for the teaching of improved methods of hand-weaving inilk, 
cotton and wool should be opened at Serampore under an expert in- 
spector to be recruited from some big manufacturing centre in England, 

a head-master and a master of drawing and design; 

(2) that a higher class should be opened there for tho instruction of men of the 
Sibpur apprentice type, who would in turn become teachers, assistants to 
manufacturers and manufacturers; and 

(8) that «lower class should, be opened there for the instruction Pe and * 
their sons, that similar instructions be given at other selected centres 
and that all pupils at the school be supported by scholarships. 


Provision was made for a hostel, and the question of advances for the pura 
appliances was considered, It was mentioned that further enquiries would be made

The Government of India considered that their proposals were conceived in the 
yight lines and were well adapted to the local conditions and requirements. It was 
intimated therefore in October 1905, that the proposed establishment would be recom- 
mended to the Secretary of State, who would be asked to select the best man who 
could be found qualified to organize such an institution, By January 1907 the 
Government of India forwarded a despatch to the Secretary of State regarding the 
‘ development of technical and industrial education in four provinces including Bengal, —

Mr. Pedler, the Director of Public Instruction. M. Heaton’s review was practically 
an indictment of the existing system. In Novembr 1905, the Bengal Government tie 
considered that the industrial education which ws under the Education Department | 
should be placed under the Director of Agriculture, fith the object of making enquiries, 
visiting industrial schools, collecting information ant submitting proposals on the lines 
upon which industriul education should be develope. Much information was collated 
_ by Mr. Oldham, who was the Director of Agricultre at the time, in the course of his 
tours; but the advantage of this was lost when } left the department on transfer, 
This is another argument in favour of a whotime officer in order to ensure 
weontinuity.

The affiliation of certain technical schools with Sibpur College has already been 
mentioned in the previous chapter. The following schools are at preseut affiliated :— 
Bihar Schodl of Engineering, Victoria School, Kurseong, Ranchi Industrial School, 
all under Government; and the Burdwan and Midnapur Technical Schools under their 
respective District Boards. It is proposed to include also in the scheme the Orissa 
Schodl of Engineering which is to be formed out of the Outtack Survey School; and 
finally St. Andrews Colonial Homes, Kalimpong. It is intended by Mr. Heaton to 
re-organize the Apprentice Department also. There will be a junior apprentice class 
for the first two years, and thereafter a senior apprentice class, to whom he would 
offer a choice of taking specialised courses, namely, a civil engineering course, a mechan- 
ical and electrical engineering course, or a mining engineering course. The

for students of the affiliated schools to appear for the sub-overseership examination 
at Sibpur, and if snocessful to proceed to the overseer class there. Pupils who would 
pass what is known as the B Final examination at certain district schools may enter 
the second-year class of the sub-overseer course at Sibpur. ‘This scheme applies to 
the Patna Oollegiate School in conjunction with the Bihar School of Engineering; 
the Ranchi Zilla School working with the Ranchi Industrial School; and the Midnapur 
Zilla School working, with the Midnapur Technical School. Mr. Hornell in his quin- 
quennial review of the progress of education in Bengal to 1907, states that the aim of 
these B classes is general in so far as their inauguration represents an attempt to 
give a more praotical turn to school education; and that it is specialised in so far as 
these classes were deliberately intended to impart a preliminary training suitable for 
a specific profession; but that at any rate the B class experiment has hitherto proved 
a failure. Since the system was inaugurated, only one-third of the candidates has 
qualified in the final examination. The door was to be open here for the youth of 
the country who desire to prepare themselves for an industrial career. The misfor- 


_ tune is that et the present time both in the district schools and in the technical 


schools those enter who do not desire primarily a mechanical training but who wish a 
‘short cut (not being themselves sufficiently quick-witted for a literary career) to a 
qualification which will give them dignifi@@"servico under some public body. It should 
be added that B classes were started at the Bhagalpur Zilla School in 1906, but there

It is stated — 
aK that this training is prized because it leads to well-paid appointments, — ee 
Brno Engin-” In 1904 the Government of India requested the Bengal Government to prepare | 
a scheme for instruction in mining engineering. It was decided not to create a 
separate school of mining in the mining districts, but to make uso of the existing — 
facilities for giving the major part of the instruction at the Civil Bngineering 
College, A mining class has now been formed. A student who has passed tho sub- 
overseer standard may join the class for a specialised course of two yours. Six weeks 
of each year are also to bo spent in a mining district, in the study of mining 
surveying and in practical training. Diplomas are awarded. Under the Indian Mining 
Act of 1901 certificates of competency are required. The possession of the diploma in 
mining engineering oan exempt the possessor with the permission of the Board of 
Examiners from a term of two years out of the period of five years’ preotioal 
experience which is required for a first class certificate, In addition, under the auspices 
of the college, a scheme has been inaugurated for providing instruction in mining for. 
assistants and others employed in the Bengal colliery districts; and a special Mining 
Advisory Board has been attached to the college. Since November 1906 there has 
been a regular course of instruction at the centres, Sanctoria and Charanpur in the 
Raniganj coal district, and Jherria and Sijua in the Jherria district. Both from the 
reports and from my personal enquiries I gather that the scheme has been most 
successful, and that local committees have been of great assistance in arranging sites 
ee and accommodation for the lectures. 
ie This instruction in mining has required the addition of two expert Europeans to 
Bee the staff, one for the professorship at Sibpur and the other for the instructorship in 
mining for the district lectures. 
tal Motor driving, An extension of the scheme is desirable. Continuation schools for teaching 
Won arithmetic, physics, chemistry and mechanics are recommended by the instructor, 
es Mr. Griffiths, for Dhanbaid and Asansol, and also evening classes at a Ranigenj, 
‘ Kalipahari, Barakur and Jamuni. 
A further development has been in the establishment of the training of motor- 
driver mechanics. The course of instruction includes both maintenance and driving. 
There is a great and increasing demand for competent mechanics who can drive. The 
beginning was made by taking over from the Public Works Department a ‘Second. 
hand car which had to be practically reconstructed. 

A It can therefore be maintained with justification that the Sibpur College 
ee | curriculum has kept abreast of the requirements of the time, and that the principle 
is laid down in the Government resolution of 1891 on Mr. Oollin’s report has been 
consistently followed, though not always consciously.

The reply of the Bengal Government has been that for ‘the 
present it is not possible to have more than one civil engineering college thoroughly | 
equipped both in plant and establishment. The number of possible Bihari candidates ; PB 1 
for Sibpur is still too small to justify the extra staff and expenditure. The history 
of the school shows, however, a steady advancement, and it is natural that Biharis By 
should desire the prestige which would attach to the establishment of a college. It 
is an undoubted fact that Biharis at present are unwilling to proceed to the central 
college at Sibpur situated as it is in a Bengali district. When the Sibpur College ' 
has been transferred to Ranchi, a district which has more in common with the Bihari Stee 4 
districts, the “unwillingness of the Biharis may possibly disappear. But at the same ve “ 
time it is quite feasible that a system of practical training for one year and a half -~ 
may be formally organised, similar to that of Sibpur; and this is the first natural =} 
step in the future progress of the institution. In this way the institution would be int 
able to give'a certificate up to the foreman mechanic and sub-engineer standard. If 
it is possible to generalise, it would appear that the Biharis have a natural aptitude 
for practical engineering. Professor D, N. Mallik of the Patna College, who has 
recently visited technical institutions in England informs me that the Brighton 
Technical School in its technical branches furnishes an ideal to which the Bihar

While we can record nothing but success and progress in the solute for technical Fa 
instruction at Bankipore, yet it must be admitted that the arrangements for training 
artisans have been an entire failure, just as at Sibpur, and that the B classes are :

The Burdwan Technical School is administered by the District Board, The subjects _ 


taught are carpentry and smithery. The average attendance is 47; more than half are 
Brahmans and Kayasths, and more than half are boys from distriote other than Burdwan 
district, Tho course is a sub-overseer course leading up to the overseer standard at 
Sibpur. During the last three years 25 pupils have been sent up, of whom 17 passed the 
sub-overseership examination. The workshops I found to be cramped. A local committee 
takes considerable interest in the school. While this school does not turn out men who 
are likely to be mechanical engineers, tut men who desire to be sub-overseers or ‘possi- 

bly overseers, it should nevertheless be continued in its present form as @ feeder to Sib- 
pur College, for the demand for well-trained sub-overseers and overseers is not likely to 
diminish. I advise the committee, however, to refrain from slackening the strictness of 
the standard of general education required from would-be students. 


Mipnarort-Matsapart Trcunicat ScHoo.. 


This school teaches up to the sub-overseer standard. It is named after a wel- 
known landed proprietor in Midnapore, who was a generous contributor to the fund by 
which the school was started about twenty years ago. In the first year of the sub-overseer- 
sbip course the work is carpentry, and the second, smithery. The head-master is a 
passed foreman mechanic from Sibpur. As at Burdwan practically all the pupils desire 
to go in for service. As at Burdwan the accommodation is scanty. 

The pupils live in a hostel about quarter of a mile away from the school. What is 
required is more money and more organized management. In 1905 the condition of affairs 
was 80 bad that the Principal at Sibpur recommended that the privilege of affiliation should 
be withdrawn. A strong committee has, however, been since appointed in which are 
included the District Engineer, the Executive Engineer of the Public Works Depart- 
ment and the Chief Mechanical Engineer of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway, the head- 
quarters of which are at Kharagpur close to Midnapore. The school does not, and is 
not likely to, turn out men who will become practical mechanics. I recommend that 
on no account should a mistaken kindness be exercised in admitting students who have 
not passed the Entrance Examination. The system of apprenticeships for the Kharag- 
pur Railway workshops gives an opening to any passed pupil who wishes to obtain 
practical and remunerative employment, but ‘every applicant must remember that there 
is far more drudgery to be undergone in a commercial workshop than in the work- 
shop attached to an academical institution. Government has made a grant of Rs. 5,000 


Benoat Tecunicar Insvrrvure, 


This institute was founded by a society called “The Society for the Promotion of 
Technical Education in Bengal” which was registered under Act XXI of 1860. It was

been made in the mechanical ergineering course. The governing body propose that 
the technological chemistry course will deal with the following subjects :—geology, 
ceramics, tanning, paint and varnish-making, dyeing and bleaching, soap, candle, 
oil and perfunie-making, and the preparation of matches. On the engineering side the 
instruction will be similar to that given at Sibpur. But there is here an excellent 
opportunity for young men to become foreman mechanics in reality as well as in 
name, and to take advantage of the demand which the anticipated industrial activity 
will promote. The course for industrial chemistry is still in its infancy, but it has 
anticipated the proposals for the establishment of similar classes in Sibpur, which 
classes, I hope, may be the nucleus of a Government technical institute in Caleutta. 
after the engineering branches of Sibpur College have been removed to Ranchi. I 
advise the governing’ body of the Bengal technical institute to place it on a sound 
financial footing, and to insist that only those youths who have received a sound 
general education, should be allowed to join its classes. It is quite a mistake to 
think that only the dullards, who have no chance of success in the usual literary 
careers, should take up a specialised branch of technical study. John Stuart Mill said 
“ Special knowledge is sought after only by a certain number of young men, 
and it is only when they have completed their education, properly so-called, that they 
should be permitted to enter upon it. The good or bad use which they will make 


of each knowledge will depend chiefly on their mental character, and character can 
be formed only by general education.” 


TecnnicaL Department or THE Bencar Nationat Contec. 

The Bengal National Oollege has been inaugurated under the auspices of the 
National Council of Education, Bengal. It has been established at 166, Bowbazar Street 
since July 1907. It has a secondary technical course extending over three years. A 
workshop has been erected with machine plant to the value of Rs. 11,000. The sylla- 
bus includes a general course of instruction in physics, chemistry, mathematios, drawing, 


and a special course in machine drawing, mechanics, machinery tools, pattern making, : 


brass modelling, smithery, turning and fitting. The proposed college course on the 
technical side, which is to follow, is proposed to be subdivided into (a) agriculture includ- 
ing forestry; (¢) manufacture, including mining; and (c) ecommerce. The scheme of 
education has been thought oat with a view to help the students in “finding new 
and independent careers in life in the departments of arts and industry.” The 
instruction imparted is to be theoretical, experimental and manufactural. In January 
1908 there was an exhibition of the articles turned out in the workshops and labora- 
tories during the year 1907, and Professor Briihl from Sibpur was able to say that the 
articles were not only of solid construction, but that they showed in general that finish 
which is proper to all first class work, and that some of the models indicated the 
exercise of great care and patience, This institution like the Bengal Technical 
Institute was founded in a spirit of independence, and if that spirit will train up 
youths to aspire, not to seek dignified and somewhat leisurely careers, but te become 
capable foremen and masters in the indigenous industrial activity which may yet come 
in this province, the institution will serve a useful purpose. At the present moment, 
apart from the advice of Indian publicists, the better class youths have been forced, in 
spite of their traditional prejudices against manual labour, into industrial lines on 

scoount of the competition which has closed up the avenues hitherto open to them in 

literary careers. This institution is also making manual instruction in some form or 

= part of a general liberal education, not necessarily with the intention that 

the pie should take to mechanical employment.

Tn 1900 Mr, Finlay, the Chief Engineer of the East Indian Railway, with 
the assistance of some of the leading engineering firms, started a mightg school with 
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continuation classes for giving instruction to apprentices who are working in large 

workshops in Howrah. As it was found that a large number of the apprentices lived — 
‘in Oaleutta, the site was changed to the Dovetun College, Oaleutta, where classes are held 
twios a week. The staff consists of three highly qualified Ruropean lecturers. The achool 
is fulfilling a useful purpose, that is, supplementing daily practice by theoretical instruo- 
tion.” ‘I'he acoommodation is not suitable and the school is ill equipped with apparatus, 
Tf the institution were improved in these respects, for which improvement I have 
separately submitted recommendations, there should be no reason why a larger number 

of Indian apprentices should not take advantage of the school. 






Ramway Trcanica, Lnerrrerion. 


This was started in 1908 at 83 Dhurrumtola, Calcutta, to provide a means for 
acquiring some practical training in the various methods employed in the actual work.

sie This may be considered as part of a system of continuation schoels, In Chap- 

ter VIII of “Continuation Schools in England and elsewhere” edited by Professer Sadler 

of the University of Manchester and published at the University Press, 1907, there is 

* a summary of the replies received from 16 railway companies and 56 other employers” 
of labour in England regarding the facilities granted to their employees for the study 

of subjects dealing with their daily work. The system of requiring apprentices to attend 

technical schools is extending in England, and facilities in varying degrees are being 

given to that end. In 1890 Mr. Collin said that the apprentices at the Jamalpur 

workshops of the Hast Indian Railway were obliged to attend evening olasses, not 

' for technical instruction, but as a continuation of their general education. At that 

time there were no other railway night schools in the province, In 1908 we find that 

the technical night school at Jamalpur is giving instruction in technical subjects, such 

as steam-engine and machine construction, applied mechanics, algebra and mensuration. 

The average nightly attendance is 50. At the Kharagpur workshops of the Bengal- 

Nagpur Railway, attendance for apprentices at the technical night school is compulsory. 

The subjects are geometry, applied mechanics, algebra, mensuration, geometrical drawing 

and arithmetic. At the Oarriage and Wagon Workshops of the Hast Indian Railway 

at Lillooah, the technical school for apprentices gives instruction within working hours, 

‘ ene hour in the morning for two days a week. The subjects are arithmetic, algebra 
ye eae mensuration, applied mechanios, linear drawing, projection and mechanical drawing: 

" Phere is any attendance of 33 youths, of whom no fewer than 17 are Indian lads. 
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Kanchrapara workshops on the astern Bengal State Kailway, there is no 
hnical school or evening class, but it is proposed that on the completion of a 
hostel for apprentices, which is now under construction, a night school will be held 
for the apprentices. At Samastipur on the Bengal and North-Western Railway, there 
is no nignt school or other moans of studying machine drawing or technical subjects. 
Theré is also no drawing office here, and so a machine foreman cannot obtain any 
training in drawing. While on the one hand it is too much to expect that mer- 
cial undertakings will supply an education in advance of their requirements, yet on 
the other hand it would appear to be in the interest of the employers themselves 
to give to their apprentices a knowledge of the theoretical principles which underly 
their practical work. This should be encouraged. The system at Lillooah is best, I 
think, namely, that instraction should be given within working hours, and not at 
night. These schools should teach theoretical work directly connected with practical 


work, and the minimum qualification in general education should be the Entrance 
Examination or its equivalent.

The School of Art was started in 1864 and until 1893, when the school was removed 
to the new building in the Ohowringhee Road, it had bevn held in various houses in 
Bow Bazar which were in every way iM adapted for the purposes of a school of art. In 
1890 it was recorded by Mr. Oollin that the Caloutta School of Art had been esta- 
blished partly to develop the native industries, but that it had not accomplished 
much for industrial art. In 1891 the Bengal Government said that it was not too 
much to hope that, if duly supported and encouraged, the School of Art might 
do for Bengal all that South Kensington had done and was doing for industries, 
both manufacturing and artistic, in England. This ideal has not yet been reached. 
In 1894 Sir Alfred Croft, who was then the Director of Public Instruction, 
Bengal, pointed to the popularity of the school and to the fact that there was 
a remunerative demand for the special skill which was then being developed in the 
subjects of drawing, designing, wood-engraving and modelling (Papers relating to 
Maintenance of Schogls of Art in India as State Lustitutions, Home Department serial 
No, 23, 1898, page 81). Mr. A, N. Tagore, Officiating Principal of the Caloutta 
School of Art, in. describing the progress from 1902 to 1907 considered that the 
School of Art had neither fulfilled the conditions of a truly industrial establishment, 
nor had it done much towards the improvement of the fine arts of the country. 
The disposal of all European pictures and the purchase of Indian art ware in 

' 1904 marked a step towards the one ideal of forming a truly Indian art gallery, 
and the present intention to bring the Industrial Art section of the Indian Museum 
under the control of the Principal of the School of Art and the recommendation 
of the Conference of the Principals of Schools of Art in India held in 1906-06, 
to issue for tho use of artisans pattern books containing typical and pure examples 
of traditional art are an advance towards the other ideal, At present the School of 
Art in Calcutta does nothing to affect indigenous industrial art outside of Caloutta : 
a closer touch with the best workmen in the province is required. I also think that 
the diploma in mechanical and architectural drawing should have a higher value 
than it now has with a view to remunerative employment. 

The course of instruction is in two divisions:—one affording a systematic instruo- 
tion in drawing and design for drawing and technical art teachers, draughtsmen, artisans, 
art workmen and designers for art industries; and the other for those who wish to 
study drawing, paintiog and modelling with a view to become painters or soulptors. 
The gimmgry on pages 88 to 90 of Mr. Hornell’s Progross of Education in Bengal, 
1902 too, gives as full a summary as is necessary to urderstand the present position 
of the school. The fault of indigenous art is the slavish imitation of conventional 
‘European patterns The remedy is not altogether in the hands of Government.

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Existing defects Drrams regarding all the 
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Mr, Tagore assures me that ho fully agrees as to the novessity of circulating good 
Indian examples in art designs—the view eloquently expressed by Lord Ourzon at the 
opening of the Art Exhibition of Delhi in 1903: “Indian art will never be 
reviyed by borrowing from foreign ideals, but only by fidelity to its own.”

* "“Dhere are three private art schools in Caloutta—the Albert Temple’ of Science 
started in 1875, the Indian Art School in 1895, and Jubilee Art Academy in 1897. 
The details will be found in appendix II. None of these is aided by Government. 
They teach Grawing, painting, engraving and modelling and kindred subjects, but 
they turn out principally artists in painting. At the first named school I found 
Buropean casts, Huropean drawing books and European designs for painting. The 
managers of this school are strongly representative of the svadeshi movement. 


I have pointed out this inconsistency to the Principal of the school. 





CHAPTER III. 


INSTITUTIONS FOR INDUSTRIAL INSTROOTION, 


technical and industrial institutions in the province 
I deal below with various types of industrial schools— 
in the sense of schools for the instruction of would-be artisans, most of which I have 
visited. Mr. Hornell has given a short account of these schools at page 109 of the 
Bengal Quinquennial Review, but this is based principally on departmental reports 
Im "1890-91 there were in the two Bengals 16 industrial institutions with 680 pupils 
and after ten years in 1960-01 there were 27 such institutions, with 887 pupils. In 
1906-07 there were in the Western Bengal Province 1,275 pupils in 52 institutions of 
which more than half are in the Chota Nagpur Division; many of them have 
practically no effect on industrial development, and the people themselves do very 
little without aseistance. So industrial education is yet in its infancy. The arguments 
in favour of a whole-time officer for the promotion of industries and industrial 
education cannot be better expressed than in the words of Mr. Hornell, at page 111 of 
his Review, which I reproduce in full. 

“There is still apparent that lack of definiteness, both of methods and objects, that 
want of co-ordination with local industries or trades, and that uncertainty of initiative 
and support which will always prevail eo long as the schools have to depend upon the 
volition of local bodies rather than upon any sustained policy of Government. Moreover 
in ‘the face of the great preponderance of classes teaching carpentry and smith id 
siviyditgenit do. vest ths ctaclusion exrived: at‘by Bir Edward Back ia repens seckate 
and industrial schoo's in Indie, vis., that their object appears to be to teach these subjects 
to boys who have no intention to become carpenters or to engage in any manual ocon of 
whatever. It is not maintained that there are no industrial schools at which pa BN 
is being done, It must, however, be admitted that the effect of the existing schools on the 
‘jndustrial development of the province is practically negligible. 


“The reason for thie want of progress is not far to seek. A system of industrial 
schools co,ordinated to the trades and industries of the province can never be created 
except, on the initiative of a department or at least an officer whose business it is to stad 
those industries. If any real and steady progress is to be made, there mud heal iaie 
one officer possessed of the required capacity who, while it will be his business to be generall 
acquainted with the larger industries of the provinoe, will be available to conduct Bere 
‘Investigations into the conditions of any particular industry which either he or 
think it desirable to develop by some such scheme as that proposed at Serampore. Such 
an appointment has recently been proposed to Government, and it has been suggested 
oe the officer to be recruited should be styled “Superintendent of Industries and Inspector 
ul echnical and Industrial Institutions.” It is recognized that industrial development. 
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even in that aspect of it which is called industrial education, lies outside the proper ‘scope 
of the Education Department, and even though it is "proposed that ithe officer whose 
recruitment has been suggested should, to start with, work in connection with the Education 
Department, it is not considered that this is desirable as a permenout arrangement. On the 
cuntrary it is hoped that this appointment will lead in time to the creation of a Department 


of Industry to the control of which all technical and industrial institutions will® be 
transferred.”’ 


Secrion I.—Manacep sy Government. 


Mr. Collin on page 21 of the 1890 report made suggestions for industrial siborai 
He made suggestions for Ranchi, Burdwan and Midnapore; and for Rajshahi and 
Chittagong, now in the Eastern Province. At Ranchi there was a private Missionary 
school started in 1870. It was reorganized in 1890-91, and taken over by Govern- 
ment in 1894. Had the school not arisen in this way, Ranchi would have been 
the most unpromising centre for Government to institute an industrial school; for 
until lately it was remote from all industrial centres, This school has a certain 
amount of antique machine plant, sent from Sibpur in 1901; it has also a car- 
penter’s shop; and the course includes cane-work and carriage painting. The in- 
struction given here is for sub-cverseers, the B classes, and for artisans. Tho sub- 
overseer class should disappear when the Engineering College is removed from Sib- 
pur to Ranchi. The B classes for the same reason should disappear: for the object 
of the B class is to provide an easy up gradient to the Sibpur curriculum. Strangers 
came to Ranchi attracted by easy conditions and a good climate. The artisan classes 
are for blacksmithery, carpentry, cane-work and carriage painting. Instruction is.also 
given in reading, writing and arithmetic. The Munda boys why fill the school are, I 
am informed, relaxing their traditional repugnance to metal work. There are now practical 
engineers on the committee, representing the District, the Public Works Department 
and the Bengal-Nagpur Railway, and I trust that the artisan classes, which represent 
£0 out of 82 pupils, will be strongly developed. In fact, the school should be primarily 
an industrial echool. A good fitter on Rs. 70 is required for the blacksmith’s shop. More 
rooio for the teaching of carpentry is reqaired. Mensuraticn and mechanical drawing should 
be taught to all boys. Every endeavour should be made to link up the industrial 
school with the Bengal-Nagpur Railway workshops at Kharagpur and Adra, and to give 
the boys opportunities for remunerative employment. The school must also act as a 
Normal training school for supplying teachers to the local industrial schools in the Chota 
Nagpur Division In 1906-07 six from the carpenter’s department, and one from the 
blacksmith’s department passed the qualifying test, and are now earning a livelihood in 
Ranchi district. ‘There is a further opening in the training of the boys as motor-car 
mistris. There is, and will be a loeal demand for youths who, while not fully trained 
mechanics, have the qualification of a “ oleaner’”’ in a locomotive ranning shed. This is the 
principle followed by Mr. Chatterton in Madras in training youths for the maintenance 
of the oil-engines which he is distributing throughout that Presidency. 

The artisan classes at Bankipore and Sibpur oome under this head. They are 
a failure at Bankipore, and declining at Sibpur. 


Szcrion I1.—Inpvsrerat Scnoors connectsp with CommerctaL Worxsnors. 


The best school in the province is that of Beniadih attached to the workshops of 
the Hast Indian Railway Company’s collieries at Giridih. Formerly the lower primary 
standard was the qualification for admission, but this is being raised to the upper 
primary standard. The Company sre primarily concerned with recruiting youngsters 
who. will in time become competent journeymen on the railway staff. The boys from 
the beginning receive a wago of some kind. A Government grant was allotted; but 
it was not to obtain the stamp of teacher required. A teacher has now been 
obtained from ‘the Victoria Jubiloo Technical Institute in Bombay, He tonches 
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drawing ond mensuration. Since 1904.05, no English has been taught. For three- 
fo of the _Jorking hours f the day, the boys have practical training in ‘the 
* workshop under European supervision. In school hours they receive instruction in 
simple meclignics from one of the Assistant! Managers. The school is visited by 
educational officers: the remarks of Mr. Stark, the Inspector of Schools, are encouraging 
» ‘and, friendly, but the Sub-Inspector and Deputy Inspector do not appear to realize 
that the class for instruction is an appanage of ‘the workshop; and thus they mis- 
apprehend the object in view. z 

At Samastipur an artisan primary school has been started by the District Board 
of gDarbhanga in conjunction with the Locomotive workshops of the Bengal and North- 
Western Railway. Here the case is different. The pupils are outside boys of artisan 
castes who attend a primary school, and who receive practical instruction for half the day 
in the workshop. It is an approximation to the kind of school suggested in the 
Government of India letter of 30th September 1903:—(1) “ Keeping up and developing a 
boy’s inherited manual skill; (2) giving him a general education which will enlarge his 
prospects as a craftsman, while preventiag him from falling in a clerical groove” ; but 
the practical work was proposed to be ‘working for half the day; as registered and 
supervised apprentices under approved artisans.” This school is not, however, quite satis- 
factory ; and will not be satisfactory as long as the primary education is considered 
the more important, A competent teacher is required. 

More than thirty years ago at the Debri-on-Sone Oanal workshops, a class for 
instruction for the young employees was started by the Superintendent; but in time 
* the original idea that it was to be subordinate to the workshop was overlooked. 
There is a village school now, but it is a regular school under the Educational Depart- 
ment. 

I hold strongly that as far as possible industrial education should be given in a eommer- 
cial atmosphere: that where the sohool is in commercial surroundings, competent teachers 
are usually available and a future livelihood for the artisan is open; and that in 
Bengal more practical effect should be given tothe counsels in the Government of 
India letter of 1903, paragraph 10, which affirms that where there are organization 
capital, there must also be the intelligence to appreciate the value of properly ‘trained 
workers, But this, as wili appear from the context, was intended rather for the 
training of the foreman than for the training of the journeyman. ' 

The State Railway and Canal workshops provide an opportunity for the training 
of the would-be journeyman. I shall enlarge on this later.

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Srcrion I1].—InpusrriaL Scwoois In CONNECTION WITH Missions, 


Much good industrial work is being done in the Missionary industrial schools. 
They have the advantage of European control, usually enthusiastic and frequently 
practical, Yet even in these schools the fact is not kept sufficiently in view that the 
teaching which is given is meant to enable the pupils to earn a tjvelihood, and that 
Whe test of their efficiency is whether old pupils are actually earning their livelihood 
at the craft which has been taught to them. I give short notes on some of the 
schools. : 
London’ Mission Society at Kaurapukkur, 24-Parganas District—Oarpentry and carpet 
making are taught; but rather as a training for hand and eye than as a form of 
industrial education. There is, moreover, no local demand for either craft. The teacher 
in carpentry is a skilled artisan from a Caleutta shop. 

Oxford Mission at Ballyganj, Calcutta.—The system is to give manual instruction to 
all boys up to twelve years of age. Above that age the less clever boys stick to the 
industrial classes, It. is unfortunate that only one in five continues in industrial work 
after leaving the school; half of the boys who leave go back to cultivation, Still the 
fault is not with the teaching which is good. Carpentry, carving and Vigoman’s work 
sre taught. There is a good demand for the carpentry, 4 PP, is aaa 
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Church Missionary Soviely at Hatchapra, Nadia District—This was started und@ 
Esdeialbaligoeten; “Den Blackburn, and continued under Mr. Kamoke. ‘Bho school 
now an engine and some sawing and planing plant. The teaching is good a 
sound, the intention being that the boys shall earn their living in induitrial lines, 
The s#hool has the local advantage that it is linked up with the astern Bengal 
State Railway workshops at Kanchrapara, and the Nadia District Board helps , 
with scholarships some pupils who go there. 


\ Wesleyan Mission at Bankura, Bankura Distriot—An attempt is ‘aiid to attract 


some of the clever boys away from the literary side. Carpentry, cane-work and boot- — 


making are taught. Tho carpentry is good. Seven boys have obtained employment 
in the Adra work-shops of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway. I have suggested that 
there should be a hostel for the boys either at the Kharagpur or the Adra workshops. 

American Free Baptist Mission at Balasore and at Santipur, Balasore District.—The 
work at Balasore is sound: the boys are taught to be artisans, in carpentry, book-. 
binding and shoe-making and the like. The school deserves some Government 
assistance. 

The school at Santipur is doing good work in weavmg, carpentry, mat-making 
and rope-making: it is subsidised by Government. 

Society for the Propagation of the Gospet Mission School at Ohaibassa, Singhbhum 
District.—The Mission has put considerable stress on industrial teaching ; and much 


good work in carpentry has been turned out, Instruction is also given in carving, in 
stone-work and in weaving.

of the middle oloss, and those who wished instruction to be given to the sons of 

artisans. There is an Amin class for the former, and instruction in carpentry for 

the latter. This is a good type of an artisan school, but the boys should be taught, 

to understand and make simple sketches, and work from plans. B classes have lately 
been started here; but I see no good in them. 


Saran Districi—There are three Dome schools, but these are not very eflicient: 
They are special schools started for the purpose of keeping Dome boys out of mischief, 


rather than with the hope of teaching them remunerative employment. If it 
possible, better teachers should be obtained, 


Hasaribagh District—Through the efforts of Mr. Radice, the Deputy Commissioner, 
18 half-primary, half-industrial schools have been started on tho lines of the 
Indian Government proposals of 1903. The scheme is to start a class of practical 
instruction under a competent artisan in conjunction with a primary school, the 
teacher in which is expected to teach geometrical drawing. in addition to the three 
R’s, The subjects of practical instruction are smithery, carpentry, weaving and’ 


were 


pottery. A beginning has been made, but much has still to be done. Mr. Radice would # 


be the first to admit that all the schools wre not equally successful. Everything depends 
on the teachers, If he is above the average, and boys will attend both the 
primary school and his practical school, the boys will improve as craftsmen. But as 
the schools are subsidised by the District Board, there is every temptation for pupils 
to join who desire only the general education; and I found at one school well- 
dressed sons of Baniyas who had no industrial ambitions at all. On the ofher hand 
at Palawal, I saw that the teacher was teaching practical work, It should be borne 
in mind that’ the conditions Jaid down by “Government in 1903 were:—(1) only 
artisans ‘should be admitted ;, (2) the education should not fit the pupil for clerical 
ae (8) scholarships | for pupils should be given, and (4) an efficient Inspector 
should ‘be appointed. In Hiagaribagh there is a Special Sub-Inspector, but he has _ 
not sufficient. ‘technical Knowledge. A praise-worthy attempt, however. has been made 
to start the half-time industrial school. But if this is to be continued, there must be 
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better teachers. The Ranchi Government School should be able to provide some. — 
And there must be a more, capable Sub-Inspector. And only artisans’ sons should 
be admitted. There is an increased demand in the Chota Nagpur area for skilled 
craftsmen, ‘and each of these schools which is successful, helps a little in the rural 
tracts. é. - 

Ranchi District,—There were schools at Bandu, Patuahata and Basounda. The 
teaching at the last two was ioferior, and the District Board proposed to” close 
them. ‘he school at Bandu had an intelligent and qualified artisan. The monthly 
grant for Bandu was Rs, 19-8; so it depends on the teacher. 
» Manbhum District—At Thalda I saw probably one of the best of these half-time 
industrial schools. The teacher was competent: the boys were all artisans; one who 
had left had started for himself as a blacksmith. But only six out of the siateen 
were attending also the primary school. The weaving institution at Raghunathpur 
near Adra had become a farce, and I have endeavoured with the help of Mr, Watson, 
the Deputy Commissioner, to have it placed on a commercial basis. 

Burdwan District—There is nominally an artisan class at the Burdwan Techni- 
cal School; but there are no pupils. 

Midnapore District —The artisan class at the Midnapore Technical School could 
boast of only one pupil. ; 


Becrion V.—PrivaTE sCHOOL8, AIDED AKD UNAIDED, 


The Muhammadan Orphanage Industrial School in Calcutta is a type whioh 
deserves encouragement. The boys really learn and the teackers are competent: the 
subjects are tailoring, embroidery, carpet-making, press work and lithography. I would 
ask that more trouble be taken to keep an exact record of all the boys after they 
leave the school, On the other hand the Anjumani-Rafiq-ul-Islam Industrial School in 
Calcutta is not working on sound lines. It is rather a denominational school, with « 
little sewing and watch-repairing thrown in. I have appealed to those responsible to 
remember that the boys have to earn their livelihood by what they learn there and 
that the instruction should be real, not make-believe. 


The Lab Chand Matichand Jain Literary and Technical School is the result of 
a pious foundation, the object of which is to give both a literary education and 
a training in “practical arts relating to the manufacture of jewellery as well as 
industrial and technical arts”. This has now 80 boys, although it started only in 
August 1907, I have advised the management to give two-thirds of the instruction to 
practical training and one-third to literary training, instead of one hour of practical 
instruction out of five and a half hour’s attendance—a proportion which can hardly 
entitle the school to be called an industrial one: to use standard drawing books, and 
to insist on the accuracy of the mechanical drawing. 


The Fakharpur Carpentry School in Gaya District and the Alalpur Industrial 
School in Balasore District are two instances of spontaneous industrial training. 


"The former has a competent teacher, but he does not teach properly, In the latter 


case, the founder is an Uriya gentleman with o practical turn of mind, who has 
raised the standard of craftsmanship in his neighbourhood. Such schools need 
guidance, and deserve pecuniary encouragement. 


Secrion VI.—Inpustriat Scnoots ron Women, 


There is a school called the Mahila Shilpasram in Calcutta; and there are the 


‘schools under Missionary guidance for lace work at Ranchi, Khunti, Chaibassa and 


Kalimpong. These are oofsidered under the heading of this industry in Part II of 
the Special Report. These lace schools appear to be ‘likely to provide remunorative 
employment, and are capable of much development under the lace experts, who have 
peen imported by the Missions, provided the disposal of the produot is effected on 
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fo “Ker sais ‘gw * 
‘Tho Reformatory Schools at Hazaribagh and Ranchi have been’ treated sinoe 
1900 as educational institutions, and crafts are taught which the boys may follow up" 
when they reach the statutory age for their detention. The following table gives the 


numbers under instruction at the two schools.

It is interesting to know what becomes of the boys after they leave the Refor- 
matories. From the figures which have been collected for the past three years, we 
learn that of the boys who received instruction in trades, 22 per cent. from Alipore 
and “25 per cent. from Hazaribagh adhere to these trades for their livelihood after 
their release.’ nm 





CHAPTER IV. 


SYSTEMS OF APPRENTICESHIP. 


Mr. Oor11n pointed out in paragreph 58 of his Report that whereas a number of Apprenticeships © 
handicraftsmen of all sorts was being trained in railway workshops, mills and private ™ railway and 
firms in Calcutta, yet this training did not reach the educated clawes.in India, who *™* Workshops. 
are required as supervisors and foremen; and that the latter were in most cases 
imported. In paragraph 61 he further pointed out that proprietors were alive to the 
advantages of having a local supply of trained youths ready to take the place of 
foremen, but that they preferred the imported Muropeans. I gather that the opinions 
of employers are now not so rigid, and that the educated youths are now showing a 
willingness to join as apprentices if they had the opportunities. A youth of good 
family and good education has informed me that he was willing to indenture himself 
with Messrs. Burn & Oo, but that his guardians disallowed his request. On the 

hand I recommended another youth of similar qualifications who seemed to 
have an aptitude for mechanics to join the motor workshops of Messrs. Kilburn 
& Qo, and he is now eaming as a mechanic in private employment five times 
as much as he would have earned in the clerical line in which I found him. The 
Superintendent of the East Indian Railway Locomotive Workshop at Jamalpore, 
Mr. Tomyns Browne, informs me that he is in favour of indentured apprentices and 
that he would like to see that Government should insist, wherever it was able to do 
80, that workshops should entertain at least a cortain fixed percentage of indentured 
apprentices to their entire mechanical staff, In the Carriage and Wagon Department 
of the East Indian Railway at Lillooah I found that out of the Mi a — 
workshops, 17 were young Bengalis, nearly all of whom were ns, and | 
whom were sons icechajeon men. The Superintendent, Mr. a te * 
great interest in them, sriodical examinations to test progress and otherwise. His 
ules. of See aicne seer should be studied by parents and guardians. The 
‘Entrance Examination is the minimum quolificatioa. The Chief Mechanical Engineer — 
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py of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway, Mr. A. 8. Bailey informs me that the Company — 
ie is ready to engage Indian apprentices. Under the Bengal-Nagpur Railway system the 
Bet egal guardian of the apprentice is expected to execute an agreement of indemnity — 
6 in case the apprentice in any way misconducts himself or leaves its service without — 
permission. The Eastern Bengal State Railway issued in 1907 rules for the appoint- 
ments of literate Indian apprentices. The minimum qualification is the second 
d class of a higher English school, but preferance, it was stated, would be given to those — 
who possess higher educational qualifications. The Superintendent of the Samastipur 
‘Workshop of the-Bengal and North-Western Reilway informs me that he is unable to recruft 
Indians as apprentices, although he has frequently tried to persuade the youths of the 
middle class to take up mechanical engineering as a profession. Mr. Oollin also 
proposed that each of the Railway workshops should take in a number of apprentices, 
and I repeat this recommendation for all the workshops over which Government has any 
control. At present the Calcutta Technical School gives theoretical instruction to 
a number of apprentices working with Messrs. Burn & Oo. Jessop & Co., and 
pe others. And attendance at this night school is one of the conditions of apprenticeship 
hy” in the case of certain Calcutta firms. The Bengal-Nagpur Railway Company and 
a the East Indian Railway Company also insist on attendance at their night Schools as 
one of the conditions of apprenticeship. Mr. Collin stated in his paragraph 59 that 
private firms did not hold a favourable opinion of the passed students of the Sibpur 
Engineering College as mechanical engineers. The same unfavourable opinion I find 
still exists, but the training in mechanical engineering at the college has advanced 
considerably within the last 18 years, and it is possible that the attitude of the students 
le themselves to mechanical engineering as a profession is altering. But even so the 
| practical training which can be given in a commercial workshop must be superior to that 
given in an academical institution in the case of those who desire to be master 
i mechanics, I can only urge that guardians or others should allow and encourage 
young men of the country to make use of the opportunities which even now exist 
for apprenticeship in mechanical engineering. 








CHAPTER YV. 


TECHNICAL SCHOLARSHIPS. 


Secrion 1.—S8rare Scuonansures. 


of Proposats for the institution of State technical scholarships was one of the 
results of the Simla LHducational Conference of 1901, It was proposed that 
selected candidates should be sent abrond to undertake definite courses of etudics 
in’ subjects connected with industrial science and research, and that an allowance 

of one hundred pounds a year in addition to travelling expenses and fees should 

be granted for two years on an average, The Government of India proposed 
that two such scholarships should be allotted to Bengal. Looal Governments were 
to be asked to consider what industries were of importance and which should be 
best. encouraged by scholarships, particularly such industries in which native capital and 
native enterprise were likely to be engaged. It was added that it should be borne in 
mind that men who have received an expensive European training could be employed 
only upon such industries as were susceptible of being organized upon a consider 
able scale, The principles of the scheme met with the approval of the Secretary of 
State, and the proposed amount of the scholarship was subsequently fixed at one 
hundred and fifty pounds a year. It was suggested to the Government of Bongal 
«that the mining industry would find @ favourable field for the initiation of the 
experiment. Tho scheme was put in force in 1904, and cleven Stato scholars in 
** mining engineering were selected in that year and in the three subsequent yours,

(c) That a scholar before being nominated should have reseived the best techni- 
cal education available in the province in the particular industry 
‘which he proposes to study. 
(7) That no age-limit would be fixed for the present. 


The representatives of the mercantile ond industrial communities were con- 
sulted as to the industry which should be primarily encouraged, The Government 
of Bengal decided in accordance with the opinion of the Bengal Chamber of Com- 
merce that for the present at any rate the coal mining industry should be 
encouraged and after that the manufacture of leather. The 1908 scholarship has been 
allotted for the former, and an extra scholarship bas been given for the latter industry. 
The opinions of those consulted varied considerably and included suggestions for the 
eucouragement of power-loom weaving, sheet metal work, mechanical engineering, glass 
manufacture, chemical industries, paper and match manufacture. Tho letter of the 
Government of India of the 9th October 1902, presents a full consideration of the prin- 
ciples to be followed in the grant of such State technical scholarships and should be perused 
by those who think that Government is not doing enough in this direction. 


The difficulty which Government have had in selecting candidates may be judged 
from the criticism of Mr. Chatterton, the Director of Technical Enquiries in Madras 
who stated that he had to reject all the applicants in 1905, because they wore not 
in the least fitted to receive technical education. Most, he said, were carried away 
with the impression that they could spend a period of two years in-an English country 
at the expense of Government on a stipend of a hundred and fifty pounds a year. 

Tt is interesting in this connection to see what has been done in other provin- 
ces; for the current year 1908, the subjects selected have been :—

| should be in Caloutta itself and should be affiliated with the classes in chemistry and 
physics at the Presidency College, and with the textile instruction at the new Serampur 
Weaving Tastitute. The syllabus should be the same as that provided at the 
Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute at Bombay, or at the University of Leods, in 
what is known as technical chemistry and should embrace the chemistry of leather 
and tanning, of the manufacture of commercial chemicals, and the chemistry of the 
processes required in the dyeing and printing of textiles, and in the manufacture of 
dyes, perfumes, soap, ceramics, varnishes and paints.

’ instruction is used in certain Missionary schools in the hope, not always realized, that 
the boys, who do not belong to the artisan castes, will earn a living afterwards in # 
a handicraft!

 gonception exists as to the principles and objects of the half-time system; 
notwithstanding the fact that the Government of India in 1901 said that they 
Sttached great value to the dissociation of technical irom ordinary literary edu- 
cation. Another misconception is that it is assumed that the employers of subor- 
dinate Indian labour are satisfied with manual dexterity in their journeymen. It is 
a fact, I find, that many employers have not given special attention to the improve- 
ment of the intelligence of their journeymen, but many have stated to me that a 
journeyman who could work the first four rules of arithmetic in English figures and 
who could make and understand simple drawings would be a more useful workman x 
than one who has not this knowledge. Paragraph 66 of Mr. Collin’s report shows 
that in 1890 employers, while admitting the benefits of a course of theoretical train- 
ing, did not appear to have felt the absence of it, that they looked for practical * 
training only, and were satisfied if they obtained that.

Outside the metropolitan area and away” 
from the vicinity of large workshops, it is not possible to have the commercial atmosp 
But the next best thing is that the work to be taught should be that kind for which 
there is a remunerative local demand, if it be done well. Some officers desire a 
graduated syllabus for this form of instruction. It is acknowledged that a training of 
three or four years is required, and something definite for each year is demanded by the 
non-expert inspecting officer. In my opinion a too elaborate syllabus defeats its own 
object. Mr. Ward, the Superintendent of the East Indian Oollieries says that to ask a 
boy to attend to fires in a blacksmith shop for a whole year is to damp any spark of 
enthusiasm the boy may have, while Mr. Heaton, the Principal of Sibpur, says: that 
the best training is to make the boys proceed from simple articles to more difficult 
articles, and that it is impracticable to ask a boy to spend a whole year on one 
operation such as planing. In this connection 1 mote that it is impossible to give 
practical training of any value, unless articles are made which are meant to be sold, 
otherwise boys will leave with knowledge neither of the cost of materials nor of 
market rates. I have not» yet oome across any institution in which progressive and 
methodical training was sacrified to the necessity of showing a profit, as the Govern- 
ment Resolution of 1903 foreboded. In fact either from want of business methods, or 
from the fear of the above imputation, the work is all the other way; as commercial 
undertakitigs, the schools are carried on at a loss. The theory that industrial

(1) factory industries, (2) mining industries, (3) handicrafts, (4) industrial arts, and (5) 
industries dealing with economic products, These will be considered in turn; and it 
is proposed to treat in detail the indigenous manufacturing industries and the indi- 
genous industrial arts. Manufacturing industries cover both factory industries and ' 
cottage handicrafts. It is desired to indicate the nature of existing obstacles to 
development, the possibility of development, and the measures which Government 
may legitimately take to remove obstacles, or facilitate development.

Twenty years have elapsed since 1888, and now in the newspapers, in magazine Conti nu fe 

articles and in the addresses of Indian publicists it is stated that the country is on development, 

the evo of an extensive industrial development. Although fresh factors have been 

brought into operation within the last two years, yet it will be found that there 

has been a continuous development. The material condition of the people was reviewed . 
in 1892 and again in 1902, In the former year it was found that, while silk manu- 

factures and hand-loom weaving were decaying, there had been a “redistribution 
‘rather than destruction of wealth,” and that the manufactures of Bengal were “ more 

valuable than they were in days when her silks and muslins held every market in ‘ 
Europe.” By 1902 it was stated that there had been an outburst of manufacturing 

and mining activity, which was converting the metropolitan districts into a vast 
industrial tract; and even at that time Mr, Shirres, who prepared the memorandum, 

was able to point to the growth of an industrial middle class, The following figures 

are sufficiently striking. Within twenty years jute mills have increased from 12 to 42: 

cotton mills from 6 to 18: the coal output from under two million tons to over ten 

million tons: the mica output from under 100 tons to over 1,000 tons, Tho greater 

part of this development has been due to European capital and enterprise, while the 

trend of the present movement is for the outlay of Indian capital and the exercise 

of Indian management, The outlay of capital implies the power of combination and 

the risking of reserve funds for industrial purposes, and management implies technical “ 
skill and business capacity, There is and has been for tho last six years a desire 
amongst the educated cldsses to take to industrial enterprises—a desire not unconnected 
with the blocking by competition of the traditional avenues of livelihood on literary 
lines, The history of the Indian Industrial Association of Calcutta shows that its 
Promoters ‘were in advance of publio opinion in 1893. Those therefore who nowy 
earnestly desire this .indnstrial development must continue to call upon their country 
men to uso their latent capital, either individually or ollestively ; and to acquire 
aki aa ee and business management.

This distribution gives, however, no idea of the extent of the lac industry, for 
instance. Only seven large factories are shown above in the whole of the Chota Negpur 
Division, whereas there are no fewer than 82 small factories in Manbhum district 
alone. Nor does it give a fair idea of the brass industry in North Midnapore, where 
some capitalists employ 150 to 800 men. The tendency of the district staff, who 
prepare the returns of important industries, is, I find, to assume that an “ mmportant 

* industry ” must use mechanical power. 
European enter- Many of the factories in and around Caloutta are those described in Mr. Collin’s 
prise. report as European industries. It is not realised what an enormous amount of European 
’ capital is invested in industrial enterprises in Bengal. Take the case Of jute; the 
capital invested in buildings and plant on the banks of the Hooghly is £12,000,000 
sterling ; and employment is given to 200,000 native operatives, whose wages amount to 
£3,000,000 or four and a half crores of rupees a year. In the districts too, European 
capital has within recent years started large factories such as the sugar factory cf India 
Development Limited, at Otter in Muzaffarpur district, and the new factory of the 
Peninsular Tobacco Oo,, which is under erection at Monghyr. If, however, there is to 
be any really indigenous industrial development in the province, Indian capital must 
come forward, whether in joint-stock enterprise or through the small capitalist. A 
commendable beginning has been made, but an examination of the registration of joint- 
stock companies will show that Bengal is far behind Bombay in the inauguration 
of purely indigenous industr'al concerns. Bombay provided 49 per cent. of the total nominal 
capital in 1906-07, and Bengal 24 per cent. In Bengal in 1907-08 there were 80 
pe - eompanies registered with a paid up capital of 18% lakhs,.but coal companies accounted for 
Biwi! more than half of the number and 12} lakhs of the capital. Indigenous joint-stock enterprise 
= is still in its infancy in Bengal ; and the transactions are characterised by an almost exoassive, 
though prudent, amount of caution and shyness, For instance, the Bengal Laxmi 
Cotton Mills, Limited, took over a working mill, the Laxmi Tulei Cotton Mills, at 
Serampore; and the Bengal Hosiery Oompany, Limited, are taking over the works of 
the old Kidderpore Hosiery Factory. There have been some interesting develop 
‘ments of joint-stock enterprise for banks and insurance companies, which are 80 
far hopeful signs. \ But tho capital for these new enterprises is not coming from 
the large capitalists, but from the savings of the middle class. It is the opinion 
, ‘of a leading native merchant that it is much easier to make money by an agenoy 
in imported goods, than by investment in industrial enterprise. Tho large capitalist 
has still to be persuaded that he can get a good return for his money in manu- 
facture rather thon in zamindari or agency, or money lending. There are two 
good examples in Calcutta of successful indigenous enterprise: tho Caloutta Pottery 
Works, and the Bengal Chemical and Pharmaceutical Works. These are financed by

but its growth will be slow. The Hon’ble Mr, (now Sir Vithaldas Damodar) Thackersey 
in his presidential address at the Calvutta Industrial Conference of 1906, quoted with 
approval the words of Mr., (now Sir Thomas) Holland, the Director of the Geological 
Survey of India, who said that Indians will continue to pay an unnecessary and 
undesirable tax as long as those in the country who possess money will not risk 
their reserve fund for industrial purposes. 1x) 
Apart from the investment of capital, another essential for industrial develop- Mechanical ens 
menis is that the young men who study engineering at Sibpur and elsewhere Sineering, 
should acquire more than a superficial knowledge of mechanical engineering. This © 
is dealt with in my other report. In all factories where machine plant is used 
some knowledge of mechanical engincering is essential; and there is a splendid aut 
opening for the middle class youth as foremen if they will only take advantage of ia 
it. It is a common complaint of large employers that the Sibpur youth quickly 
forgets all that he has learned in the workshop, One leading engineering firm 
says that there is no employee available between a native tindal and a European 
foreman mechanic. As I have recorded elsewhere, the firms which are financed by 
Huropean capital and organised under European management prefer to employ European 
foremen, inasmuch as force of character in managing factory hands is considered an 
essontial as much as technical skill, but still the training at Sibpur contributes not a — , 
little to strengthen the character of the students, and it is to be hoped that they wr «|

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While agriculture occupies over 72 per cent. of the population, the whole of those Indigenoushan- 
engaged in the “preparation and supply of material substances,” according to the dicrafts, 
census of 1901, comes up only to 10 per cent; and amongst these, handloom cotton 
weavers, though the most important workers in indigenous industries, make up 
only 1°2 per cent; workers in precious metals, 0°4 per cent ; potters and iron workers 
each 0°38 per cent.

manufacture, (6) iron manufacture. These samo handicrafts were stated by Mr. Collin 
ty to be the principal indigenous industries in 1890. The report of the Industrial 
Committee, 1903 (Vol. 1, p. 87) recommends that all the above should be encouraged 
jn Bongal. The commitvee appointed by the Bengal Government in 1904 recom- 
mended in particular that weaving should be developed. This will be discussed in the 

next chapter.

me mi ii igen OR an -six districts, it appears to me that what is now required is not the teaching 
Sommai : of the existing methods in cottage industries, but the teaching of improved methods, 
and also the assistance of the educated upper-middle classes in a mere organized system 
of production and distribution. Mechanical power, or in some cases, an improved adap- 
tation of human power is required. An acute observer, representing the United States 
Government, has recently reported to Washington that the svadeshi movement must 


. be left to himself to obtain his raw materials, to produce an article, and then sell 
the completed product. Also I hold that industrial schools outside of a commercial 
atmosphere and without highly qualified teachers are futile, and that enthusiasm *without

if TEXTILE INDUSTRIES.

Tix factory industry has increased considerably since 1890, There are now 14 
mills, in nine of which spinning is done. More then half of these fourteen are backed 
by Indian capital. Mr. Gollin said in 1890 that cotton spinning, except a ® cottage 
industry, did not exist. 

Bengal produces now only seven per cont. of the total production of spinning ‘mills 
in India. The Bengal climate appears to favour spinning, and spinning mills appeat 
to have ‘a chance in Bengal, because they can obtain cotton at a nominal freight by 
‘steamer from Bombay. ‘Tho great difficulty is the want of skilled labour. The 
most recent figures show a falling off in yarns spun in Bengal:—April 1905 to March 
1906, 51:2 million pounds; 1906-1907, 46°5 million pounds; 1907-1908, 41'8 million

It has passed through four sets of 
proprietors within ten years, and has over 26,000 ring spindles and 200 looms. 
There has been an increased local manufacture of T cloths, and there is a probability 
of further increased local manufacture. The woven goods produced in Bengal mills 
during the last three years have been as follows:—2'5 million yards in 1905-06, 
58 million yards in 1996-07, and 7'9 million yards in 1907-08, The first figure 
Wis for greys alone, the latter two are for all woven goods. On the other hand, tho 
imports of all cotton piece-goods into Osloutta were 1,171 million yards as the 
average of 1900-1905, 1,386 million yards in 1905-1906, snd 1,160 million yards in 
1906-1907. The decrease in 1906-1907 was greatest in greys. The imports of all 
cotton piece-goods have mounted up again in 1907-08 to 1,330 million yards, with 
a record value of 21% crores of rupees. The position in Bengal shows that 
there is an opening for the extension of the textile industry more in the Indian 
market and less in the China and foreign markets, and for the weaving of fine 
goods. 

The hand-loom weaving industry has existed, as Mr. Collin said in 1890, more or 
less in every district. The yearly accounts from 1892 were rather dispiriting. In the 
monograph for 1898, it was stated “that large numbers of weavers have abandoned 
their looms and have taken to other pursuits,” or that the cotton weaving industry was 
in @ decaying condition. In 1899 the industry was stated to be on the decline, but 
there was no change in the fine muslin of Golnagar and in the coarse cotton cloth 
in Orissa, By 1901 it was stated that the competition of European piece-goods was 
lowering the indigenous industry in the Burdwan, Presidency and Patna Divisions, 
bit that the fly-chuttle loom was coming into use in the two former areas, In 
1905 it was stated that the coarse country-made cloths were preferred in the Orissa 
and Ohota Nagpur Divisions and in the Sonthal-Parganas. By 1906-1907, the industry 
had recovered. In Burdwan district there was an increase in outturn of one-half over 
that of the previous year. From Bankura there was an export trade. At Bolpur in 
Birbhum there was considerable manufacture. In Hooghly district the manufactures 
in Arambagh subdivision rose from 11 lakhs to 14 lakhs. In Howrah the mill out 
turn decreased; and the hand outturn increased. In Midnapore, Ghatal was the centre 
of weaving. In the 24~Parganas, the mill market was dull; the band outturn smartened 
in Basirhat subdivion. In Jessore there was a considerable manufacture in both 
coarse and fine cloth; so also in Khulna. In Nadia ooarse cloths, bed-sheets 
and towels were made at Kushtia, Meherpur and Shikarpur. Fine cloths with silk 
borders were made at Santipur for export. In Patna, both cotton and mixed 
fabrics were manufactured in Bihar. In Saran district, the joahas wove a coarse 
doth for winter use. There was some spinning in the Gopalganj subdivision. In 
Gaya, there was coarse cloth manufactured. In Darbhanga district there was the 
special ‘%okti cloth woven near Madhubani, and sani cloth at Bharwara ond 
Pondaul. In Shababad coarse cloth was woven all over the district. In Bhagalpur, 
Soarse cloth was made, but on improvement in texture was made, 60 also in Monghyr. 
lh the Sonthal Parganas, both jolaizs, tantis and aboriginals did coarse weaving. 
At ‘Kishanganj in Purnea district, /ungis and patanis were made. Throughout Orissa 
and Chota Nagpur Divisions coarse cloths were woven, principally for local consump- 
tion.

* Extensions of The subject of hand-loom weaving has given rise to much discussion since 1890, 
the Serampore There is quite a literature on the subject; some of the leading pamphlets are quoted 
pattern hand: the Appendix. In Bengal, as has been soon, from 1892 to’ 1902 there was 
. nothing but decadence to record. From 1902 to 1906, the steps taken towards the 
improvement of the handloom weaving were made in the direction of introducing 
the Serampore pattern throughout Bengal. Mr. Collin had said in 1890 that the Seram- 
pore weavers used an improved hand-loom, and owed the vitality of their trade to 
that fact. Mr, Banerjei in his monograph of 1898 again called attention to this pattern, 
saying that it was a distinct improvement on the ordinary loom, in so far that it 
ed to a great deal of economy of labour. This was the old English fly-shuttle 
loom invented by John Kay and introduced more than fifty years in Serampore 
from Farasdanga (Chandernagore). No attempt had been previously made to introduo® 
this loom outside Serampore. 
Mr, Havell, the Principal of the School of Art, Oaloutta, took up the matter 
in 1901. From that time, by lectures, letters and advertisements, Mr. Havell did a 
great public service in his efforts to extend the use of the Serampore fly-shuttle 
loom. Government circulated instructions and sketches ; District Boards were importuned 
to sond weavers for training at Serampore; a factory for the manufacture of 
Serampore looms was started at Chinsura, first under Ghosh, Chauduri & Co., then 
Ghosh, Palit & Oo. then under Mr. P. N. De. The progress from year to year 
was summarised in the District Board reports, and Mr. Havell at one time was 
persuaded that 10,000 new looms were working; and in February 1908 was of the 
same opinion. An examination of the correspondence in many of the District Board 
‘ offices discloses that there was too much amateur work; and recent enquiries show 
that the new form of loom, notwithstanding the impetus of the srudeshi movement, 
has not been sufficiently attractive to the working weaver. ~The reasons for the failure 
are many. The present attitude in the districts is not to worry any further about 
the fly-shuttle loom, on the ground that the attempts to popularize it have failed. 
Some who have been corresponding about the loom for years do not even 
what a fly-shuttle is, The National Weaving School, which worked at No. 909; 
Cornwallis Street, Calcutta, is now closed. I was sorry to see lying idje in many places 
anumber of frame looms of the Serampore pattern, which had been introduced by 
well-to-do people in several districts, I think a fresh start must be made in Bengal 


Objections to The fly-shuttle loom contains a string end lever mechanism for pushing the shuttle 
the © Serampore backwards and forwards across alternate sheddings of the warp throads, along the shuttle 
loom, run; in the country loom the shuttle is passed by the hands of the weaver between the 

threads of the warp. I checked the picking in many places and found that it averaged 

65 against 22 per minute in the country loom. The complaints were in different 

places (1) that the whole new frame loom was too expensive; (2) that the weaver had to 

sit on a bench instead of on the ground; (3) that the threads snapped; (4) that the 
wheels of the shuttle could not be repaired locally; (5) that the shuttle jumped out 
off the shuttle ran; ani (6) that sufficieut work could not be prepared to keep up 
with the rate of weaving. I have given to this matter much personal enquiry and 
studied all the literature on the subject, and I think that some of the difficulties are 
due to avoidable causes, principally want of mechanical knowledge. What is wanted for 
the improvement of the individual weaver in Bengal is a cheap adaptation of the 
flying-shuttle mechanism to the country loom. The improved sley with — the 
string-picking apparatus is the only essential part of the improved loom. _ The 
wooden frame-work and the raised seat are only copies of the original English loom. 
a* is not necessary to give the ordinary weaver a stout wooden frame for his loom, 
‘or to ask him not to sit on the floor. Tho line of least rosistence is required 
for dealing with the most conservative of Indian artisans, Mr Havyell did, it is 
true, propose the adaptation of the fly-shuttle sley to the country loom’ at @ cost 
of Rs. 7; but I do not think that the people in the dietricts realised its advantages 
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‘eH that ie. euteested: ‘contrivance was” siedheiifSilly’ perfect. A: gro)’ edaptation 
is that proposed by Mr. @recnway, Supervisor of tite Darbhanga District Board, at a 
cost of Ks. 6-11 (Government Circular No. 151.M. of the <O0th September 1906). ‘ 
The best adaptation which has come. to my notice so far, is not the Bengal pattern, 
but the pit loom pattern of Mr. P. ‘Theagaraya Chettiar in Madras, which costs complete 
Rs, 10. The Bengal pattern with some little devices could be made to swing more 
evenly, and could be made less costly. The shuttle box of the Bengal pattern is likely 
to jum the picker when it is first used. In fact the extension of such a pattern in 
Bengal was as rouch a mechanical problem as anything else. Moreover the Serampore ' 
mien were accustomed to their English frame loom; they could teach “picking” on a 
duplicate loom, but they had no experience to teach the use of the adapted form 
of loom. Within recent years many pattorns of hand looms have been publicly tried» 
at Calcutta in 1906, and at Madras in 1908. The last word on the subject is 
Mr. Chatterton’s memorandum on the Madras weaving competition of 1908, in which 
he shows the advantages of Mr. D. ©. Ohurchili’s model of a pedal loom, th 
Sayaji Baroda loom, and of Mr. Maxwell’s “Triumph” Salvation Army loom. It is Problems in 
necessary to indicate precisely what the problems are, First, the problem of assisting rg Rear 
the weaver in his old individualistic ways is one thing; for that, the cheapest ~ 
form of mechanism which will give an increased outturn is required. This will give 
an increased power of production, Secondly, the problem of applying generally human 
labour to work looms is another This depends upon whether there is a market for 
the hand product, and whether it can compete successfully with the machine product. 
But even if these conditions are sutisfied, this is not enough. Organised capital is 
required. The capitalist can either finance the weavers in their own homes in an / 
existing weaver oclony, and distribute their goods for them; or he can in a similar 
colony economise by bringing the weavers and their wives aud children to work under 
one roof, in the manner in which the new Madras handloom factories are working. ‘ 
-A factory does not necessarily connote mechanical power, or unhygienic surroundings. 
The Madras handloom factories were a revelation to me. Henos in Bengal, the 
capitalist can either go in for power factories or for simple financing, or for organized 
d-power fnotuties, For the last two, he should work at known weaving centres, like 
aoe Bishnupor, Santipur, Bhagalpur, Bihar, Madhubani, and so on. The 
eapitalist should get the most efficient form of human-power loom possible even though 
it be expensive. Care should be taken to avoid one error: it is of no avail to teach 
weaving to those outside the weaver castes in a place where there is no demand 


the goods. 


What has happened in Bengal is that in parts of Jessore district and most of Development of 
Howrah district, in the Sadar and Serampur subdivisions, but not in the Arambagh band loom weave 
subdivision of the Hooghly district, and in the Raniganj side of the Burdwan '"® 
district, the Serampur pattern of hand loom has extended. But I believe that it 
was due more to interoommunication among the people themselves than to officiay 
efforts to popularizo the Serampur fly-shuttle loom. On the other hand, the 
ordinary weaver throughout the Burdwan and Presidency Divisions hus, whether a 
fly-shuttle worker or not, received a special demand for his wares on account of 
the moyement in favour of local manufactures. And yet I found Serampur weavers 
themselves wearing by preference and for the sake of cheapness imported cloths, 
although they are the most prosperous among the weaving population, earning up to 
Rs. 25 and 30 a month. Improvements are also required in the preliminary warping 
and sizing. The Serampur weavers have adopted, in the formation of the warp, 
timple labour-saving appliance by which 100 threads can be laid simultaneously instead 

“of one or two. An Arrah zimindar has a machine for the same object, though un- 
hecessarily complicated. I do nct think that the efficiency of the Bengal method of 
fizing could be improved upon; but it is time-consuming. The proceedings of the 
All-India Weaving Conference of Madras showed that there is much to learn under 
these heads, and the improved methods adopted at the Madras band-wesving factories 
eould be followed in Bengal. There is room fer a complete division of labour 
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between warpers and weavers. The Patent List of 1907 show five appliodtions sw : 
specifications filed by Bengali inventors for improvement# in hand looms or “hand 
‘spinning wheels. 

Proposed a The proposals for the Government Central Weaving Institute at Serampur have 
ernment om detailed in page 8 of my other report. At present we await the arrival of the. 
ing ingtitate, two experts whose appointments have been sanctioned. I think that their course of. 
action should be, first to study the literature on the subject, then to study thesactual 
indigenous looms in the districts, and then to consider the problem of how to improve 
the mechanical efficiency of the native looms in Bengal by small improvements, or the 
desirability of adopting any of the patterns used in other parts, and also the possibility 
of saving the labour in the preliminary processes. In other words the objects to be 
kept in view should be the same as those announced by Mr. Chatterton for the 
Government factory at Salem in the Madras Presidency—experiment as well as 
instruction. For the present I am arranging to test the Madras pit loom pattern 
in three districts, Sambulpur, Bankura,‘and Darbhanga, and the Inspector-General of 
Prisons has kindly agreed to replace some of his old looms by the Salvation Army 
loom and the Churchill loom, and to test their suitability in Bengal. he efficiency 
of the Serampur looms is greatly increased by the addition of an automatic take-up 
motion which conduces to evenness of weaving. This has been successfully done by 
Suresh Chandra Sarkar of Raipur in Birbhum district. The proposed weaving institute 
and capitalist organization would in time achieve the reforms proposed in the Bengal 
Monograph on Cotton. Dr. Forbes Watson, the great textile expert, once said that 
the weaver had no regular system or method of doing business. Mr. Banerjei 
suggested in his monograph that weavers in the backward district should visit the 
large weaving centres, and learn to improve the quality and design of their fabrics. 
He advocated also exhibitions; and the introduction of cheap hand machinery, 
especially the introduction of the improved hand looms of Serampore.

Requirements The memorandum issued by the Government of India on hand loom weaving 
in Bengal. in India in 1907, was circulated throughout Bengal. Opinions were collected from 
all districts, and they confirm my views that :—(1) a central experimental station is required ; 
(2) the assistance of capitalists is wanted ; (8) improvements on preliminary processes ud s 
necessary ; (4) subdivision of labour must come; (5) exhibition are helpful; and (6) 
simple really inexpensive adaptation of the fly-shuttle to the existing looms would 
be acceptable to the ordinary weaver, if he were convinced that it were remunera- 
tive. I do not propose co-operative credit societies for weavers, or industrial* 
advances. Lither the weaver should be tempted to improve his outturn by a simple 
** device, or the work should be done on a big scale by capitalists, whereby weavers 
would be paid at piece-work rate for their outturn. Two separate solutions were pro- 
posed at the Madras conference; there is room I hold for each in Bengal. One 
was to make a good loom even though it be expensive and put it in the market 
where its own merits would tell; the other was to overcome tho first objection of 
weavers to expense and intricacy and introduce a cheap and simple artiole.

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Healthy co. ‘This is the subject of an elaborate monograph by the well-known expert, tho 


 eoons, late Mr. N. G. Mukerji, who studied the subject for twenty years in the course 
Feels ” of which he visited Franco and Italy. The industry covers the culture of the 
ry worm and the reeling of the silk; and also silk weaving, ‘The former subject has | 
ie been taken up by the Agricultural Department. The report of the committee 


appointed by Government in 1906 to enquire into the condition of the silk industry _ 
in Bengal should be read along with the monograph published in 1903. These papers are 
‘ of such a recent date that direst reference to them should be made by those interested. 
} in the subject. I give here only the conclusions. It is accepted that the present 
"unsatisfactory conditions are due primarily to disease amongst the worms, and mot’ 
to defects in reeling or nianufacture, or to competition. Definite recomendations for 
ae edablishment of nurseries and for cther remedial measures have pe 
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“the Bengal iti ‘Dinateliten’ have slteady. taken. stops for the propagation and distribu- 
“tion of good seed. The ®latures are principally in the Murshidabad, Midnapore and 
Birbhum districts, and in the district of Malda and Rajshahi of the “Eastern province, 
and are owned chiefly by the Bengal Silk Company, Ld., the Berhampore Silk Concern, 
the Rose Silk Filatures, and Messrs. Louis Payen and Co. The exports of raw silk were 47°4 
lakhs average from 1901 to 1906, 55:1 lakhs in 1906-1907, and 46°9 lakhs in 1907-1908, 
Tho upward tendency has been noticeable since 1889. I was informed in Berhampore 
that what was required was an improved spinning machine in placo of the native ghdai, 

As regards silk weaving, I deal with mulberry silk weaving separately from tussar Vicissitudes of 
weaving and mixed silk weaving. Silk weaving still continues, as Mr. Collin noted, in silk weaving. 
Murshidabad, Birbhum and Midnapore districts. Mr. Mukerji pointed out in his mono- 
graph that while there has been a decline in the foreign export of woven silk, the 
manufacture of silk fabrics for country use continues as vigorously as ever; for, he 
said, “the whole rank and file of the Hindu population of Bengal have to use indi- 
genous silks on certain occasions.” This is a great advantage. Silk weavers, he also 
said, are “as a class far more prosperous than cotton weavers.” I noticed also myself 
that the silk weavers seem to have more influential headmen; in fact Mr. Mukerji 
points out that the leading silk weavers have had the enterprise and influence to 

_ introduce improvsments to their fellow craftsmen and to supervise colonies of weavers. 
On the other hand, the financiers of the cotton weavers are asa rule not master 
weavers; and have not improved the craft in the slightest. 

Up till 1901 silk weaving had been. declining in Murshidabad; from that date it 
improved. In Bankura district, there is export from Birsinghpur, Bankura and 
Bishnupur. At Bishnupur there is a weaver of great merit—Babu Lal Kit—whose 
weaving took one day for a cubit, and whose 12-foot sari sold at Rs. 32. There is ” 
a great demand from East Bengal for ve/ silk from Bishnupur. In Birbhum district 
there is silk weaving at Boswa and Palsa. In the Arambagh subdivision in Hooghly 
district, there are several centres of silk weaving. At Ballydewanganj in this sub- 
division, special cloths called “urna” and “ pagris” have been made and exported to the 
United Provinces and the Panjab since the days of the Moghuls. There is little 
sel in Howrah and the 24-Parganas, In North Midnapore as much as 
* 90,000 Ibs. of silk is yearly manufactured. In Murshidabad district there are several 
well-known names, but they are rather silk merchants than manufacturers. ‘They 
advertise extensively, and have a business-like. connection with Culcutta firms, who a 
their goods in the market. In other districts principally ¢ussar is wovert. 


The Bengal Silk Mills Company, Limited, at 11, Dhur’s Bagan Lane, in Ultadanga, 
Calcutta is owned aud managed by 2 Bombay Muhammadan gentleman, Mr. Ariff. Ho 
has a Buropean works manager from Macclesfield. This firm is able to manufacture 
very fine silks for export all over India and Burma and is suocessful in producing an 
almost black dye. It is an object lesson to Bengali capitalists of what can be done . 
by skill and capital. Mr, Ariff informs me that he worked himself in his youth as 
a journeyman at every part of the processes. As Mr. Mukerji has said in the 
hand-book on sericulture: “skilled Indian labour guided by English enterprise can 
produce silks of European excellence and finish.’ I may mention that the Ecole 
Superieur de Commerce de Lyons receives pupils from foreign countries and teaches 
the entire silk business from the raising of the worm to designing, weaving snd 
commerciel methods, 

As regards the hand loom weaving industry, the districts give pessimistic reports, 
but Mr, Mukerji gives reasons at pago 63 of his monograph for thinking that the 
indigenous weaving industry is flourishing’ at’ present. My observation confirms this 
view. In Ghatal the ost of manufacture has increased on account of the increased Be 
Price of the silk thread; it used to be Rs, 12 a seer; it had risen in 1908 to yeh 
Ra. 22 9 seer. 

The present position is that there is fall demand for local manufacture of the . 
silk thrend i which is not exported aud the eilk producers have an increasing demand ; 
for export < tho raw silk. I do not think that Government help is — in 
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mulberry silk weaving. At Berhampore an intelligent observer told me that the — 
demand of silk was from people who could pay, and that the sradeshi movement did 
; not therefore affect the weaving industry, At the same time the inroads of the 
Japanese imports should be watched. At a time when so much is said and written 
about the support of local industries, Bengali ladies of the better class are purchasing 
* saris of Chinese silk manufactured in Japan and sold in Calcutta in preference to the 
Culeutta or the Benares product. The imports of Japanese silk into Caloutta was as ~

For instance at Singbazar near Purulia I found 
that the weavers had to travel by rail and road to Chaibassa to get their cocoons. 


Position of Like practically ell the cotton weavers, the tussar silk weavers are in the hands 
workers. of their mahajans; but they are probably a little better off, midway between cotton 
; weavers and silk weavers. Mr. Mukerji after his special enquiry of 1904 said that 
the tussar silk industry was declining everywhere owing to grasserie, although the 
demand of ¢ussar cloths was on the increase. The district officers did not agree 
with this conclusion. Mr. Mukerji states that the industry must under any ciroum- 
stances be a precarious one and urges proposals for the improvement of the seed.

The postion is the same as in 1890, The blanket woavers are pringipally to @rigin of 
be found in tho Bihar districts. The gareri colonies in Bengal have migrated frotn blanket weavers, 
vie and the United Provinces. For instance those near Bankura came from 
Gaya district, those in Midnspore came from the Upper Provinces, those in Jessore 
came from Arrah. The centres from which most of the good exports are sent 
to Caloutta are Aurangabad in Gaya districts, and Jangipur sub-division of the 
Murshidabad «district, where the blankets cost from seven to eight rupees each. In 
the Aurangabad sub-division of the Gaya district the industry is in a flourishing 
condition, The country-made blanket loses about one-third of its sizo during the wetting * a 
and rubbing process. The best blankets are those made from pure Punjab wool by 
up-to-date machinery under European supervision in Bhagalpur jail. Tho bullock 
transport during the South African war obtained some of these warm coverings 
from. Bhagalpur jail. In Bankura I found that a single worker could turn 
out a blanket costing .one rupee eight annas in a day and-a-half. His labour 
would be represented by five annas. The weavers usually own their own herds of 
sheep and do’ the shearing, scutching, rolling, spinning and weaving themselves, In Ps 
the monograph of woollen fabrics in Bengol prepared by Mr. N. N. Banerjei (1899), ‘ 
detailed information is given regarding the processes of manvfacture and in an  pogsiblo 
appendix the distribution is given, thana by thana, of the industry throughout the provements, 
province. The first suggestion for improvement is obviously that there should be ’ 
improved breeding of the sheep which produce the wool, but the Bihar districts ws 
still wait any improvement in this direction. As regards the improvement in weaving 
itself, Mr. Banerjei stated that the country blanket was cheap, warm and durable 
and produced at a minimtim expense and that, as the trade had no prospect of 
suffering from outside competition, it might well be allowed to remain untouched, 
L, think, however, that in the production of the superior qualities, such as the 
6’x7' blanket costing from ten cor twelve rupees and prepared in the Jangipur ‘ 2 
and Aurangabad sub-divisions, there is room for the small capitalists who might 
extend the market for finer qualities and introduce further variety of designs. ’ 
I learnt that at Nabinagar in Gaya district the gareri can only dye red, yellow and 
“brown, and for black they have to depend upon the naturally dark wool of the 
black sheep. Then again they have to depend for soft wool on the phzgun cutting. 
They say that they would like to learn how to make soft blankets. If there were 
a superintendent of industries, he could arrange to haye some men sent to Cawnpur 
for training. The ordinary gareri colonies, whom I found settled in Bengal, were 
“happy, self-reliant and self-contained.

What they require 
is publicity, both in Bihar and in Calcutta. In Caloutta they are judged by tho 
fifth rate articles which they export. As they have no capital, they work on advances 
. and are dilatory. Their daily earnings are two to four annas. If private speculators 
were to run the whole business, and placed their good workmanship in the market, 
there would be room for a gocd profit. In Sasaram, in Shahabad district, the durri 
weaver oan earn Rs, 7 and the halin weaver Rs, 12 a month. They are not very | 
a prosperous. In Champaran the cotton work is partly done from locally grown cotton: 
* . °-In Muzaffarpur the workers earn about Rs. 3 to Rs. 4 a month. At Sultanganj in 
Patna City, one Sain Mia, about twenty years ago, conceived the idea of using the 
ordinary country loom for the manufacture of durris. The arga durri, as it is called 
Phe inventionof 18 now manufactured in large quantities. This is a rare instance of improvement in 
ithe Aarga durri. an industry owing to the ingenuity or enterprise of a worker. The weavers in Patna 
earn from Rs, 7 to Rs. 12 a month; but they have not been able to raise the selling 
price of their gouds with the general rise of prices. The large shatrangi is dying 
q . out at that place. 

Mr. Mukerji has several suggestions; but to my mind nothing much can be 
done, unless a capitalist works, for example, the whole of the Obra industry. At 
present the Gaya District Board and the local exhibitions give some assistance: much 
is due to the patronage of Huropeans. The suggestions are as follows :— 

Mr, Mukerj's (1) There should be show rooms at central places; (2) only the best . materials 
réecommendation, should be used; (8) scholarships at the expense of wealthy zamindars should be giyen 
, for the study of the superior mothods at SBikanir, Mirzapur, Bhawalpur and 
, Warangol; (4) only indigenous dyes should be used; (5) local enterprise should start - 
factories, utilising men trained in jails; (6) the best jail methods should be employed ; 
(7) advortisements and encouragement should be given at the local fairs. Mr. JSvala 
Pershad, who wrote the monograph for the United Provinces in 1907, pointed out the 

importance of fairs and exhibitions to take the place of the art of advertisement.

This company has only Rs. 5,000 paid up out of Rs. 20,000 advanced capital, and 
suffers accordingly. A factory which has only six workman cannot be expected to Pe ae 
do very much. Oups, saucers and small china ornaments are made, but I regret to 
have to say that the workmanship is extremely bad. This firm gets its supply @& ~* 
clay material from the Calcutta Pottery Works and its glazing material from 
abroad. The work was started by Babu Satya Oharan Bose, who is now the managing ~ . 
agent. Another small attempt is the Eureka Porcelain Works, started at Giridih by ’ ’ 
Mr. M. N. Dutt, under the patronage of Mr. Justiée Sharfuddin. Mr. Dutt had firet- | 
hand knowledge of such work in South-East China.

There has 
ia) not been much change in the disposition of the workmen throughout the province sinc’ 


1890, There has, however, been a change in the character of the work and in the class 
- 4 of workmen, In Calcutta, Hindu carpenters formerly were in the ascondenoy; but; 
sy owing to the fact that youths of the younger generation are frequently not appren- 
ticed to the trade, but encouraged to be clerks, the Hindu carpenters are giving piace 
s to Muhammadan and Chinese carpenters. I find the same complaint from a large 
7 r private employer like Messrs. Lazarus and Company, as well as from a largo Govern- 
ment workshop like the Kidderpore Dock-yard. Mr. John Wallace, the editor of 
Indian Textile Journal in a recent article in Oassier’s Magazine on the industria, - 
Pes ‘ regeneration of India has mentioned that the chief faults of the Indian carpenter 
are his neglect of accurate measurement, his carelessness with regard to the efficiency 
of his tools, and his lack of perception of the value of time as a factor 
in the execution of work, ‘This fault of unpunctuality, I may note, is attributed 
, specially to the carpenter in the people’s proverbs. The carpenter’s saw, Mr. 
. Wallace adds, is in such a bad order that he cuts tenons as a rule with: 
a mallet and chisel, and his ignorance of gauges renders him unable to make even 
* twenty articles exactly alike; also the carpenter rarely knows what size of 
, nail or screw is required on a given job, whilst his screw is always too small. The 
"carpenter has to be taught to measure accurately, to use sharp tools, and to cut to the 
mark, In Calcutta under European supervision the workmen of Messrs. Lazarus and 
Company conform to these axioms and the firm of the Chatterjee Furnishing 
Company, 52-7, Bowbazar, have an equally high standard, but much of the ordinary 
bazar work is scamped. There is apparently no inducement for the ordinary worker to 
follow a high standard, A good carpenter can earn in Calcutta from ten annas to 
one rupee a day, and on piece-work a good man might carn even as much as Rs, 40 
amonth. As regards the quality of the work, it is, of course, a question of cost ; it depends 
upon how much people are willing to pay for good articles, At Dinapore the quality 
of the furniture mentioned by Mr, Collin is still good and the prices are reasonable, but 
not cheap, At Ghatal I found plain rough carpentry, which was just what was. 
“ desired and what the people were willing to purchase. Mr. Collin pointed out that :

"As regards a demonstration department at Tangra on the east of Calcutta, which 
would be the means of the seoond object—to show the correct method of curing—I 
think that this is feasible; but I suggest that it would be better if the actual work of 
buying, suring and selling were done by a private firm with the help and under the 
advice of the expert appointed by Government. I have sounded the firm who have 
the léfise of the bsagar under the Cossipore-Obitpur Municipality, Sheikh Nabi 
Buksh was a sorter for Messrs. Thomson, Lehzen & Co., and Munshi Ramzan Ali, 
his brother, was a buyer for Messrs, Cohn Brothers and Iuchs, These are practical 
men. I suggest, as Mr. Watson does, that Government should acquire a site, and 
erect sheds, and appoint and pay a superintendent; but that an agreement should 
be made with this firm, that they should try and sell, but that the flaying and curing 
should be done under the advice of a Government superintendent. The methods proposed 
by Mr. Watson could be adopted ; to flay without scoring, and to cure with Madras sea salt. 
‘The firm have told me that they would work under these conditions. Mr. Watson thinks 
no butcher or chamar would allow a Government insiructor to interfere in the ouring 
of ‘hides, which were the butcher's or chamar’s own property. Perhaps not in the case 
of small men; but these men are not small men, The advantage is, if the scheme 
could be worked, that the proof of commercial success is at once apparent, whereas if 
Government financed the buying and selling, it might be not so practical a 
demonstration, If Tangra be not considered a suitable site, it might be possible to 
start -such a demonstration ouring department at a local centre of the hide trade, 
such as Patna, 


After further personal enquiries in Darhhanga district, I do not favour the proposal 
of Mr. Wateon to start a hide collecting agency in the north of Darbhanga district 


directly under Government control. The improvement in ouring, I consider, ‘must . 


be made by the insistence on a better cure by the large firms acting through their mufassal 
agencies. » Messrs. Schrider, Smidt and Company have improved curing in this way, 
aud Messrs. Ralli Brothers, who have recently taken up Muzaffarpur district, might 
do the same. It is a matter which concerns the self-interest of the exporters. The 
Collector of Customs has reported that during 1907-08 there were complaints on the part 
of German and Austro-Hungarian tanners regardiug the systematio mavner in which 
some Caloutta trade shippers have been lowering the standard of their assortments. 


Turning now to the tanning of hides, I find that Mr. Watson’s recommendation 


tanning done in Qaleutta and the suburbs—perhaps up to five lakhs a year. The 
oldest firm is Messrs, J. Teil and Co,, of Kidderpore. There are four places outside 
of Caloutta where tanning has been taken up in recent years. Mr, Madhu Sudan Das, 
C48 has the Utkal Tannery at Cuttack, which has « retail depét in College Street, 
Caloutta. He gets the hides principally from the Orissa Tributary States, has a 
German tanning expert, and a English practical boot-maker from Messrs. Cooper, 
Allen &,Co., Cawopore, and lately was turning out about 400 or 500 pairs a 
month. Mr. Bipra Das Pal Chaudhuri, who has in other things shown enterprise 
in advance of his coontrymen, has a small factory at Muaheshgunj, Nadia district, 
with a local agency at 7, Mirzapur Street, Calcutta ; has as manager, Babu Sisir Bose, 
who studied for a time under Mr. Chatterton in Madras; andginakes a speciality of chrome- 
‘tanning. Dr. Nil Ratna Sircar has the National Tannery,—a small chrome-tanning 
business, mear No. 4 Bridge, in Beliaghatta, with a retail shop at 66-2, Harrison 
Road. This place is to be used as a training ground for students of the Bengal 

nl Institute. All these three gentlemen are directors of a new Boot and 
} Equipment Factory Company, Limited, which has been started at Agra in the United. 


! Provinces by amalgamation with the Steuart Factory Company of Pandit Mohan cay: 
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Dhar. It was at first proposed that the new company should acquire the factories — 
at Cuttack and Maheshganj, but this idea bas been since dropped. Qhis company 
have engaged Mr. P, A. Taher, 3.4, 8 young Muhammadan of Hooghly district, 
who has had a specialised training on tanning and leather work in America. It would 
therefore appear that the advice of Mr. Watson, namely, to make known the de-— 
sirability of establishing tanneries in Bengal, would be taken if it were published. 
At Bankura, Ranchi and Muzaffarpur I have suggested to local people that there 
is a hopeful future for tanneries and factories if they be started where there are 
(1) a hide market, (2) a supply of the raw material for tanning, (8) good water, 
(4) a cheap supply of labour and (5) local colony of chamars or muchis, At the same 
time I fully recognise the prejudices which must necessarily exist amongst the Hindu 
community against this industry, And my efforts to bring oapitalist and expert 
together, for instance, at Bankura, have not been so far successful, But Tt fully 
approve Mr. Watson’s recommendations that the Government of India should be 
asked to establish a brauch Army Supply Harness and Saddlery Factory in Bengal, 
that the establishment of local tanneries be encouraged, that the patronage of the 
Bengal Government, say for example, in foot-wear for constables and warders, should 
be given to local factories, and that scholarships be given by Government to youths” 
desirous of studying at Madras or at Cawnpore, or, I would add, of going abroad under 
the auspices of the Association for the Advancement of Scientific .and Indus- 
trial Education of Indians. For such scholarships I would suggest Rs. 50 a month, 
for two years at Oawnpore, or for one year at Madras; and Rs. 50 a month for two 
years in Europe or America. 

The difficulty about curing may right itself with the help of a little practical instrae~ 
tion from Government, But the chief difficulty about tanning is in the supply of a 
cheap and plentiful tanning material. The chief material used in Bengal and Upper 
India is the babu! bark (acacia arabica), The Oawnpore manufacturers complain that 
they have to go further afield for their bark: the President of the Upper India Cham- 
ber of Commerce has euggested that the bark used in Madras known as the tanner’s 
cassia (cassia auriculata) should be cultivated in Upper India. The myrobalan plant 
(terminalia chebula) is found in Chota Nagpur districts. An extract from the fruits is, 
prepared by the Bengal ‘lanners and Dyers Extract Co. of Raniganj and exported. The 
Nadia Tannery at Maheshganj uses myrobalan fruits and Madras bark, as well as chrome 
salts. The COuttack tannery uses vegetable bark, and so do all the Calcutta tanners, 
Mr. Hooper, ric. r.cs., of the Indian Museum, suggests that in Bengal the 
‘Australian wattle bark (acacia decurrens) should be oultivated. Babul bark gives only 
16 per cent. of tannin, while the cassia auriculata gives 28 per cent., terminalia chebula 
28 per cent. and acacia decurrens 83 per cent. The present problem is, however, not 
the cultivation of tannin for export; the English and Continental tanners will not 
change their tanning agents readily. The problem is the tanning of some of the hides 
for local leather manufacture, and the simplest course is to increase the quantity of 
the tanning materials which are locally procurable. The Jdabul tree unfortunately is 
destroyed after use, whereas the South Indian agent, the cassia auriculata, gives 
perennial crop. Doctor McCann’s Monograph on the Dyos and Tans of Bengal was 
prepared as long ago_as 1883; neither that work nor Mr. Hooper's monograph of 
1902 on tanning materials, nor the Bengal Monograph of 1904, Chapter VI on 
tanning materials, furnish the information which a practical tanner in Bengal wants, 
namely, a full and accurate account of the habitat of the babu! and other local 
tanning agents. It is desirable that the Bengal Agricultural Department should make 
this enquiry, and should experiment in growing the trees which have been suggested, 
The Agricultural Ledger No, 9 of 1896 tells us that the dabul is not a forest tree 
in Bengal, but a roadside aed village tree. 


As regards chrome-tanning, it is more independent of local conditions, ‘The 
potassium chrome alum can be prepared by chemical manufactories in Bengal by the 
addition of sulphuric acid to a solution of potassium dechromate and hy passing sulphur 
dioxide through the liquid. I visited the Government chrome-tannery in Madras. It 
has quite recently been enlarged, and those who wish to take up the industry, 
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should study t)fere. Chrome-tanning is successful at the new Agra factory. Some goog 
chrome-tanning *was recently done in Musaffarpur, and exhibited at the Bankipore 

Exhibition in January 1908. From all I can gather, there appears to be a good ° 
future for cbrome-tanning in Bengal. 

At Bankura I came across a colony of leather workers, who supplied work to 

A. ©. Roy, of Faujdari Balakhana, Tiretta Bazar, Calcutta, under the namo of the 
Bankura Boot and Shoe Factory. The leather they reosived from the Bengal Tannery, 
Chowson Tannery and other firms in Calcutta, This business might be better organised, 
and they could do better work if they possessed wooden or metal lasts on which to 
work. I suggested to them an inexpensive expedient to take the place of a metal 
last. There is also a good opening for a leather factory at Dumka, where tho 
craftsmen have some enterprise, 

Mr. Rowland Chandra, who wrote the Bengal Monograph in 1904 has several 
recommendations. His remarks at page 24-26 should be studied by capitalists and ‘ 
others interested in the subject. I am sorry to find that the existence of this 
monograph was not even known to one who was in charge of a Bengal tannery. Mr. Chandra 
suggested amongst other things that young men should study abroad. Six have been 
sent by the Scientific Association in Caloutta, and the industry was the second 
selection of the Bengal Government for the State technical scholarship in 1908, 


Iron anp Sreet Worx. 


Tron and steel work is a subject of the Provincial Monograph prescribed for 1907. Insignificance 
It was prepared by Mr. E. R. Watson, m.a., F.c.8,, of the Indian Educational Service, f indi ge nous 
and is still under issue. Mr. Watson has stated that the art of working in iron and — 
| steel in Bengal has from very remote times been indebted to the outside world for 
assistanoe, not only by ideas but by actual supervision and omtrol of the workers by 
foreign experts, so that it becomes almost a question whether any part of the industry 
can be called indigenous. Machinery and engineering workshops are concentrated in 
Howrah ani Caloutta, Iron foundries are in the same neighbourhoud and in the Burdwan 
district, Practically all indigenous workers are Hindus, while the Mussalman workers in 
iron and steel are almost all confined to factories conducted on European lines, 
Mr, Watson’s report is very full and interesting; and as it is quite up-to-date, those 
who desire detailed information, especially regarding statistics, should refer to it. As 
regards the outturn of indigenots work the country blacksmith is not capable of much 
improvement. He supplies cheap plain articles for which there is a local demand. A 
small beginning in improvement has been made by the extension of village schools in 
the Chota Nagpur districts, specially in Hazaribagh. At Jhalda in Manbhum district 
I found that the workers were capable of doing much better work than they were 
doing, They require an extended market for their manufactures, A small capitalist 
night do a good business there. I tried to interest a local capitalist in this work. 
They shorld be induced to take up the manufacture of knives and scissors, instead of 
tword-sticks, the export of which has been stopped, 
There has been, I think, an extension of the manufacture of cutlery since 1890, I Cutlery, 
fund Prem Ohand Mistri whom Mr. Collin visited, still working at Kanchannagar near 
Burdwan, He has shown his enterprise by obtaining a small size oil engine for work- 
his lathes. He is bringing up his son to follow him, and some of his workmen 
been able to start for themselves. There is also good cutlery made at Shaspur, 
‘hirty miles from Bishnupur in Bankura district. One Makhan Kamar has taken to the 
of an iron pedal lathe on the model of the sewing machine, A good workman can 
up to one rupee a day. I found thnt the best outlery was made from old cast-off 
files. Babu N. M. Bose, an educated young man in Muzaffarpur, has taken up 
Manufacture of surgical cutlery. Bechu Mistri and his son of Jagadispur in 
Ashabad district turn out work of the highest quality, I find cutlery takeu up specially i 
' Bithhum, Bankura, 24-Parganas, Khulna and Nadia, Superior nut-orackers (janti 
Made in Jangipur subdivision in Murshidabad, and in Satkhira subdivision in Khulna. 
Khan and Co. of Sookea’s Street, Calcutta, have a high reputation, 
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This cutlery trade furnishes an opening for the small capitalist. Impreved mechanios 
; appliances for filing and polishing are required, and a system of distribution of the 
completed product at a central place is essential, Rs 
Rice bowls. The figures regarding the import af rice bowls from the United Kingdom into 
Calcutta should afford reflection. : :

These cast-iron rice bowls are universally used, yet not one is made in Bengal. The 
people prefer them to the cld wrought iron karahis, which are also more expensive. 
* * Only one private attempt has to my knowledge been made in Bengal to manufacture 
these thin globular castings. The Principal of the Sibpur College, Mr. B. Heaton, 
suggests that the problem of making these thin castings in this country should ‘be 
attempted to be solved by experiment in the workshop of the Sibpur College. 


Stool tronks. The manufactare of steel trunks has become very popular within the last three 

or four years. It owed its birth in Patna six years ago to Muhammadans from 

Allahabad. Mansudan Brothers started the Bihar Trunk Works in 1904 at Bhagal- 

’ pur; and a man who learnt the art in a Calcutta shop has started in Khagra, at 

+ Berhampore. Murshidabad district has four factories altogether. These small factories 

are doing well and the prices are cheaper than those of English-made goods. ‘The Berham- 

pore man has agoncies both in Rampur Boalia and in Calcutta. Although the sheet 

metal has to be imported, yet this is an industry which might be taken up by small 

capitalists in the same way as has been done by the Berhampore man. He has goo 

material, good workmanship and good distribution. The Arya Factory of 107, Machus 

Bazar Road, Calcutta, turns out good articles. Importers such as Messrs. Alexander 

Young and Oompany are now putting in the market ready-made corner pices. 

This is a convenience as the machinery for stamping dies locally would be rather 

expensive. Manufacturers can obtain the plant for ridging the steel sheets from 

Messrs. T. Rhodes and Son of Wakefield, England. I found that neither the Patna nor 

the Bhagalpur manufacturers were reaching the market which exists at their own doors. 

‘ A dealer at Madhubani in Darbhanga district was obtaining his goods from Allahabad. 

: The reason was that the Patna goods were not sufficiently well finished. I advised 

the Bhagalpur firm to make their hinges and locks stronger. Another word of 

warning is that these manufacturers should resist the temptation to produce inferior 

articles. Since the industry started, some manufacturers have: been using sheets of o 
102-lbs to the bundle instead of 112. 

Another form of iron industry is open to the small capitalist, viz., the manufac- 
ture of iron-safes. ‘There is one enterprising blasksmith in village Lohani, thava 
Kushtia, who since 1905 has been manufacturing iron-safes at a oost of fifty rupees 
to one hundred rupees, Messrs. Das and Company, Chitpur, have had for some 
time a reputation in this class of work. 

? Mr. Collin gave a full sccount of the manufacture of guns at Monghyr. The 
industry still thrives in Cossimbazar, Monghyr, so called after the Nawab wh 
brought a carpenter from Delhi for making gun stocks, from which small “ea 
this gun industry arose. There used to be 22 shops, but there are now only 1

_manufacture of steel, and in Mr. Watson’s words “the only pleasing side of thein the manufac- 

" 4ndustry in this province is what we may call the ‘modern industry,’ namely, iron ‘tof steel. 
.and steel work carried on in large works according to European methods.” Mr. dasa 
Watson proceeds to state:—“This industry is, of course, quite small, but it has deve- Fis 
loped very greatly within recent years, and its condition and future prospects appear ‘ 
very hopeful. And although there are only a few such, this province can boast 
of engineering works which in size and equipment compare very favourably with all but aes] 
the largest works in England; and the Bengal Iron and Steel Works produce pig-iron ut 
in blast furnaces of the most up-to-date pattern.” In fact it is the only province en | 
in which pig-iron is produced. As regards the manufacture of sfeel it is a ae 
melancholy sight to see plant to the value of a hundred thousand pounds sterling ste 
lying idle at Barakar. In the case of the Bengal Iron and Steel Works a subsidy Prec 4 
to the extent of Rs. 45,000 a year, was granted by tho Secretary of State in Lae 
1903, coupled with the provision that the material sold to Government should be . 
three per cent. under normal prices, But no definite standing order for material ol 
was given, Government, however, is prepared to subsidise the Tata Iron and Steel y 
Co., which has ‘arranged to start operations in Bengal at Kalimati on the Bengal 


Nagpur Railway, to the extent of a standing order of twenty thousand tons of steel a 
per year for ten years. The latter firm selected its site in Bengal after making’ s wis 
the most detailed scientific preliminary enquiries. The Bengal Iron and Steel Co. in : " 
1903-1904 laid down plant for the outturn of twenty thousand tons of steel per year; * 


but in two years the total amount of orders from Government was only for six hundred 
tons altogether, requiring no fewer than seventy rolling sections and representing less 
than three tons per order. It is a matter for regret that in the case of the local firm 
the good will of Goverment was not converted into a tangible standing order. As 












Mr. Watson has stated, the production of steel from country pig appears to be the : 
advance which above all others is now required in the local industry. In the manufac- : a 
ture of pig-iron there is surely something wrong when Indian requirements are met me 
by from England, while the Bengal Iron and Steel Company have to seek a zj 
outside of India in Australia. In 1906-07, 1,996 tons were sent abroad from ‘ 


Bengal, principally to Australia. The total production of pig at the works in that year 
was 39,246 tons, The proposed new works of the Tata Iron and Steel Company, at 
Kalimati are not noticed by Mr. Watson in his monograph. The works will have 
far reaching influences in Bengal. Ooal in the Jherria field, iron in Gurumaishini 
in Mourbhanj, mangonese and lime stone quarries in the Central Provinces have all 
‘been acquired. It is anticipated that at Kalimati will be prepared not only iron

ant A perusal of the Provincial Monographs in brassware (written 
in the United Provinces, Mr. Johnstone for the Panjab, and 
Central Provinces) reveals a similarity to the conditions in Bengal, and specially the 
fact that the industry is not confined to sansaris or thatheras. All castes appear to — 








work at if. I found o koyestha fashioning a copper dish in North Calcutta; o 
teli manufacturing the well known Ohandrakona horn; and in Berhampur I found 
bagdis and kaivarttas handling bell-metal. The workmen are paid in’ most places 
“at piece-rates per seer and per maund, and can earn from Rs. 15 to Rs. 19 a month 

Bengal, and Rs. 10 to Rs. 16 in Bihar; and one hard worker in Bhawanipur, 
Calcutta, was gettmg up to Rs. 30. Labour rates vary from 1} to 5 annas for beaten 
brgss per seer, and 7 to 9 annas for cast metal. From seme old figures of 1876, I find 
the master’s return on his outlay for material and labour was 15 per cent. The 
figures given to me in 1907 in respect of plain beaten brass work showed a return 
of 20 per cent, but rent had to be paid out of that. This industry is better 

than any other in the province; and it is most highly’ organized at Ghatal and 

Kharar in Midnapore district. The mastersthere are enterprising and wealthy; 

| they obtain the material in economically large quantities, tin from Straits Settlements 
and copper from Japan and so on; they distribute the labour; they pay by piece- 
work, and they have a steady demand from Bara Bazar in Calcutta. Krishnamani 

Paramanik and some others have more than 100 men in their factories. They told 

me that 4,000 at Kharar out of a population of 9,000 were metal-workers; the 

whole village resounds with the beat of the hammer on the bell metal. In Mr. Oollin’s 
report, paragraph 13, are mentioned the specialities of various places. To that list 
may be added Kharar for bell metal thalis; Ghatal for garhus; and Kansaripara, 

Caleutta, for large brass vessels. 

Mr. Collin in the Industrial Survey, 1890, recommended: (1) the use of dies for 
stamping out the metal, (2) better hand lathes, and (3) plato moulding. His view then 
was, and it is mine:—“Existing processes are oostly, and a great saving of hand 
labour might be effected by machinery.” Mr. Bipra Das Pal Chaudhuri of Moheshganj 
and Caloutta, who studied mechanical engineering at Middlesborough, England, and has 
had practical experience of brass manufacture, has assured me that there is an opening 
in brass manufacture for the educated capitalist; for, on the one hand, the cost of 
raw material is falling, and on the other hand, there is an increased demand for 
good ware from those who can afford to pay for it. It should be remembered 
however, that the copper trade is subject to fluctuations; at present, the American 
mines have outstripped the demand, and Europe has became “ gorged” with copper. 

It seems to me that there is room for improvement in the (1) moulding, (2) hammering 
and (3) lathe work. In moulding, there are three methods for the manufacture of the 
ordinary dota. In Balasore, a layer of wax is placed over an inner core, and an earthen 
mould over the wax. The wax is melted out and leaves a hollow space. In Bengal 
proper and at Mirzapur, United Provinces, the outer mould is made first in earth 
upon any old metal vessel; this mould ie divided vertically in two halves, and the 
imprisoned pattern is then released and the parts joined again. Then the inner core 
is made by ramtming earth inside the earthen outer mould. ‘his ore is taken out,

soraped and dried, so that there is a space left for the casting. (Compare page 24,° 


Brass Founder’s Manual, Weale’s Scientific Series.) In Bihar, a reverse method 
is followed: first, the inner core is laboriously made by additions of earth, and 
the core turned on an improvised lathe so as to take the shape required; next, 
the outer mould is made by plastering earth round the core, and the core is 
thinned again. The Bihar method has the merit that the artificer can mako any 
shape he likes; but that is unnecessary, if articles of standard form are being turned 
out commercially, When I visited Madras, I found that method which is at present 
followed in Bihar was formerly followed there, but that it is now considered 
antiquated. Tho Orissa method is scientific, but expensive. The wax method is used 
also in making little models in Sambalpur and Gaya. In Bihar district the inner 
an@ outer, mould aro kept apart by little nail heads, oxcept at Jamui and Gaya, 
There is also the method of making modgls, by making two matrices from a solid 
pattern, and placing the two together again, This is done at Gaya and Sambalpur, 
“Now I found only one man in the whole province who was making moulds 
from a special pattern, and even his next door neighbour was unawaro of its merits, 
| This man in Midnapore town had » very thin copper pattern made up of four pieces 
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which fitted into one another. This ho had been using for twenty years, making 

‘both the core and the outer mould from the same pattern, ‘This ensured acouracy 

and saved much time. In Madras I found that aluminium vessels were being cast 

from a pattern vessel, made in two vertical pieces. From this suggestion I had a 

pattern déta experimentally made for me at Alipur Central Jail. It consists of an 

ordinary Jota out into two vertical halves, the pieces being kept together by four small 

friction clutches. ‘The Patna braziers admitted to me that this method wouldgbe 

better for them, and I am endeavouring to circulate this pattern. :

Tf I had had more opportunity, I would have introduced these myself; I have 
circulated the ideas amongst many who are actually at work. The officor who may 
become Superintendent of Industries might very well push these methods by practical 
example, This will be more satisfactory than any system of teaching. I recommend 
that the big factories in Kharar, Kamarpara, Dainhat, arid at Khogra should adopt 
power machinery, and that the smaller works should -adopt improved hand 

» methods, ‘ i 
Alloys, ~ In the making of alloys, we have nothing to teach the people, and they are them- 
4 selves capable of adopting new ideas. For instance, about eight years ago at Bankura, 
they started making a nickel ware (1 part nickel, -} or -{- zinc) which has a very fine 
_ polish ; it is circulated in the neighbouring districts. But there is a want of enter- 
‘prise in pushing wares in Bengal. Inferior Benares ware was being hawked about 
on the platform of Asansol station, in a district in which first class ware is pro- 
duced. Where the work is organised, as at Kharar, the master workers should be 
y induced to take up mechanical power; and at Sewan, at Patna and at Gaya, where 
the work is not organized, there is an opportunity for educated capitalists to organize 
the industry. It is not creditable to Bihar districts that there should be so large 
m imports of Mirzapur ware. :

beyond the rudest stages. The imports from the United Kingdom have remained 
stationary, whereas the imports from foreign countries, especially from 
Austria-Hungary have steadily been increasing, until in 1906-07 the imports of 
glassware from that country into Oaloutta were valued at Rs, 11°8 lakhs out of 
total glass imports of Rs. 38:2 lakhs, 
f ‘In 1890 it was recorded that glass ware was made in Patna, Bhagalpur and 
in Qaleutta. Simple vessels were made in the former place, and glass bangles at 
_ Bhagalpur and Patna. Tho material was rwer sand and impure carbonate of soda. 
*In.1908 there is practically no manufacture of glass in the province, A few 
Muhammadans in Harrison Road, Caloutta, and in Lodikatra in Patna City, fashion 
simple articles by melting down broken glass. In Calcutta coarse pressed ware in 
the shape of ink bottles, medicine phials and small lamps are turned out by the 
thousand. Vho methods and patterns are of the simplest character. 


Ju Upper India, the manufacture of glass on a commercial scale has been Attempts 
attempted with some success at Rajpur, near Dehra Dun; at Ambala City; at Upper India. 


Sckendra, Aligarh district; at Ahmedabad; and at Firozabad in Agra district. 
The Upper India Glass Works of Ambala City have a sample room in Harrison 
Rosd, Caleutta, and the factories of Rajpur, Sekendra and Ambals, as well as the 
Patna workmen sent exhibits to the Calcutta Exhibition of 1906. Now in Bengal 


proper there have been the Pioneer Glass Manufacturing Company, Limited, of Titagarh ‘cage , 
i\* which worked from 180 to 1899, and the works of the Indian Glass Company and Bengul. 


later of the Bengal Glass Company at Sodepur from 188 to 1902, both in the 
44-Parganas district. I have visited the buildings of these two” fattories, now shut 
down, and have enquired regarding the cause of their failures, whereby several 
lakhs of rupees have apparently been spent to no purpose. ‘The installation at 
Sodepur was found to have been most elaborate, while that at Titagarh was plainer 
bus extensive. There were many minor causes; but the difficulty common to both was 
the supply of skilled labour for glass blowing in the climate of Bengal in the 
vicinity of Oaloutta. For instance, it seems unfortunate that it should have been 
at the beginning of the hot weather in the valley of the Hooghly that the freshly 
imported European craftsmen should have started in a tropical country the trying 
ecoupation ef glass blowing. It. will be seen Inter that the Bombay expert, 
Mr. Wagle, has given his views regarding the difficulties and failures in Bengal 
and Upper India, and has held that many of the failures were preventable. The 
same has been said in Mr. Dobb's Monograph for the United Provinces (1895) as 


regards tho experiments made at Jhelum (1977), Alipur (1879) and Bhagalpur 
(1882), all in Upper India. 




















Sir Cecil Stevens suggested that the question of glass-making in Bengal might be 
investigated, Mr. N. B. Wagle, n.a. of Bombay, who had spent four years in Europe 
in practical glass-making, having worked as a jouraeyman in Blackfriars Glass Works 
in London and having studied at the University Oollege, and at Newcastle, was 
‘appointed to prepare a report and to submit proposals for starting glass manufacture 
in Bengal. Hoe haf asked for Government assistance to tide over the interval of 
experience and research, His deputation extended from January to May 1904; but 
he did not submit his report antil Government took strong measures. It was received 
two years afterwards, in February 1906. In the meantime Mr. Wagle had taken to 
other industries in the’ Gwalior State. I made an attempt to communicate with 
Mz, Wagle, but was informed from Gwalior that he had left India; and so his 
Proposals for floating a joint-stock company could not be discussed with him 
definite has yet been done on the basis of Mr. Wagle’s yreport, but the 
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In 1900 the Bengal Government sent round samples of sand from the south of Mr. 
France and enquired whether similer sand for glass manufacture was available in equities in 
Bengal. The Rajmahal sand mixed with potter's clay was found similar. Then in 1901 Deage 5 A 
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subject came before a conference which was held.in March 1906 +o tooling o 
proposal for a technical college in Bengal. Raja Pyari Mohan ,Mukharji thought 
that there should be a class for glass-making, preferably at Barakar. The conference 
recommended that the industry should be encouraged and that Government grants be 
offered to persons already engaged in it to enable them to proceed to Europe or 
America to improve their knowledge and skill and that assistance be given to them 
for finding a market for the sale of their manufactures, [Mr. Oldham’s letter dal 
2nd April 1906, paragraphs 10 and 16 (iii),.] These are my own independent 
recommendations, as will appear below. 

Mr. Wagle’s report is full and interesting ; but, as far as Bengal is concerned, the i 
prospects of glass manufacture do not seem hopeful. The report should be read” by 
itself, but for the present purpose it may be summarised as follows :—raw material,— 
available in Bengal; labour,—difficult to procure; previous attempts,—unsucoessful, 4 
but failures due to preventable causes; market,—local productions should be dnly 
plain and simple, as they would have to compete with the cost-price dumpings of 
the Belyium and Austrian manufactures. My own enquiries confirm these conclusions, 
Quurtz sand is available at Rajmahal with over 90 per cent of silicic acid, and ab 
Barakar, at Giridih and at Titagarh with over 80 per cent of silicic acid. 
Titagarh factory used Hooghly river sand, but it has over 3 per cent of oxide of 
iron, The Sodepur factory imported Belgium sand with 98 per cont of silicic acid 
and obtained qnartz from near Sini with 97 per cent of silicic acid. The perfect sand 
must be fine, uniform, angular and white. Alkalis have to be purchased in Bengal 
proper. In the United Provinces the existence of reh in the soil is more convenient, 
but the enquiry made by the Government of India about 1880 disclosed the ° 
fact that reh could not give pure glass, yet thet in a good furnace it could 4 
give superior bottle glass. (See Agricultural Ledger No, 5 of 1902 regarding Alkali 
Oompounds). 

The supply of labour is really the most important item; a sufficient number of 
skilled hands and foremen from the old factories could be collected for a new 
factory ; but experience has shown that the climate of the plains of Bengal handi- 
caps the workmen. The up-country men are stronger than Bengali workmen; but 


not so good. 

As for manufacture, the Sodepur firm selected soda-water bottles; the Titagarh 
firm undertook tumblers and bottles, at one time making in a day 10,000 bottles 
of all sorts. As Mr. Wagle has explained, the pressed ware is the kind which 
requires least skilled labour and this should be taken up by any new factory, 
though it has to meet the competition of the articles of third qnality which aro 
exported at nearly cost price from Austria and Belgium, This is the real difficulty 
to which Mr, Wagle alludes in pages 23-24 of his report. Government in the Medical 
Store Department import a considerable quantity of plain glass ware, which could 
be made in India, and, if the Indian article be, quality for quality, the more favourable 
in price, the Director would prefer to buy, and has authority to buy, the locally 
‘made articles. New American machines can, however, tum out twelve bottles a 
minute; and can press glass with great economy in portable hinged moulds. 

Babu Bihari Lal Pain of 71, Phear Lane Qaleutta, who was one of the Direc- 


on of the Pioneer Glass Company at Titagarh, says he would be prepared to start again 


if Government would assist him to obtain an expert, and if Government give him 
patronage in the demand of Government stores. Messrs. I’, W, Heilgers & Oo., 
Calcutta, have no present intention of making 4 fresh start with the Sodepur factory: 
Mr. Saligram Singh, of Ghaighut, Benares City, who has gtudied glassware in 
Tokyo, Japan, is trying to float a company to start a glass manufactory nedr Bara- 
kar to prepare block glass for bangle-making and to prepare bottles and phials. This 
Barakar was the site which Mr. Wagle had proposed when considering the open- 
ing of a glass factory in Bengal, From the monographs on~ the subject we oat 
glean some items of information for comparison’s suke Mr. ‘T, N, Mukharji (18?6) 

Bengal was made! only from English imported glass. In the 
Panjab, Mi, Sas! Hallifax (1892) wrote that only churis and bottles and ee 
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were made from glass which was locally manufacturod, but that only broken glass 
‘was used; and that it was an unimportant industry which could only be effeotively 
and econom improved by manufacture on a large and permanent scale, but that it 
would continue as long as there was a demand for native-made churis. The story is the 
same in the Central Provinces (1905): only churis are made, and made from mate- 


a obtained from the United Provinces. Mr. Dobb’s monograph for the United 


rovinees (1895) suggested that what is wanted is that two practical glass blowérs 
should proceed to a glass factory in England and in Wurtemberg, ehould return 
with a complete set of tools and appliances, and should be set up by Government as 
instructors. These views may be considered along with the recommendations of Mr. 
Wagle, which were: (1) imposition of a protective duty on glass imports; and (2) the 
buying over of one of the old concerns and its management under State guidance until it 
could be handed over to a private company, He also proposed: (a) certain concessions in 


railway freight; (>) Government patronage of products; and (c) free use of Government 
land. 


In India people are accustomed to get much done for them by Government; there 


is a fair cleavage of opinion as to whether Government should pioneer at all, But if tions. 


Government is to pioneer at all, on full consideration I do not think that Government 
is justified in selecting this subject of glass. Compared with leather, for instance, it is 
less important. India cannot hope to make plate glass: and the market for articles for 
domestic ware is not so wide as in Europe, as brass and earthen vessels are the vessels 
for which the people generally have an affection. Mr. Wagle’s expectation that glass 
ware will supplant metal ware (page 25) is, I am afraid, not likely to be realized. 
But though Government should not pioneer, and admittedly the previous failures in 
private enterprise are discouraging, yet the private capitalist even in Bengal has an 
opening. It is possible to make glass in Bengal, and there is a market for a certain 
quality; but the real difficulty is in the acquisition of skilled labour, If an 
arrangement could be made with the syndicate who control the use of the Owen’s 
bottle-blowing machine, this difficulty could be overcome to some extent. I have 
consulted both those who started the original Pioneer Glass Factory and those who 
use glass commercially; they assure me that a glass factory should pay, that a little 
skilled labour from the Continent is necessary for a short time, and that bottles and 
pressed goods could be turned out at a profit. Honce this industry is recommended 
to capitalists. Mr. Alakh Dhari, the Secretary of the Ambala Works, in his paper 
before the Industrial Conference of 1906, emphasized the study of the business and 
commercial aspects of the industry. In the first place, the neighbourhood of Barakar, 
which Mr. 8. N. Singh has selected, is probably as good as could be selected in Bengal. 
The climate is not as trying as in the neighbourhood of Oaloutta, and Bini quarts, 
Damodar sand, and ooal are obtainable. At the same time, Titagarh has its 
advantages, as it is close to the great distributing centre. As for the alkalis, both 
carbonate of soda and carbonate of potash are found in India, and the suggestion of 
utilising waste products from gas works and from the increasing number of soap factories 
deserves separate research. In the second place, Mr. 8. N. Singh has had an expert's 
training, and his services should be utilized by some of his countrymen. It is not 
likely that amongst the new subjects to be selected for the Government of India 
technical scholarships, the art of glass-making may be inoluded; but the Association for 
the Advancement of Scientific and Industrial Education of Indians might very well 
select glass-making as a subject. The record of the work of the Association is such 
(Special Report, Part I, Chapter V) that the Berigal Government might make a grant to the 
Association for this purpose, in furtherance of the proposals of the conference of March 
1906; @g., Bs. 50 per month for two years. Out of the first 48 names in their list from 
1905 to 1907 there is only one, Mr. W. N. Chaudhuri, who has taken up glass as a special 
subject, and that at the Oothen Polytechnic in Germany. He will probably return to 
India in 1909. Amongst the next list of 80 names for 1908 is one Upendra Nath 
Roy, of Chittagong, who has taken up the subject of glass manufacture. In the third 
Place, the requirements of Government in the Medical Store and Telegraph Departments, 
aud possibly in other departments, such as State Railways, could be met from “locally. 
made articles, The management of the factory should ascertain the precise specification 
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requiréd by these departments, and thus give quotations for each class of article landed 
in Calcutta, For example, I have learnt from the Director of Medieal Stores that he 
would gledly give orders locally; and that he has an allotment for local purchases. 
There seems to be in India a market for 4, 6, and 8 oz, medicine bottles round and 
octagonal and for larger bottles 20 and 26 oz: If the local factory would supply the 
requirements of the Director of Medical Stores at rates which were no greater than 
the rates for imported goods, Government should be prepared to insist that the | 
goods were purchased. Government patronage cannot, however, very well go beyond 
this. A business-like local factory, which made articles within its capacity, should 
however, expect in addition the patronage of wholesale chemists and should be able 
to find a market for the ware amongst the Muhammadan population. Finally, I 
think that it is a pity that greater publicity is not given to information such a6 
Mr. Wagle’s report: it is even now not directly available to the private capitalist. 
It has been suggested to me that further experiments should be made; but I do hot 
think this necessary. Such experiments would not cost less than Rs. 15,000: the result 
would be intelligible only to chemical experts. Qn the other hand, there seems to be 
no doubt that, given good material and suitable furnaces and annealing chambers, glass 
can be made in Bengal. As to whether it can be made at a commercial profit has 
not yet been properly tested, for neither the methods used nor the product selected 
have been appropriate. 





I do not recommend a protective duty or pioneering in the oase of the glass 
‘industry ; but I suggest that encouragement in the way of Government patronage 
be fully given to any manufactory in Bengal which can make up to specification. 
I have endeavoured to explain to those concerned what material can be made in 
Bengal, and what are the requirements of Government departments, and to bring 
together expert and capitalist, 


CuemicaL Inpusrrizs. 


I have long thought that in analytical chemistry there is an opening for 
educated Bengal, provided accuracy could be obtained; and also in the manu- 
facture of chemicals, if business enterprise accompany knowledge. There are no local 
manufacturers of chemicals beyond Messrs. D. Waldie & Co., of Konnagar, the 
Indian Pharmaceutical Works, 18, Upper Circular Road, and the Bengal Chemical and 
Pharmaceutical Works, Limited, 91, Upper Circtlar Road, Calcutta. The first well- 
known firm is mentioned by Mr. Collin asa manufacturer of acids, which it still 
is. The sulphur for the sulphuric acid has however to come all the way from Sicily. 
The firm also manufactures various salts, sulphates, manures, disinfectants and general 
chemicals, The factory was formerly in Ohitpur: for 13 years it has been at Konnagar; 
although it is what might be called a svadeshi factory, yet it suffers from the lack of many 
items. Wooden barrels cannot be made out here and iron drams are indifferently made : 
bottles have to be imported: the only acid-proof jars are those that come from 
Doulton & Oo., of Lambeth. lLooal enterprise might practice on these items: the firm 
would gladly take local glass bottles and local acid-proof jars if they could be made. 
The Indian Pharmaceutical Works make drugs from indigenous articles by means of , 
hand machines. 


The Bengal Chemical and Pharmaceutical Works, Limited, is one of the most 
go-ahead young enterprises in Bengal. Dr, Prafulla Chandra Ray, p.sc., ¥.0.8. 
started it as a small private concern in Lower Circular Road about 15 years 
and made drugs from indigenous materials. About six years ago it wag e 
into a limited liability company, with a capital of two lakhs, Many of tho. leading 
chemists in Caleutta are share-holders. It has now a well-thought-out ard well- 
managed factory with about 70 workmen, at 82, Maniktola Main Road, Babu 
Rajshekhar Bose, the manager, is an M. A. in chomistry. The variety of manc- | 
factures is oonsiderable., Besides the manufacture of drugs and acids, the manufactur? 
of laboratory apparatus, which requires skilled craftsmen in wood and_ metal,

Section IX deals with the making 
of spirit unfit for human consumption by the admixture either of caoutchine or of naptha 
Messrs. I). Waldie and Company have a private distillery at Konnagar. The Bengal 
Chemical and Pharmaceutical Company at Maniktola purchase imported spirits 68° over proof 
at Rs. 1-10 per gallon, which becomes Rs. 13-4 ufter duty has been paid: so the duty is 
nearly eight times the prime cost. This spirit is used in preparing tinctures, extracts and 
ether. At present the Government is willing to allow the spirit to be manu- 
factured or stored in a bonded warehouse: full duty to be paid when it is 
removed to the factory, and refund to be granted of the duty of the amount lost 
in course of manufacture, after keeping only 5 per cent. ad valorem duty. The 
Bengal Chemical and Pharmaceutical Company ask that they be allowed to manufacture 
in a bonded factory under supervision of exciso officers, and to pay after 
manufacture the full duty on the spirit contained in the preparation, and 4 per cent. 
ad valorem on the amount of spirit lost. If it is the fact, as is asserted, that this 
concession is allowed to manufacturers in Europe, it is for consideration whether it 
may be allowed here. Government does not gain interest on the excess temporarily 
handled, whereas the private company feels the loss of the capital locked up in 
duty. From my enquiries in the Excise Department, I learn, however, that the request 
of the firm goes beyond what is allowed in Europe.

I think that special concessions are required for the use of industrial alcohol in 
the lac trade. This will be mentioned later. 


I find that Indian analysts are employed in the Konnagar works and in 
analytical laboratories. ‘There is the patient drudge who cannot get more than a 
clerk’s pay. There are also highly skilled experts, who can’ command high salaries, 
Still in the best laboratories in Calcutta, the Bengali analyst is not yet more 
than eooond rate, The graduates in chemistry should take up this work instead of 
becoming, as so many do, teachers in chemistry. 


‘ Mr. Puran Chand in the Paper at the Benares Industrial Conferengs in 1905 
urged the necessity of experiments in industrial chemistry, I trust that the objections 
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to the industrial chemistry classes which the Bengal Government are desirous of “™ 


opening at Sibpur College, ray be overcome and that these classes furnish the 
nucleus of a technological institute in Calcutta. I have dealt with this subject in 
pages 10 and 31 of Part I of this Special Report. 


Dyegre anv Printina. 


Tn 1883 Dr. McCann published an account of the dyes and tans of Bengal, the 


history of which goes back to 1875, when the Secretary of State at tho instance of dyeing. 


. Thomas Wardle ordered an enquiry into dye stuffs of Indian growth and produc- 
The memorandum prepared in accordance with ttiose orders by Mr. . Liotagd 
in 1880 excluded Bengal. Tho report for Bengal was not issued till 1883, but 


unfortunately recited only information collected in 1875-77. There is, however, a 


wealth of practical information about dyeing as well as about dyes in Dr. McCann's 
\j eons. ‘There is a tendency to depreciate these old compilations simply. because they 
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dyes was becoming’ uncommon. In 1896 it was stated that the 
cheap’ European goods and European aniline dyes was proving fatal to the indigen- 
ous industry. “At the same time Mr. Banerjei pointed out the want of ingenuity in the 
production of colours and the want of assistance from capitalists. In 1908 the onlyy 
place” where I found the industry flourishing was in the Serampore subdivision ; 
and to a lesser extent in Patna, in Saran, and in Bhagalpur. Mr. Banerjei said 
that the industry had became extinct in northern and eastern Bengal and in Orissa-

In Bihar districts I have found a desire on the part of the country dyer to take up natural 
indigo; the indigo now produced is finding a local market at about Rs. 120 a maund 
for its inferior qualities. The decrease in the number of factories has diminished the 
amount which filtered to the bazar through petty pilfering. The country dyer is 
content with a quality which the Caloutta broker would despise. 


Even in the dyeing of foreign materials there is room for the capitalist in 


‘future enterprise. Bengal, Bengal imported in 1906-07, 204 lakhs of coloured pieoo goods. The Bengal 
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Laxmi Cotton Mills consume Rs. 3,000 of dyed yarns monthly. It is calculated that 
there is a profit of two annas a pound in the dyeing of yarn. Bengal has, moreover, many 
dyeing materials; Dr. McOann’s book names 18 giving red dyes. 21 giving yellow 
dyes, 2 giving blue dyes, 20 giving brown and 4 giving green dyes. Mr. Banerjei’s 
monograph mentions 58 indigenous dye-producing plants. There is a prospect of the ” 
capitalist succeeding in dyeing piece-goods by means of indigenous materials, if up-to-date 
methods are used. It is unfortunate that the Bengal Dye Works, Limited, was not 
floated. It was to have engaged the services of Mr. G. 0, Sen, an expert in dyeing 
and colour chemistry, who returned in 1907 after study in Leeds and in Germany. 


Regarding the fastness of indigenous and imported dyes, Mr. E, RB. Watson, r.ca., 


has made scientific experiments from which it will appear that bakam (cacsalpinia sappan) 


mianjista (rubia cordifolia) and catechu (acacia catechu) compare very favourably with the 


_ great majority of the synthetic products; but that, contrary to. accepted opini 
' majority of indigenous dyes give fugitive dyeings. Other information cheat aioe 
to be found in the Agriculture Ledgers No. 1 of 1895, and No. 85 of 1896, It is well 
known that any after-treatment of copper sulphate will increase fastnoss in gortain caséil; 
and there is a new German patent for adding the copper to the printing colour itself in the 
form of an alkaline solution. These facts are worthy of attention. I found that even 


in the mixing of the Huropean chemical powders, the indigenous dyer is careless and 


wasteful, because he uses more than he need do if he carefully followed the instruction 
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‘The colour printer is even moro elusive than tho dyer. He is dairly ‘Prosperous — Colayr 
at Serampur, where he prepares handkerchiefs which aro exported, as Mr. Collin said, to ing: 


Rangoon, Madras, and Mauritius. At Madhubani on the other band there was only 
one printer in the whole bazar. The calico printing is also done in North Calcutta and 
at Hajipur. As a rule dyers and printers simply colour the articles given to them: the 
Serampur printers are an exception. The wooden blocks for printing are made at Nawab- 
ganj orl, Samrat at Patna, Benares, aud at Samagaddi in the Nepal Terai. *

capital. Mr. J. P. Bose studied the manufacture of printing ink in Japan, and 
has now a manufactory in Ultadanga financed by a Mymensingh capitalist. 

Babu Srish Chandra Dutta, joint-secretary of the Indian Industrial Association 
lectured in 1894° on printing ink’ manufacture from lamp black and linseed oil’ 
varnish.

There has been a further decadence since 1890 in the indigenous mannfacture. 
Hand-made paper is still produced at Hooghly district, principally at Mahanad 
Gosainmalpara, Neala and Ballidewanganj by a class of Muhammadans known as 
kagjis. They are fast dying out. Their paper has a market at Rs. 10 per 100 
sheets amongst Calcutta traders for account books. The same class is found at 
Mainan in ‘Howrah district and at Krishtopore and Srirampore in the Jangipur 
subdivision of the Murshidabad district. The manufacture ceased five years ago at 
Nasriganj in Shahabad, and in Cuttack it has practically ceased. (See the notes 
on champat paper in Banerjei’s Report on the District of Cuttack, page 171, 
Caloutta, 1893, and O’Malley’s Gazetteer of Onttack District, page 134; also on 
basola paper, O’Malley’s Gazetteer of Shahabad, page 93). 

A practical manufacturer writing in May 1907, said that Indian mills could make 
profitably large proportion of imported paper, if new up-to-date mills were 
furnished with the most modern plant for effecting economy in manufacture. ‘The 
Maharaja of Mourbhanj is anxious to lay down such a mill.

as growing. The output of coal in Bengal has risen from 1} million tons in 
1887 to 8% million tons in 1906 and over 10 million tons in 1907, At the end of 
the year 1907 there were 81 companier, with a nominal capital of 411 lakhs ; of 
these companies, 88 were floated in 1907; none pay less than 10 per cent. and 
some very much more, The average number of workpeople employed in the Giridih, ; 
Sherriah, Asansol and Ranigunge fields was nearly 120,000 in 1907. Another’ field / 
is being opened in the Palaman district, and the industry has got great possibilities in 
Birbhum district.

eg un Tue artistic industries of Bengal province are not supported as they ought to be. 
nace of Much of the patronage whereby some of the arts have beon kept alive is from the 
mae “"8 Baropean residents. As Mr. Collin said, Indian noblemen appear to be more inclined to 
patronise foreign “productions than the arts: of the country. Although the fact may 
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“yet it is only natural that each community should be attracted by the 





arts of the other. Indigenous artistic industries at present suffef from want of 
patronage and want of publicity; and any real encouragement must consist in pro- 


viding publicity aod a ready sale for tho articles of the best type. The Indian 
Museum in Caloutta is imperial; Bengal has po provincial museum similur to those 
in Lahore, Lucknow and Madras. At the museum of the School of Art there should 
be an art dept, where should be exhibited samples of the best work of Bengal 
craftsmen, with the names and addresses of the makers and the market price. If 
Government are not prepared to subsidize a private art-ware depét in Oaloutta, I 
Yecommend that Government itself should maintain at the School of Art a model 
art-ware depét. This is done with success in Lahore and Lucknow. Moreover, if 
similar depéts were started at divisional head-quarters under the auspices of local 
enthusiasts, some good might be done. At my request, grants have been given to 
local bodies at Bankura and Bankipore. The subject has also been discussed in 
pages 19 and 81 of my report on technical education. 


Goup anp Sinver Work. 


_ The monograph on gold and silver work in the Bengal Presidency by Mr. D. N. 
Mookerji (1905) describes the articles made in Outtack, Dacca, Murshidabad, Patna and 
Monghyr districts. Mr. Collin said that native jewellery, so long as it was .kept 
to country designs, was of great merit, but there was a tendency to imitate English 
designs. This tendency has not diminished, but indigenous ornamentation is being placed 
on articles meant for European use. Such for example is the work turned out by 
Girish Chandra Dutt & Sons, of Bhawanipur, Calcutta. This firm is enterprising in that 
it uses Canning’s polishing calico mops attached to the boss of an electrically driven 
motor lathe. The Cuttack silver ware is known outside Bengal principally for the 
delicate filigree work, which however is only carried on in the Cuttack town itself. This 
form of the art received considerable ‘development from the Orissa Art Union 
Factory started by Mr. Madhusudan Das, c.1.8., who has organized on a factory basis with 
subdivision of labour the hereditary skill of the native craftsman. Mr. Das told me that 
he was anxious to give up his factory as it was not a commercial successs, Tho 
number of his employees has diminished and he has given up’ the Calcutta agencies. 
Mr. Das lamented the deterioration in quality of the work in precious metals, and 
the diffioulty of obtaining a market for the produce. But some central sale emporium 
in Calcutta and the issue of catalogues are necessary for maintaining and increasing 
the market for such wares. Articles of personal adornment vf traditional design, as 
well as articles of European pattern, like picture frames and card cases, are prepared 
gat. Cuttack. 

In the matter of designs Mr. Das has recruited » man from the School of Art 

in Madras, but as some of the latter's designs include in one piece of work a cherub 
with wings, a peacock and a Greek god, his skill as a teacher of oriental designs 
may be open to question. If Mr. Das had a show room in Oaloutta in addition 
to the one in Outtack, his goods would obtain the patronage which they deserve. 
As regards the other places, the Kharagpur fish made of overlapping thinly beaten- 
out ovals is, of course, well known; but the number of workers in Monghyr distriot 
is dacreasing. In Murshidabad the Nawab Bahadur informed mo that malaria was 
playing sad havoc with such industries as still do exist. The centres of the craft are 
at Khagra, Kandi, Pulinda and Bhagirathpore. 
Gold and silver smiths are extensively found in the Patna district. Generally 
find that the traditional types of Indian jewellery are giving way to the 
jewellery of Buropean patterns amongst the better classes. Mz. Mookerji had no 
to make for the improvement of this art.

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Mr. G. ©. Dutt in his monograph of 1901 stated that the industry had diseppeared 
at the former place in Rangpur district, and from enquiry I learn that it no longer 
exists in Outtack district, The Chiefs of the Orissa ‘Lributary States appear to have 
retained carvers who reached a high standard of proficiency : beautiful examples, fifty 
years old, were sent by the Chief of,the Nayagarh State to the Delhi Exhibition 
of 1908. There is @ little unpretentious work in ivory done in Harkata Lene, off 
Bowbazar, in Oaloutta. The ivory is obtained *from the Orissa Tributary States. 
Thirty-five years ago there were no fewer than fifty families of carvers at Mathra, 
one of the several centres, in the Murshidabad district, but now there are “not more 
than twenty carvers in the whole district, the best of whom are working at Khagra, 
The Bhaskars of Murshidabad are professional image makers, who during the declin- 
ing days of the Nawab took to ivory carving. In 188% the Murshidabad workers 
were declared to be perhaps the best in India, “fully displaying the finish, minute- 
ness and ingenuity characteristic of all true Indian art.” Avoording to Sir George 
Watt they met a local demand for certain representations of the gods, but for some 
years past they have produced an assortment of table ornaments mainly for the 
European market, Murshidabad ivory work is remarkable for the absence of joins. 
In Royle’s Lecture on the Arts and Manufactures of India, 1852, it is stated, con- 
cerning the ivory carvers of Berhampore, that their representations of the elephant 
¥ and other animals, which were sent to the London Bxhibition of 1851, were so true 
to mature that they might be considered the works of real artists. Mr. Dutt is not 
without hope of effecting an improvement in the industry, notwithstanding the absence 
of the support of the wealthy noblemen which the carvers formerly had. The es 
tablishment of the Murshidabad Art Agency is a step in the right direction for 
advertising and exhibiting specimens of the art. But it suffers from the fact that 
it bas no outlet for sale in Calcutta. ‘The workmanship of the re cry 
could be much more exploited than it is, if firms or individual capitalists would, as 
sible revival si Mr. Dutt suggests, supply the Bhaskars with good ivory, purchase from them thejr 
products, suggest new designs, exhibit their specimens and advertise for them. 


Merat-intayine (Biprt Wane). 


The art of inlaving pewter with silver, called after Bidar in the Deccan, wheno® 
the mdustry was introduced, prevails only in Purnea and Murshidabad, Tt has 
further degenerated since 1890. The Murshidabad Art Agency attempts by exhibiting 
specimens and by advertising in Calcutta newspapers to keep the industry alive. 
The art is explained at pages 46 and 47 of Watt's Indian Art at Delhi, at page 164 
of Birdwood’s Industrial Arts of India and in Mr. R. J. Hirst’s article in the Pro- 
ceedings of the Asiatic Society of Bengal for July 1907. In Purnea district Bidri ware is &® 
dying craft and ,only one man, Mohan Sonar, is left with a fertile invention in designs. 
It is ourious that in such a small art the engravers ‘should be wholly _ dependent 
upon ethers who prepare the amalgum. These are Satua Kanseri and Mauju Kaneori 
of Belauri and Udhu Sau Kanseri of Katihar. Unless their art is studied and com- 
municated, the industry will cease, Some students of the School of Att, Calcutta, 
which it is proposed, will in future have more direct connection with industrial art, 
| ghould therefore be sent to study the processes, which should be repeated in the

in modelling should be wasted on ephemeral works of art, as the material used 
was unbaked clay. As is natural to assume, the industry started from the making 
of idols for worship, from which grew the manufacture of toys and miniature 

" figures. Sir Georgo Birdwood said in 1880 that Indians had failed to develop the 
art of figure, sculpture, and it was only because their ivory and clay and stone 

| figures of men and animals were on so minute a soale that they excite admiration. 
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By 1903 Sir George Watt remarked that the Krishnagar modellers had failed to 

advance above the preparation of toys dressed in real clothes and . had »steadily 

raised their prices to a prohibitive extent. On visiting the centro of the industry, 

Ghurni near Krishnagar, I was prepared to be disappointed and I was sadly 

disappointed. There are five families left amongst whom the principal workers are, 

Rakhal Das Pal, ©, C. Pal, Nibaran Chandra Pal, Bakeshwar Pal and Jadu Nuth 

Pal. Tho first two have price lists printed in English, but they have no agency in 

Qaloutta and not even one in Krishnagar. ‘Ihey are content to live on orders 

which they obtain indirectly. Thoy have given up almost entirely the preparation Abandonment 
of minute models in which they gained their reputation and have taken to relief ew modell. 
work and to statues and busts on European models. The workers have strongly” 

developed artistic talents, and it is a pity that they should use their talents on 

such unsuitable objects. They are, however, so very self-willed that it is hopeless to 

do anything with them. Mr, CO. A. Radice, 1.0.8, when Collector of Krishnagar, did 

his best to get them to prepare glazed figures which would stand exposure. 


Ornamentat Grass Ware. 


"In 1888 it was stated that the glass ware of Patna had acquired a reputation A mimetic art. 
for graceful shapes and beautiful colours, and Zhe Journal of Indian Art stated 
that Patna glass ware had ouriously coloured specimens of considerable excellence. 
But when specimens were sent to the Indian Art Exhibition in Delhi in 1903 
some of them were declared to be artistic and in good taste, but a large per- 
contage was declared to be a miserable imitation of Hnglish ware, in bad taste 
and worse execution. The amber colour which frequently occurs in this ware is 
obtained from a mixture of the Sone river sand. The Patna ware is made from 
broken glass melted down. Ahmad Hussain and Zakir Mia are the only two 
workmen now left. The development of the glass industry must be sought for, as 
has been shown in Chapter III, ov its industrial, and not on its artistic side. 


Srone Carvine. 


Stone carving was the subject of the monograph for 1904-05, and the Bengal adigenous in 
Monograph was written by Mr. Havell, the Principal of the School of Art in Orissa. 
Onloutta, A schedule attached to the monograph gives full details of the distribu- 
tion of the art in the province. Stone carving is usually associated with Gaya, but 
Mr. Havell states that the carvers of Orissa acquired the most extraordinary techni- 
cal skill in architectural decoration which Hindu art has known, As late aos 
1902-03, the Director-General of Archmology declared that the work of a modern 
stone-macon of, Bhubaneswar did not fall much behind the old work. I found in 
Gaya that the stone work for the new dharamsala, which is being erected by 
Rai Surja Mull Bahadur, was being carved by stone workers imported from 
Mirzapore and Hathras. It is unfortunate that the skill of the carvers, who were 
originally imported from Jaypur in Rajputana ‘to build the great Bishnupada temple, 
thould be allowed to become atrophied from want of practice. There is now in Gaya 

only one man who does regular figure carving. The best bowls carved from 
Pathalkatti black stone are sold at one rupee eight annas, the bowls made from 
& medium kind of gray stone at ten annas; and there is an adulterated form of 
blackstone made from the slate stone of Dharhara in Monghyr district which is 
Polished and blackened. There are also.some stone carving done in parts of the Ranchi 
district, Mr. Havell states that about seventy or eighty families prepare cheap stone 
utensils, which are used by colliery coolies at Raniganj. The earnings of carvers are 
from four annas to eight annas a day. Mr. Havel also states that the almost total 
‘xtinotion of the art is dueto—(1) the exclusive use of European styles in public 
building ; (2) the moglect of the study of Indian architecture in Indian colleges of Y 
engineering, and (3) the want of discrimination in publio taste, The definite 
Suggestion which he made in the monograph was that two of the inside doorways 
in the new Art Gallery, which is ‘being ereoted on the Chowringhoe Road in Calcutta, 
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"Suggestion Mforshould be carved by the best men obtainable from Orissa, I regret, however, to find

Woop Carvine. 


A monograph was written in 1903 by Chevalier O. Ghilardi, who was then officia- 
ting Principal of the School of Art, Caloutta. Tho art is found in Monghyr, Bhagal- 
pur, Patna, Gaya and Outtack. Mention of wood carving in the Bishnupur subdivision 
of Bankura district is mado in the Annual Administration Report of 1903-04. Patna 
has instances of pure Hindu work ; Gaya has the characteristics of Burmese work. 
The Patna carvers have to content themselves now with making blocks for cotton 
printing. The wood inlaying in Monghyr was an industry brought in with the 
gun manufacturer. The Chevalier tried to persuade the worker to produce better work. 
The man’s reply was that the people did not care to pay for it. I found at Monghyr 
that this worker obtains ebony from Jamui subdivision, and uses deer horns for inlaying. 
He took periodically a consignment to Calcutta and hawked his goods about the curio 
suops in OChowringhee. The conclusion of the writer of the monograph is that what is 
required is more the restoration to Indian art of all that was admirable in its earlier 
forms rather than a change in the classic traditions of artistic industries. The Calcutta 
School of Art must take its share in this work. The carpenters of North Bihar, 
as Mr. Oollin pointed out, are still able to do any kind of ornamental wood work. 


Suet Ornaments. 


Bhell bracelets are made at Dacca; but in Bengal proper only in Bankura and 
Birbhum districts, especially at Bishnupur in the former districts and at Karidha in 
the latter. The Sankaris of Karidha, it is said, have attained perfection in the art.

An art capable The gold and silver embroidery of Patna is’ still well-known. Murshidabad and

Patna have still skilled embroiderers. The embroidered caps'of Patna and Bihar town 
are frequently seen worn in the Bihar districts, There are two kinds—kdmdani and 
sardoshifor caps and the trappings of horses and elephants. The work, however, has 
not the reputation of the Lucknow or Benares work. Chikan work is still thriving. 
This is carried on in Calcutta, and in the Barasat subdivision, Mr. Collin indicated 
the business-like method of export. In Madras I found that it paid Belfast linen 
merchants to send their goods to Madras to be embroidered, principally by female 
labour. ‘There is drawn-thread work done by the girls of the Bankura Weeleyan 
Mission; it is all exported. .

Lac Wors.

40 families working at Dlambazar in Bolpur thana in Birbhum district. Only three 
families are working at toys, the women of the other families dye cotton with 
shellac dye. The other centres for lac turnery aro Patna and Murshidabad,

Southern India a popular industry. Fifteen years ago lace making by hand was an daa Y4 


extinct handicraft in England ; but to-day it is a recognized industry. Mr. Collin in 1890 esta" 
recommended that it be taught to native ladies, as was done in the Nazareth Convent 30 
in Madras. Dr. J. A. Graham of Kalimpong started in 1905 a lace school at Kalimpong: 

where the hill girls, already adepts at knitting, have taken kindly to the industry under 

the teaching of an English lady expert. There are 124 girls working either at their 

homes or at the school in connection with it, Government has assisted by Rs, 600 

down, and Rs. 89-8 a month for three years. Dr. Graham’s proposals for the 

development of a scheme for making at Kalimpong a central school, where teachers 

might be trained for all parts of Bengal, is at present under the consideration of 

Government. Up to the present, pupils from Kalimpong have become teachers for the ’ 

German. Lutheran Mission at Ranchi and for the Mahila Shilpasram in Calcutta. 

Four other missionary agencies at Chaibassa, Jessore, Ballyganj and Calcutta have asked 

that students be trained at Kalimpong. I have seen the lace factories at Ranchi, 

Ghaibassa and Krishnagar. That of the German Evangelical Lutheran Mission started 

in August 1907 as an offshoot of Kalimpong, has 382 pupils, who can earn 

from Rs. 2 to Rs. 6 a month. The patterns and thread are sent from Kalimpong. 

The Government grant is Rs. 77 a month. The Roman Catholic Mission at Ranchi 

is independent of Kalimpong. The Ursuiine Convent have started lace making + 

since August 1906. There are 60 girls making torchon lace under a European 
lady expert. The girls, who are aboriginal Kols, can earn as much as Rs, 8 a a 
month. ‘The Government grant is Rs. 50 a month. The work is done in a lofty 
and roomy building, and the conditions of hours of labour and of discipline have 
been carefully considered. At the Krishnagar convent there are 57 girls under . 
traitiing. The school deserves encouragement. The defect at present is that the market 
‘in all cases is a catch market. It is a good thing to introduce such pleasant, 
remunerative employment among native women. But a fixed market is wanted, put a commer 
similar to that furnished by the Irish Lace Depét established in Dublin by the late cial outlet requir- 
Mr. Ben Lindsey for the cottage lace industry in Ireland; or the commercial methods® ~« 

of the Nagercoil School in Madras should be followed.

CHAPTER VI. 


INDUSTRIES DEALING WITH ECONOMIC PRODUCTs. > 


Tuts head covers many industries which are under the special observation of 
the Agricultural Department, such as indigo and sugar. I propose to deal only 
with the” lac, tobacco, oil and tho alkali industries, 
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The oulture of the lac insect and the manufacture of shellac were not helpful sah 
treated in detail by Mr, Collin. I have examined some of the factories in Chota pr ogres 
Nagpur, and the literature on the mubjett, and venture (o think that, as Mr. Puran ™°U8™Y> 
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centre Chand said at the Pau, Industrial ‘Cotiference. in December 1905, the siotigias ee 
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working are crude. I suggest therefore more mechanical power. The new factories 
starting at Purulia are botter fitted than the old factories. In the second place, 
the twisted cloth bags from’ which the heated exudation is soraped, contain some 
resinous matter, and under. present methods the begs are boiled in alkali to remove 
the residuary matter. This residue would be removed more effectively hy a spirit 
and bence there is the necessity of obtaining industrial alcohol to which reference 
has been made under “Chemical Manufactures.” In the Chota Nagpur tract 
the spirit which could be obtained would be that of the mahuwa flower, from which 
country spirit is distilled at present. In the third place, it should be realised that 
the lao is not now gathered for the dye, but that it is gathered for its resinous 
properties. This has been pointed out in Mr. Stebbing’s recently published 
note on the lao insect. But the old process of manufacture continues, and at 
present there is much time and trouble taken in removing the dye from stick lac. 
Hence it is a matter for further enquiry as to the exact state in which the lac 
should be collected; for the lac from which the insects have swarmed contains less 
colouring matter. In the fourth place, I found that the District Officers were taking 
active steps to remove the nuisance which the washings create round leo factories, 
Now Mr. D. Hooper, r.t.c., v.c.s, at page 805 of the Monograph on Lao 
(Agrioultural Ledger No. 9 of 1901) states that dye liquor is a rich source of 
nitrogen, and would constitute a valuable manure. At Ranchi I found that it had 
been so employed with considerable success: and I have advised elsewhere that the 
dye liquor be spread out on neighbouring cultivated fields; whereby the nuisance might 
be removed and at the same time the fields benefited, There is an example in the 
similar use of indigo washings. I am informed that it would not pay to consoli- 
date the dye washings into poudrette cakes, There is a sufficient number of cheap 


@ manures in the market already. 





One manufacturer told me that, comprehensive as Sir George Watt’s monogtaph 
is, there is still much more that a practical maker of shellac ought to know. The » 
industry is a good one in that it affords remunerative employment at many scattered 
centres to the working population, and is a complete antidote to the failure of agri- 
cultural crops. Certain Marwaris have within the last two years started manufacture 
in the Pakaur subdivision in the Sonthal Parganas: people flook in for labour, and 
earn four annas to twelve annas a day. At Jhalda in the Manbhum district 
I found that the factories had increased in ten years from 10 to over 30, employing 
about 1,500 people. In the whole district in 1907 there were 5,056 people employed 
in 122 factories, small and large. 

The market is a sensitive one. It was affected by the American crisis of 1907 
and by a strike in the hat manufacturing districts in England. (Reynolds and 
Sellers’ Review of the Shellac Trade in 1907). 

The trade both in stick-lac and in shellac and button lac is an enormous one, 
as the following figures show:—

Many years ago endoavours wore made by Messrs, Begg, Dunlop & Oo. 
to establish at Pura in Darbhanga district tobacco growing and manufacture 
for the European market. The increased local demand for cigarettes has altered ‘Th. develop- 
the situation. The Peninsular Tobacco . Company, financed by an Anglo-American ment of cigarette 
syndicate, who already have a factory at Karachi, have been building a large manu ™&f#¢4Fe-, 
factory in the vicinity of Monghyr to make cigarettes for the million. Since May 

1908 it is in working order. The Collector (Mr. Hugh McPherson) wrote in 1907 :— 
“The new industry will increase the importance of Monghyr as a manufacturing and 
trading centre, there will be a considerable addition to the demand for labour, and 
the cultivators of the plant will get better prices for their crops and be stimulated 
to improve its quality. Tobacco is at present grown over 12,000 acres of land, mainly 
in Beguserai, and the area may be expected to increase considerably in the near 
future.” 


In Jessore district, tobacco curing was started by Mr. McLeod of Kotchandpore 
but was given up in 1907, 


In the Rangpur district in the Eastern Province, the Rangpur Tobacco Com- 
pany with o capital of one lakh is being floated. 

The habit of cigarette smoking is spreading amongst all classes, and in Caloutta 
the manufacture of cigarettes is being undertaken with vigour. There are the Globe * 
Cigarette Company at 20, Tangra Road, the East India Uigarette Company at 17, 
Baliaghatta Road, and the Bengal Cigarette Manufacturing Company, at 42, Shampukur 
Street. These firms have been importing cigarette making machinery, and have a 
well organized system of distribution. Ten cigarettes of the cheapest quality are 
being sold for a pice. It would have been better if indigenous manufacturing * 
activities had been diverted into a more productive channel.

Outside the metropolitan area, within which are large mills like those of the Howrah fore mann 

il Mills Company, Lid, of Ramkristopore, and the Gouripore Company, Ltd., of mills required in 

aihati, there are very few oil mills in the province. I found one worked under ot ‘oe Bihar 

European supervision at Berhampore, one in Nadia district, two under Marwaris and 
Bengalis in Patna district, two in Bhagalpur district, and nine in Burdwan district, 
the best of which is worked by Marwaris. The mills in Burdwan and Berhampore 
wero working with imported seed: in one case the seed came all the way from 
| Hathras. Henoo the industry might be more developed in the Bihar districts, 
where seed is locally procurable. The total quantity of linseed which came into 
Oaloutta from Bengal districts in 1906-07 was 128-7 lakhs. It is not necessary 
that there should be antagonism with the local ¢e/i. I found the following plant 
in different places:—a 20 horse-power engine working 54 mills; a 20 horse-power 
engine working 42 mills; a 16 horse-power engine working 382 mills; another 
16 horse power engine working 26 mills, and 12 mills worked by an oil engine. 
The Victoria Mills Company of Bhagalpur was started by Babu Kirtti Chandra 
Chatterjea, retired pleader; and after some vicissitudes it is now expanding to 
50 mills, Some are worked in conjunction with other industries, such as flour 
grinding, rico husking, timber cutting and surki making. Babu Baij Nath Goenka 
of Monghyr has shown oonsiderable enterprise in erecting a combined mill—a 
Stamford’s corn grinding mill, a timber-cutting machine, a Oarter’s disintegrator, 
and an Empire oil mill, 1 think that at all the district and subdivisional head- 
quirters, in the rabi producing areas of the Bihar districts, there is room for 

combined flour and oil mills, There is a constant demand for good oil. The jails z 
Produce pure mustard oil, and oan sell it above the local market rate. In some 
Parts sarguja (@uizotica abyssynica, niger seed) is used with mustard seed in the 
Proportion of 1 to 20, partly to assist the expression of the oil on account of its 
Britty nature, (partly as an adulterant. In Caloutta besides the oil of the niger seed, 
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the oil of the poppy, sesamum, and cotton seeds are mixed with mustard oil; 
these, however, are considerel by the Health Officer as not injurious to health. ‘ 
Tt is desirable that the oil-cake should not leave the country. In Dr, Voelcher’s 
words (Report on Indian Agriculture, paragraph 127) “the oil having itself no 
manurial properties, and being derived from the atmostphere and not from the soil 
‘ is a fitting object for export, but to send away the entire seed, or the refuse after 
the removal of the oil, is to send away the valuable manurial constituents con- 
tained in the seed; in brief, to export them is to export the soil’s fertility.’ The 
following figures are relevant to these remarks :—

In the matter of castor oil I found at the hand-mill in Sewan considerable waste 
of power and material. There is room for the introduction of more economical 
devices, and capitalists have an opening here. I find that oil mills with mechanical 
power will pay in the Bihar districts, if the cost of supervision be not too high. 
The recently invented American Continuous Extracting Press requires an engine of 

” 40 horse-power and can crush 25 maunds of vegetable oil-seed per hour. The 
remarks of Mr. K. N. Ramanujachari in Zhe Indian Review for March 1908, on 
the Oil Trade of India indicate the number of subsidiary advantages arising” from 
the increase in the local expression of oils; the increase in lubricants for in ; 
machinery, and the application of oils for medicine, paints, varnishes and soap manu- 
facture. 





ALKALIs. ’ 


‘The imports of It has been laid down by Sir George Watt that the industrial progress of @ 
caustic soda, country can be judged of by the extent to which it produces the alkalis required by 
its own industries. Such industries as India possesses are, he continues, a century behind 
the times. Among alkalis there are ammonia and its salts, potassium and its salts, 
sodium and its compounds. One of the last, caustic soda, is required in many of the 
nascent manufacturing industries, and it is at present imported. It was hoped that 
it would be possible to obtain it by decomposition from cormmon salt, sodium chloride, 
+ “which India has in abundance. Sir George Watt, however, pointed out (Indian Alkalis, 
1902) that the possibility of under-selling the product of the chemical works of 

Europe was doubtful. 


CHAPTER VII. 


Mex. COLLIN’S PROPOSALS AND THE FUTURE DEVELOPMENT OF ARTS AND 
INDUSTRIES IN BENGAL. 

: Tue text of Part I of this Special Report dealing with industrial instruction was, 

that it should be kept in view that the instruction which is given should enable pupils 

‘ to earn a livelihood, and that the central institutions should be kept in the highest 

possible state of efficiency. In this Part II, dealing with industries and industrial 

= arts, the text is that under present conditions it is for the small capitalist to take 

- up in a business-like way the manufacture cf articles for which there is a‘ demand 

. and the raw material of which exists in the country; and, in the caso of industris! 
\ arts that what is required is greater publicity and an extended marketg — hig 
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Mr. Oollin’s chief proposals relating to industries wore six in number, They 
Te (1) the stimulation of native industries by the preparation or purchase of 
materials of public works in India, and not in England; 
(2 ) the establishment of a school for drawing and design for industrial pur- 
i; poses and the circulation of designs amongst native workers; 
(8) the circulation of practical instructions among leading brasiers regarding 
moulding and working in dics; 
(4) the introduction of schools for mat and basket work in localities where 
A the business is carried on; 
(5) the improvement of ornamental pottery; and 
(6) the establishment of a weaving school at Berhampore in connection with 
silk and. cotton weaving. i

- ,, The principles of these proposals I repeat and support. The first will be considered 
below amongst my general recommendations. ‘The second has been discussed under 
the subject of the Government School of Art in Part I and: under the head of 
“Tndustrial Arts” in Part II. The third has been considered under the head of “Brassware” 
in Chapter III of Part II. So also the fourth proposal under the head of “Mat ware” in 
the same chapter. The fifth [proposal is included in the general remarks under Chapter V of 
Part II, and the sixth proposal in connection with the improvement of the weaving of 
textiles has crystallised in the scheme for a central weaving institute at Serampore, which has 
been considered in Chapter IIT of this part and also in the summary in Chapter I of Part I. 

. There are certain general recommendations which I desire to make as to the 

a in which Government may foster industrial development in this province. 
. ‘One means of stimulating native industries lies in the preparation or purchase 
‘as far ag possible, of materials for public works in India, and not in England, This 
is accepted in principle by Government; the desirability of translating good will into 
tangible. orders for material is shown under the head of “Ironwork”. The public still

2, It is advisable, if not absolutely essential, to have an. expert Superinten- 
dent of Industries, or Director of Industrial NHnquiries, as the appointment is called- 
in the. Bombay and Madras Presidencies. On the one hand there is required the 
sympathetic enthusiasm of one man rather than any elaborate scheme, if anything) 
practicable is to be done. On the other hand it is not the fault of! many would-be 

” industrialists, but of their traditions and environment, that they lack- initiative, oo- 
operation of capital, business capacity and organization. The feature of the present” 
position is that it. is not the Indian commercial classes who wish to engage in indus- 
trial enterprise,—oommerce pays them better; but it is principally classes in whom 
the commercial instinct is not fully developed and who are finding that the press~ 
ure. for existence in literary lines is too great. There are other reasons—some 
of..which, but. not all, are. praise-worthy,—for the movement towards industrial 
development; but the fact remains that it is not the business heads in the Indian 
community who are being attracted to manufacture, but the professional and landhold- 
ing ,classes., The , real difficulty is to find an expert officer who’ would combine 
suitable toientific qualifications in. engineering and chemistry with sympathetic knowledge 
the country and of local conditions. The Bengal Government have made some pro- 

“ pouala for such an eppointment, and the, subject is still, under disonssion. “There wore 
many causes of the, comparative failure of the extension of the improved hand-loom

‘8. Next, it is advisable for Government to improve technical instruction by the 
concentration of thought and expenditure on the central institutions, These are in 
Bengal the Sibpore Engineering College, the scope of which is much wider than its 
limited title would denote, and the Government Schonl of Art. My proposals 
under this head have been given in detail in Ohapter IL of Part I. They are 
simply the development of the policy laid down by the Bengal Government in 1891. 
Concentration is also required in the industries which Government has selected as 
subjects for technical instruction. These are weaving and leather work, the proposals 
for which are to bo found in Chapter III of this Part II. 

4. The imperial technical scholarships have since 1904 been given in Bengal 
for the subject of mining engineering; and the advice of the mercantile community 
is to continue this subject for state scholarships. But only one state scholar can, asa 
rule, be selected in each year for each province, In the year 1908, however, two scholarships 
were given to Bengal in mining enginoering and in leatherwork. I recommend that 
the Bengal Government should be prepared to subsidise, under certain conditions, the 
local association which has already sent abroad many youths of this province for 
technical education, and also that the Bengal Government should independently give 
scholarships to youths who wish to study the industry of leather-tanning in Madras 


or Oawnpore. 

5. Encouragement should continue to be given to district exhibitions of indus- 
tries and industrial arts. Hitherto assistance has been given only by the 
Agricultural Department and on account of agricultural products. The conference 
which the Industrial Education Committee held with Bengal officers on the 14th 
December, 1901, decided that such exhibitions were of great value, specially 
at melas, Sir George Watt suggested that money awards be given and that the 
best articles be purchased as samples. It is perhaps too much to say tha’ 
spirit of emulation has been excited. Some of the exhibitions wou 
lapse -entirely in the absence of official support. But still it is in this way that the” 
local artisan can be encouraged, and that the local notables can be induced to take an - 
interest in encouraging him, Some exhibitions have been started in connection with 
_ melas, a3 those at Dumka and Behta ; some as an industriel show, as that of Bankipur; | 
and some in conjunction with agricultural exhibitions, such as those at Bankura and 
Hooghly. There was also the comprehensive industrial exhibition in Calcutta in 
December 1906. There are now 20 districts out of 33 in Bengal, Bihar and Orissa 
in which annual exhibitions are held. Me/as, indeed, must in Bengal for some time 
take the place of the other forms of advertisoments, such as catalogues, circulars 
and newspapers, amongst the uneducated - public, At the following places the’ 
exhibitions specially include industrial products :—Banjetia, Barasat, Basirhat, Kushtia, 
Jhenidab, Bankura, Chinsura, Midnapore, Suri, Kendrapara, Angul, Balasore, 
Sambalpore, Ranchi, Bankipore and Monghyr. A perusal of the reports of these 
exhibitions reveals an unexpected amount of inventive ingenuity principally in con- 
nection with weaving. This is likely to be lost, unless examined by an expert 
and made the subject of experiment at a Government weaving institute, 


6. The local industrial arts can be effectively encouraged by a ready sale of 
the best articles, which arises principally from advertisement and publicity. Hence 
grants should be made for the inauguration of sample art ware depéts at district 
head-quarters, provided the local public take up the matter themselves, and in 
connection ‘with the School of Art in Calcutta. In most districts will be found men 
of public spirit and culture. Samples of the work of those artists and artificers, who 
are ready to execute orders, should be obtained, and each sample should bear a note: 
as to the maker's name and address and the price of the article. As Mr. Oollin 
and others have said, native workmen are frequently unenterprising and usually” 
dilatory ; but still there is even now a difficulty in obtaining orders from want of — 

publicity. here is an art agency at Murshidabad and another in Cuttack, which 
effect a little good; and I have recently obtained Government assistance for le’ 
__. @epéts which are being started at Bankura and Bankipore. I am presi’? 
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what Mr, Coldstream, © ‘sselous Panjab officer, urged before the Art Conference of 
1894 held at Lahore, —

as in Chapter V of this Part Il, 

7. It is advisable that Government should disseminate more freely among the 
public the information which is obtained so laboriously by its officers, Let me 
point out that Mr. Collin’s report of 1890 on arts and industries, full of excellent 
suggestions es it was, was never formally published. It was criticised by a few 
heads of departments, and in 1895, three years after its preparation when I asked 
for © copy, I was informed that it was confidential, A monograph on a selected 
subject has year by year been prepared; a copy has been forwarded to the Govern. 
ment of India; but few outside official circles have known that it has been 
published. The recent reports by Mr. Watson on leather-curing and tanning deserve 
the widest publicity. I found that the manager of a new tannery in Bengal had 
never heard of Mr, Rowland Chandra’s exhaustive monograph on tanning published 
in 1904, Professor T. K. Gajjar in his address before the Industrial Conference at 
Surat in 1907,has drawn attention to the imperfeot circulation of such literature. A 
Director of Industries would circulate much information through the press; he would 
know to whom particular information might be useful ; and would doubtless copy the 
methods of the Agricultural Department in issuing leaflets. In the Appendix to the 
present report a small bibliography of books and papers dealing with industries has 
been prepared. The following is a list of Bengal industrial monographs, as prescribed 


by Government. Eleven out of the fourteen monographs have been written by 
Indian officers.

8. Government should, I think, in addition to the provision of technical 
education, hold tests and give certificates of oompetensy. ‘There are two models to 
follow: the Madras system of technical examination (Calendar of the Commission 
for Government Examinations, Madras, 1907-08, page 64), or the Bombay system 
(Golendar of the Victoria Jubilee Technical Institute, 1908, page 60). In the former, 
the Government itself gives a certificate, a group certificate or a diploma for an immense 
Variety of subjects ranging from practical telegraphy to horticulture and from carpen- 
try to lace making. In the latter, the Technical Institute holds the examinations on 
behalf of the City and Guilds of London Institute, which has a list of no fewer 

than 74 subjects, ‘ranging from soap manufacture to motor’ car machinery. As Bengal 
q y gives, or is about to give, recognized diplomas in mechanical engineering, ~ 
“engineering, mining, agriculture, and yoterinary science, I suggest that the

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ew joint technical examination board for Sibpur College ‘end its aint Fat 
both provinces might arrange to hold examinations in several of the syb; subjects named in 
the City and Guilds of London list and grant certificates therein. I am sure from — 
what I have heard that many employers as well as employees would welcome some 
such impartial proof of qualification. The argument that examinations would be held 
in some subjects in which no instruction is formally given is not conclusive. The 
system has prevailed in Madras for many years, and under its old name of Some 
Examinations in various branches of Technical Science and Art and in Ind 

was oné of the few things which met with commendation in the MacDonnell 
Memorandum of 1886. 2 

9. It is finally submitted for consideration that in the distribution of 
honours for public service recognition might be given to those who have proved 
themselves public spirited captains of industry and who have piloted new industries 
successfully ; and that rewards be offered by Government for certain inventions which 
might improve the quality and outturn of indigenous manufacture, such as for example, 
the adaptation of the fly-shuttle hand-loom for the weaving of tussar silk. 

In the body of this report it will be found that it has been suggested that 
Government may appropriately assist in the following industries: —Weaying, leather 
manufacture, iron work, brass wore, and chemical manufacture. It has also been 
pointed out that there are openings for Indian capitalists in the following indus 
tries :—weaving, carpet weaving, pottery, carpentry, matware, leather tanning, cutlery, 
brassware, glass manufacture, chemical, manufacture, dyeing, match making, soap. mak- 
ing, perfume manufacture, lac manufacture and in the manufacture of vegetable oils, 


Mr. Trailokya Nath Mukharji, whose opinion is of value as he was the founder 
of the Indian Indastrial Association, informs me that in his opinion there are openings 
for the manufacture of umbrellas, paints, hosiery, braziery, soaps, candles, leggher 
articles, lamps, and in the preservation of fruits. These are also reoommended to the 
notiée of capitalists. Mr. E. R. Watson, r.cs., of the Indian Educational Service, 
whose researches in leather manutacture and in iron work are of great value, suggests 
that there is an opening in the following subjects:—Dyeing and cotton printing, soap 
making, lac refining, glass manufacture, varnish and paints, scents, cement, matches, 
tanning extracts, oil, enamelled ware, povcils, tobacco, silk weaving, rice bowls, and in 
sugar. Indigenous enterprise has already taken up the manufacture of soap, matches, 
pencils, tobacco and silk weaving. Mr. Henry 1. Tozer, the industrial expert of the 
India Office, commends the indigenous manufacture of leather goods, silk goods, 
paper, iron and steel, and soap. Mr. 8. J. Tellery, a recognized expert in Indian 
art industries, commends the revivification of fancy silk weaving, metal work, wood 
and stone carving, and states that the manufacture of the following might be worked 
with commercial success: woollen pile carpets, embroidery, enamelling on metal, and 
hand printing on cotton and silk, 

Though Government assistance is expected and on certain lines has been granted 
to a considerable extent, yet both Indian and European official and. non-official 
observers coincide in the view that it is by the addition of indigenous capital and 
— indigenuus inherited skill, both manual and artistic, of the Indian artificer 

any improvement in indigenous manufactures, wheth industrial 
artistio, will ensue. np Sih satis} . 

A fow quotations are given. In the Vioeregal Oouncil, the Hon’ble Mr. Harvoy, 
the Member for Commerce and Industry, said at the Budget Debate in March 1908 :— 

“Government have already done a good deal and are anxious to do more. but it is 
only with the co-operation of the people themselves and active assistance from “capitalist 

_ of the country that great results can be obtained.” 
At the Industrial Conference for the United Provinces in August 
. , Tioutenant-Governor, Sir John Hewott, said :— une 
: “But if Government does its part, if it trains up skilled workmen. foremen.. 
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In “his address et the opening ie the Chittagong Cotton Mill, Sir Lancelot 

‘Lieutenant-Governor of Eastern Bengal and Assam, said:— =, ; 

“Yow have risked your own money—not I truly hope running an immensely 

great risk—and have not, as some have, called upon other people whom it is their fashion 

to represent as on the verge of pauperism to pay the cost of protecting an industry 

against its own inefficiency due to a conservatism which refuses to take advantage of 
improved methods.” 


Mr. Pramatha Nath Bose in his “Essays on Industrial Development” has 
written '— - 

“Besides the comparative scarcity of capital, the inadequacy of technical training 
and the lack of the amount of co-operation requisite for large undertakings, there is 
another and probably more patent cause which stands in the way of industrial develop- 
ment—the hereditary aversion of the higher castes for trades and industries which 
have hitherto been relegated to the lower, and in some cases, to the very lowest classes 
of the Indian society.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendra Nath Bose has stated in The Indian World for 
January 1908 :— 

“It is becoming more and more apparent that the realisation of our political ideals 
is to a great extent, if not wholly, dependent upon our progress as a nation in tho 


paths of useful knowledge, industry and commerce, and upon cur powers of co-operation, 
combination and organization.” 


Mr. R. ©. Dutt, c.1%., presiding at the Benares Industrial Conference of 1905, 
said :— 
‘“We must change our old habit of universal cottage industries, and learn to form 


companies, erect mills, and adopt the methods of combined action, if we desire to 
foster or revive our industries.” 


We find: also the same opinions expressed in organs of the press which ordinarily 
have different points of view. Zhe Statesman confirms the findings of the Industrial 
Conference of 1907 that the obstacles to development are lack of adequate technical 

_ knowledge and lack of capital. Zhe Pioneer says*that the most hopeful sign for the 
future is the recent development of some interest in the subject of industrial enter- 
prise, academical aud intermittent as that interest is, and that when the leading 

liticians back their sentiments with capital and send some of their sons into industry 
f.. battle will be more than half won, To the would-be industrialist in Bengal, I can 
only say :— 

“Ingeniis patuit campus, certusque merenti

At a meeting of a Committee called together by the Bengal Government to ae the 

Bae atten: utah to at starting of a weaving school at Serampore, it was mentioned 

coger lg senquiry by Mr, Nimmo, representing the Bengal Chamber of Oom- 

meree, that the export of hides and skins from Calcutta was 

a very important trade, and that it might be worth consideration by Government whether 

any instruetion could be given to improve the cure of these hides (and skins), and conse- 
quently obtain a better price for them. 

Mr, Earle made enquiries in England on this subject and understood from Dr. Gordon 
Parker, Director of the London Leather Industries Research Laboratories, Herold’s Institute, 
Bermondsey, that the hides (and skins) exported from Oaloutta were not properly cured, and 
that in consequence they fetched a much lower price than they would if oured properly, 

I was in consequence placed on special duty by the Government of Bengal to make 

further enquiries to decide if it were desirable for this 
Government to start any form of instruction, in order to 
bring about a better cure of the hides (and skins) exported from this province. For this 
purpose I consulted the Secretary of the Bengal Chamber of Commerce, and from him 
obtained a list of the more important merchants exporting hides from Oaloutta (viz., Messrs. 
Ralli’ Brothers, Messrs. Ernsthausen, Limited, Messrs. Cohn Brothers and Fuchs, 
Messrs. Thomson Lehzen & Oo., Messrs. Schriéder Smidt & Oo., and Messrs Maurice 
Feilmann & Co.), I had interviews with representatives of these firms and also with a 
representative of the firm of Messrs, Wutow Guttman & Co,, also hide merchants of Caleutta, 
T was able to inspect many different preparations and classes of hides in the godowns of these 
firms, and in company with Mr. Frerichs, of Messrs, Schroder Smidt &0Oo., I visited the hide 
market in Oaloutta and saw the system of buying in vogue there, I visited the Calcutta 
Municipal Slaughter-house situated at Tangra to see there the method of flaying and the 
selling of hides, This is the only place within the municipal limits where cattle may be 
slaughtered. I also interviewed Messrs, Moll Schutte & Co., a firm who have formed an 
agreement with the Caloutta Municipality and take all cattle which die within mnnicipal 
imits, flay thom and work up the carcases for manure, fallow, etc, I visited the few 
anners around Oaleutta, viz., Messrs. J. Teil & Co., Messrs, Monteith & Co., the Bengal 
Tannery and the Caloutta Tannery, and obtained their opinions as to the efficacy of the 
Indian method of curing hides. 

Having obtained an idea, from my enquiries in Calcutta, as to the most suitable districts 
in the mufassal to visit, I made somewhat detailed enquiries in the Darbhanga district, 
obtaining the assistance of the Civil officers of the district, and also of the mana of estates 
in that district. I also visited the Jesegore district; and made enquiries from Mr, Oumming, 
the Collector of the 24-Parganas 

I visited Mr. Chatterton, the Director of Technical and Industrial Enquiries in Madras, 
who, in connection with the Madras School of Arts Chrome Tannery, has practical experience 
of hides and leather; at the same time 1 was able to compare the treatment given to hides 
and skins exported from Madras with the cure of Bengal hides and skins. I also visited 
Major Forestier-Walker, Superintendent of the Government Harness and Saddlery Factory 
at Oawnpore ; and during my visit to Cawnpore, I also met the managers of the various large 
private tanneries of that city, and Mr. Noronha, a hide merchant, 28 supplies all the hides 
to the Government Harness and Saddlery Factory and a large number to the other tanners 
of Cawnpore. I thus obtained the opinion of the largest tannors iv India on the efficacy of 
Indian methods of cure. 

In addition to these enquiries I have also corresponded with Dr, J. Gordon Parker of 
Bermondsey and Mr. A, Seymour Jones of Messra. J. Meredith Jones and Sons, Limited, 
Leather Manufacturers, Wrexham. I availed myself of all the statistical information J could 
find concerning the hide and skin trade and had also occasion to call on Mr. Néel-Paton, 
the Dixector-General of Commercial Intelligence, to ask his opinion as to how far I was safe 
in drawing a certain deduction from trade statistics as published by his office, 

The word ‘hide’ is technically used for the skin of a bullock or cow; the word ‘skin’ is

out on the ground with the ‘flesh’ side uppermost or stretched out on a bamboo 
allowed ‘to dry in the air. Tho hides in this condition to Calcutta. Before export 
they are frequently ‘ arsenicated’ by dipping in a very dilute solution of white arsenio in 
caustic soda and again allowin, todry, ‘his arsenic dip is supposed to act as an insecticide.

'» Buffalo hides are almost always dry-salted. Those which are not so cured are air-dried. 


Hides and skins are collected from every district in Bengal and a large number of tWese 
hides and skins are brought to Calcutta for export. 

Hides may be.divided into two classes—‘ s/aughtered ’ and ‘ dead ’—the former being 
from slaughtered animals and the latter from animals which have died from disease or 
old age va, accident, The number of slaughtered hides collected is probably very much 
smaller than the number of ‘ deads,’ 

In every district where there are Muhammadans there will be found villages in whieh 
cattle are slaughtered, In the Darbhanga distriot I visited twosuch villages near Darbhanga, 
Kuruni, 8 miles distant, and Jale, 15 miles distant, and one such village, Bowi or Bowri, 
2 miles from Madhubani. The butchers in these villages send out men or go to neighbour- 
ing *haths’ within a radius of abuut 12 miles and buy old cattle, which are no longer fit 
for work or for milking. Theso cattle are chiefly bought from Muhammadan cultivators, 
as a Hindu is prevented by his caste from selling his cattle for slaughter. The butcher may 

t a certain number of cattle from Hindus by misinforming the sellers as to what he 
intends todo with the cattle, but the number obtained in this way is not great. After these 
cattle have been slaughtered, the meat is sold in the village, and either the butcher air-dries 
the hides himself or he sells them to the owner of a hide godown in the ‘ green ’ state (a hide 
just as it is taken from the animal is termed ‘ green’). In each of the villages above men- 
tioned from6 to 10 cattle are slaughtered daily. The hide is much the most Valuable part 
of the animal. The whole animal will, on the average, be worth about Rs. 7, and the Fide 
of this animal will be worth about Rs. 5.* If the butcher sells his hides ‘ air-dried ’ to the 
owner of the hide godown, he appears to get from 10 annas to 12 annas per 1b. according to 
quality and cure. 

In the towns possessing Municipalities there are usually Municipal slaughter-houses in 
which the butchers of the town must slay their cattle. In Bihar and in and around Calcutta 
a ipo of cattle are slaughtered. ‘Thus, taking Darbhange as a typical small town 
in Bihar, here from 30 to 100 cattle ara slaughtered per diem, In Caloutta itself all cattle 
must be slaughtered at Tangra. Here about 250 cattle are slaughtered every day. Around 
Oalcutta there is a belt of smaller Municipal slaughter-house, ¢.g., Cossipore and emtice 


and from Calcutta and neighbouring slaughter-houses about 6¢0 hides per day are obtained. — 


From the larger slaughter-houses the hides are always sold at once in the ‘ green’ state to 
the owners of hide godowns. ‘These ‘ green’ hides may be sold by weight, as at Darbha: 

or for a lump sum, as at Caloutta, where the hide is bought while the animal is still alive, 
At these larger slaughter-houses the butchers have no difficulty in disposing of their hides— 
the buyers come down to the slaughter-houses and are very keen on getting the hides, 

In every case the slaughtered hides are first purchased from the butchers by Muham- 
madan Liparis, owners of small hide godowns. These small hide godowns can be found 
almost anywhere in Bengal. As we shall see later they are the first step in the collbcti 
agency of ‘deads’ also. The number of hide godowns and their distribution within the 
Province may be judged from the following examples :—

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From these godowns the hides are generally sent direct to Osloutta. The smaller 


eommission agent. In Calcutta there are a large number of hide-godowns belongifig to these 
Muhammadan commission agents, mostly situated in the neighbourhood of Chit: Road 
and north of ‘Lal Bazar. Those men offer parcels of 1,000 or more for sale'to the European

e merchants. Every morning these men send notes to the principal European firms. 


showing what parcels of hides they are offering for sale, and these firms send representatives 


‘to imspect the parcels and buy. The hides are sold by private auction, each firm meking an 
offer which is not disclosed to the other bidders. Generally asample batch of 50 is examined, 
and the average weight of the hides is suppled by the ara/dar, and on this the firm’s buyer 


makes his estimate. If the whole batch does not come up to the sample shown, a rebate has ~ 


to be paid by the araddar. 
So much for the preparation and collection of slaughtered hides by native collecting 
nies, 
- As has been already mentioned, » Hindu raivat is prevented by his caste from selling 
cattle for slaughter, and when a beast becomes ill or too old for work or milking he desowns 
it and turns it loose to die. As soon as it dies the earcase becomes the property of a chamar. 
Every zamindari is divided up into more or less well defined areas among the chamars on 
the zamindari, and thus each chamar has an area within which he is entitled to ail carcases, 
For this right the chamar pays an annual fee tothe zamindar. The chamar skins the 
carcases and generally cures the hide himself, making an air-dry preparation. When he has 
collected 3 or 4 hides he takes them to a small hide godown and sells them. In the 
neighbourhood of towns where there are feirly large godowns the diparis may send out men 
who will visit villages within, say, an area of 1z miles and obtain the hides within this area 
in a ‘green’ state. The chamar sells his hides to the bipari either by weight or as so much 
per piece. Within areas in which there is any competition for the hides the system of 
selling by weight appears to be generally in vogue. The price mentioned both by the 
chamars and by the tiparis and paid to the chamars ran for from 7 to 9 annas per lb. The 
deads are disposed of by the small dipari in just the same way as has been already described 
in the case of ‘slaughtered ” hides, 

This collection by native agency may be called the ‘ normai’ method of collection. 

The best known classes of hides which came into Calcutta in this way from Bengal are 
called Patnas, Darbhangas, Ranchis, Sambalpurs, Cuttacks, and Mehapurs. Roughly speaking, 
the name denotes the district from which the hides come, though by usage these names are 
coming to some extent to indicate classes or preparations. 

Patnas ave the better class of hides from Behar. They are ‘slaughtered’ hides and are 
‘air-dried’ preparations. They have been taken off carefully, so that very little flesh remains 
on the hide, and have been carefully dried on bamboo frames. hese fetch about Rs. 18 
3 a Ibs., and as the average weight will run to about 7 lbs. 20 pieces will fetch Rs. 120 to 

8. 130, 

Darbhangas, of the better class, slaughtered, are similar to Patnas There are, however, 
very many ‘ deads’ known as — and the preparation of these is poor. A great 
deal of flesh is left on the hide, and it has been very badly stretched in drying, so that the 
“agree has an untidy crumpled appearance, These poorer class ‘ Darbhangas’ fetch 

. 18 to Rs. 15 per 20 lbs, With the average weight running to 7 lbs., this means that 
20 pieces fetch Rs. 90 to Rs, 100. 

Ranchis are a class of small ‘ deads,’ air-dried and not well prepared. Fetch about 
Rs. 15 per 20 Ibs., and as the weight runs between 5 and 6 lbs., 20 pieces fetch only from 
Rs. 75 to Rs. 90. 

Sambalpurs are also a poor class of air-dried ‘deads,’ fetching only Rs. 13 to Rs, 16 
per 20 lbs, and about Rs. 80 per 2) pieces. 

Hehapurs are hides collected from the districts in the Presidency Division, such as 
the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Jessore, Khulna. These hides are collected by the diparis in 
the ‘ green’ state from the chamars and ‘dry salted.’ These fetch about Rs. 10 per 20 lbs., 
have an av rr of 10 lbs,, and consequently fetch about Rs. 100 per 20 pieces. 
As they are salted, they weigh about 14 time as much as if ‘ air-dried.’ 

Besides the collection by native agency as has been described, a considerable number 
of hides are now collected by the European firms 8 means of their own agencies in the 
district. Thus, Messrs, Schréder Smidt & Oo. have an agent at Dinapore and he collects 
hides over a large part of Behar; in Darbhanga several of the Muhammadan hide merchants 
Roe hides especially for Messrs. Schréder Smidt & Oo. A collector goes round from 

inapore and visits these emia periodically The p tion for Messrs. Schréder 
Smidt is better than for the Caloutta market, less flesh is Tolt on the hides, and they are 
carefully stretched and dried. Some of the biparis considered that it paid them to sell to 
Messrs. Schréder Smidt & Oo,, whilst others preferred to sell in Calcutta, 

The hides as bought in Calcutta are sorted, trimmed a little, arsenicated if ‘air-dried ’ 
cares, and baled for export. The classification of Oaloutta hides is very complex, They are 
classified in the first place according to the looality from which they are obtained, in the 
second place into first, second, thirds, fourths and fifths according to thé quality of the

I cannot speak with any personal knowledge of the method of disposal of the hides 
after they reach the consuming countries. I understand that they are in the first place 
bought by auction, and that the brokers in this trade are chiefly Jews, It appears that the 
hides have still to pass through several hands before they reach the actual consumers, i.e., 
the tanners The Caloutta merchants may be called on for a ‘refund’ if the hides are found, 
subsequent to purchase, not to come up to specification. Such matters are settled by 


arbitration. 
* Tho census figures do not give much idea as to the concentration of the trade of prepar- 


ing hides for export. The number of chamars in a district forms no criterion, as many 
chamers are entirely engaged in agriculture. It might be thought that the number of sellers

The cattle population of a district should give a very fair idea af the possible size of the 
“hide trade, but om not aware that any figures of cattle population are available. 


_ Asis well known, the total export trade in hides and skins from British India is 
enormous and has inoreased very rapidly of recent years, At the same time the price of 
hides has also increased by leaps and bounds. 

The following figures give,the total exports of raw hides from British Indiq (in trade 
figures “ raw” means not tanned) :—

These figures are sufficient to show that the trade in hides is one of the most important 
export trades in Bengal, It is second in value only to the jute trade. 


I made it a special point to decide to whom the money ultimate] which is pai 
by the countries for whom the hides are exported from ea I Set nike to = 
surprise that there was not such a very difference between the prices paid by the 

n firms in Calcutta and the prices paid by the small Muhammadan biparis to the 
first owners of the hides, ie., the butchers or the chamars, At the time of my enquiry the 
Calcutta prices could be taken as Rs. 18 per 20 lbs. for very best air-dried cure, Rs. 16 as 
an average price and Rs. 13 as the lowest. Compare this with the prices already mentioned 
as paid in the district to the butchers and chamars, viz., from annas 10 to annas 12 for 
slaughtered hides and from annas 7 to aunas 9 for “deads.” We might take 12 annas as 
the top price paid in the district, annas 9-6 as the — and annas 7 as the lowest ordi- 
narily paid, or being converted, Rs. 15, Rs, 11-14 and Rs, 8-12, respectively, per 20 Ibs.

In the case of a slaughtered hide the butcher had paid a fair price to the agrioulturist 

‘for the beast, and so we may consider that a fair proportion of the money goes to the owner 
of the beast and compensates him for the loss of his beast. In the other case the dying of 
his beast is a dead loss to the Hindu raiyat and an almost clear gain to the chamar, the only 
set-off to this gain being the aunual fee the chamar pays to the zamindar for the right to all 
earcases over a certain area, 

Tt should be noted that without any outside help the chamar population must within 
the last 10 years have quite doubled its income, owing to the increased demand and inoreased 
prices paid for hides. 

I do not attempt to give an estimate of what ptportion of the money paid by Huropean 
countries for Caloutta hides goes to the Calcutta shipping firms to pay them for handling 
and shipping. These firms themselves say that they make from 8 to 5 per cent. profit,

ving flesh on the hide can only have a bad effect. It prevents the hide from 
drying so quickly as it otherwise would; and unless a hide is dried quickly in this country 
putrefaction is certain to set in. The result of the putrefaction may or may not be visible 
a first, but it is sure to show up in the first operations preparatory to tanning. Again, 
even if the hide has been dried once, the flesh is very likely to take up a little moisture 
subsequently and putrefy or serve as a nest for maggots. It is very common to find a 
batch of very fleshy hides in which large areas of each hide have been eaten away by this 
maggot, leaving only the epidermis, so that these areas are as transparent as tissue-paper. 
This maggot is, [ believe, the larva of a small beetle Dermestes vulpinus, 

Another frequent defect in the ‘air-dry’ oure as practised in India is that the drying 
is effected too rapidy and in too strong a sun. This causes a blistering of the hide and, 
moreover, the outer surfaees become quite dry, hard and impervious to moisture before the 
inner tissues have dried, and thus the inner tissues are as it were sealed up wet and 
subsequently putrefy. The dry should be carried out by stretching the hides on bamboo 
frames and standing the frames in an open shed through which a free current of air oan 

and gain access to both the ‘flesh’ and ‘hair’ sides of the hides. ‘The method of 
ing the hides by stretching them out ‘flesh’ side up on the ground is unsatisfactory, as 
the hair side in contact with the ground will remain wet and probably putrefy whilst the 


flosh side is drying. 

What tanners think of Qaloutta ‘air-dried’ hides can be judged from the fact that 
Caloutts tanners invariably use ‘ green’ hides from the slaughter-house, that the Govemment 
Harness and Saddlery Factory at Oawnpore use only ‘dry-salted’ hides, and that 
. Chatterton in the Government Chrome Tannery st Madras carefully tried a batch of 
RO quality Patna hides, but found they turned out very badly in the ‘soaks’ and in 


Professor H. R. Procter in his ‘ Principles of Leather Manufacture’ (page 41) says :— 
ing is a very common method of preserving hides as well as other putrescible matters 
- . « + a8 applied to hides, it is, to the tanner, one of the least satisfactory modes of 
cure, involving very considerable difficulties in bringing hides back to the moist and swollen 
condition which is necessary at the outset of his operations . . . great differences are 
found in the ease with which dried hides soften, according to the way in which the drying 
has been accomplished, the difficulty being greater the higher the temperature which has 

een mode of dry is to hang in the shade in a good draught of cool 


air with the flesh side out. Hides or skins dried in a tropical sun are not only ripe to

Very mee damage 
may occur from putrefaction of the interior after the outside has become dry, and to get 
good trying in hot climates. 
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“Villon “Treatise on the Leather Industry” translated by F. T, Addyman, page 22 
sneaks of the putrefaction which sets in on the under side of hides which are stretched out on 
the ground to be dried by the sun. 

iu is thus clearly submitted on all sides that the air-dry oure as at present practised on 
hides exported from Calcutta is most unsatisfactory. The point to decide is whether it 
would be better to continue the present system and insist on the necessury precautions being 
taken as to fleshing properly and drying carefully, or whether it would be better to introduce 
some other method of oure. 

I think I am right in saying that the Oaloutta firms are largely responsible for the 
prevalence of the ‘air-dried’ cure. A hide cured in this way has the least possible weight 
and thus freight is saved. Also the diffioulty of estimating the weight of ‘curing’ material 
is avoided when no ‘curing’ material is employed. . 

The other method of cure which is adopted in Bengal, viz., the dry salted cure, is not 80 
much in favour with the Oalcutta hide merchants, because the curer can very materially 
increase the weight of a hide by putting on excess of ‘earth-salt,’ which is a mixture of 
certain salt and mud—and it is difficult to estimate exactly how much of the weight is due to 
the salt. Also it is easy to hide-defects on the flesh side by a liberal plaster of salt and mud. 
It is, however, probable that from the tanner’s point of view the “dry-salted’ hide is 

referable to the ‘air-dried.”’ This may be judged from the fact that the Government 

arness and Saddlery Factory at Cawnpore takes only dry-salted hides. — The Superintendent, 
Major Walker, is not however satisfied with the salt nsed, and is thinking of establishing a 
collecting agency by which the hides will be eured with salt provided by the factory. He 
thinks that Sambhar Lake salt would be a very suitable salt for dry salting. Tho earth salt 
used at present contains impurities, such as iron pyrites, and makes iron stains on the hides, 
Mr. Wolf, « large exporter of skins in Madras, uses Madras sea-salt for his cure and considers 
this a very satisfactory outing salt, being ‘mild’ in itsaction. Le said that neither Sambhar 
Lake salt nor the rock-salt obtainable in the Punjab was satisfactory for curing as both made 
the skins ‘tinny’ and wanting in ‘nature.’ A salt which is satisfactory for curing skins 
would be equally satisfactory for hides. I consider Mr. Wolf’s opinion of value as, unlike 
the Caloutta hide merchants, he buys especially for a firm of tanners, viz., Messrs. Blumenthal 
of Paris, and is thus able to get the opinion of the tanners on any preparation he may send 
them. 

Dr. J. Gordon Parker, Director of the London Leather Industries Laboratories, is very 
emphatic that dry-salting with a pure salt would be the most satisfactory method for curing 
Indian hides. He writes :—‘ I maintain that the best method for your country would be the 
salting of the hides on the flesh side, laying them in pile for two or three days for the salt to 
penetrate, and then drying them in a shady place, not in direct sunlight. It is the heat 
which in some cases does the harm. I consider that the plastering with alkaline earths and 
clay is a mistake, and I do not consider that the dipping fin weak arsenic is much good. I 
consider that salt or sulphate of soda (Glauber salt) would be equally effective, and would 
suit your purpose better.” 

As a conclusion based on these technical considerations, I decide that the best cure 
would be dry-salting with Madras sea-salt, rubbing in the salt instead of pouring a solution 
over the hide, but that in cases where this method could not be introduced the cure would be 
very greatly improved by simply flaying clean, ie., not leaving flesh on the flesh side, and 
ering te hides on bamboo frames under open sheds. 

e question of ‘flaying’ has already been mixed up with the question of ‘cure,’ as it 
has been stated that very generally flesh is leit on the hides and is very likely to spoil the 
cure. The hides from Tangra and the other sleughter-houses near Calcutta are, however, 
free from this defect but err in the opposite direetion—the butchers in flaying score the hides 
with the knife. This sapeets to be simply carelessness and would probably be muoh more 
easily remedied than the other defect, viz., leaving on flesh, which is done with a definite 
purpose. I have watched the operation of flaying both at Tangra, where the hides are scored, 
and at Darbhanga, where too much flesh is left on, ‘Lhe scoring is not due to want of time 
as the Darbhanga butchers flay in atout the same time asthe Tangra butchers. Tho butchers 
are careless because it has become the onstom to flay in this careless manner in the 
neighbourhood of Oaleutta, and because, owing to the keen demand for hides of all 
sorts, they can get a good price even for these carelessly flayed hides. There should 
not be any difficulty in flaying without scoring even with a naked knife, but to avoid 
scoring even -in rapid flaying by careless butchérs, various flaying knives have been 
invented, ¢.g,—the Brion’s skinning knife, Daiso’s knifo and the Negass electric skinning 
knife (vide Villon /oc cit, pages 12-13).

nto and so benefit dia” Dr. J. Gordon Parker writes “re the ad of Calcutta hides, 
what I endeavoured to convey to Mr. Karle when hé called here was that thousands and 
thousands of pounds were lost yearly owing to the careless curing of Indian hides ” 

The Caloutta merchants are by no means so optimistic ; they consider that it would pay 
the small hide merchants and the butchers and chamars to cure better, but they admit that 
the price they are able to pay for better cure is not so very much greater than the price paid ‘ 
for the poor cures, The trade has itself been able to effect improvements to a certain extent. 

The cure of the North-West hides and of “ Cuttack” hides is generally admitted to have beon 
improved in consequence of representations by the Calcutta firm; and it can be very omg 
seon at Darbanga at the present day that Messrs. Schréder Smidt’s agency in Behar is 
ouripg $ number of hides to be better cured. 

© following figurcs, supplied to me as examples by the Oaloutta firms, give an idea 
of the difference in prices paid for good and bad cure :— 

(1) An ordinary badly oured “ Ranchi” hide, average weight 6 lbs., will fetch Ra. 15 
per 20 los, or Rs 90 per 20 pieces. The same hide, if fleshed more cleanly 
and well oured, would have an average weight of 5 bs. and fetch Rs. 17 per 

» 20 lbs., or Rs 85 per 20 pieces. 

(2) An ordinary badly cured ‘‘ Darbhanga,” average weight 7 5 lbs., will fetch Rs. 13 

per 20 lbs., or Rs. 97-8 per 20 pieces. The same hide, properly cured, would 
, weigh 7-0 lbs. and fetch Rs. 15 per 20 lbs, or Rs. 105 per 20 pieces. 

The first. example shows that the chamar would lose by flaying cleanly, whilst the second 
shows that he oni gain a little, And all the numerous examples given me were much the 
same; sometimes the calculation seemed to show that the chamar would gain a little by better 
cure; sometimes to show that his present methods paid him a little better. I understand that 
this etate.of affairs is due largely to the present great demand for hides and to the competi- 
tion among the Caloutta firms. 

The ‘scoring’ of hides prevalent in the slaughter-houses around Calcutta is due to care- 

eis ‘inferior cure of hides 2©88ne88 and indifference or ignorance. But the general 
cannot be considered as generally due prevalence of fleshy hides is due to a desire on the part of 
to ignorance on the part of the chamars the small hide merchants and the butchers and chamars to 
eeSepe: increase the weight of the hides. This they will admit quite 
freely and will explain the point by means of numerical examples, ¢.g., a butcher at Jale in 
the Darbhanga district explained that if he left a certain amount of flesh on a hide it would 
weigh 8 lbs, for whieh he would get 10 annas pur lb., or Rs. 5 for the hide, whilst if he took 
off all the flesh it might only weigh 6 lbs, For this better cure he would get 12 annas per lb., 
yet for the whole hide he would oaly realise Rs. 4-8. The same butcher said that he knew 
perfectly well how to cure properly. 

For the same reason, viz., to increase the weight, dry salted hides are often plastered 
with an excess of earth salt. : 

It appears self-evident that the ¢anner would be willing to give a better price for better 

cured hides than for badly cured hides, and the present 
siuekoaals for improving the present state of affairs in which the Caloutta merchant is duly 

able to give a very slightly better price for better cure 
ane hyg regarded as ‘artificial’ and not necessarily permanent. The task to be faced is 
two- viz :— 

(I) To remedy the present artificial state of the Caloutta hide trade, so that better 
oe ides shall fetch an appreciably better price than badly cured hides in 
this market. 

(II) To teach the butchers and chamars to cure in ‘the best manner, and to show that 
it pays to cure in this manner. 


My proposals for the solution of the firat of these problems are as follows :— 


(Ia) Zo address the Caloutta hide merchants through the Bengol Chamber of Commerce and 
strongly-urge the formation of an Association of Hide Buyers. 


Buch an Association could issue a notice that after a certain date hides, which were not 

properly fleshed, would not be bought by any firm in the Association. A Buropean 

nspector could be appointed by the Association who would pass or condemn hides intended 
for sale in Calcutta. 


(Ib) Zo address the principal Associations of Tanners in Europe and America, pointing out 
m) clearly the a niet state of the Calcutta hide trade, and urging them to take 
such steps as will ensure @ normal condition of this trade. 


y should insist that their requirements in the matter of ‘cure’ shall be more carefully 
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(IIa) Zo start a demonstration flaying and curing department in connection with the Tangra 
Slaughter-house, Calcutta. 


For this purpose we should need to acquire a piece of land near the Tangra Slaughter- 
house, and erect on it a few sheds. This would be our curing yard and hide godown. We 
should need a European Superintendent, with a knowledge of cattle and a working 
knowledge of vernacular, to be in charge of the department. Under him would be 
the native flayers and curors. Messrs. Schréder, Smidt & Co, are willing to supply us 
with a few men having a sound knowledge of flaying and curing, It should be necessary 
to try different methods for the disposal of the hides—(1) to sell the hides in the green 
state, fetching a better price than the ordinary Calcutta slaughter-house hide would 
demonstrate to the butchers the advantage of the flaying without scoring; (2) some hides 
should be cured in tho most approved manner with Madras sea-salt and offered for sale 
both in Caloutta and on the home market. ‘The first sales in Europe would be experimental, 
and would not be expected to be very profitable until some definite arrangement for ge or 
had been arrived at. Professor Procter, Dr. J. Gordon Parker and Mr. A, Seymour Jones 
would no doubt help us in placing our ‘cure’ on the home market. 

I have gone as carefully as possible into the details of cost of up-keep of such a 
department, expenditure and receipts, and Iam of opinion that after the Superintendent 
has gained his experience of the business, the department should be a paying concern. 


(IIb) Zo start a collecting agency over a fairly small areain some district; end when the 
agency %s properly started, give instrutions to the chamars within the area to 
‘cure’ more carefully, telling them at the same time the higher price the agenoy 
will pay for the better cure. 


In this way the chamars within tho selected area will be taught in o really practical 
manner to cure better. 

When the agency has proved a success in this area it should be made over to a private 
individuai or firm, and another agency started in another district 


For a start I propose an agency over the Madhubani Zamindari in tke north of the Dar- 
bhanga Distriect.—This is an area in which the hides are cured very badly and up to the 
present bas not been worked by the Calcutta firm. Similar suitable areas would be found 
afterwards in Chota Nagpur and Sambalpur. 


Details of the proposed agency on the Madhubani Zamindari—Mr. Hines, the manager of 
the estate, has estimated that we would collect about 10,000 hides per annum on the 
Madhubani Zaminderi. We should require a Huropean agent in charge of the collecting 
agency. He would need to be well acquainted with mufassal life and accustomed to 
dealing with natives of the lower classes. Under him would be 4 or 6 Muhammadan buyers, 
each located at a small godown. These small godowns would be distributed over the 
estate. These Muhammadans would buy hides, their operations being controlled by the 
agent. The hides would from time to time be transferred toa head godown, sorted, made 
into bundles and sent t2 Oaloutta for sale. : 

T have gone as carefully as possible into the details of cost of up-keop of such an 
agency, expenditure and receipts, and I am of opinion that after the agent has gained his 
experience, the agency as suggested would pay its way. : 

(Ia) At my interviews with the various Oaloutta firms, it was generally admitted 

‘ ee, that an Association of Oaloutta hide-buyers w: meet the 
Disomeaicn of se propewsl ants. situation. Further, each firm expressed its willingness to 
join the Association, but doubted very mush if the other firms would join, 


(Ib) I have not been able to find a list of the chief Tanners’ Associations of Europe and 
America, Probably such an address would go through the Department of Commerce and 
Industry of Government of India and the Revenue and Statistics Department of the India 

and these departments would be able to make a list of the Tanners’ Associations 
it would be desirable to address. I hear that a German and Austrian Assooiation of 
Tanners has recently been formed for the express purpose of representing the dissatisfaction 
of the German and Austrian tanners at the character and assortment of Slides imported into 
Hamburg, especially Oaloutta hides. This would be a very suitable Association to address. 
Probably also a copy of the address should be furnished to the various Commercial 
departments of Governments (such as ale: gp Royal Austrian Commercial Museum, 
Vienna), to the various Leather Trade Jo and to the various Leather Trade Schools. 

I seems to me that there is sufficient evidence to show that the trade is at 
in an artificial and unsatisfactory condition, and that in the interests of Indian trade, m- 
mont would be justified in taking steps to alter this condition. I should not propose that the 
present collecting and distributing agency should be done away with, but that collecting 
agents and tanners should amalgamate to such an extent that their interests would be in 
measure common.

By the flaying department sopoeened in (IIa) all the 
who use the Tangra Slaughter-house, é.¢., all the Calcutta bu would see the 
way in which we were flaying and could be trusted to make sufficient enquiries to decide 
if it paid us to flay in this way. By curing with Madras sea-salt in the most approved 
manner and sending this cure to the home-market we should expect to show to the home 
tanners how much the quality of Indian hides can be improved by cure and to create 
demand Ag ro kind of eth for agency * pipes in i we should Si able to 
supply the only argument whi ib} of any avail in persuading the chamer 
to cure differently. i.e. we should see be able to offer to buy his hides at a better price 
if he would oure better. We should be able to pay him a better price, because by means 
of our agency we should be earning the profits of the merchant who collects and brings 
hides down to Oaloutta. We could afford to make a smaller profit and offer a better price 
to the chamars until the condition of the Oaloutta market had improved and better cure 
naturally fetched a higher price than poor cures in that market.

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Enquiry as to the desirability of developing the Tanning Industry in the Province 0+ 
_ Bengal, and as to the possibility of Government assisting in the development by 
means of education or instruction. 


Tur tenning SAneey of the various Indian provinces was the subject of the Industrial 
Monographs for the year 1904. 


The Monograph for the Province of Bengal was written by Mr. Rowland N. LL. Chandra, 
Deputy Magistrate. In this monograph the present state of the industry in the Province 
is described in considerable detail, and it will only be necessary here to give a very brief 
résume. 


We may say that tanving is carried on chiefly as a home-industry on a very small scale, 
The tanners who work in this way are uneducated men, and the tanning as carried out by 
them isa very rough process, and the leather produced is a very in erior article. This 
country leather is cake up into shoes, harness, &c., to meet local requirements. The Census 
tables (1901) show that there are about 5,000 tanners and curriers in the Province, exclusive 
of the workers in the Caloutta tanneries (5,279 actual workers in the Divisions which form 
the present restricted Bengal). Those tanners are distributed all over the Province, but the 
concentration is greatest in the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions. It is very diffioult to 
form any correct estimate of the amount of country leather which is tanned by these men 
and used by the local shoe-makers and saddlers. Mr, Chatterton in his Monograph on 
tanning and working in leather in the Madras Presidency (page 18) attempts an estimate of 
the amount of leather used by the country leather-workers in that Province. He takes 
the number of leather-workers from the Census tables, and assumes that each worker will 
on the average earn at least three annas daily and work up leather of twice that valhe, If 
we make a similar estimate for Bengal, since the number of actual workers. shoe, boot and 
eandal makers, is returned in the Census tables (1901), for the Divisions which form the 
present restricted Bengal, as 56,933, we obtain—

en exported from the country. If we reckon the leathvr as worth 10 per cent. more than 
the hides, we shall not underestimate the value of the leather. This gives us—

seaports, and perhaps we may estimate roughly that one-half were taken by Bengal. 

giving this brief sketch of the present industry, we may now consider in what 
way or ways the industry may develop. For this purpose it is instructive to look at other 
Jatin provinces in which the industry is already more developed than in Bengal. 

I. In Madras not only are hides tanned for country use, but also practically all hides 
exported are partially tanned. (This used also to be case with skins, but of recent 
years, owing to the development of chrome-tanning in America and Europe, the tanning 
of skins for export has fallen off to very large extent.) But although many more hides 
are ex from Oaloutta than from all the other Indian ports combined, yet none of 

ese hides are tanned before export, An examination of the trade figures leaves little 
doubt that it pays to tan hides before export.

We may take it roughly that 1 owt. of raw hide will produce 1 owt. of tanned leather, 
for although the hide loses weight by the preliminary operations, which remove dirt, salt, 
flesh and hair, on the other hand it gains weight during the operation of tanning proper. 
We see, then, that 1 owt. of tanned Madras hide has always fetched one-third as much again 
as 1 owt. of raw Indian hide, which is a very fair increase of price to pay for tanning 

At first sight, then, it looks as though it would be desirable that the hides which are 
exported from Qaloutta should be previously partially tanned as in Madras. ‘he question 
arises:—“ Why should there be this difference between Madras and Calou:ta? Is it 
because more suitable tanning materials are available in Madras or because tanning 
materials are cheaper there?” It does not appear to be due to want of suitable tanning 
materials in Bengal. Here “babul” (Acacia arabica) and myrobolams are available. 
These materials are used also in Madras and in Cawnpore and yield leather of good quality. 
In Madras certainly another material is used largely, viz., “avaram” bark (Cassta aurioudata) 
which is not available in Bengal, but this bark does not appear to give such a good leather 

Nor does it appear that the 
cost of tanning materials is less in Madras than in Calcutta. In Calcutta, I am told, the cost 
of “ babul ” bark is now. Re, 1-4 per maund (or Rs. 35 per ton), whilst previously it was only 
annes 8 per maund. This bark contains on an average 16 per cent. of tannin. Acoordi 
to Mr. Chatterton (op cit, page 24), the average price of “avaram” bark in Madras is 
Rs. 67-8 per ton, and it contains on an average 12 per cent. tannin, so that “avaram” in 
Madras instead of being cheaper than “babul” in Caloutta is very considerably dearer. 
There is one point on which it is difficult to get definite information. It is certain that 
“babul” bark in the quantity at present required in Calcutta is available at Re, 1-4 per 
maund, but would avery: much larger quantity be equally available? I have noticed 
whilst travelling in Bengal that “babul” grows freely over large areas, ¢.g., travelling from 
Caloutta to Jessore by railway I estimated that on either side of the line as far as could 
be seen “ babul’”’ trees grew on an average 100 yards apart. Again, in the Darbhanga district 
the “babul ” grows freely, so that I should say there would be plenty of “babul’ available 
in Bengal to meet a very much larger consumption than the present one. 

So far as availability and cost of tanning materiale go, therefore, Calcutta appears as 
suitable as Madras for the tanning of hides for export, nor have I been able to find any 
adequate reason for the difference between Calcutta and Madras in this matter. 

But although the trade figures show that it pays to tan hides for export in Madras, 
and there is no reason to suppose that it would not be equally profitable in Oaloutta, yet this 
tanning of hides for export is not exactly an ideal industry to develop, As T hove 
already mentioned, of late years this tanning industry in Madras has received a severe set- 


‘back from the development of the chrome-tanning in America and Europe. For this process 


skins are required in an untanned condition ; up to the rent chrome-tanning has been 
especially applied to skins for the manufacture of glace-kid boot “ uppers” and some difficulty 
has been found in making satisfactory heavier leather from hides, ¢.g., for boot soles and 
for belting, by the chrome process. But it is quite possible that in the near future these 
difficulties may be overcome, and then the demand for the tanned Madras hides may fall just 
as soverely as has the demand for tanned Madras skins. 

* Again, tho buying and selling in connection with the tanning in Madras are very 
speculative. The prices both for raw hides and for tanned hides fluctuate largely, and the 
prices for the tanned hides do not necessarily follow the prices for raw hides, eo that either 
a tanver must have a very capital to enable him to hold his tanned stock fora favour- 
able market or he will be unsble to keep his tannery open during a period of adverse prices. 
During my visit to Madras in July (1907) I found many tenneries closed and many ogg | 
at very low pressure. This of course means irregular employment for the workmen, 
undoubtedly it would be much preferable to develop an industry which will give steady 
employment to the operatives rather than such a one. 

tL. In Cawnpore there are several large tanneries conducted on Huropean lines, The 
lar, tannery is thes“Government Harness and (Saddlery Factory,” which manufactures 
sodilery , harness and accoutrements forthe Indian Army. The other large tanneries are 
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_ “The Government Boot and Army Equipment Factory” and the ‘ North- - Tanner: 
Oo.” The Government Boot and Army Equipment Pectory is not a cso wh leneors: 

but has a contract for the supply of boots tothe Army. This contract, I was told, forms 
about one quarter of their work, and besides this they manufacture all kinds of leather 
grode for Native Armies and States and better quality boots, oto., for Huropeans. Tho 

orth-West Tannery Oompany manufacture largely a boots and shoes for natives and 
also a large number of bags, portmanteaus, dressing cases, eto. Another large tannery, the 
Wense Tannery, has now been closed down, as it did not pay. The Government Boot and 
Army ye spend Factory employs about 2,000 hands and the North-West Tannery about 
1,000, The quantity of leather tanned per annum is roughly as follows :—

These figures are sufficient to show that the tanning and leather manufacturing in 
Oawnpore forms a very fine industry employing 6,000—7,000 men. 
© question at once arises :—“‘Is there any reason why the tanning and leather working 
industry should not develop to an equal extent in Calcutta or elsewhere in Bengal ?” and 
along with it the further question, “How is it that this industry has developed to such 
fine proportions in Cawnpore and scarcely at all in Bengal?” It does not appear that 
tanning materials are any cheaper in Oawnpore than in Calcutta: Isbour is a little cheaper, 


but Cawnpore is not without its labour difficulties. The Government Factory, it will be ~ 


noticed, produces about as much leather asthe other factories together, and the Army takes 
more than one-half of all the leather goods manufactured in Cawnpore. The industry is, 
therefore, largely dependent on the Army at the present time, and in my opinion the 
tanning and leather-working industry has developed to such proportions in Cawnpore 
simply as a consequence of the Government starting their harness and saddlery factory in 
this place. As a matter of history, the Government Factory was started here just after the 
Mutiny, viz., in 1859, and the next largest factory, viz., Messrs. Cooper Allen’s (the Govern- 
ment Boot and Army Equipment Factory) was started with a Government subsidy. Further, 
I understand that the only other large tannery in India which produces finished leather 
is Adamjeo Peerbhoy’s in Bombay, and this tannery owes its wth to Government 
encouragement and is oa 4 dep ndent on Government contracts. (The Perambore Harness 
and Saddlery Factory, Madras, does not tan leather, but is entirely supplied by Messrs. 
Adamjeo Pearbhoy’s.) In short, the development of the tanning industry on factory lines 
in India has been due very largely to Army requirements and Government encouragement, 
and, in my opinion, if of the Government tanning and leather work could be trans- 
ferred to Oaloutta, this Government factory would in all probability form » nucleus around 
which the tanning and leather-working industry would develop to proportions quite equal 
to those of the Cawnpore industry. Gnforiunstely there appears to be little prospect of 

Government starting such a factory in Csloutta, The only Government tanning and leather 

working factories are the Government Harness and Saddlery Factory at Cawnpore and 

the Perambore Harness and Saddlery Factory, and quite recently (July 1907) the Direotor- 

Genoral of Ordnance in India has announced his wish to concentrate each branch of work as 

much as possible and, so far as leather work is concerned, to close P erambore and concen- 

trate all the work at Oawnpore. I understand that as this concentration will be : 

to many it is strongly objected to on behalf of these interests, and it is quite possible 
that the leather work may not be further concentrated than at ase ; but that there will 
be « further decentralization against the expressed wishes of the r-General of Ordnance 
must be considered as vory y: 014.

I made enquiries in Cawnpore as to whether there was any reason to 
that there would be a limit to the demand for goods ‘of the quality turned out by + 
such factories. I pointed out that at the present time the total imports of leather and leather ; 
goods (including boots and shves) into India were, say, worth Rs. 50 lakhs per annum and 
suggested that after the industry had grown to produce another Rs. 50 lakhs worth of ) 
that there would be little further room for development. ‘This, however, is not an admissible 
view of the situation. We have already seen that,in Bengal alone, at least 117 lakhs rupees 
worth of rough country-made leather goods are consumed annually. Now the taste for boots 
and shoes of European styles, such as are produced at the Cawnpore factories, is eo 
rapidly, and men who previously wore country-made country-style shoes are now taking to 
» the use of Kuropean-style goods, So that the correct view of the matter seems to be that the 
* demand for factory-made leather goods may be developed in India to an almost unlimited 
extent. 

* From our comparison of the tanning industry of Bengal with that of Madras and of 
Cawnpore, the conclusion at which we have arrived is that it would be quite a good thing if 
large tanneries and leather-working factories, similar to the Cawnpore factories, could be 
started in Calcutta or elsewhere in the Province. 

There is at present quite sufficient demand for the class of goods which would be 
manufactured to justify the starting of several large factories, and the demand can 
undoubtedly be developed to an almost unlimited extent. There are no technical objections 

to the starting of tanning in Calcutta. The samo tanning materials are available here as in 

Cawnpore (babul bark and myrobolams are used in Cawnpore). These are available at the 
same rates in Calcutta. In addition, mangrove bark is available in quantity in the 
Sundarbans. (Owing to a large demand nowadays for tanning materials of all kinds, 
strenuous efforts are being made by scientists to prepare tanning liquors from mangrove 
which will give a high-cless leather, and probably in the near future this material will be 
available even for high-class work.) Labour may be a little dearer, but very good wages 
have to be paid now in Cawnpore. A gcod supply of water is available from the Hooghly 
above Calcutta, say at Serampore, Titaghar or Hooghly, and the water is of good quality. 
And the development of factories of this kind is good for the working classes, especially if 
the factories are taken some littie distance from the city, so that the workers are housed in 
sanitury dwellings by the factory management, Steady employment and good wages are 
ensured for a large number of workers. 

This is ‘ie deveiopment of the tanning industry which can be thoroug hlyjrecommended. 
The objection to the Madras industry of partial tanning for export has already been noted. 
Again, the idea of improving tanning as a home-industry for the villages cannot be enter- 
tained, as the process of tanning can never be satisfactorily carried out on a very small scale. 
Success in tanning depends essentially on securing uniformity of corditions, uniformity in 
the strength of the liquors, ete., and a worker on a very small scale cannot afford the system 

of control necessary for this, 

We have already noted that it is very unlikely that Government can directly start this 
factory tanning and leather-working industry in Bengal, and consequently the only thing 
that remains is to try to attract private capital for the purpose. 

Government could probably help, to some extent, in its initial stages, any really sound 
concern which might started, By iving it a fair chance to tender for the supply of 
leather goods required by Government, f not for the Army, perhaps for the Police or for the 
= other departments of the Loeal Government, requiring a certain amount of leather 
goods. 

We now come to the problem which more directly concerns us as to whether this 

_ development could be helped by means of education or instruction. 
ere, again, we cau profitably examine what is being done elsewhere in India, 
, 1. In Cawnpore nothing is being done by means of education or instruction for the 
~ leather trade. The management of the tanneries factories isin Buropean hands, and the 
_ superintending staff have either received their training in Europe or picked it up in the 
‘ factory. These factories do not feel the noed of any more theoretival education for their 
; see ninaing, staff, nor do they ask for any further education for their workers, except 
_ little more general education, which they ask should be any thing rather than literary. 
. 2, In Madras Mr. Chatterton, the Director of Technical and Industrial Enquiries 
& Wethe Presidenc , bas established a emall tanning and leather-working factory on purely 
| business lines in which all the tanning is done by the chrome . Mr. Chatterton is a 
believer in the superiority of chrome-leather over vegetable-tanned leather for many 
purposes; especially he believes chrome-leather to be very suitable for the manufacture of 
ell buckets. A very large number of Jeather water-buckets are used in the Mudras 
sidency, and his object in starting this chrome-tannery has been to introduce chrome- 
leatner for the manufacture of water-buckets. Incidentally he is willing to allow anyone 
who is desirous of learning chrome-tanning to work in the tan and see all the process, 
.» .. *In Bengal the leather water-bucket is not used, so that the motif which started the 
chrome-tannery in Madras is absent in : nevertheless it is quite an open question + 
er chrome-leather is not as good or better than vegetable-tanned leather for boots and — 
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«. shoes in this country. The process of chrome-tanning has several great advantages over 
¥ ciate i jing Seethecsratcapanidimee epg eerveimaaa est, > te sored 
sca is required than in ‘the vegetable process jor a given outturn Such an industry $ 
t can be worked satisfactorily with a small capital is undoubtedly the kind of industry : 
- _ which is most suited for those members of the Indian community in Bengal who are anxious 
for Swad shi industrial development. It appears that at present the wealthy members of the 
Indian community are not puta to put their money into any large Swadeshi industrial 
concern, and the only course which remains for the educated classes who are really anxious 
to take’ up industrial careers but yet have only small funds at their disposal, is to take up 
industries which can be successfully run with » moderate amount of capital. Now it is these 
men who have at any rate effected this much, that atthe present dey an interest in industrial 
development has been aroused in the country, and the Government should, I think, in . 
considering the question of technical education, take especially into consideration therequire- 
ments of this class, and, as 1 have said, chrome-tanning’is an industry which offers special 5 
advantages for such men, and the Government should bring this industry prominently tp 2 
their notice and offer such as may wish it the chance of learning the details of the provesseg ~ 
involved. 

Several well-educated Indian students have availed themselves of the opportunity to 
learn the chrome-tanning process in Madras, and one or two of them have subsequently tried 
to atart small chrome tanneries. But up to the present no appreciable chrome-tanning © 
industry has sprung up. 

Owing to the existence of the large Government Harness and Sadd'ery Factory at 
Oawn and Mr Chatterton’s Chrome Tannery at Madras, the Government of Bengal can, 
Deadly whats eee complete education in tauning and leather-working to any generally- 
educated student who wishes to learn this industry. The Superintendent of the Government 
Harness and Saddlery Factory at Cawnpore is perfectly willing to take such men and put 
them through a five years’ course of training in the factory, in which time they would learn 
every process in the factory. ‘The mon would, of course, be required to work their way 
theaadh the factory. And in Madras the chrome-tanning is, so to speak, on view for any one 
who wishes to learn all about it. > ’ 

We must consider the question :—“‘ How many students would avail themselves of the 
instruction if atanning aud leather-working school were started in Bengal?” There is at 

sent no employment available in the Province for men trained in such a school, and, as | 
ieee already said, the Oawnpore factories even do not feel the need of such training for 
their superintending staff. ‘he only students who would avail themselves of such instruction 
would Be those with no definite idea as to what they would do afterwards and those who 
had the idea of starting a tannery for themselves or‘of seouring the management of somo 
tannery which was proposed to be started. I have consulted “the Association for the 
Advancement of Scientific and Industrial Education of Indians,” Dr, N. Sirear, Seoretary 
of the “ Bengal ‘I'echnical Institute,’ and Dr. A, L. Sircar, Secretary of the Indian 
Association for the Qultivation of Science,” in order to learn the opinion of the Indian 
community, and especially of that section interested in industrial development, as to the 
demand which might be expected for training in the processes of the tanning industry. 
Dr. N. Sircar has himself been attracted to chrome-tanning, as he considers that thissis a 
process which will pay even on a small scale and that there is a ready demand for the leather, # 
and in connection with the Bengul Technical Lustitute he has started a small chrome tannery 
with a capital of about Ks, 7,000, but up to the present no student has wished to learn the 
process, The general opinion was that the number of students would not be large, partly 
owing to caste prejudices,

The percentage of collections on the final demand on account of tax, 
penalties etc., both current and arrear, excluding advance payments and 
excess collections, was 95°3, as compared with 95°7 in 1906-07 and 95*9 in 
1905-06. ‘The districts of Kankura, Midnapore, Hooghly, Howrah, Murshid- 
abad, Gaya, Cuttack and Palamau succeeded in collecting the entire demand on 
account of tax within the year. The prescribed standard was reached in all 
the other districts, except Bhagalpur, where the percentage fell from 99*2 
in 1906-07 to 89°8 in 1907-08.

‘ Concluding remarks.—Tho main feature of the period under report is the 


Partition of Bengal, in consequence of which the final number of assessees and 
| the final demand in the first year of the triennium dropped from 52,493 and 
Rs. 44,62,577 to 41,955 and Rs. 42,05,095 or by 20°08 and 5°8 per cent., respec- 
tively. At the close of the triennium, however, the final number of assessees 
and the final demand came up to 45,472 persons and Rs, 47,45,507 against 
52,493 persons and Ks. 44,62,577, respectively in 1904-05, the year just 
receding the Partition. The decrease in the final number of assessees has 
n made up by 33:4 per cent., but the final demand has exceeded by 6°3 per 
cent. Another feature is the increase of the tax realised in Calcutta owing to 
the increase of business in the last three years, and the Collector deserves credit 
for his successful administration of the Department, Like all other direct 
taxation the tax continues to be unpopular, although the relief given by the 
raising of the maximum limit of the taxable income is appreciated. ‘There 1s, 
however, no open indication of discontent, and the administration of tha 
Act was carried on smoothly. The thanks of the Board are due to Commis- 
sioners and to District Officers generally for their satisfactory management of 
the Department.

FINANCIAL RESULTS. 


The main feature of the period under report is the partition of Bengal, 
in consequence of which it is not possible to compare the fluctifations 
of the past three years with the preceding triennial periods. The receipts 
which in 1904-05 were Rs, 2,08,65,770, fell to Rs. 1,43,62,962 in 1905-06. 
During the last year of the triennium the receipts rose to Ks, 1,51,17,649. 
The statistics for the districts transferred to the Province of Eastern Bengal” 
and Assam have been excluded, while those for the district of Sambalpur, 
which has been added to Bengal, have been incorporated in the report, 

_* ° * The revenue collected under 
both the Stamp and Court-fees Acts during the year 1907-08 amounted to 
Rs, 1,51,17,649 and exceeded the receipts of any other year during the 
triennium, being Rs, 4,10,967 more than in 1906-07 and Rs. 7,54,687 more 
than in 1905-06. he increase of revenue, which amounts to 2°8 per cent, 
and 5°2 per cent. in the two years, occurred under both judicial and non- 
judicial stamps. While the receipts under the former ee received a set- 

ck in 1906-07, from which, however, they recovered completely in 1407-08, 
the receipts from the sale of non-judicial stamps increased steadily throughout 
the triennium. There hus been a sages han steady increase in the total 
charges during the past three years, although the general result shows an 
increase in the annual netincome. The total charges during 1907-08 amounted 
to Rs. 3,69,340, giving an increase of 2°3 and 35 per cent. over the figures of 
1906-07 and 1905-06, respectively. The increased expenditure was due to the 
Jarger amount ot discount paid to vendors on the increased sales of stamps.

A—JUDICIAL STAMPS. 


“The sale-proceeds of Court-fee stamps (excluding stamps for copies) 
fell from Rs, 96,153,749 in 1905-06 to Rs, 94,66,666 in 1906-07. In the subse- 
uent year (1907-08), however, they exceeded by Rs. 4,06,887, or 4°3 per cent., 
e receipts of 1906-07. The increase is mainly attributed to larger resort to 
Civil Courts, to the payment of a larger amount of duty in probate and letters 
of administration cases in Calcutta and to the gradual development of survey- 
settlement operations. The enquiries held by revenue officers under sectio 
19-H (3) of the Court-fees Act, Vil of 1870, as amended by Act XI of 1899, 
have to more careful valuations by applicants for the grant of probates 


letters of administration. There was an increase in the receipts from the 


roe tamps' for copies and a slight decrease in the sale of plain papers 
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~. The total receipts under the former head amounted to Rs. 6,65,756 against 


Re, 5,54,846 in 1906-07 and Rs. 5,27,721 in 1905-06, Under the latter head 
the total receipts amounted to Rs. 1,93,282 and show a decrease of Rs, 499 as 
tompared with the receipts of 1906-07, and an increase of Rs. 8,826 as com- 
pared with the receipts of 1905-06. The increase under the head of miscellane- 
ous receipts, as compared with the years 1906-07 and 1905-06, wasidue to the 
fact that Court-fee stamps worth Rs. 8,000 were required for a probate in the 
district of Purnea. There being, however, only one stamp for Rs. 1,000 in 
stock, the balance of Rs. 7,000 was credited under the head ‘ miscellaneous 
receipts,” and a certificate was given on the back of the stamp accordingly. 


B.--NON-JUDICIAL STAMPS. : . 


Non-judicial stamps show an increase of Rs, 3,839,074 or 8°5 baer 
when compared with 1906-07. The increase was shared by all es of 
stamps. 

arrees Stamps.—The revenue derived from the sale of impressed 
stamps (the most important item among non-judicial stamps) showed a 
progressive increase during the past three years. ‘lhe receipts during 1907- 
08 were Rs. 24,82,943, which exceeded those of 1906-07 and 1905-06 by 
Rs. 1,60,601 and Rs. 3,99,845, respectively. The largest increase occurred in 
Caleutta and is attributed to the growth of trade. In other districts the 
increase is generally ascribed to the increase in the number of deeds executed 
owing to the failure of harvests and higher price of food-grains. 

Hundis or inland bills-of-exchange-—The revenue derived from the sale 
of hundi or bill-of-exchange stamps rose steadily during the past three years. 
The receipts during 1907-08 were Rs. 1,62,419 and show an increase of 
Rs. 12,860 as compared with those of 1906-07 and of Rs. 27,997 ovey those 
of 1905-06. The largest increase occurred in Calcutta and is attributed to 
the development of the natural resources of the country and the growth of its 
inland nc 

Impressed labels or special adhesive stamps.—Receipts from the sale 
of impressed labels which are used only in Caleutta showed a progressive 
increase during the past three years. The receipts during 1907-08 were 
Rs. 11,17,810, which exceeded those of 1906-07 and 1905-06 by Rs. 79,269 and 
Rs. 1,51,158, or by 7°6 per cent. and 15°6 per cent., respectively. The 
increase is attributed to the growth of trade and the increasing popularity of 
this class of stamps in Calcutta. 

One-anna receipt stamps.—The sale of this stamp was stopped. with effect 
from 1st October 1905. * . ss * The revenue 
derived from the sale of the stamps during the first-half of 1905-06 hmounted 
to Rs. 2,23,529. 

Foreign Bill Stamps.—These stamps are sold chiefly in Calcutta for 
bills-of exchange, cheques and promissory notes drawn or made out of British 
India and chargeable with a duty of more than one anna, The receipts from 
this source during the pust year amounted to Rs. 90,178, which, compared 
with the receipts of 1906-07 and 1905-06, show an increase of Rs. 4,268 and 
Rs. 7,699, respectively. ; 

_ Share-transfer Stamps,—Sales of these stamps, which are used for the 
payment of stamp duty on transfers of the shares of ‘public companies 
and ass6ciations, are practically confined to Calcuttta. The revenue durin 
1907-08 amounted to Rs, 1,87,363, which, compared with Rs. 1,27,528 an 
Rs, 68,731, the receipts of the years 1906-07 and 1905-06, shows an increase 
of Rs. 59,835 and Rs, 1,18,632, or 46-9 and 172°6 per cent., respectively. © 

The practice obtaining in the Calcutta share market of using adhesive 
stamps on separate instruments of share-transfers in payment of the inal 
duty as well as in payment of excess duty was brought to the attention of the 
Board in the year 1905, and the Collector of Stamp Revenue, Calcutta, pointed 
out that the figures for a period of 10 years ending 31st March 1904 a 
to suggest that the revenue derived from the sale of adhesive share-trans 
stamps bore no proportion to the increase in the number of Limited 
Companies and the consequent increase in the number of transactions relating

‘There 
was reason to believe that the stamp duty was being evaded. There 
was, however, a consensus of opinion that the law cannot be enforced or the 
present practice abolished without causing great practical inconvenience in the 
Calcutta Share Market, and the Board, on a careful consideration of all the 
facts, recommended to Government that section 11 (e) of the Stamp Act 
should be amended so as to legalise the present practice of using adhesive 
stamps on separate instruments of share-transfers in payment of original 
duty. They considered that the risk of loss to the revenue by fraudulent 
second use of stamps must be faced and that it can only be checked by 
asking the mercantile community to co-operate in the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of section 12 of the Stamp Act and by offering substantial rewards 
for the detection of fraud. The Government of Bengal supported the recom- 
mendation of the Board; and the Government of India in their letter 
No.7044Exc., dated the 23rd November 1907, to the address of the Government 
of Bengal, stated that the desirability of amending section 11 (e) in the 
manner proposed will be considered when the Stamp Act, 1899, next comes 
up for revision. 

Since the discussion began three years ago there has been a considerable 
increase in the value of adhesive share-transfer stamps sold from the Calcutta 
Collectorate. The Collector attributes this increase to speculation in coal shares 
and to the floating of joint stock companies. Mr, Baboneau also thinks that 
the discussion of the question of the fraudulent use of adhesive stamps has 
been useful in the protection of the revenue. wie 

Stamps for Legal Practitioners’ licenses.—The amount of revenue realised 
from the sale of these stamps during 1907-08 was Rs. 97,649, which shows 
an increase of Rs, 2,112 and Rs. 1,958, respectively, over the receipts of the 
years 1906-07 and 1905-06. The increase is due to the increase in the 
number of legal practitioners, - 

Notarial Stamps.—These are one-rupee foreign bill stamps over-printed 
with the word ‘“Notarial” under rule 15 (d) of the rules issued with the 
Notification of the Government of India No. 3632Exc., dated the 29th June 
~ 1906. They were sold in 10 out of 33 districts in 1907-08. The sales of the 

year amounted to Rs. 1,787 in comparison with Rs, 1,574 and Rs. 1,516 during 
the two previous years, : 
Forms for cheques or receipls.—Forms for cheques and receipts ate 
impressed with one-anna stamps by the Controller of Printing, Stationery and 
‘ Stamps in accordance with rule 7 of the rules issued with the Notification 
of the Government of India No, 8632Exc., dated the 29th June 1906, on receipt 
of a’ certificate of payment from a Government treasury. Hithertd the 
ractice had almost exclusively been confined to European firms and Banking 
Bo tions, but the Marwari and other Indian merchants and traders have 
po come to realise the utility of this procedure as a safeg uard against 
abstraction in the case of hundis, receipts and bazar chifs. Cheque forms of 
different kinds issued by the Accountant-General, Bengal, for the use of 
Incorporated Local Funds, are also impressed in the office of the Controller 
of Printing, Statione and Stamps, with one-anna stamps and issued to all 
treasuries in Bengal, "The receipt of the last year of the triennium from this 
‘source amounted to Rs. 1,46,996, which exceeded those of 1906-07 and 1905-06 
by Rs. 19,916 and Rs. 21,819, or by 15:7 per cent. and 17°4 per mere 
respectively. ‘I'he largest increase occurred in Calcutta and is attribute te 
the deterrent measures adopted by the Collector of Stamp Revenue, Calcutta,

Rs. 119,000, representing the duty on the Port Trust Debentures floated in 
the years 1900, 1903, 1905, 1906 and 1907 in a consolidated form. The 
failire to pay the stamp duty thereon at the time the loans were raised was 
brought to the notice of the Board, They did not think it necessary to treat 
the case as of wilful neglect, and called the attention of the Port Commis- 
sioners to the provisions of section 8 of the Indian Stamp Act, 1899, which 
require that the stamp duty should be paid immediately on issue of debentures 
by a local authority, 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE SALE OF STAMPS. 


Y. * * * The total number of vendors engaged 
in the sale of judiciel and non-judicial stamps during the year 1907-08 
was 2,884, showing a decrease as compared with the previous two years 
of 94 and 103 persons, respectively, In some districts the decrease is attributed 
to the cancelment of the licenses of a number of vendors for misconduct. 
In other districts the decrease is attributed to the removal from the list 
of persons who were only nominal stamp vendors and to the reduction in the 
number of stamp vendors so as to allow each a sufficient income from the sale 
of stamps, The decrease in Caleutta was attributed tothe abolition of one-anna 


. receipt stamps, the sale of which constituted a profitable source of income, and 
oe 


the discontinuance of discount on postage stamps, which led to the closure of 
the stalls of those vendors who dealt chiefly in such stamps. 

Under the Central Provinces rules, licenses to sell stamps are issued 
to Sub-Post-Mesters and village Schoolmasters by their official designation 
only, and the Deputy Commissioner grants them advances without prepay- 
ment and without requiring the vendors to furnish security for the advances, 
These vendors remit cash to the treasury by money-orders for purchase of 
stamps which are sent to them by insured parcels in return for cash, the 
Government bearing the cost of remitting the money and of insuring the 
stamp parcels. On the recommendation of the Commissioner of Orissa the 
Board agreed to the continuance of the practice in Sambalpur. 

The expenditure on discounts allowed to stamp vendors during the past 
year exceeded that of the preceding year by Rs. 10,604 and that of the year 
1905-06 by Rs. 13,905. ‘There was an increase in respect of both judicial and 
non-judicial stamps and plain paper. The increase was the necessary result of 
increased sales, The average discount per vendor during the triennium under 
report was Rs, 67. 

_ Since the discontinuance of the discount on postage stamps many 
complaints have been received in Caleutta regarding the difficulty of procuring 
such stamps in quarters where there are no post offices within easy distance. 
It has been reported that the Collector had frequently to force the existing 
ven@brs to keep a sufficient stock of one-anna and half-anna unified stamps 
for sale to the public, as required by the rules, 

In the districts outside Calcutta there were few complaints during the 
period under report of difficulty or inconvenience in procuring stamps and the 
sales were on the whole properly conducted by ae vendors, 

The system of taking the thumb impressions of purchasers on the 
stamps themselves as well as on the vendors’ registers, which was introduced in 
the district of Cuttack during the preceding triennium, was extended to the other 
districts of the Division during the period under report and is reported to have 
been attended with satisfactory results. In September 1907 the Commissioner 
of Orissa reported on the working of the system and recommended its general 
adoption. ‘The matter is under consideration. 


PUNITIVE ACTION OF THE COURTS AND REVENUE OFFICERS. 


_* bd * * The total number of cases dealt 
with by the Civil Courts during the last year of the triennium was 1,724 in 
comparison with 1,342 in 1906-07 and 1,431 in 1905-06. There was an advance 
of Rs, 2,615 in the duty and penalty realised by the Civil Courts in comparison 
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with the realisations of the preceding year, and of Rs. 287 in comparison 
with those of 1905-06. The increase in the number of cases is probably due to 
a more careful examination of documents by Civil Courts. There was an 
increase of 72 in the number of cases decided, but a decrease of Rs. 12,965 in 
the duty and penalty realised by Revenue officers as compared with the 
figures of the preceding year, and a decrease of 50 in the number of cases 
decided but an increase of Rs. 4,609 in the duty and penalty realised in 
comparison with 1905-06, This is due to variations in the amount of consi- 
deration for which transactions were effected by the contracting parties. 


° 4 a * The number of cases instituted was 
567, in which 579 persons were brought to trial against 1,086 cases and 1,086 
persons in the preceding year, and 667 cases and 650 persons in the year 
1905-06. The fines imposed amounted to Rs. 4,429 against Rs, 6,888 in 
1906-07 and Rs. 5,701 in 1905-06. The rsistts | off in 1907-08 has been 
oceasioned by the smaller namber of cases detected in Calcutta and aleo to the 
reater scrutiny «nd check 2 ri by the office of the Collector of Stamp 
_ eva Calcutta, with regard to such cases in accordance with the recent 
orders of the Board on a representation by the Marwari Association referred to 
in the paragraph below. 

The amount distributed in rewards was Rs. 4,451 against Rs. 5,805 and 
Rs, 3,173, respectively, in the preceding years. The number of persons 
convicted was 570 and the average fine imposed was less than Rs.*S. 
The adequacy of punishments inflicted has not been discussed by Divisional 
Commissioners, but these figures would appear to point to some leniency in 
the sentences passed. Outside Calcutta rewurds are practically never given. 

The increased activity in the prosecution of offences against the 
Stamp Act resulted in complaints in Calcutta. The Board received in 
1906 from the Marwari Association, Calcutta, a representation stating that 
the provisions of the General Stamp Act relating to unstamped documents 
and insufficiently stamped documents were harshly worked in Calcutta to the 
serious inconvenience of the up-country trading community. The Association 
alleged that existing members of firms were heid responsible for offences 
against the Stamp Law committed many years ago by their predecessors, 
that collecting servants of fitms were held responsible, that notices requiring 
explanation did not wae reach parties and that a eed hearing was not 
always given by the Collector of Stamp Revenue. They complained of tie 
system of giving rewards to informers in stamp cases as holding out tempta- 
tion to improper acts, and age that penalties imposed should vary according 
to the gravity of offences and that individuals shoald not be made to suffer 
for acts of which they were morally innocent. 

Having carefully considered all the matters urged by the Association, the 
Board were of opinion that the Collector should exercise special caution in 
instituting proceedings in the case of old documents. Whatever be the legal 
liability, the Hoard considered it reasonable to refrain from prosecuting 
members of a firm or from requiring them to compound under section 70 of the 


Act for offences committed by previous members of a firm with which they 
had no connection.

Administration Report of the Orissa Ports for the year 
1907-08.

Letter from the Commissioner of the Orissa Division, No. 5860., dated the 4th J uly 
1908, sing ped the report on the Administration of the Orissa Ports for 
the year 1907-08, 


Tue receipts of the ports amounted to Rs. 6,522-3-9 during the year, as 
compared with Rs. 14,034 in 1906-07. The decrease of Rs. 8,411-12-3 in the 
receipts is due to smaller amounts being realized as port dues during the year, 
as the number of vessels visiting the ports in 1907-08 was beso, Rh than in 

* the previous year. This is accounted for by a poor harvest as a consequence of 
which there was less rice available for export than is custumary. 

2. The expenditure amounted to Rs, 17,732-5-3 against Rs, 13,871 in 
the previous year. The rise is chiefly due to increases of expenditure under 
the head “ Pension ” at Cuttack, and under ‘‘ Petty construction and repairs ” 
and ‘‘ Dockyard services and supplies” at Balasore. 

The receipts together with the opening balance of Rs. 8,216-5-1 amounted 
to Rs. 14,738-8-10, There was thus an excess expenditure of Rs. 2,993-12-5 
which will have to be met by a contribution from Government. 

8. The value of trade during 1907-08 was Rs. 54,45,337 against 
Rs, 1,04,22,811 in the previous year. 

4. One hundred and fifty-seven vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 
69,550 tons visited the ports Sathie the year, against 226 vessels with an 
aggregate tonnage of 171,112 tons in the preceding year. 

5. The passenger traffic between the Orissa Ports and Calcutta showed 
some slight increase during the year. The number of passengers, carriéd 
between Calcutta and Chandbali and vice-versdé, which form the bulk of the 
traffic, was 37,659 and 49,060 against 34,495 and 31,391 in the previous year. 

6. The Port Officer of Calcutta inspected all the ports and light-houses 
during the year. They were found to be in a satisfactory condition, The 
erosion of the Shortt’s Island on the sea face continues.

Deputy Superintendents were added to the cadre, ‘There was an increase in be | 
Birra} ; . oor Bey 
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the subordinate establishinent of 20 Inspectors, 40 Sub-Inspectors, 150 Head- 
Constables and 792 Constables. ‘The majority of this increased staff was 
appointed for investigation work. Three hundred and seventeen town chauki~ 
dars were replaced by Constables during the year. The replacement of th 
remaining 183 was left to be carried out on the arrival of recruits on completion 
of their training from the Coustables’ Training schools. A scheme is now under 
preparation for the reorganization of the River Police. New rules for the 
recruitment of Sub-Inspectors were introduced during the year. Under these 
rules candidates are nominated by District Committees, consisting of the District 
Magistrate, the Deputy Inspector-General of the Range and the Superintendent 
of Police. The nominees are then assembled for selection at different, centres 
in the Provinee, the list of selected candidates being finally passed hy the 
Inspector-General of Police. It would be premature at present to forecast the 
results which the new system of recruitment and the change in working 
practice will bring about. The investigating staff is passing through a transi- 
tion stage, and the working of the aew system will be watched with intorest, 
It appears to bea defect in the rules that they do not provide for sufficient 
enquiry. into the antecedents of candidates before they are registered as eligible. 
Ip a few cases candidates have been admitted into the force, who were after- 
wards found to be undesirable. This is especially likely to be the case when 
there is a difficulty in obtaining eligible candidates in any particular district 
and its vacancies have to be supplied from adjacent districts. The Lieutenant- 
Governor trusts that this defect will be ouediby remedied. 

3. There was practically no change in the course of instruction prescribed 
at the Police T'ruining College and the Constables’ 
Training Schools, Good work was done at all 
these institutions. An interesting advance is being mude in the introduc- 
tion of a course of training in shorthand. Six selected cadets received training 
in shorthand at the Bhagalpur Church Missionary Society’s Institution, but 
had not attained sufficient proficiency to be able to report at meetings, A 
special officer has recently been appointed to give instruction in this subject 


Training Schools. 


at the Training College and to work out a system of shorthand suitable to_ 


the Bengali language. 
The Police Training College was removed to Ranchi at the close of the 
ear. The Constables’ Training School formerly at Purulia was removed to

and write: in the previous year only 26°4 per cent. of the men were literate. 
The percentage of officers departmentally punished has, however, risen from 
12°9 in 1905 and 17°5 in 1906 to 19 in the year under report, Thirteen per 
cent. of the men were departmentally punished as against 13°6 per cient. in 
1906. The number of convictions under the Penal Code was 114, an mnerease 
of four over the figure for the previous year. Three charges of torture were 
brought against the police during the year, the same number as in each of the 
two preceding years, It is satisfactory to note that the number of charges 
ot extortion brought against members of the force has steadily decreased.

fonds permit. As stated above, farther progress has been made towards the - 


complete replacement of town chaukidars by Constables, The results sofar are 
certainly satisfactory. The Town Police succeeded in effecting an increased 
number of arrests. A new scheme of patrol has been introduced in Patna City 


_and is now under consideration for general adoption. 


7. It cannot be said that the new system of chaukidari administration, — 


shiikf Palins which has been introduced in several districts of the 

Paige ees Province, has produced all the results that were 
anticipated from it. The success of the system depends mainly on the selection 
of suitable persons to be Presidents of panchayats. In districts where this has 
been effected, the system has worked satisfactorily ; but it cannot be denied that 
in other districts it has resulted in a loss of touch between the regular and the 
rural police. In some cages it may not be possible to obtain suitable Presidents. 
But the Lieutenant-Governor acknowledges with pleasure the success which has 
attended efforts really made in certain districts. His Honour desires also to 
record his appreciation of the public spirit of some zamindars who have given 
themselves to this work with most valuable results. Wherever the Presidents of 
panchayats are not in full sympathy with the administration or do not realise 
their responsibility for the work of the chaukidars, there has been delay in 
reporting crime, and the usefulness of the village chaukidar, as far as the 
surveillance of bad characters and assistance in investigation are concerned, has 
been, to a certain degree, impaired. The system is at present only tentative, 
and its working will be very carefully watched. It must, however, be observed 
that the officers who were most sanguine as to the success of this system always 
regarded it as necessary condition to success that a whole-time Deputy 
Magistrate should be employed to supervise the work of the panchayats, attend 
to their recruitment and verify the administration in each district. It has not 
been possible as yet to appoint these officers ; and until this has been done, the 
system can hardly have a fair trial. Meanwhile the Lieutenant-Governor trusts 
that the greatest care and tact will be exercised by District Magistrates and 
Superintendents of Police not only in selecting panchayats, but in seeing that 
the orders which have been passed as to their treatment and their relations 
with the local police are properly carried out. . 

The total number of chaukidars in the Province has been reduced by 
2,000. The Lieutenant-Governor is satisfied that care has been taken to see 
that the number employed does not exceed local needs, There is still great 
diversity in different districts in the system of rewarding and ing chau- 
kidars. ‘I'he average fine imposed upon chaukidars in the district of Gaya 
was Rs, 3-3; in the district of Hazaribagh it was 2 annas. In the latter district 
the amount _ in rewards fell from Rs. 1,180 to Rs. 90 in 1907. The 
Lieutenant-Governor reiterates his opinion that in some districts the 
punishments are too frequent or too severe, while in other districts too little 
attention is paid to the granting of rewards. He trusts that this matter will 
receive the careful attention of the Inspector-Geueral.

. ; the excess over the average for the past decade 
must undoubtedly be attributed to the high price of grain. Ixcluding public 
nuisances and offences under special or local laws, the percentage of police cases 
resulting in conviction to cases decided, rose from 77 in 1905 and 80 in 1906 to 
82 inthe year under review,—a fact which seems to denote a continued improve- 
ment in investigation work. The percentage of convictions in Sessions _— 
was noarly the same as in the previous year. The number | of cases eer 
false decreased from 8,392 in 1906 to 3,210 in 1007. ‘This reprosonts « little 
over 2 per cent, of the total number of cases reported. Patna and Shahaba ‘ 
are the districts in which these cases are most numerous. _The percentage o 
such cases in which tions were instituted under sections 182 and 21L 
of the Indian Penal Code has again fallen from 15:7 in 1905 and 12-8 in 1906 
to 109 in the year under review. The percentage of convictions in such 
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cases has also fallen from 39°5 in 1906 to 87°6 in 1907. These results are very 
unsatisfactory. The attention of ers Sarre was drawn to this important 
subject in the Resolution on the report for 1906; but the results this year are 
no better than before. The worst results are reported from. Darjeeling} 
Birbhum and Manbhum. In the first’ named district there wete 37 false 
cases: only one prosecution was instituted; and that proved unsuccessful, The 
results in Saran were the best, where 16 prosecutions were instituted, of which 
eleven proved successful, In Hooghly there were 12 prosecutions and 8 
- convictions. It appears that Magistrates are too often unwilling to assume 
the full responsibility for the opinion they have given in declaring a case false 
by proceeding to direct a prosecution. The percentage of cases in which 
rosecutions are undoubtedly advisable, and convictions might be expected to 
‘ollow, could never perhaps be very high, but might certainly be higher than at 
present. ‘here has been a considerable fall in the number of cases in which 
compensation was awarded under section 250, Criminal Procedure Code. 
The Lieutenant-Governor hae again to notice with regret that Magistrates 
do not as a whole make sufficient use of this valuable provision. 

9. His Honour desires again to draw the special attention of all Magis- 
trates to the necessity for the dy disposal of 
cases. One cause of delays is undoubtedly the 
frequent transfer of officers; but, even when this is taken into account, the 
ro for remands are still unsatisfactory. The percentage of cases disposed 

at the first two hearings has remained practically stationary, while that of 
eases remanded more than six times has again risen, The worst results come 
from the Patna Division, particularly the Patna district, where no less than 
123 cases of the 953 sent up were remanded more than six times, This 
compares unfavourably with the next heaviest district. Midnapore, where 
there were almost the same number of cases, but only 15 were remanded over 
six times. It would assist Government toa more just appreciation of the work 
of the police and magistracy if it were possible to discriminate remands occa- 
sioned by the difficulty of tracing the antecedents of unidentified prisoners 
from those due to delay in bringing forward and recording evidence locally 
available; but any attempt to do so would probably occasion great difficulties in 
compilation. 

10, The number of serious crimes against the person fell from 3,555 in 

Serious Crimes: Murder, etc. 1908 to 8,452 in 1907. The number of murders 
; be rose from 284 to 306, Of these 306 cases, only 180 © 
came before the Courts, and of these only 43 per cent, ended in conviction. 
These results are disappointing. The proportion of undetected cases is high; 
and the judicial results in detected cases cannot be considered satisfactory. 
The most important cases under this heading were the murder of the Maharaja 
of Sonbursa in ‘Bhagalpur, and ‘the murder of a European girl at Darjeeling 
by a corporal of the Artillery at Katapahar. , 
11;\ The total number of rioting cases has slightly decreased, the decreuse 
MO dppeatess ' being’ shared by every Vivision except Burdwan 
ie and Chota Nagpur. As the decrease has been 
progressive for three successive years and accompanies an increase of preventive 
action under ‘section 107, Criminal Procedure Code, it is a satisfactory feature. 
The increase inthe Midnapore district of the Burdwan Division is attributed to 
litical unrest: The increase in the Chota Nagpur Division is accompanied 
yy a decrease in the number of cases in which persons were bound down to 
keep the peace under section 107, Criminal Procedure Code. The Lieutenant- 
Governor sees reason to infer that where this section has been sufficiently 
utilised the results have been good, and that where rioting tends to increase, 
. sufficient use has not been made of it. 
' 12, The number of dacoities has steadily if slightly decreased ; 247 such 
. eases Occurred in 1905, 228 in 1906 and 204 in 1907. 
. This figure is much below ve average for. - 
ing years, and the police are'to be congratulated upon their success in deali 
with this form of ¢rime. The «decrease. is most noticeable in the Bhagalpur 
_ and Chota Nigpur Divisions, and is undoubtedly due to the successful prosecu- 
tion of gang cuses, and yproceedings! under section 110, Criminal Proced 
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Code, particularly in Purnea and Manbhum. Purnea, however, still heads the 
list with 3% dacoities; but this figure is less by 17 than that for the previous 
year. The next worst districts are Shahabad with 21 and Midnapore with 17 
‘cases. In Manbhum the number of dacoities decreased from 27 in 1906 
to 7in 1907, There was a brief outbreak of dacoity in Sambalpur, and in 
Hooghly the number of cases rose from 6 to 12, 11 out of which were an- 
detected. The number of burglary cases remained practically unchanged ; and 
the number of theft cases slightly increased. The figures for these forms of 


crime are, however, considerably above the average of preceding years, an un-- 


fortunate but inevitable result of the high price of grain, ‘The Sonthal 
Parganas still heads the list for cattle-thefts. Nevertheless, the number of 
these cases in this district has decreased from 403 in 1906 to 224 in 1907, a 
result attributable to the successful prosecution of some notorious cattle-lifters. 
The Lieutenant-Governor notices a rather remarkable increase in the 
number of cases of arson. There were as many as 432 cases of arson in the 
year under review, 87 of which, however, were declared false. Midnapore was 
responsible for about 10 per cent. of the total number of cases in the Province ; 
but the worst Division is the Presidency where there were as many as 109 true 
cases, only one of which ended in conviction. Some part of the increase in 
this form of crime is attributable to political unrest. The difficulty of obtain- 
ing evidence in cases of this nature and the steps necessary for prevention, are 
engaging the serious attention of Government. 
13. There has been a general increase of crime on all the Railway 
: systems in the Province. ‘The total number of cases 
Railway Police. reported to the Railway Police has risen from 7,875 
, in 1905 and 8,658 in 1906 to 10,348 in the year under review. The increase is 
chiefly in cases of minor offences against property. The figures, however, are 
somewhat delusive. The division of the Diteare into smaller police charges 
has undoubtedly resulted in the maintenance of closer supervision and less con- 
cealment of petty crime. ‘Ihe increase in the volume of traffic and the exten- 
sious of the Railway systems (notably the Grand Chord on the East Indian 
Railway and the Purulia-Ranchi branch of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway) are 
probably as much responsible for the increase in the number of cases as the 
prevailing scarcity. The percentage of convictions to cases decided was 89°5 
yer cent. against 88°9 in the previous year. The number of obstructions onthe 
ne fell from 63 in 1906 to 48 in the year under review, The most important 
these was the attempt to blow up the Lieutenant-Governor’s train oa the 
h December.

| Valuable work was done in dealing with organized gangs of thieves and 
dits; and the rie gee gh undertook in addition the investigation of a 
nber of incidental cases of murder, forgery, and other serious crimes. 
imost important of these investigations was the enquiry into the attempt 
tdrail the Lieutenant-Governor’s train at Naraingarh on the Bengal-Nagpur 
Rray, referred to above. The enquiry resulted in the conviction of some 
Ray coolies. A number of gang cases were prosecuted with uniform success, 
Ainy as 93 per cent. of the persons tried were convicted. An interesting’ 
ption is given of the break-up of a number of wandering gangs of 
Hiahs who were responsible for a formidable outbreak roa] ony ae 
théyinning of the year. These Haburahs were old jail-birds who hailed 
4rdie United Provinces. They moved into Bengal where they represented 
thdyes.as Karwals and Naths of a comparatively harmless type, and by this — 
sceeded for a time in diverting the suspicions of tho local police. — 
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The Critninal Iavestigation Department started active enquiries into their 
character and methods, which resulted in the arrest, on a given date, of all gdngs 
of Karwals and Naths then halting in the Province. The identity of a number 
of them as Haburahs was established by means of finger-prints, and the true 
Karwal gangs were released. The results were excellent. Nearly 300 cases of 
dacoity, robbery and theft were traced to the gangs, most of whom were convicted 
in specific cases or bound down under section 110, Criminal Procedure Code, 
A large number were found to have as many as five or more previous con- 
victions. It appears to be the case that the professional and hereditary criminal 
classes are steadily making more and more use of modern improvements in 
communication, so that they now appear in and exploit districts which had never 
heard of them before, Itisalso a difficulty in dealing with them that knowledge 
of their history and habits is practically an exclusive possession of the Criminal 
Investigation Department. The ordinary police, magistracy and public know 
little more than that there are some tribes of which they can distinguish perhaps 
the names of Naths, Bhars and Maghya Domes, which are specially addicted to 
crime, A clear and simple account of the principal eriminal tribes, their 
characteristics, modus operandi, and area of operation would be of great service 
to the public and to the administration, since anything that tends to expose 
these pests of society must render them less dangerous. Other important 
cases in which the services of the Department were employed with success were 
the case of Bamapada Mukharji, a notorious swindler who was arrested at 
Ratlam, and the break up of the Calcutta-Midnapore gang of blackmailers. An

To those who are brought into contact with police work the re 
are already apparent in many ways. If they are not equally visible 
statistical results, it is perhaps because the changes are still far from complf, 
and cannot have nearly produced their fulleffects. It is also to be remem 
that, with the degree of scarcity prevailing in some parts of the province 
with the high prices which are universal, it is much that crime has been pt 
within normal limits, Finally, too, the advances made by the crimias] cl 
the utilization of all the instruments of modern civilizafion are not a mat 
yesterday, but the growth of years, although it was long before any at 
was made to meet them by similar action on the part of the police ; so that Pre 
has been great leeway to make up. 

16. The Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in acknowledgi 
thorough administration of the department by Mr, Knyvett, and in thing 
Mr. Morshead for his interesting report.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN 
BENGAL AND IN EASTERN BENGAL AND ASSAM FOR THE 
MONTH OF JUNE 1908, cr 


Tux Bay ourrent arrived this year not far from the normal date, the actual date of 
establishment of the rains being about two days late in Bengal and five days in Behar and 
Chota Nagpur. The storms that were associated with its advance in this month were of 
a feeble o r, although very heavy rain accompanied their 3, er The tracks 
were somewhat abnormal in direction, probably owing to the weakness of the Arabian 
sea current, which usually feeds into the Bay disturbances after their pees ee 
and constrains them to take a trajectory across Northern India in some westerly direction. 
The first storm in the Bay formed close to the Sandheads on the 16th and 17th and drifted 
slowly in a northerly direction during the next four days. As is usually the case with 
slow moving etorms, it tended to concentrate rainfall over the small area directly affected by 
it, and the present one was remarkable for the heavy rain it caused in Caloutta, where a total 
of 18°10 inches was recorded between 8 hours of the 17th and the same hour of the 19th, 
On the 23rd the depression either changed its course abruptly to the west or disap 
while a fresh one appeared in a more westerly position. It then passed westwards h 
the Oentral Provinces and became merged in the trough of low prsssure, which y 
stretches at this time of the year from the Punjab to Bengal along the Gangetic plain, 
Towards the close of the month there wasa marked falling off in the rainfall given by 
the Bay monsoon, and on the 30th a fresh depression formed at the head of the Bay. 


Summary of Temperature—Mean temperature was in general exeess over the whole 
area, the departure being greatest in Chota Nagpur and Behar, where the average mean was 
about 2° above the normal mean of the month. The highest temperature recorded was 
114°°3 at Dehri and the lowest 65°4 at Monghyr. 


The following table a the summary of the temperature of each of the seven 
meteorological divisions of the Provinces of Bengal and of rm Bengal and Assam for 
the month of June 1908:—

Summary of Rainfail—-The rainfall work of the Province has been placed in the 
hands of the Director of Agriculture, Bengal, and the usual data regarding the actual and 
pormal rainfall during the month are published by that officer, A short table, however,

—— of the various districts of the Province. Rainfall was very irregularly distributed.

The year opened with a balance of Rs, 20,471-9-9, the receipts amounted

Receipts. —Fees under the Petroleum Act were better than the estimate by

co Telephones and Fire alarms.—At the Head quarters Lal Bazar thére 
is a telephone exchange with 55 connections (and space for 45 more) to all Police 
Stations. 

Communication can also be obtained through the Head Telephone office 
and Government Telegraph Office with any subscriber on the General Tele-

The direct communication from Head-quarters is principally with

The East Indian Railway goods sheds are in direct telephonic communi- 

_ cation with Howrah Fire station and also have a direct Fire alarm (the only 
fone in Culcutta) to the Howrah Fire Station. Besides the telephone, for the 

"purpose of reporting fires there are lookouts at all Fire Stations where steam 
or manual engines are kept. ° 

At Head-quarters and Howrah, Tell-tale clocks have lately been intro- 

» duced on the Look-out Towers and have proved a useful check. 

The Port Commissioners and the Jute Association have been approached 

on the subject of introducing street fire alarms, and the suggestion has also 
§ ae thrown out that the Mills and Press Houses within the area served by the 

; leutta Fire Brigade should be connected with the Fire stations by a direct 
telephone system and alarm bells. At present the only connection most of 
the Mills have is a private wire to their own offices. This is far from satis- 
factory, as much valuable time may be lost before the Brigade is even advised 
of a fire having broken out. delay of even a few minutes may mean 4 
considerable loss of valuable property.

. * These are principally used for carrying feed water to tho boiler of the 
engine at fires. The Calcutta unfiltered water has so much dirt in it, that it is

unable to supply the Calcutta Fire Brigade with filtered water, when the 
supply is interrupted, as it usually is at mght, when fires.are most prevalent. 
The continuous supply of filtered water will, when universally introduced, 
considerably benefit the Brigade as well as the public. 
Enquiries are being made as to the practicability of purchasing a portable

8. The demand, collection, remission and balance for 1907-08 are shewn 
in Appendix A, and the details of licenses granted in this year to jute and 
cotton warehouses are entered in Appendix B. Owing to the comparative , ees 
unimportance of the 243 licenses granted for the storage of straw, wood, 
hay, resin, waste paper and varnish in 1907-08 against 249 in the previous le 

ear, they have not been entered in Appendix B, and it may be noted that such 
\ icense-fees have only been levied under the Fire-brigade Act since July 1893, > 
og to which they were levied under section 261 of the Bengal Municipal 
Act. * 


" 4. The decrease in collection is due to the reduction of rates—vide ° 
Resolution of the Commissioners passed at a meeting held on 27th April 1907 
on account of the reduced demand of the Commissioner of Police, Calcutta, for 
Fire-brigade establishment and also on account of the Commissioners under- 
taking to meet half that demand from General Revenues under section 10 of 
the Licensed Warehouse and Fire-brigade Act.

The second \nnual Report of the Commission for the year 1907-08. 


During the year under review the Chief Inspector and the Assistant 
Observations, warnings end Inspector of Smoke-nuisances made 3,900 obser- 
Prosecutions. vations of smoke emitted from chimneys, and over 
2,400 inspections of furnaces. The appliances for stoking were tested in 71 
cases, and mechanical stokers and smoke-preventing appliances were fitted to 
91 furnaces. Statutory warnings were served on the owners of mill-factories in 
74cases. Prosecutions were instituted in three cases, in all of which a 
conviction was obtained. 

2. In Calcutta and Howrah there was an average emission of dense 
black smoke for 2°5 minutes in the hour in March 1908, against 3°28 minutes 
in the hour in April 1907 and 13 minutes in the hour in April 1906, when 

Reduction of swoke in Calcutta the work of the Commission was first cominenced. 
and Howrah. This result is satisfactory. Gas and electric motive 
power supplied from street mains are being introduced into a few factories in 
place of steam-power so as to avoid smoke. 

3. The Commission received during the year 15 written complaints, all 
of which were attended to promptly. Formerly 
considerable difficulty was experienced in getting 
the chimneys of mill factories raised, but this difficulty is likely to diminish, 
as owners realise that a better draught, easier steam, and smaller consumption 
of fuel are obtained by so doing. The Lieutenant-Governor recognizes with 
pleasure the assistance afforded to the Commission by factory owners and those 
in charge of furnaces in trying to prevent smoke, 

4, The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to the President and 
other members of the Commission, and particularly to the non-official members 
who have willingly given their time and services to its work.

The Annual Report of the Civil Veterinary os Bengal, and of the 
Bengal Veterinary College for the year 1907-0: 


Lieutenant-Colonel Raymond, F.R.¢.v.8., held combined charge of the 
Bengal Veterinary ae and the Provincial Civil Veterinary Department 
throughout the year. He was assisted by Mr, Harris, who joined his appoint- 
ment as Superintendent, Civil Veterinary Department, Eastern Bengal and 
Assam, on 2&th May 1907, and by Mr. D. Quinlan, the present Superintendent 
of the Civil Veterinary Department, Bengal. 

2. The Bengal Veterinary Oollege.—The popularity of the Bengal Veteri- 
nary College has increased considerably. There were 151 students on the roll 
during the year, compared with 104 in the oy ear, of whom 60 came 
from Thastezo Bengal and Assam and 12 from Burma, Sates, the United Pro- 
vinces and the Punjab. That the students have been able to appreciate the 
instruction is proved by the report of the Board of Examiners, which shows 
that 82, 90 and 88 per cent. of the students passed in the first, second and third 
years, respectively. The Institution itself has grown rapidly, and during the 
year the new hostel to accommodate 156 students, the post-mortem room, and 
quarters for the Assistant Surgeon and the Overseers were completed. Lieute- 


* nant-Colonel Raymond has been able to do much scientific work in the new 


bacteriological laboratory, and in addition to ordinary research he has made 
important investigations in connection with rabies cases and the Glanders and 
Farcy Act. It is unfortunate that the completion of the buildings has been 
retarded this year through want of funds. Lieutenant-Colonel Raymond has now 
organised the administration of the Glanders and Farcy Act in Calcutta. The 
area has been divided into six districts, each in charge of a Veterinary Inspector. 
No animal has been destroyed except after personal examination by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Raymond, whose administration of the Act has been most tactful, 

3. The Veterinary Infirmary, Belgachia——The popularity of the Infirmary 
has increased, and the number of cases treated was 4,132 as compared with 3,095 
in 1906-07. It is satisfactory to note also that the number of out-door patients 
has increased nearly 100 per cent. 

. 4. Veterinary Hospitals and Dispensaries—There are now 25 Veterinary 
di ies in Bengal. One wom at Arrah was opened during the year, 
and dispensaries at Chapra and Bhagalpur have been completed since the end 
of the year. The latter, on which over Rs. 10,000 have been spent, was due 
to the liberality of Babu Ramani Mohan Singh. The Lieutenant-Governor 
would draw the attention of the Superintendent to last year’s Resolution and 
again ask him to record more fully his opinion about the working of the 
several institutions during the year and the causes of their comparative success 
or failure. During the present year there has been a very large increase in 
the cases treated at Hooghly, the 24-Parganas, Nudia, Jessore, Darjeeling, 
Bhagalpur, Angul, Puri and Ranchi, and a large decrease in Darbhanga, 
Monghyr, and Hazaribagh. The causes of these fluctuations should be 
ascertained by the Superintendent, and in the case of the Sonthal Parganas, 
an explanation of the remarkable increase should be submitted to Government. 
The total number of patients rose during the year from 32,736 to 61,557. 
The number of horses treated during the year was 10,430 (which is almost 
the same as last year), but the number of cattle treated has increased from 
18,525 to 49,458,

54, Diseases.—T he information given in Table II of the number of deaths — 
fiom contagious diseases is founded upon the, reports of chaukidars, checked 
in a few cases only by the Veterinary staff. ‘The results at present obtained — 
in this way are not reliable, and in the particular case of the 24-Parganas are 
so obviously incorrect that the Superintendent will be asked to submit a special 
report onthem, Leaving the figures of that district out of account the number 
of deaths from contagious diseases was 10,557 compared with 21,025 last 
year. There were 259 cases of death from glanders, of which 249 were 
detected in Calcutta. It is observed that there has been a large decrease in 
the number of cattle inoculated for rinderpest from 22,613 to 5,978. The 
reasons for this considerable falling-off should be reported to the Lieutenant- 
Governor, who attaches tha greatest importance to this branch of the Superin- 
tendent’s work. The percentage of fatal cases was only *33. 

6. Breeding Operations.—The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to see that 
some progress has been made in the improvement of the breed of cattle, and 
that steps are being taken to protect the Bramhani breeding bulls in the 

, districts. There are now three herds of cattle at Sripur, Pusa and Kalimpong 
respectively, and in time it will be possible to supply good bulls to the 
surrounding villages. 

7. Fairs and Shows.—There were 13 fairs and shows held during the 


_ year, and all but two were attended by officers of the Department. 


8. General—During the year the scheme for the reorganisation of the - 
Civil Veterinary Department received the final sanction of the Secretary of 
State and the service has peen made pensionable. According to this scheme 
there will ultimately be two Veterinary Assistants in every subdivision in the 
Province with a superior staff consisting of 30 Inspectors and 9 Deput 
Superintendents. The scheme will be brought into force gradually as funds 
permit, The sevaration of the Civil Veterinary Department from the adminis- 
tration of the Bengal Veterinary College was sanctioned during the year and 
took effect from the Ist of April 1908, Mr. D. Quinlan, who was under 
training with Lieutenant-Colonel Raymond, has heen appointed Superintendent 
of the Civil Veterinary Departwent, while Lieutenant-Volonel Raymond takes 
charge of the Bengal Veterinary College and the administration of the 
Glanders and Farey Act in Calcutta, The first Imperial Veterinary Con- 
ference was held at Calcutta in February 1908 when the members visited the 
Bengal Veterinary College.

2. Administrative changes—The administrative changes of the year in- 
cluded the further extension of the Contract Distillery system to an area of 
45,451 square miles as against 21,655 apie miles in the preceding year, The 
working of the system is considered in « later paragraph. he whole 
machinery of the Local Excise administration came under examination during 
the year in consequence of a series of Resolutions in which the Government of 
India reviewed the various reforms recommended by the Indian Excise Com- 
mittee. As the result of the discussions the following measures were adopt- 
ed during or since the close of the year :— 


1) Triennial instead of annual settlement of pachwai sho ing an 
@ annual license fee of over Rs. 200. Hades. 
2) Extension of distillery areas in Bihar, 
3) Fine maximum prices and issue strengths in the central 
istillery areas in certain districts of the Patna Division, the 
Sonthal Parganas, Bhagalpur and Ranchi. 
(4) Revision of rates of duty in twelve districts, including Calcutta. 
(5) Levy of different rates of duty in urban and r areas in the 
districts of the Patna Division (except Shahabad). 
€) Constitution of a distillery area in the district of Ranchi. 
7) Restriction of the limits of retail sale of country liquor. 
8) Abolition of passes for the transport of imported liquor. 
(9) Revision of the rates of fees of imported liquor in Railway 
Refreshment Rooms. 


Further steps were taken for the amendment of the Excise Law for the 
Province which had been held in abeyance until receipt of the orders of 
the Government of India on the Indian Excise Committee's Report and a 
revised Bill was prepared. It has since undergone further modification in 
the light of the criticisms of the Government of India, and their final sanction 
is awaited. 

_ Among other reforms may be mentioned the imposition of restrictions on 
morphia and noyorain, and the enbancement of the rate of duty on locally 


_ manufactured beer from one anna to two annas per imperial gallon, 


3. Revenue-—The total receipts of the year amount to 1703 lakhs, 


_ which represent an increase of 10 lakhs or 6 per cent. on the 


of the previous year. Country spirit, gaya and opium account fof 
94 lakhs, 263 lakhs and 26} lakhs or 55 per cent., 15 per cent. and 15 per 
cent,, respectively, of the total revenue of the year. The receipts from 
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country spirit and opium show an increase of 7 lakhs and lakhs, or 
8 per cent, and 11 per cent., respectively, while the style tom ganja 
show a falling off fo’ the extent of 1*4 per cent. During the year under 
report, the incidence of taxation per gallon of L,-P, spirit under the Sadar 
Distillery system was Rs. 5:5, and under the Contract Distillery system 
Rs. 4°3, and the average fee for each vutstill was Rs, 2,393. The corres- 
ponding figures for the preceding year were Rs. 5"5, Rs. 3°7 ond Rs. 1,940, 
rng ting the same geographical areas, irrespective of the change of 
system. ing to the increase of duty, the difference between the incidence 
of taxation in areas under the two systems is being removed, bnt the figures, 
as noted in the report for the preceding vear, indicate that the taxation in the 
Contract area is capable of further increase. 

4. Country spirit—Calcutta was again responsible for more than 26 
per cent. of the total revenue from country spirit, the Russa distillery 
continuing to be the source of supply. There was an increase of 25,897 L,-P. 
gallons in the consumption of the Russa spirit, accompanied by an increase 
of 1,942 gallons in the consumption of country rum, the total increase being 
82 per cent. on the aggregate consumption of country spirit and country 
rum taken together. This result is attributed chiefly to the fact that the 
vendors laid in large stocks in March 1908 in anticipation of the increase in 
duty. It does not appear that the increased consumption hes been attended 
wit nat increase of drunkenness, the number of convictions for which 
decreased from 7,042 in 1906-07 to 6,807 in 1907-08. The Excise Commis- 
sioner has, referred to the appointment of a Committee to examine certain 
—— connected with the liquor trade in Calcutta. Since the close of 

e year under report the following measures have been taken to check 
consumption, viz.—(1) the increase of duty from Rs, 5 to Rs, 5-10 per 
gallon L.-P., (2) the reduction in the number of shops, and (8) the reduction of 
the limit of retail sale and possession from 12 to 6 bottles. The situation will 
be carefully watched. 

It is interesting to learn from the report that the large decrease in the 
amount of license fees obtained at the last settlement of country spirit shops 


in the district of Angul and Khondmals is due to a movement on the part 
of the Khonds to give up drinking. 

5. The reduction of the outstill area.—In consequence of the further develop- 
ment of the Contract Distillery system and the extension of the central 
distillery areas in some parts of Bihar and in the district of Ranchi, the 
outstill area of the Province has been reduced since 1st April 1905 from 71,140 
to 60,101 square miles or by 11,039 square miles. It is proposed to extend the 
Contract system next year to the Monghyr, Bhagalpur and Purnea districts, 
The main difficulty of further reducing the outsti!l area arises from the fact 
that the people of Bihar and Chota Nagper drink a very weak liquor, which 
cannot be conveyed for long distances. There is a danger that, by introducing 
the Distillery or Contract system, the people may be induced to drink a® 
stronger liquor than at present. 

é Contract Supply system.—The Excise Commissioner has reported 
fully on the working of the system, the main features of which are the 
concentration of the preparation of liquor in the hands of a few contractors, 
the supply of liquor at fixed strengths and prices, and the separation of 
manufacture and retail vend. The advantages of the system, as stated by 

.the Indian Excise Committee, are that it ensures the supply of liquor at a 
low and constant price for a specified period, with the result that accurate 
and profitable taxation is facilitated. The distiller is put in a position to 
meet the requirements of Government on a definite basis, while the retail 
vendor can calculate accurately the fee which he can afford for his license, The 
system has been ually introduced since 1905-06, and it is too early to proper- 
ly estimate its 58 It would appear that the difficulties of the retail vendors 
have not been removed, as the percentage of the revenue paid by them 
in the shape of license fees in districts to which the Contract system was ex- 
tended in 1905-06 varies from 57 per cent. in Purito 30 per cent. in Midnapore, 
while the variations are equally noticeable in the districts brought under the 
system in 1906-07, The figures given in the report show large increases

in the settlements of license fees in the Contract areas for the current year, which - 
do not appear to Le justified by the consumption so far as it has been ascertained, 
It is understood that the varying incidence of the license fees accounts for the 
differences in the revenue derived by Government from the increased consump- 
tion of country liquor. For instance, in Midnapore the profit to Government 
from this increase was at the rate of about Rs, 2 per gallon, whereas in Howrah 
and Hooghly it was over Rs. 9 per gallon. Now that the price of the liquor is 
fixed, and the consumption can be estimated with some accuracy, and can also 
be regulated by raising or lowering the duty, the position of vendors is capable 
of improvement, and more responsible licensees can be introduced, as suggested 
by the Indian Excise Committee. This matter should be borne in mind at the 
next settlement. 

In addition to the advantages referred to above, as anticipated from the 
introduction of the Contract system, the Excise Commissioner points to other 
results which affect the consumer, Good liquor has been provided at reasonable 
prices, and the temptation to drink cheap foreign liquors, or to distill liquor 

rivately, has been removed. Itappears that in most of the districts in the 
Goatenst area the consumption of country liquor has considerably increased. 
The Excise Commissioner shows that, on the whole, there has been a decrease, 
but his figures include those of the Manbhum district, which are obviously 
inaccurate. Excluding this district and the portion of Bankura, in which the 
outstill system was in force, there was an increase of consumption of 33 per 
cent.. The largest increases were in Nadia (107 per cent)., the Sonthal 
Parganas (99 per cent)., Sambalpur (80 per cent.), Burdwan (73 per cent)., 
_ Murshidabad (63 per cent.) and Birbhum (58 per cent), 

The increase is ascribed partly to the substitution of country liquor for 
imported spirits and to the decrease of illicit distillation. The report of 
the Excise Commissioner, however, shows that the sale of imported liquors 
has increased, and, so far as figures showing the detection of illicit distillation 
are any evidence, there has been an increase of such practices. In both cases, 
however, the information of the Excise Department is not very reliable, and 
the Board are disposed to agree with the Commissioner that the introduction 
of good and cheap country spirit must have had an effect in displacing the 
use of imported or illicitly distilled liquors. It is possible that the figures of 
consumption for the previous year, when the above-mentioned districts were 
served by local distilleries, were incorrectly recorded, but it is observed that 
the yearly increase of revenue from distillery liquor is more noticeable in 
districts under the Contract system than in others. The reports also of the 
Collectors point to an increase not only in consumption, but in the number of 
consumers, and they ascribe ic partly to the popularity of the new liquor due to 
its improved quality and cheapness, and to the closer supervision over the 
vendors. This result appears to have been anticipated by the Indian Excise 
Committee, who were of opinion that, with improved administration, it would 
Pe necessary to raise the duty on liquor, especially in the Eastern districts of 

he Province. This subject has received the constant attention of the Board, 
The rate of duty wus raised in ten districts from the beginning of the 
year, and was raised in two subdivisions of the Burdwan district from the 
Ist November 1907. The working of the system was reviewed during the 
year in consultation with the District Officers, and the license fees for the 
current year were raised. It was decided to await the complete results of the 
year’s working, and to see the effect of the increase of license fees, before 
raising the rates in any district, and this matter is now under consideration, 
Meanwhile steps are being taken to increase the price of country liquor 
in Burdwan, Birbhum and the Sonthal Parganas. The question of the rate is 
one of some difficulty, as there is a danger of driving the people to illicit. 
distillation, and the Preventive Staff of the Excise Department is insufficient 
to deal with such practices. A proper system of taxation is not possible 
without effective control, and it is hoped that this deficiency will be supplied 
when the proposals for completing the Excise Staff are complete.

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12, Ganja.—The decrease of more than a quarter of a lakh of rupces in | 
the license fees realised from ganja during the year under report is attributed 
to the absence of competition at the annual sales caused by the high price of 
the drug at Naugaon. The wholesale price of ganja has in recent years varied 
from Rs, 20 to Rs. 400 per maund, introducing thereby an element of specula- 
tion into the trade. The undesirability of such violent fluctuations in the 
price of an exciseable article was during the year brought to the notice 
of the Board of Revenue, Eastern Bengal and Assam, and the matter is 
under consideration. The Excise Commissioner reports that the discontinu- 
ance of the importation of Rajshahi ganja into Sambalpur and the issue of 
Kbandwa ganja alone in that district have led to the smuggling of Garhjat 
ganja on an extensive scale, The information on the subject, however, is not 
complete. It was believed that the introduction of the Cooch Behar system 
of supplying ganja into the Garhjat States had entirely suppressed the cultiva- 
tion of gonja in those, States, and from a report of the Superintendent of 
Tributary Mahals in Orissa it appears that there has not been any appreciable 
revival of illicit cultivation in those Mahals. In his opinion, the ganja 
smuggled is produced in the district of Ganjam in the Madras Presidency. 
The subject of the illicit cultivation of ganja in Ganjam and its smuggling 
into the bordering districts of Orissa has been brought to the notice of the 
Madras Government, and the Board of Revenue, Madras, have promised to 
cause a thorough investigation to be made in the matter.

14. Opinum—There was a large increase in the sale of opium during 
the year under report. The great increase of 193 maunds 31 seers in Calcutta 
is attributed by the Superintendent of Excise Revenue, Calcutta, to the 
activity of smuggling operations ir Rangoon and in Burma generally. 
Several important cases of opium smuggling were detected during the year. 
The suggestions recently made by the ae Ma of Burma as to the 
measures which should be adopted to check smuggling of opium into that 
Province are under consideration. It may be mentioned in this connection 
that during the year under report arrangements were made with the 
East Indian Railway, the Eastern Bengal State Railway and the Bengal- 
Nagpur Railway authorities to allow Excise officers to examine the parcel 
registers at their Railway stations, when necessary, with a view to ascertuin 
the names of the consignors and consignees of suspected parcels, The 
consent of the Inspector-General of Prisons, Bengal, was also obtained to 
officers of the Excise Department, of rank not below that of a Sub- 
Inspector, being allowed permission to interrogate any prisoner in the 
jail in connection with Opium and Excise cases, Since the close of the 
year, rules have been framed with a view to keeping the Opium Agents better 
informed by the Excise Department of cases of smuggling of opium from 
districts within their respective Agencies, in order that they may trace the 
identity of the prisoner and the source from which the illicit supplies 
were obtained. 

The consumption of opium in the districts of Cuttack, Angul, Puri and 
Sambalpur shows an increase in spite of an increase of the treasury prices, 
while that in Balasore shows a decrease of 24 maunds, The increase in Cuttack 
and Sambalpur is attributed partly to increased supplies taken by the Feudatory 
States, while the decrease in Balasore is said to be due to smaller supplies being 
taken for the same States. The subject requires further consideration.

on. It seems necessary that a close watch should be kept on the supplies of 
-opium taken by the vendors in Midnapore and on their disposal of them. 

* The Excise Commissioneragain brings to notice, though without comment, 
the increase in the habit of opium smoking in Caleutta and in Orissa. He quotes 
the opinion of the Superintendent of Excise Revenue, Calcutta, that the opium 
dens continue to flourish and multiply, and that, in consequence of the difficulties 
in the way of Excise officers getting access to such places, opium smoking is 
more freely indulged in than when these premises were under Government 
control. ‘Ihe licensing of shops for the manufacture and sale of madak and © 
chandu was abandoned in this Province from the Ist April 1896 as the result 
of the recommendation of the Royal Commission on Opium. Since then, 

#the aggregate quantity of opium preparations or admixtures that may be 
possessed by a party of smokers has been limited to five tolas with the object 
of enabling the Excise and Police officers to deal with evasions of the Opium , 
Rules by members of opium-smoking clubs. In 1903, the Board after consulting 
the Commissioner of Excise reported to Government that the rules restricting 
the possession of preparations or admixtures of opium by individuals to one 
tola and by a party of smokers to five tolas were working successfully, and 
that the suppression of the smoking of madak and chandu was a matter of pre- 
ventive action and could only be effected gradually. A reversion to the old 
system of licensing premises for opium smoking will not be possible, except 
upon the clearest evidence of the failure of the policy adopted upon the 
recommendation of the Opium Commission. A separate report on the subject 

® will be called for by the Board from the Excise Commissioner. 

It appears that the use of pills containing morphia manufactured in 
Calcutta has been acquiring a certain vogue in some parts of the Province. 
The working of the rules recently issued restricting the possession and sale 
of morphia and its preparations will be watched. 

15. Cocaine—It is satisfactory to find evidence of the success of the 
measures taken to suppress the illicit traffic in cocaine. The drug is now 
chiefly smuggled into Calcutta by lasears on board the vessels trading between 
Europe and India. The detection of such cases requires special watchfulness 
on the part of the Customs Preventive Officers. The Collector of Customs, 
Calcutta, will be asked to hold out to these officers promises of liberal 
rewards for the detection of such offences. 

16. Ofences.—There was an increase in the number of persons convicted 
during the year, especially under the head of illicit distillation of country 
liquors (467 persons against 293). There was a corresponding decrease 
of offences under the pachwai regulations, owing, it is suid, to a growing 
taste for the improved country spirit. The returns are swollen by a 
considerable increase under the head of other offences (104 against 8) due 
to conviction in the 24-Parganas of persons smuggling Russa liquor into 
the Contract area, The increased number of convictions for illicit distillation 
is not held to be an indication of the prevalence of such practices. It was due 
to the special activity of the Excise staff in particular areas. The working of 
the year emphasizes the necessity of reorganizing the preventive establishments, 
especially in the Contract areas, in order to obtain the full effect of the system. 
This subject is under consideration, 

The Excise Commissioner renews the complaint of the want of interest 
evinced by the Police Department in Excise work. This subject was noticed 
in last year’s review and is still under discussion. The inadequate sentences 

by Magistrates in cases, which end in conviction, show that the 
importance of the suppression of illicit practices is not fully realized. The 
Excise Department should press for exemplary punishment in cases of opium 
smuggling and illicit distillation of ieenttienr i vor, and the attention of District 

, Officers should be called to any failure of the Court to pass adequate sentences.

weak liquor. In most of the other districts difficulty has been experienced 
in inducing the vendors even to take liquor of as low a strength as 50° U,-P.

25. The limit of retail sale before the introduction of the contract system 
had been 12 bottles in Burdwan, Birbhum, 
Bankura (distillery area), Hooghly (except within 
three miles of Chandernagore), Howrah, 24-Parganas (Baraset, Basithat, 
Barrackpore and Diamond Harbour subdivisions), Nadia, Murshidabad, Jessore, 
Khulna, Cuttack, Balasore and the Sonthal Parganas (Dtoghur, Jamtara, 
Rajoehal and Pakour subdivisions).

The total consumption of contract spirit during the year was 442,938 
lions L.-P., against an estimated 452,530 gallons L.-P. (240,335 gallons 
-P. distillery and contract spirit and 212,195 gallons L.-P., estimated 
outstill liquor in Bankura and Manbhum) in the previous year. The total 
revenue in contract areas was Rs, 19,06,152 against Rs. 16,77,650 
(Rs. 13,58,100 on account of distillery and contract spirit and Rs. 3,19,550 
on account of tose be the previous year. 

The working of the contract system can fairly be judged from the remarks 
made above. It will be seen that certain advantages claimed for the system 
have no doubt been secured. Good liquor has been placed within the reach 
of every one at reasonable prices, and the temptation to substitute foreign for 

. country spirit has in certain places been removed. ‘Ihere is no doubt also 
that in other districts the effect has been to decrease illicit practices. A 
great advantage of the system is also that it enables Government to watch and 
control the consumption. If the consumption in any part of the country shows 
an undue increase, the duty and the maximum price of the spirit can at once be 
raised and the consumption forced down. Thus the system provides a machinery 
for carrying out the avowed policy of Government to exact as large a 
revenue as possible from as small a consumption as possible. Increased 

ventive establishment is necessary for the proper working of the system, 
Dat it is hoped that this will be provided in the near future. The chief 

‘objection brought against the system is that, if introduced into areas where 

weak liquor is drunk, it may tend to encourage the taste for stron a 

among the people and to cause the disappearance of the weakest + 

liquor.

Committee relating to the consumption of country 
spirit, the methods by which its production and taxation should be controlled, 
the disposal of licenses for retail vend, the number, location and licensing of 
liquor shops and the conditions under which liquor should be sold were received 
during’ the year.

(1) Extension of distillery areas.—The outstills in Manbhum and in the 

jungly parts of bankura were abolished and the contract supply system was 
introduced. Since the close of the year, the distillery areas in Muzaffarpur, 
Bhagalpur and Monghyr have been extended to 439,495) and 179 square 
miles, respectively, and a portion of the Ranchi district has been made a 
distillery area. 
. (2) Prohibition of the sale of liquor to chiidren or to drunken persons by the 
holders of outstill licenses. —There is already a condition forbidding the sale 
of liquor to children under 14 years of age. The sale of liquor to drunken 
persons was prohibited. 

(3) Reduction in the number of distillers —The distilleries in the Patna 
Division and Monghyr and Bhagalpur were leased to single distillers. Since 
the close of the year, the distilleries in the Dumka and Godda subdivisions 
of the Sonthal Parganas have also been settled with single distillers. The 
number of distillers in the Russa Distillery in the 24-Parganas was reduced 
from 19 to 8 and the wholesale price of liquor was fixed throughout the 

ear, with a view to place the business in respectable hands and to improve 
the methods of manufacture. The 8 distillers have been forbidden to hold 
retail shops in Calcutta. 

(4) Enhancement of rates of duty—The rates of duty in contract areas 
were revised during the year.

(6) Appointment of a local Committee in Calcutta.—A special Coramittee was 
appointed at the end of 1907 to examine certain questions connected with the 
liquor trade in Calcutta. This Committee sat throughout the cold weather and 
ieicatited areport towards the close of the year. Their recommendations 
and the action taken by Government will be more properly dealt witb in the 
Administration Report for the current year.

Mr. Baboneau, the Saperintntent of Excise Revenue, Calcutta, makes the 
following remarks about the Calcutta figures :— 


“There has been an almost phenomenal increase in the consumption, to which the large 
increase in the revenue is due. The consumption of opium has shown a steadily inoreasing 
expansion for the past four years. The almost unprecedented increase (193 maunds 
81 seers) of the past year, following, as it does, an increase of 22 maunds 7 soers of the 
preceding year, loaves no room for doubt that this result is mainly due to the activity of 
smuggling operations in Rangoon and Burma generally. These results may be said to bear 
eloquent testimony to the fundamental sinniols of excise administration recognised from 
earliest times that taxation and repression wheu carried beyond certain point invariably lead 
to the graver evil of systematic law-breaking which illicit practices engender. 


Mr. Buaboneau calculates the profits on a smuggled seer of opium at 
Rs. 50 at the least, so that 10 to 15 maunds landed in the year would mean 
a profit of Rs. 20,000 to Rs. 30,000.

12. Works undertaken under the provisions of the Sanitary Drainage Act, 
VIII (B.0.) of 1895.—The pir work which has as yet been taken up under 


this Act is that known as the Magra Hat drainage scheme in the 24-Parganas 
district. It is designed to drain the swamps around Magra Hat in the 
central portion of the tracts enclosed by the 24-Parganas embankments. The 
swamps are mainly those aloug the Kaorapukur khal near Hotar, those drained 
by the Surjipur sluice, those at Joynagar and along the Srichandra and 


' Sangrampur khals as well as north of the railway near Sangrampur and at 


Dhosa and Hobka. A sum of Ks. 3,76,955 was expended during the year 
on works, establishment and tools and plant. On the whole fair progress 
has been made with the scheme. 

13. Drainage works carried out under the provisions of the Embankment Act, II 
(B.C.) of 1882.—In the South-Western Circle the expenditure during the 
geo was Rs. 9,531 principally on the construction of sluices at Lowjola and 

okenathpur in the Murshidabad district and at Toperkhal and Khoniady in 
the district of Midnapore. In the Orissa Circle the Argowal drainage project’ 
was in progress during the year. The sluice was practically completed and 
about three-fourths of the earthwork done, The totai expenditure to end 
of the year amounted to Rs, 89,059 for works only, the outlay of the year 
beirg Rs. 46,570. This scheme is now in operation. 

Maintenance and repairs—The Charrial khal drainage scheme was main- 
tained in good condition at a cost of Rs. 1,596 as compared with Rs, 1,902 in 
the previous year. A large number of sluices in the Schedule D Embank- 
ments are muintained under the provisions of the Act at the cost of the estates 
benefited. 

14. Drainage works carried out at the cost of Government, but not under the 
provisions of any Act.—Work in connection with the improvement of the 
drainage channel from Daudpur to Utterpadima, known as the Tajpur drainage 
project, in the Contai subdivision of tho Balasore Division, was completed 
during the year. 

The Bullee Bhil drainage works in the 24-Parganas district were efficiently 
maintained at a cost of Ks, 3,969. In the Midnapore district the Balliaghai 
main and branch drains, which are used both for drainage and navigation, were 
kept open to traffic throughout the year. The condition of the main drain has 
deteriorated, and an estimate for silt clearing is under preparation. The 
khas tahsil khals in charge of this Department in the same district were cleared 
of silt at a cost of Rs. 9,637.

Previminary Forecast OF THE BHADUI CRoPs OF Bencat, 1908. 


(On an average of five years ending 1906-07, the area under autumn rice in the territory 
to which this forecast relates has represented somo 6'0 per cent. of the total area under 
this crop in British India). 

Liplanatory.—Autumn rice is the chief bhadu crop of 
this Province, It occupies 50 per cent. of the total area 
under ull dhadoi crops, Maize and millets are to be found 
chiefly in Bihar and Chota Nagpur. 


Character of the Ge Sore this year were normal in 
Orissa and Chota Nagpur and late in Lower Bengal and 
Bihar. Climatic conditions were not favourable except 
in Chota Nagpur and Orissa where the prospects are 
hopeful. In Lower Bengal, as well as in Bihar, the rainfall 
was short in the early part of the season, and later on 
dainage was done by heavy rain in Lower Bengal and by 
drought in Bihar. The recent rain has itaproved prospects 
in Bihar. Floods did damage in Midnapore, Shahabad, 
Cuttack and Balasore and insect pests in Burdwan, Bankura, 
Hooghly, the 24-Parganas, Nadia and Cuttack. The 
present season has not been a very favourable one. 

Area sown.—The area’sown this year has been estimated 
at 8,724,900 acres against 9,251,000 acres last year. The 
normal area is estimated at 9,462,900 acres. 


Outturn.—Sambalpur estimates more than a normal crop 
(105 per cent.). Balasore, Ranchi, and Singhbhum estimate 
100 per cent. Khulna and Palamau report 97 and 91 per 
cent., while Burdwan, Darjeeling and Hazaribagh report 88, 
80 and 85 per cent. In 13 districts, the outturn estimated by 





local officers varies from 70 to 79 per cent.; three districts 
report 60 to 68 per cent, crops, and two districts, Darbh 
and Bhagalpur report 55 and 54 per cent. crops. In 
Murshidabad (49 per cent.), Monghyr (47 per cent.), Nadia 
(46 per cent.) Purnea (45 per cent.), Muzaffarpur (41 per 
cent.) and Patna (38 per cent.) the outturn is poor. 
According to the estimates of the District Officers, the 
outturn of the different kinds of bhadoi crops for the Province, 
as a whole, amounts to 68 per cent. of the normal.

‘the number of rural societies has been almost doubled, having risen from 
165 to 326. Their. membership has grown from 6,903 to 11,076; assets 
from Rs. 85,740 to Rs. 1,95,409; members’ deposits Rs, 11,167 to 
Rs, 21,247; and reserve funds from Rs. 11,029 to Rs. 20,000. Grain societies 

_ show practically no extension. The possibilities of this form of co-operation 

~ are doubtful, and experience is not sufficient fo warrant definite conclusions. 
For the present the attention of the Department to development in. this 

’ direction is principally concentrated on a system of village societies attached . 
to central golas which is on its trial in the Sonthal Parganas, . 

3. In Bengal there are two main types of society—the urban, with 
limited liability which is based on the Luzzatti model; and the rural, with 
unlimited liability, which follows Raifeisson principle. It is to the latter, as 
forming the basis of all successful work in rural Bengal, that attention is 
mainly directed. The chief feature of the year has been the attempt to deal 

_ © with Yural societies on an organised system. The supreme importance of 
. inspecting and controlling societies at all stages of their growth, and especially 
in infancy, is the principal’ lesson of the last three years’ work, In this 
respect Bengal is merely repeating the experience of every other country. 
With nearly 400 societies the Registrar can give only a very small portion of 
his 4ime to each, and his isolated periodic inspections cannot be very effective. 
Continuous local control is required. In his matter the Lieutenant-Governor 
«is pleased to observe that the honorary organisers have rendered the greatest 
assistance. Their number has risen from three to eight, and it is hoped that 
. others will come forward in every district. Also ten local inspecting clerks 
. have been appointed in the more important areas, At present they are paid 
by Government, but in time they will become a charge on the societies, The 
supply the Registrar with a useful channel of communication and coma 
His Honour recognises that wherever the movement shews signs of spreading, 
the appointment of a local clerk for that area is essential. But much more is 
required. In the Registrar’s opinion the number of societies could be 
enormously increased in a very short time, But unless some means is 
devised of controlling and organising the societies as they come into existence, _ 
all safe advance beyond a very narrow limit is barred. That Government 
should indefinitely finance the machinery of control isa possible but not a 
’ very sound solution. As is pointed out in the report, “the machinery, in order 
to be effective and to respond automatically to an indefinite expansion, must 
be supplied by the societies themselves as in Europe.” A scheme for eombin- 
ing societies in local unions for purposes of tinance and control is now before 
Government, and in the coming cold weather a serious attempt will be made 
to initiate it. The Lieutenant-Governor considers that the future of the rural 
‘movement depends very largely on the solution of the problem of control. 
| While recognising that societies are hardly educated up to mutual control, and 
that it may take years to evolve a union suited to Indian conditions, His 
* Honour thinks that the scheme should be tried experimentally as soon as 
ssible. 
™ 4. The analysis given in paragraph 33. of the sources from which ‘the 
* capital of rural societies is drawn shows that public confidence in the move- 
ment is growing, No less than 45 per cent. of the total has been supplied by 
» ‘investors. The societies themselves have provided 13 per cent. It is less 
geatitxing to notice that local capital. amounts to only 2 per cent. This 
capital will be attracted only when societies gain the confidence of the locality, 
as is the case in Midnapore. The rates offered must also bear a reasonable 
relation to those prevailing in tho neighbourhood. The comparison given in 
ph 34 of the report shows that in the more important districts the 
» interest. offered is not too low; but the Registrar will pa, a further report 
* on this point when the returns of the recent provincial survey of rates of» 
interest have been received. ‘The union scheme, if it proves practicable, will 
do mach to gain the confidence of local capitalists. It is hoped that the double 
security provided by the limited liability of the union and the unlimited 
liability of each affiliated society for its own funds will attract that local 
* capital which the isolated societies have failed so far to secure. 
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5, "The appendix giving for all rural socictics/ full statistiés of loans 
and their objects is interesting. ‘These numbered 8,195, _ amounted ‘to, 
Rs. 145.468, The average loan per member was therefore just under Rs. 18. 
The average is higher than last year’s, owing to the more oa 7d financing 
of the societies. The purposes are not as a rule varied. They, shew that 
"most of the societies are in the rudimentary stage when necessity, rather sthan 
' considerations of profit, determines the objects of loans. Thus 75 pergcent. 

of all loans was applied to the repayment of old debts, cultivation and the 

purchase of cattl e three primary needs of the poor agriculturist. It is 

only as members free themselves from their loan of debt that they become 

able to apply their loans to other profitable, but less essential, objects. Over 

ee cent, of the loans was employed for purposes either directly or indirectly 

productive, while a little over 2 per cent. was unproductive. These statistics 
indicate that the societies are really benefitting their members, and that 
they — be trusted to apply their capital usefully and profitably. 


= 





Urban societies have made considerable progress. That they are not, 


‘more. numerous is due to the fact that the whole energy of the Registrar and 
his staff has been devoted to the work in rural districts. Urban societies, 
being composed of more or less educated and responsible members, require 
much less supervision than the rural type, and can hardly fail of success. 
More attention will be given to them nest year. A pamphlet = ‘the 
benefits of, and giving instructions for founding, ely societies will 

issued. It is hoped that the larger firms in Calcu'ta will take up the schem 

and that it will be possible to form am/as’ societies in most of the districts o 


the Province. 


7. In summing up the progress made, the Registrar points out that,” 


-although statistics indicate a remarkable development during the year under 
report, there is a certain danger of excessive confidence. Most of the societies 
appreciate the fundamental principles and the cardinal importance of combi- 
nation; and it has been proved that a Co-operative Credit Society can be 
successfully seanagen by the cultivators themselves, Lut very few of the 
societies can be c 
and assistance along the path of progress is still necessary. The Lieutenant- 
Governor considers that while the progress has been more than encouraging 
and defects are only to be expected, the societies will require constant nursing 
until the co-operative idea takes firmer root. His Honour also agrees that, 
while the work in backward and untouched districts should be developed 
as far as possible, consolidation and combination rather than extension should 
be the policy in districts which have honorary organisers and a large 
number of societies. The future of the movement now depends chiefly upon 
organisation. , 

8. ‘The Lieutenant Governor desires to place on record his appreciation 


of the zeal and grant with which Messrs. Gourlay and Buchan performed 


their duties, The former oflieer has been identified with the co-operative 
credit movement since its first inception in Bengal; and to his intimate and 
sympathetic acquaintance with the necessities and difficulties of the Indian 
agriculturalists, and to the complete study he has made of the systems on

Acreage.—The area under jute as now reported by the 
District Officers. amounts to 548,700 acres as eompared with 
574,300: acres-estimated in the premliminary forecast, The 
decrease.is chiefly due {o a revision of the Purnea figures 
made by the District Officer after personal enquiry. The 
acreage for the last five years is given below :—

The area under jute in the Cooch Behar State which is not 
included in the above figures is reported to be 22,000 acres 
against 32,000 acres last year. 

The marked decrease in area is due to want of moisture 
and to the high prico of rice, 

2. Weather conditions.—In Purnea, the most important 
jute district in Bengal, conditions were favourable at the 

ginning of the season, but later the crop suffered from 
drought and there has been a luck of water for steeping. 
In the important jute-growing districts of. the Presidency 
Division and in Howrah and Hooghly, the crop suffered from 
want of moisture in the early pait of the season and iv June 
and July feom floods, 


3. Outturn.—aAs the estimate of outturn appeared to be 
unduly low, special enquiries were mude and these prove 
that the ales officers have been unduly pessimistic. In 
addition to this, the recent rain has given more water for 
steeping and las otherwise improved prospects, Taking 
these facts into consideration, | estimate that the outturn in 
Bengal and Cooch Lehar will be not less than 62 per cent. 
of an averuge crop, as compared with 74 per cent. last year. 
Taking 3 bales per acre #8 the outtura of a normal crop, the 
total outturn is estimated at 1,065,900 bales. The loca) 
officers report that very little of last Seal crop has been 
held over within the districts of Bengal.

4. Consolidated forecast.—Adding to these figures the 
information communicated by the Director of Agriculture,

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_ SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL OBSERVATIONS TAKEN IN 
BENGAL AND IN EASTERN BENGAL AND ASSAM FOR THE 
MONTH OF JULY 1908. 


Dvurine the last week of the ——s month rainfall was slight in North-East India, 
and confined mainly to Eastern Bengal and Assam, where it was light and local in 
character. It ceased in fact as soon as the depression had moved sufficiently far to the west 
to cease to influence the weather in Bengal. At the beginning of the month under report the 
western end of the trough of low re moved southward and permitted the Bay current to 
flow up the Gangetic pe depression then appeared over Deltaic Bengal, and by the 
morning of the 9th had moved westward into Ohota Nagpur. It gave heavy rain over 
Deltaic Bengal, the rainfall over Lower Bengal and Orissa being in large excess for the week 
ending on the 9th, During the next week rain fell in all parts of North-East India, and was 
sbout normal in amount in each Division At the beginning of the week commencing on 
the 16th the trough of low pressure was close against the hills and rainfall was fairly 

so. Two shallow depressions passed in from the oa, and oaused fairly general rain, but 

© precipitation in Bihar was again below the normal. ‘he weather in the last week of the 
month was similar in character and was again affected by shallow depressions passing inland 
from the Bay. Very little rain fell in Bihar, and rainfall was in defect this week for nearly 
every Division. Weather m the Bay was unusually quiet for the time of year, and none of 
the depressions developed into a cyclonic storm of any importance. 


Summary of temperature.—Mean temperature was about normal everywhere except in 
Bihar where it was 2° in exoess. The highest temperature recorded was 105°5 at Buxar and 
the lowest 71°4 at Ranchi.

On an average of tho five years end 1906.07, the area under indigo in the territory 
to 10m. the forecast rulatos has nets 9 Bh 367 por cent. of the total area under indigo 
in British India.) 


Eaplanatory.—The present forecast deals with the 
twelve districts which still grow indigo in this Province. 

Character of the season.—Climatic conditions were gen- 
erally unfavourable in all these districts. In North Bihar, 
where the crop is chiefly cultivated, the young Java plants 
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suffered in consequence of the short rainf all in 1907, and 
the absence of the Hathiya rains. ‘The February-March 
sowings of the Sumatra variety yielded a very poor crop 
and in some places was almost a total failure. The conti- 
nued drought this year retarded the growth and early 
manufacture of the Java Ist cuttings and the failure of the 
monsoon has also retarded the growth of plants from 2nd 
cuttings. In the less important indigo-growing districts 
of Purnea and Monghyr, the erop suffered from drought 
in the early part of the season, but prospects improved 
slightly in Parnea later on in July and August when the 
weather was more favourable, 
Area sown.—The area sown this year as compared with 

the two preceding years is noted below :— ,

The decrease in the area sown this year is due toa 
dry season. 

Character of the crop.—Of the important indigo districts, 
Saran reports 62 per vent., Champaran 60 per ceut., Muzaffar- 
pur 8% per cent. and Darbhanga 65 per cent. of a normal 
crop, Purnea and Monghyr expect 50 and 58 per cent. 
crops respectively. 

The estimated percentage outturn for Lower Bengal 
including the minor districts of Bihar amounts to 60 per 
cent. and that for North Bihar including Monghyr to 66 per 
cent. The average for the Province is estimated at 65 per 
cent. of the normal. 

Outturn—The total outtuwen of the crop for the 
Province amounts, according to the present district returns, 
to 22,545 factory maunds. 

According to the estimate of Messrs, Moran & Oo., the 
outturn of the indigo crop this year is likely to amount to 
20,000 factory maunds.

ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF THE METEOROLOGIST, CALCUTTA, FOR 
THE YEAR 1907-08. 


I was in charge of the Bengal Meteorological Department during the 
whole of the past year. 

2. The third class observatory at Monghyr was started on the 10th April 
1907. 
: 3. All the second class observatories under my control, with the exception 
of Darjeeling, were reduced to the status of third class observatories during 
the year. The observers at these stations now record observations at 8 A.M. 
only. 

x The totai number of observatories under my control on the 31st March 
1908 was 70, including 1 second class, 48 third class, 19 fourth class and 2 
voluntary observatories. 

5. The following table gives the names and distribution of these 70

8. In addition to the above, Raniganj was visited in July by Babu Jati 
tal De and again by Dr. Simpson, Imperial Meteorologist, in December. 
The visits were made in connection with the question of the proposed removal 
of the observatory to Asansol. Nothing has yet been settled in this matter, 
and the observatory still remains in the Raniganj Sub-Jail. 

9. Owing to extensions to the Telegraph Office at Chittagong it was found 
necessary to remove the thermometer shed. Babu Jati Lal De was deputed 
to select a site. He visited Chittagong in March 1908, and in consultation 
with the Sub-Divisional Officer, P. W, D., selected a site to the eastern 
extremity of the Telegraph hill. A new shed was built and the thermometer 
cage was removed to it on 19th April 1908 by Babu Jati Lal De, who happened 
to visit the station again on his way to Akyab. The new site is situated only 
a few yards off from the old one, and the exposure at both sites is similar in 
every respect. 

10. Work aé observatories—This can only be judged by the nature of 
observations submitted, and I am glad to say that the work done by the 
observers has been onthe whole satisfactory. The work of the observers at 
Barisal, Jalpaiguri, Chapra and Malda was again below the average standard. 
The observer at Krishnagar has also been careless. ' 

11. Barisal—The observer, who is an employé of the Postal Department, 
was for the most part of the year on deputation as Ins r of Post Offices, 
and the observations submitted by his locum tenens were far from satisfactory. 

12, Jalpaigurii—The observer, Babu Priya Nath Biswas, head clerk of 
the Superintendent of Post Offices, Jalpaiguri Division, showed compleie 
indifference to his meteorologieal duties, and was, on the representation of the 
Director-General. of Observatories, removed from Jalpaiguri by the Local 
Government. 

13. Malda.—The Postmaster, who is the observer at this station, gave 
trouble in various ways and was reported to the local Superintendent of Post 
Offices. 

14. Chaibassa.—The observatory was transferred to the charge of the 
Civil Surgeon, Singhbhum, whose clerk commenced to record the observations 
from the 22nd August 1907. ‘Ihe thermometer shed has not yet been removed 
from its present site, but the wind instruments were removed to the jail and 
brought inte use there on the 26th August 1907. } . 

15. Chapra.—The wind observations which were in abeyance from 2nd 
February 1907 were resamed on Sth se je 1907.

18. Purnea.—The barometer, which was removed.to the old solitary cell , 
of the jail on the 13th June 1906, was again removed to the dispensary on the 
27th March. The removal was necessitated by extensions to the jail building. 

19. Daily Weather Report,—The name of this report was changed from 
Ist Janusry 1908 from “‘ Bay of Bengal and Bengal Daily Weather Report” 
to “Calcutta Daily Weather Report.” The number of stations included in 
the Calcutta Weather Report was 85 on the 31st March 1908. It was issued 
throughout the year, Sundays and holidays included. 

20. The monthly Meteorological Table for Bengal and Eastern Bengal 
and Assam was regularly published in the Calcutta Gazette. 

21. The Supplementary Weekly Meteorological and Rainfall Table 
containing temperature and rainfall observations recorded at 19 stations in 
Bengal and in Eastern Bengal and Assam was issued on every Wednesda 
throughout the year. For purposes of comparison temperature and rainfall 
4, eg recorded during the corresponding week of 1907 were added to 
the report. 

22. The daily flag fignal message, according to the recent arrangements 
sanctioned by the Sse thie of India, was sent to Saugor Island throughout 
the year and to Elephant Point from Ist April 1907 to14th January 1908 
only. This message was also sent to the Port Officer, Rangoon, during the 
period 15th January to 31st March.

29. At the request of the Superintending Engineer, Sone Circle, | 
arranged with the meteorological observer at Daltonganj for the despatch by 
him of an urgent ‘telegram direct to the Sub-Engineer, Dehri Workshops, 
whenever the rainfall during the 2% hours preceding 7 a.m. of any day was one 
inch or more. The Director-General of Observatories has ordered the payment 
of a rupee to the observer at Daltonganj for cach telegram thus sent. The 
arrangement under which information of the occurrence of rainfall above one 
inch at Daltongun] was communicated by me to the Sub-Engineer, Dehri 
Workshops, was hence cancelled, 

30. Arrangements were made during the year to warn Port Blair of 
storms in its neighbourhood, and a special code of storm singals was prepared 
for use at that Port. During the past year 10 warning messages were sent to 
to the Port Officer and orders to hoist warning or danger siguals were issued on 
four occasions. 

31. ‘The Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam desired that tele- 

raphie warnings of approaching storms should be given to the port of Barisal 
(the head-quarters station of the Bakarganj district). Warnirgs were therefore 
sent to the Collector of Bakarganj in accordance with their request; negotiations 
are at present in progress to’extend these warnings to stations in the Sundarbans 
for the benefit of the river steamers. . 

32. The dates of the prinvipal storms and barometric depressions occurring

Character of the season.—Ante-morsoon showers were 
defective in April, May and the beginning of June. The 
monsoon did not set in till about the middle of June when 
heavy showers fell in South-West Bengal. In the rest of 
the Province, however, the fall during this period was below 
the normal. In July and August good rain was received, 
Bihar excepted. Tho fall was heavy in South-West Bengal 
in July and in Orissa in both July and August and crops 
suffered somewhat in consequence in parts of these tracts. 
In Bihar the rainfall was deficient throughout the season 
and transplantation could not be effected in unirrigated areas, 
Short rainfall also affected the growth of the seedlings in 
many places. Insect-pests did damage in Midnapore, in the 
24-Parganas and in Jessore. The season has not been 
unfavourable on the whole, excepting Bihar where prospects 
are not good. 

Area sown—The area cultivated with winter rice this 
year is reported to be 17,547,700 acres against 19,836,300 
acres estimated to have been sown last year. The estimate 
of the normal area is accepted as 20,832,900 acres. The 
decrease in this year’s area is chiefly due to drought in 
Bihar at the sowing season. 

Outturn.—Appendix I of the report shows that Bankura 
and Sambalpur estimate more than a normal crop (viz. 120 
and 105 per cent, respectively). Burdwan, Ranchi, Man- 
bhum and Singhbhum estimate 100 per cent. crops. Five 
districts report from 90 to 99 per cent. crops, four districts 
from 80 to bg per cent. and six Fistriots from 70 to 79 per 
cent. crops. Gaya and Darjeeling submit estimates of a 69 





cent, ; Cham a 62 per cent. crop, while Nadia, 
Shababallend Monghyr return estimates of 59, 55 and 52 
per cent. of the normal outturn, In the remaining 6 dis- 
tricts, the following outturns are anticipated :—Bhagalpur 
Nl per cent.), Saran (43 per cent.), Purnea (41 per cent.), 
atna (37 per cent.), Muzaffarpur (86 per-cent.) and Dar- 
bhanga (20 per cent.).

Explanatory.—This report deals with tke pregress of 
sowings of the crops since the publication of the first report 
in August last and with the general condition of the stand- 
ing crops. 


Character of the season—The early cotton crop is import- 
ant in the Sonthal Parganas, Sambalpur, and in Chota 
Nagpur. The condition of the crop is fair except in parts 
of the Sonthal Parganas where it has suffered from deficient 
rain and in Sambalpur snd Angul where on the other hand 
it has suffered from excessive rain in August. The late 
variety is important in North Bihar and in Singhbhum and 
Cuttack, It is sown partly before and partly after the 
rainy season. The general condition of the crop on the 
areas sown up to this time is reported to be fair. Sowings 
have not yet commenced in Bankura and Cuttack. 


Area sown.— The area sown this year with the early crop 
is now reported to be 34,072 acres against 35,341 acres esti- 
mated to have been sown last year. 





The area sown with late cotton up to the present is 
reported to amount .to 28,020 acres, as compared swith 
28,760 acres returned in the-first forecast. The decrease is 
chiefly due to the revision of figures in Saran, Last year’s 
area under this crop was estimated at 34,924 acres.

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3. Road and Public Works Cesses.—The currens demand on accor 

_ cesses shows an increase of over a lakh due mainly to revaluation proceedings 
and to revision of assessment of mines and forests in various districts. The total 
collections rose by nearly 24 lakhs. The percentage of colléctions on the 

_ current demand rose from 99-2 in the previous year to 101-07. In 17 districts 
collections were below the prescribed standard, but the explanations given arg 
aeelly satisfactory. In Balasore alone was the percentage of collection on 

e current demand below 95, and this was due to the suspension of collection, © 
of cegses in those areas of the districts in which the crops were ruined by,. 
floods. Revaluation proceedings were completed in the year under review in 
the districts of Burdwan, Bankura, Darbhanga and Palamau. 

4. Money-Orders.—There was a slight increase in the number of 
revenue money-orders ; the amount of land revenue and cesses thus remitted, 
however, fell by over half a lakh. The number of rent money-orders and the 
amount covered by them show a slight increase. The percentage of refusals 
was less than in the previous year. The system of paying rent by money 
order has recently been extended to Chota Nagpur by the Chota Nagpur 
Tenancy Bill, 1908. , 

5. Coercive Measures—The Revenue Sale Law was as usual administered 
with leniency and moderation, There was an increase of 181 defaults, while the 

, number of sales showed a decrease of 61. Defaults increased by nearly 400 in 
thedistrict of Cuttack, and shis district and Mindapore were the only districts 

where the percentage of defaults to the total number of estates exceeded ten. 

. In order to lessen the chances of hardship in the case of estates owned by co- 
sharers, the Board of Revenue have issued instructions to District Officers 
regarding the exercise of a discretion in grantiug exemption from sale, 
on es emg of a fine, in cases in which such clemency is deserved. 
The number of certificates filed during the year was 139,044 as against 
140,510 in the preceding year. The number of cases disposed of exceeded 
the number filed durin the year by 1,098, the excess being shared by 

the Burdwan, Patna and Chota Nagpur Divisions, The Patna Division shows 

, the largest number of cases pending for more than six months.

11. Working of the Tenancy Act.—The Bengal Tenancy Act continues 
to work fairly satisfactorily. The levy of illegal cesses by zamindars in addi- 
tion to rent prevails to a certain extent all over the Province, but there 
is reason to believe that such exactions are diminishing, more particular] 
in districts were survey and settlement operations have been completed, 
The gradual extension of these operations has tended to familiarize the 
public with the more important provisions of the Act. The system of land

12. Weather, crops, prices of food, wages and material condition of the 
people, etc-—From an agricultural point of view the seasons were extremely 
unfavourable. Rainfall was generally deficient. and badly distributed. There 


was excessive rain in some districts at the beginning ofthe monsoon and some ~ 


parts, especially in Orissa, suffered severely from unprecedented floods ‘in 
me and September, which did incalculable damage to the bhadoi crop. The 
early cessation of the monsoon caused a failure of the winter rice crop in almost 
all parts of the Province and largely curtailed the cultivation of radi crops. 
Famine relief works had to be opened in several distriets before the close of the 
ear, There was a further rise in the price of food-grains, due principally to 
harvests. ‘I'he high prices pressed most heavily on the poorer middle classes 
“srt persons with small fixed incomes, There was a further rise in the price of 
ur. 
_ _. ln spite, however, of bad seasons, there is evidence of a continued rise 
in the standard of living, especially in the Burdwan and Presidency Divisions, 
and even among the poorer classes in the rural areas. The consumption of tea 
and cigarettes and the use of country cloth is on the increase. In North Bihar 
the cultivation of sugarcane and jute is extending. Flax cultivation is being 
tentatively introduced into Bihar and results of experiments in this direction are 
reported to be encouraging. From the Presidency Division it is again reported 
that the swadeshi movement has given an impetus to indigenous industries, 
more especially to the weaving industry. As was remarked in the Resolntion 
, year, the economic outlook is hopeful in the towns and more progres- 
Sive areas, and the continued rise in the standard of living indicates a growing

‘The percentage of money-orders refused to money-orders issued fell from 24:67 
in 1906-07 to 22°5. The inerease in number is shared by all the Divisions 
except Bhagalpur. In the report for 1906-07, a large decrease in the 
number of rent money-orders was shown in the case of Murshidabad. “The 
explanation which was at first offered was that inthe previous year the money- 
ers issued in payment of rent for pounds and ferries had been evrorieotsty 
included in the statistics furnished by the Post-office. [t was subsequently 
ascertained that the decrease in 1906-07 wes really due tothe fact that in the 
statistics for that year, the Post-oflice had, under a misapprehension, included 
ouly those money-orders which were payable to the Collector on account of khas 
mahal lands, Money-orders for pounds and ferries were correctly excluded 
from the money-order statistics furnished by the Post-office. [t was reported 
that in the 24-Parganas there wasa noticeable increase in the number of money- 
"orders, which was due to the growing peeseeivy of the system. ‘There was 
a substantial decrease iu Bhagalpur in both the number of money-orders and 
the amount remitted. This is due to the high prices of food-grains which left 
the poorer raiyats nothing for the payment of the rent due to their landlords. 
In Purnea the increase in the number of money-orders issued and the decrease in 
the amount are not great, and do not appear to the Collector to be due to any 
articular cause. Last year the Collector reported that the increase in refusal in 
is district was due to the fact that the settlement operations have raised 
uestions about the amount of rent. A reference was made on the subject to 
i Commissioner of the Patna Division, where the settlement operations have 
been completed in the districts of Saran, Champaran, Muzaffarpur and Dar- 
bhanga, and he was asked to state his opinion about the effect of the settlement 
operations on the system of payment of rent by money-orders, His opinion 
is quoted here :— 
“Tho number of rent money-orders and refusals depends a good deal upon the relation 
between the landlord and the tenant of » particular area, and also upon the fact whether the 
former is rosident or non-resident. Sdn after the close of settlement operations the rela- 
tions between the two classes (in places where there has been much litigation) are strained and 
an increase takes place in the number of rent money-orders and refusals.

34. Since the close of the year the Board have had under consideration 
the hardship which sometimes results in the case of estates owned by co-sharers

Under the head ‘‘ Water Rates,” there was an inerease in 
Champaran (373), which was due to the opening of the Dhaka and Teur 
canals. Under the head ‘‘Cesses,” the increase in Midnapore (984) is 
due to the decrease in voluntary payments owing to the high prices of food 
ains, The marked increase in Hooghly (1,668) and Howrah (1,463) ‘was 
ue to, the filing of a large number of certificates for arrears due in respect 
of rent-free lands, which have now been amalgamated with their parent 
estates. Tho increases in Shagsiper (899) and Balasore (1,099) are due 
to the institution of certificates for sums below Rs. 5 to avoid limitation. 
Under the head “To realize Court of Wards’ demands,” the increase 
in Shahabad (871) has not been explained. In Monghyr (547) and Bhagalpur 
(859) the sincreases were due to several new estates having been brought 
under the management of the Court of Wards during the year. Under 
the head ‘All other certificates under Section 7(1),” the increases in 
Hooghly and Howrah are attributed to the filing of certificates by 
gamindars against the tenants under the Drainage Act after the completion 
of the revision of Drainage accounts under the new Act. There was a 
noticeable decrease in the number of institutions in the Patna Diyi ion, which 
is said to be mainly attributed to the abolition of the zamindari Mk cess and, 
to a small extent, to the smaller number of cases for the recovery vf cess 
revalution fines in Darbhanga. The increase from 6,712 to 10,281 in 
the Bhagalpur Division occurred almost exclusively in the districts of Monghyr

The increase in the number 
of schools occurred in the Burdwan (55), Patna (4) and Bhagalpur (54) 
Divisions, and chiefly in the Midnapore district, and in the number of 
pile in the Burdwan (952), Patna (246), Bhagiiper gl § and Orissa (217) 
ivisions. The decrease in pupils. occurred in two Divisions, viz., the 
Presidency (121) and Chota Nagpur (707), and chiefly in Jessore district. 
Of the 41 schools in Patna, 6 were Comat :rimary unaided schools, of which 
4 were for boys and 2 for girls, with 64 and 21 pupils, respectively. Besides 

. these, there were 3 indigenous schools. In Patna 4 boys appeared at the School 
Final examination, standard IV, of whom 3 were successful; and of the 43 boys 
who ap d at the II Standard examination, 34 were successful, 3 obtaining 
Lower Primary scholarships. In Gaya the number of successful candidates 
at the Lower and Higher Primary examinations was 48. 

In Monghyr the inerease of seven schools is attributed by the 
Deputy Inspector of Schools to the fact that some of the schools that had 
received no aid in the previous year were put on the stipendiary list. The’ 
increase of 44 schools in Darjeeling was more nominal than real, being largely 
due to more correct information. + 

In the Banki Government Estate, 11 schools were abolished for want, of 
adequate local support ; while in the Cuttack town khas mahals eight schools 
were opened with the aid of increased rates of stipends from the Municipal 
Funds. Of the 2,819 pupils in Cuttack, 371 were girls In Angul tbe inereaso 
of 82 pupils occurred mainly among girls. 

In comparison with the year 1906-07, there was ‘a decrease of six schools 
in each of the districts of Hazaribagh and Palamau, resulting in the falling off — 
of 118 and 45 pupils. In the former the decline is ascribed to the inability of 
the people to maintain the gurus, on account of the failure of crops and to the 
withdrawal of aid from the less efficient schools. With reference to the remark- 
able decrease of 595 schools in the Kolhan, the Deputy Commissioner 
(Mr. Carey, states that “the Hos have no encouragement to use the schools, 
as instruction is conveyed to them chiefly by foreignersin a foreign language 
and the numbers were formerly brought up chiefly by orders issued that all 
village headmen must know Hindi.” 

Mr. Carey further observes: “If it be desired to encourage the educatiou 
of Kols in this estate, I think it essential that all primary education in the 
Kolhan should be given by teachers who speak the Kol language freely, and 
that text-books should be adapted to local circumstances, I do not think that 
much improvement can be expected, unless a whole-time European officer can 
be deputed to supervise aboriginal education.” The attention of Government 
will be invited to this suggestion.

In Contai, the tahsildars who had not written their registers properly and 
regularly were warned, censured or fined. The complaints of bribery, ete., 
made against certain tahsildars, which were noticed in paragraph 60 of the 
report for 1906-07, were on enquiry not substantiated. In Tamluk one 
tahsildar was severely censured for irregularities discovered in his method of 
keeping the accounts. One of the tahsildars in the Diamond Harbour Sub- 
division, in the 24-Parganas, collected Rs. 246-2-8 from the tenants in 1906-07 
on manuscript receipts, which he did not credit in his accounts. He died in 
March 1907, The defalcation was discovered subsequently when the Sub- 
Deputy Collector called for the receipts of the raiyats for inspection. The 
amount hus been realised in full from the security deposit of the tahsildars. 
In some cases, in the Patna district, the tenants’ portion of the receipt was not 
signed and dated by the tabsildar, nor was the amount received noted by 
him in words in English. In another case, register IIT was found to have 
been writtcn up afterwards, and not atthe time the Sree was made, 
the date of payment noted in this register differing from the date of receipt in 
register 1V and in the cheque receipt. Complaints were made against the 
Manager of the estates in the Barh subdivision, and the tahsildar of the 
Dinapur subdivision of receiving illegal gratifieations. Both were placed 

_ under suspension, pending enquiry. The charge against the tahsildar was 
found to be untenable, and he has been reinstated. The case against the 
Manager is still pending.

towards the end of the year. ‘I'he tenantry in the Kalimpong and West 
Tista Khas Muhals were not prosperous, in consequence of the partial failure 
of crops, and more especially on account of their heavy indebtedness to 
Marwari money-lenders whe exact exorbitant interest for their loans. ‘The 
Deputy Commissioner of the Sonthal Parganas writes :— 

“ The raiyats in the Government e-tates are now passing through a period of vonsider- 
-able stress and hardsnip, owing to the partial failure of 6/adoi and winter crops of the past 
year. The outturn, such as it was, would more than suffice for local wants; but the greater 
part of the crops reaped found its way into the granaries of the local money-lenders, and was 
ex thence for consumption in other districts. Bad harvests and extensive exports 
acconut for the high prices at present prevailing. The classes most affected by the present 
depressed conditions are landless day-labourers in the purely agricultural traots, oultivators 
“to whom sufficient food-stocks for the support of their families have not been left by their 
mahajans ana people who work on small fixed incomes, The grain go/as in the Damin are 
doing most tal: work, and have afforded help to the poorer classes of agriculturists.”’ 

58. There were 13 cases of desertion in this Division during the year, 

.one in Monghyr and the rest in Darjeeling, In the former, the tenant was a 
pensioned sepoy, a resident of a different district. As he had not been heard 

-of for over four years, the holding was resettled with a resident tenant. The 
causes of the desertions in Darjeeling are not known. 

59. From the agricultural point of view, the year was not a prosperous 

-one in the Patna Division. The pressure of the high prices of food-grains 
which ruled throughont the year was felt generally by all classes. In other 
respects, the condition of the raiyats may be said to be fair, In Patna, the 
floods in September and the drought which continued from October to Decem- 
ber resulted in poor harvests of the b/adoi and winter rice crops ; and had it 
not been for good rains in January, the radi crops would have completely 
failed. Those raiyats who had a surplus of food-grains left for sale were 
naturally greatly benefited by the high prices, Relief was given to the 
poorer raiyats in the Dinapur and Bihar subdivisions by the distribution 
of agriculturists’ loans to the extent of Rs. 3,992. In Gaya, the condition 
of the raiyats of the naédi estates was satisfactory, as they have easier rents, 
but in bdaoli (produce rent) villages their condition was less satisfactory 
owing to the failure of the paddy crops. The grant of agriculturists’ loans, 
. however, proved a great boon to them, as also the execution of improvement 
works. In the jungly and hilly tracts of the Chakarbandhs Circle, the raiyats 
were given settlements of all the lac and mahua trees on lower rents than 
those obtainable fron non-residents and outsiders. No coercive measures 
were taken to realise the outstanding balances from them, aud this proved 
an additional relief. The condition of the raiyats in the Government 
estates in Shahabad was on the whole fair, except in the case of non-diara 
villages, lying outside the canal-irrigated area where the winter rice was 
poor and the spring crops were restricted in area by the failure of the 
autumn rains. In Saran, the tenants are for the most part pahikasht or 
non-resident cultivators. ‘They had poor winter rice and moderate bhadot 
crops, but the outturn of the rabi crops being good, they were enabled to 
support themselves without any very serious difficulty, In Darbhanga, during 
the first part of the year, the general condition of the khas mahal raiyats was 
not good owing to the continuance of famine; but during the latter part of 
it they were better off, " 

60. ‘Ihe condition of the raiyats in the Government estates of the Orisss 
Division was less satisfactory than in the preceding year. The Collector of 
Outtack reports thet in Banki, owing, to the iepiaiek floods in August and 
September, followed by~drought in October and November, the standing beali 
-_ which was attaining maturity, and the saradh crop which was promising 
well, were seriously damaged. Agriculturists’ loans amounting to Ks, 5,000 

_ were edvanced to the tenants, and improvement works were taken in hand to 
provide work for the labouring classes, Gratuitous relief in grain doles was 
also given to the people in distress. ‘The Collector of Balasore writes that 
‘the condition of the raiyats in general in the Government estat: s of Birso and 
in some of the villages in Nayanand was far from satisfactory, sin consequence 
of the floods, followed by a premature cessation of rains. Zakavi loans wore 
_ distributed in these vilages, and the realisation of the outstanding balance of 
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the loans granted in previous years was also suspended. A serious outbreak 
of cholera occurred in some villages in the Nayanand and Birso Government 
estates. In Khurda, the condition of the raiyats was generally good, except 
in portions of zilla Banpur and Balabhadrapur, where the winter rice crops 
ered severely. The needy people of Banpur were provided with work, 
cost of which was met from the vi ane grant; and some help was 
given from private subscriptions to indigent and helpless persons. Some 
orks, paid for from the same grant and from District Board Funds, were 
opened in zilla Balabhadrapur, yt eg the Chilka Lake, to provide the 
poorer classes with the means of earning a livelihood. Cholera and small-pox 
appeared in some parts of the estate. Landless labourers left their homes to 
seok oyment in other parts of the district, and some wont further afield 
in the hope of getting higher wages. The people of Kotdesh and Kotdar 
also suffered from the effects of fl and drought, and the poorer classes 
had to be provided with ee. loans to purchase seed-grains. Some 
District Board works were also opened to provide em oe The four, 
Co-operative Credit Societies in Khurda and Kotdesh helped the poorer 
cultivators to some extent. The more substantial of the cultivating classes 
derived advantage from the higher price of food-grains appeal ad during 
the year, as it enabled them to dispose of their surplus produce more 
eee to themselves, In Angul, a succession of harvests for the 

three years and the high rm of food-grains told on the condition 
of the cultivators with small holdings and the labouring classes; but the 
well-to-do cultivators and grain-dealers are reported to have made large profits 
by selling their grain at very high rates. In February and March, works 
were provided for giving relief to people in distress, and takavi loans were 
advanced liberally for the purchase of seed-grains. The Deputy Commissioner 
of Sambalpur reports that the condition of the raiyats of vi in Govern- 
ment estates was on the whole fair. 

61. Asfor the Chota Nagpur Division, the general condition of the 
tenantry in Hazaribagh was good, and there were no desertions, In Ranchi, 
there was some scarcity in the latter part of the year, owing to the failure of 
the crops, but otherwise the condition of the raiyats in the Government estates 
was fairly satisfactory, In Singhbhum, the raiyats were, in spite of the draw- 
backs of the season, fairly prosperous. In mau, owing to the unfavour- 
able monsoon conditions which prevailed, the agricultural year throughout the 
district was unfortunate. But by reason of the very close attention given to 
the Government estate in recent years, the raiyats were enabled to meet their 
troubles far more successfully than the tenants of private estates. Owing 
further to the very low rates taken for mahua, and more particularly for lac, 
the tenants possessed a reserve which helped them to face successfully a year 
of adverse conditions, iculturists’ loans were freely given where necessary 
for the purchase of seed-grains and bullocks, and the village mahajan, with 
his exorbitant rates of interest, has practically disappeared from the estate. 
The Deputy Commissioner writes :— 

“T have not the least hesitation in affirming that the khas mahal raiyats are imme- 
sureably better off in every wny than the tenants of any private estates in the district, and 
the raiyats themselves are the first to admit this.” 

Fifty-one relinquishments of holdings and 203 desertions in the Govern- 
ment estates of P; ovourred during the year. The increase in the 
number of desertions is attributed to a severe epidemic of cholera which 
raged in some of the villages in the Garu and Daltonganj Circles, The country 
is, of course, to some extent stil] in an early stage of vgricultural development ; 
and im many of these so-called cases of desertion the raiyats merely left one 
Government village for another, During the year under report 108 new 
families came from jagirdari villages and settled in the Government estates.

In Balasore, the sea 
embankment from Mandari to Karonjaria, a distance of about 14 miles, was 
breached in 40 places by the heavy flood of August and September, 1907, and 
is being repaired. There were 24 embankments under the charge of the 


- Public Works Department, the total length being 80 miles. The question 


of the abandonment of the Panchpali embankment, owing to the refusal of the 
zamindars to give an agreement not to erect houses on the embankment lands 
and side cuttings, is still under consideration. The zamindars have not yet 
come to terms. The question of the further development of the system of 
protective embankments remained undecided. A proposal has been made for 
the construction of an embankment from Bhograi to Kamarda. The Super- 
intending Engincer has estimated the cost at two lakhs, and the matter 
is under consideration. There was no prosecution under the Embankment 
Act during the year under report. In Pari, the floods in the rivers were only 
moderately high and no serious damage was caused to the embankments ; the 
petty damage has been repaired. In Cuttack, there are no takavi embank- 
ments, During the year several Government embankments were breached 
by the unprecedentedly high floods of the Brahmani, Baitarani and Kharsua 
rivers. The A class embankments withstood the flood with the exception of 
Gunda embankment. The Damarpur embankment, which gives protection 
from ordinary flood, was overtopped and breached in 20 places, and the 
whole village Damarpur was under water. A great portion of Killa Aul 
was inundated owing 1o breaches in 12 places of the zamindari embankment. 
A portion of the Kanika Estate was badly damaged owing to breaches in 
bunds. The ¢hais or breaches in the Brahmani and Kharsua {river embank- 
ments were also very destructive in the Jajpur Subdivision, the Janardon 
ghai, the Haldi Basant, the Rautara and the Kotbhpur ghais, which were the 
most destructive, have overlaid a considerable portion of cultivated land with 
sand, impairing the productiveness of the soil for some years to come. 
The work of making good these eae, is reported to have been completed 
in most cases and in some the work is still in progress. No new embarkments 
were constructed during the year.

89. The registers prescribed under the Acts are generally reported to be 
in good condition. In Birbhum, Registers A and B are in Bengali, and 
Registers AI and AII have been revised in accordance with Board’s circular 
No. 7 of April 1907. Register BII is said to be complete and all lands acquired 
have been entered in it. In Midnapore, there was only one revenue-free estate 
to be entered in Register DII at the close of the last year and this estate 
has now been entered, In Patna, clerical or other mistakes and omissions 
are regularly amended as they are found, In Darbhanga, the comparison 
of Register D with the road cess returns filed in connection with the cess 
revaluation, operations taken in hand last year disclosed omissions and 
mistakes in the entries of names in a large number of cases, and action was 
taken on them, with the result that there was a large increase in the number 
of .cases for mutation. In en ed the revision of Register B was compleved 
and the revision of Register D, Part 1 was almost completed. In Bhagalpur, 
and Purnea Register D, Part I, is now under revision in the light of 
the information disclosed in the settlement shewats. The comparison of 
Register D Part Il of revenue-free estates in Bhagalpur has been 
finished, ‘The charges which the settlement khewats for North Bhagalpur 
disclosed in 1996-07 were effected during 190708. The khewats of South 
Bhagalpur have recently been received from the Settlement Department, and 
it remains to compare them with the Collector’s registers, and to take action 
to correct the errors and omissions thereby disclosed, Reglster Cin Purnea 
will have to be rewritten, as many new names have been elicited by the 
proceedings of the Settlement Department.

162. Under rule 1, Section XI of the Records Manual, 1902, the annual 
record grant of Rs, 20,000 was placed at the 

Panett disposal of the Board for keeping the record-rooms 

of the Province in proper working order. Inciuding this and the special 
non-recurring grant during the year 1907-08 for the consolidation of indexes 
in the Board’s Office, the supply of fire extinguishers to local officers, and 
the storage and preservation of records in uccordance with the orders of the 
Government of India, No, 213, dated the 28th January 1905, the total sum 
sanctioned by Government was Rs. 50,000, which was allotted for each district 
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record-room and for each Commissioner’s record-room according to require- 
ments, The Board have moved Government for the deputation of a special 
officer to visit every record room and inspect the work in progress, and will 
issue further instructions in consultation with him in order to carry out the 
orders of the Government of India as uniformly as is permitted by local 
conditions. 

A few fire extinguishers were supplied to each local officer for experiment ; 
and other precautions against fire are being taken for the preservation of 
record-rooms in Bengal. In districts, where the record-room is not sufliciently 
"protected by the near presence of the ‘Treasury or other Police guard, resident 
caretakers have been permanently appointed. 

The consolidation of the Board’s indexes from 1878 is in progress.

167. There were 7 cases under the Act during the year, compared with 
9 in the previous year. The cases which appear 
to have some special interest are noticed below. 
In Murshidabad « treasure trove of about 150 old silver coins was found, but 
the owner of the land from which it had been dug out took them away forcibly 
from the finder, with the exception of four coins which were sent to the 
Asiatic Society for examination. The owner of the land was prosecutgd 
and punished. From Saran it was reported by the Subdivisional Officer of 
Gopulgunj that in March, 1908, one Reshmi Chockri found somo coins of 
Akbar and Jalauddin while scraping grass, Six coins wee recovered by 
the Police, which the Subdivisional Officer acquired for himself in his private 
capacity and submitted to Government, The metal value of the coins was 
estimated at Rs. 5 and the price paid was Rs, 6. While excavating land on the 
railway borrow-pits of the Bhagalpur Cutcherry Extension of the Bengal and 
North-Western Railway, a cooly, named Bandhu Dusadh, came across 13 
silver coins of the time of Shah Jehan, besides some ornaments of loss 
importance and value. The actual finder did not present any notice to the 
Collector, as required under section 4 of the Act, but the Railway Overseer did 
so. No proceedings were, however, taken before the Magistrate under sectivn 
20 or 21 of the Act. The recovered coins were sent for examination to the 
Asiatic Society, and it was proposed by the Numismatic Secretary that only 
one out of 13 coins should be acquired by Government. ‘The case reported 
last year of a find of 10 silver and 8 gold ‘coins is still pending. A. gold coin, 
worth approximately Rs. 18, was found in good condition by # labourer while 
digging earth in Government waste land at Kapilprasad, near Bhubaneswar, in 
Puri, The finder sold the coin to a goldsmith who cut away and melted 
down a portion of it. The finder was prosecuted under section a) of the Act, 
but was discharged under section 243 of the Criminal Procedure Code, on the 
und that he could not be expected to know the provisions of the Act.

170. The rainfall of the province was less than that of preceding year in 
16 districts, and below the normal in all the 
districts, except Gaya, Monghyr, Cuttack, Balasore, 
Sambalpur, Hazaribagh, Ranchi and Palamau. Appendix XXVI1I shows the 
ean rainfall of each district for the last five years, and also the normal mean. 
i the whole the scarcity of water in tanks aud wells, first for irrigation and 
then for drinking purposes, has been the most serious calamity in the year. In 
the beginning of the season copious rain fell in the Burdwan Division, but there 
was none from October, and the aman paddy, then in ear, for the most part 
* withered away. Consequently the cultivation and sowing of the radi crops 
were .seriously affected, and the tanks und reservoirs quickly dried up. 
The rainfall in the Presidency Division was unusually heavy in June and July, 
insufficient in August and September, and scanty in October and November. 
The outturn of crops was, therefore, unsatisfactory in all the districts of ,the 
Division. The rainfall in the Patna Division was not well distributed. There 
was 8 total cessation from October which affected the outturn of the paddy 
crops seriously, the sowing of the raje crops was also retarded and a 
comparatively small area was sown, for want of moisture. Had there been 
no rain in January and the first week of February, the radi crops would have 
failed. As for Capac though the fall was a little above the average, 
it was very badly distributed. The districts of Patna, Gaya, Shahabad, 
Saran and ‘Cham aran all suffered more or less in consequence of deficient and 
badly distributed rainfall and the yield everywhere, except in Darbhanga, was 
a4 below the average. The Indian-corn crop in Darbhanga last year 
was much above normal, and the yield in duscteens and Darbhanga was 
better during the year than in the preceding year. In the Bhagalpur 
Division everything promised well in the beginning. In the end of June there 
was excessive rain, but subsequently was below the normal; and from 
the middle of December there was an almost total absence of rain throughout 
the Division. The general result on the harvest of the year was that all 
the crops suffered more or less in all the districts, especially the Sonthal 
Parganas. ‘Tbough the harvests were generally better than those of the 
preceding year, except in the Sonthal Parganas, they were still below the 
normal. Opium, which is grown in the districts of Monghyr and Bhagalpur, 
gave yields of 51 and 60 per cent., respectively, inst 52 and 70 of 
the preceding year. The outturn of tea decreased by 2,013,072 Ibs., 
owing to unfavourable weather and blights. In the Orissa Division the 
rainfall was irregular and untimely.. The year was marked by an unusuall 
heavy downpour in August resulting in record floods, which did considerable 
damage to the dhadoi, the principal crop of the Division, and to the winter 
crops, The floods were followed by a long period of drought which entirely 
destroyed the rice crop in some parts of the Division, and. seriously 
affected it in others. ‘The rabi and dalua paddy, which had been grown 
on the lands of which the crops had been destroyed by the floods, suffered 
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from the subsequent failure of the rain. The year was also unfavour- 
ablo to the mango and mahua crops in Angul, but the outturn of kendu 
(Diospyros Melanoxylon) in that district was satisfactory, and this helped 
the poorer classes to tide over the months of May and June. In Sambalpur, 
although the rainfall was no better than in the other districts of the 
Division, there was an average outturn of ten annas, a result which is 
due to the system of storing all available water adepted in the great 
majority of the villages of the district." The condition of the winter crop 
was good in the protected areas of the Cuttack district. In the Chota 
Nagpur Division the monsoon commenced at about the normal period, but as 
elsewhere the fall was unevenly distributed. There was excessive rainfall 
during the first part of the rainy season, when agricultural operations were 
ushed con with great vigour. In July the rainfall was generally soasonable, * 
n August, however, it was again if great excess, and did much damage 
to the bhadoi crops. The premature cessation of the rains at the beginnin 
of September led to an almost total failure of the rice crop on the hig 
lands and to a greatly diminished outturn on the low lands. The area under 
rai crops was also greatly contracted owing to the premature cessation of the 
rains. The outturn of all crops was therefore much below the average in all 
the districts. 

In Appendix XXVIII, the outturn of crops is shown for the year under * 
report and for the four preceding years. It has been prepared in the form 
prescribed in paragraph 4 of the Government order No, 4429, dated the 
26th December 1901, with the object of providing information for reference 
in the case of scarcity. 

171. Appendix XXIX shows the average prices of the principal food- 
grains—rice, wheat, barley, gram and maize and 
of salt in the past three years. It will be seen that 
the prices of food-grains everywhere ruled much higher than in the preceding _ 
year, except in Khulna and Purnea where there was a slight fall in the price of 
common rice, In Darjeeling, the price of common rice was 6 seers and 18, 
ehittaks per rupee, while, in Sambalpur, it was sold at 9 seers and 6 chittaks 
per rupee, which was the cheapest rate. ‘The cheapest price of wheat during 
the year was 11 seers and 1} chittak per rupee in Burdwan, and the dearest 
in Angul at the rate of 5 seers per rupee. The rise in prices is partly due to 
the general smal! outturn of the crops following a series of bad harvests and 
partly to exports. There was a fall in the price of salt throughout the 
provinee, except in Calcutta, 

172. The rise in the wages of labour was maintained during the year. 
There was a larger demand by collieries, mills, factories, brickfields and 
railways; consequently wages show an upward tendency, especially in the 
metropolitan districts of Hooghly and Howrah. Most of the labouring popu- 
lation in Hooghly and Howrah are recruited from up-country men and Uriyas, 
while the indigenous day labourers work in the fields and serve as village 
chaukidars, In the 24-Parganas the wages of skilled labour vary from 
8 to 9 annas per day, while in other districts 5 to 6 annas are paid. It is 
reported that in Jhinkargacha, the centre of the jute trade in Jessore, wages 
fell to 8 annas a day from 6 annas to 8 annas owing to the congestion of 
the labour market, and the small outturn of jute. In the Patna Division, the 
labour market continues to show a tendency to rise. This is due to the increase 
in the prices of food-grains and to the greater demand for skilled labour in 
towns, mills, and places where railway construction is in progress. The rise is 
also stated to be due tothe emigration of the labouring classes to Bengal Ped 
Assam and elsewhere, There was a slight increase in the wages of unskilled 
labour in Monghyr and Bhagalpur, a more marked one in Sonthal Parganas and 
from 4 annas to 8 annas in Darjeeling, while in Purnea, the rate of wages rose 
only in the jute season. As regards skilled labour, there was some  bleok. 
in Maire: Darjeeling and the Sonthal Parganas, that in the case of pew - 
smiths, common masons and curpenters being most marked. In the Sonthal 
Parganas, an additional cause was the increasing demand for labour as a result 
of the extension of building operations in certain parts of the district, especially 
in Madhupnr and Deoghur, and also to the opening of new railway lines, stone 
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quarries and lac factories. The Commissioner of Orissa reports that, con- 
sequent on the rise in the price of food-grains, there has been an increase in 
the price of labour in Cuttack, in the Sadar subdivision’ of Balasore, and in 
some parts of Angul and Sambalpur, where agricultural labour is pea ye fo on 
in kind. In Puri, there was a tendency for the price of professional labour 
to rise owing to the high price of rice; but the wages cf unskilled labour either 
remained stationary or decreased for want of sufficient employment in the 
interior. Inthe town of Puri, the Wages of common masons and superior 
blacksmiths and carpenters have risen slightly, owing to the greater demand for 
this kind of labour in connection with the buildings which sare under construe- 
tion, especially in the Balukhand Government Estate. In the Chota Nagp ur 
Division, the labour market was active throughout the year, and the wages of 
labourers there continued to rule high and to have an upward tendency. 
1738. The outstanding features @f the year were the comparative failure 
of the bhadoi and aghani rice crops, the resulting 
Material condition of the people high price of food stuffs, and the consequent hard- 
{ee sitaigaicay, mms ship to the middle and poorer classes, especially 
those whose income was received in cash. Assis- 
tance, in some shape or other, was given by Government in nearly every 
district in the province. The rise in prices was attended by a general increase 
in the wages of labourers. 
. 174. In the Burdwan Division, owing to deficient rainfall, there was an 
Burdwan Divisi almost total failure of paddy on lands not acces- 
. a onic ae a sible to irrigation. Though the outturn was poor 
the unusually high prices benefited the few who could save portions of their 
érop oY meané of irrigation. The labouring and artizan classes also gained 
by the higher wages offered in the larger industries. The food-supply was 
generally sufficient except in thanas Raipur, Khatra and outposts Simlapal and 
. Taldangra in the district of Bankura, portions of Kalna subdivision in the 
Burdwan district and thanas Egra, Ramnagar, Pataspur and Dantan in the 
district of Midnapore. In Bankura test works and gratuitous relief were 
started in January 1908. By the end of the year test works had been opened 
(some of which were completed and closed) in 19 places by Government; and, 
in addition, advances granted under the Land Improvement Loans Act enabled 
80 works to be opened by landowners. Gratuitous relief was also given at 
various centres. The total expenditure on all operations incurred by Govern- 
ment up to the end of the year was Rs, 21,962. In addition Rs. 46,000 
were allotted for éakavi loans. In the other districts also the following amounts 
were advanced as takavi loans, viz —Burdwan Rs, 25,000, Birbhum Ks. 5,000, 
and Miduapore Rs. 12,000. In the latter district, the Collector recommended 
the suspension of land revenue tothe extent of Rs. 60,000 in the affected 
parts of that district. There was very acute scarcity of water in March in 
almost all the districts of the Division, except Howrah, due to the depletion of 
tanks and other reservoirs for irrigation purposes. A grant of Rs, 25,000 
was made by Government in April last for the purpose of sinking wells and 
boring holes in the beds of old tanks and re-excavating tanks. The number of 
sales do not show any appreciable increase during the year, but there was an 
increase of nearly 3,000 deeds under mortgages, and most of these were 
effected by the middle classes on fixed incomes. The question of special 
legislation to prevent transfer of their lands by Southals is still under considera- 
tion, There is no doubt that, until a survey is made and record-of-rights 
et and some statutory check on their improvidence is devised, their 
condition will continue to deteriorate. 
175. In the Presidency Division, the harvests were generally poor during 
Presideney Divisi the year, especially in Nadia and Murshidabad. 
SR In the former district there was a partial failure 
of the bhadoi and an almost total failure of the winter or rabi crops. In the 
latter, the outturn of the bhadoi crop was satisfactory, but the winter rice 
crop suffered severely for want of rain. The extensive jute crop was not 
entirely disposed of, and prices were low. In the case of lubourers the high 
price of food-grains was met by a rise in wages, but it affected the mate 
condition of the other classes of the population, and the lower middle classes 
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ially suffered. Relief measures were undertaken in some parts of the 
Division, Loans under the Agriculturists’ Loans Act were distributed fréely 
in Nadia, Murshidabad aud Jessore and in the Diamond Harbour subdivision 
of the 24-Parganas. Suspensions of revenue were also granted in some of 
the Government khas mahals. ‘he general health of the people was worse 
than usual except in Kbulna. 
176. In the Patna Division, the cutturn of crops was generally poor owin 
to scanty and unequally distribated rainfall, aj 
the consequent high prices were aggravated by the 
demand from the United Provinces The labouring classes, particularly from 
Saran and Gaya, emigrated in lurge numbers, the exodus from the former 
district being so large that male labour could only with difficulty be obtained, 
In the district of Shehabad, the crops in the unirrigated areas were in 
some places a total failure. The situation was somewhat critical in the © 
southern part of that district, but it was not necessary to declare famine, 
although in a few small selected areas relief was afforded from subserip- 
tions raised locally and by meuns of ordinary works under the District 
Board. Loans under the Land Improvement and Agriculturists’ Loans Acts 
were also given freely, the sum of Rs. 72,000 being distributed in this 
way in the district. In the district of Saran, the failure of winter rice, coupled 
with want of moisture for sowing ra/i, made the position of the cultivating 
and labouring classes somewhat serious from October to December, and general 
scarcity was apprehended ; but the danger was averted by rains in January » 
and February which immensely improved the prospects of the rabi crops. » 
Land Improvement and Agricultural loans to the extent of Rs. 48,000 were * 
given out chiefly in the Darauli and Manjhi thanas where distress was most 
apprehended. Local subscriptions amounting to Rs. 1,211 were raised ‘to 
rovide funds for the relief of indigent persons unuble to earn their livelihood ; 
Pat improved prospects rendered any such relief unnecessary, Some improve- 
ment works were started at the cost of the Khajwa and Hathwa Wards’ estates, 
in the Siwan subdivision, on the principle of test works under the Famine Code, 
but they did not attract labourers. The situation was also relieved, as 
already stated, by the emigration of the labouring classes in unusually large 
numbers to Eastern Bengal and elsewhere. These emigrants readily secured 
employment and made large remittances by money-orders to their homes. 
Muzaffarpur is reported to have been, by comparison, prosperous during the 
year, the average outturn of the crops there being 74 per cent., against 3% per 
cent. in the previous year. High prices were, however, seriously felt by 
the landless classes, specially by those with small fixed incomes, In the 
district of Darbhanga, the material condition of the people was bad during 
the first half of the year; and famine operations, which had been started in 
December 1906, were continued till the end of August. The dbhadoi 
crops were excellent and were followed by a fairly good aghani. ‘I'he 


district was visited by a small flood, affecting portions of the Bahera 
and Rosereh thanas. Fortunately it passed off quickly and was rather 
beneficial to the standing paddy crops than otherwise. The general health of 
the people was good on the whole throughout the Division. In Patna, the 
mortality from plague fell from 10,621 in 1906-07 to 6,085 in 1907-08, but 
small-pox and fever are reported to have been prevalent during the year. 
The town of Gaya which suffered severely from plague in the previous 
year wus almost free from it during the year. A large number of deaths 
from small-pox, which appeared in an epidemic form in Gaya and the 
outlying villages, occurred in the latter part of the year. In Shahabad, 
Jagadispur suffered severely from plague. in Saran, mortality from plague 
fall from 21,723 in 1908-07 to 15.8538 in 190708, and the majority of the 
deaths (10,659) occurred in April. In Champaran, the deaths from piague 
were only 37, - The towns of Muzaffarpur and Lalganj were free from 
plagae, and mortality in the rural areas of the sadar and Hajipur subdivisions 
was also comparatively low. The decrease in the mortality from plague is 
believed to be due Leasty to @ systematic campaign against rats in the 
municipalities. 


Patna Division. 
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177. Although there were no floods of an usual dharéoter Vin: the 
Bhagalpur Division, the prices, not only of food- 
grains but of other commodities, were higher than 
in the preceding year, due partly to bad harvests and partly to extensive 
exports. This caused some distress among people with limued fixed incomes 
and the landless day labourers who received fixed wages in money. Thoagh 
there was a rise in wages it was not, in the ease of unskilled labour, at 
all commensurate. with the rise in prices; but agricultural labourers who 
are usually paid in kind menaged fairly well. Substantial raiyats who

year was one peculiarly profitable to those who 
sell. Relief was sffurded to salaried classes on low pay in Government service 
by the grant of grain compensation allowance. In Purnea, the better 
outturn of bhadoi paddy, together with the money obtained for jute, enabled 
the cultivators to tide over the partial failure of aghani paddy; and though 
there was a marked decrease in the price of jute, the enormous profits 
of the preceding year helped those concerned in its cultivation. ‘The failure 
of rain in the months of September and October seriously affected the aghant 
and radi crops, but, in spite of the adverse circumstances, there was a regular 
' demand for labour, and the supply was not equal to the demand. A noticeable 
_ feature in the Bhagalpur district is that a portion of it to the north-east, 
which had been jungly and deserted by cultivators on account of inunda- 


i 
f ® ‘tions of the Kosi, is being cultivated again with success, as the land is said 


to be very fertile. Liberal advances were made under the Agriculturists’ and 


.* Land Improvement Loans Acts to those who suffered from floods during the 


previous yoar. In the Sonthal Parganas, the grain golas in the estates of the 
Court of Wards and in the Damin are doing most useful work and have 
afforded considerable help to the poorer classes of agriculturists. The people 
, of that district passed through a period of considerable stress and hardship 
oming. 5° the partial failure of dhadoi and winter crops. The outturn, it is 
reported, would have sufficed for local wants; but the greater part of the 
crops found its way into the granaries of local money-lenders and was thence 
exported to other districts. The coal-fields of Ramganj and Jheria furnished 
sararmant to a considerable section of the ‘agri of the Dumka, Deoghur 
and Jamtara subdivisions of the district. The Deputy Commissioner writes:— 

“The high prices of food-grains have considerably straitened the circumstances of 

. persons living on small fixed incomes and caused a marked rise in the wages of ooolies near 
industrial centres, The extension of the jute cultivation and the keen demand for this 
product brought a certain amount of ready money into the hands of the sgricultural 

pulation occupying the low strip of pues that akizts the Ganges in this district, The 

velopment of the lac trade enabled many of the aboriginals in the Damin to make lar, 
profits: unfortunately there is every reason to believe that these were at once squandered in 
the liquor shops.” 

_. In Darjeeling the condition of the permament residents in the Terai is not 
satisfactory. ‘They are gradually getting more and more involved in debt, for 
which they have to pay excessively high rates of interest. ‘The year is reported 
to have been one of loss to a majority of the pongle and of increased indebted- 
ness. The mortality from plague in Monghyr was higher than in the 
preceding year, It Bhagalpur, it was mainly confined to the town itself 
where the outbreak was more severe than that of the previous year. The 
death-rate from fever in some parts of the district was abnormally high.

Government estates of Kothdesh, Kodar and Khurda were also started for 
the same purpose, and ¢akavi loans were distributed. In Angul, works were 
vided for the labouring classes in order to enuble them to tide over their 

ultics. In Sambalpur, sufficient employment was provided by road work 
under the Public Works Department and the District Council, and by the 
zamindar of Barasambar. In Cuttack, the food stocks of the previous year 
were much depleted by extensive exports; and, as the year’s produce of grain 
was much below the average, the people were in wert § distress, Some relief 
was, however, obtained from the sowing of dalua or sativa paddy, the outturn 
from which was fair. In Puri, the stocks of food-grains obtained from the 
previous harvests are generally in the hands of a comparatively few wealthy 
men, such as the mohanis of maths, big landholders and mahajans who are reluctant 
to dispose of their stock either by sale or by advances to needy tenants in times 
of hardship. ‘There was a serious outbreak of cholera at the close of the 
year in the southern part of the Balasore district as well as in Balasore 


town and Soro thana with its outposts, and a number of hospital assistants 


were sent to aid the people. > 

179. The agricultural conditions of the year in the Chota Nagpur 
Division also were unfavourable. At the beginning 
of the year the people generally were as prosperous 
as they had been for years. ‘lhe previous year’s crops had been fair and the 
sale prices high. Excessive rain in August damaged the bhadot, and the 
premature cessation of the rains early in September resulted in a very poor 
outturn of winter rice and proteupe all rabi cultivation outside the small urea 
where irrigation was possible. From an agricultural point of view, there- 
fore, the year was a very bad one, In addition to the short outturn of 


Chota Nagpur Division. 


crops prices ruled extraordinarily high, and conditions nearing scarcity set in 


in various parts of Ranchi, Hazaribagh and Palamau, Assistance was afforded 
by advances under the Land Improvement and the Agriculturists’ Loans Acts, 
2 also by gratuitous relief. ‘Test works were also opened in the most 


parts. 

The labouring classes, as a whole, earned higher wages than formerly 
owing to the great demand for labour chiefly for railway construction and for 
the coal and mica mining industries. In Manbhum, the demand for labour wus 
much above the normal. During the year no less than 167,358 labourers were 
employed in the mines and 5,506 in the lac factories in this district. The 
railway contractors here imported labour from Bilaspur and elsewhere to, meet 
deficiencies in the local supply, and much of the District Board programme of 
work was suspended for want of contractors, who would not cilcaks to get 
the necessary coolies except at prohibitive rates. The Deputy Commissioner 
is satisfied of the good general condition of the mass of the population which 
lives partly by cultivation, partly by the collection of jungle products and 
partly by labour. Money was plentiful and the general standard of living was 
maintained in spite of high prices. In Singbhum, the condition of the people 
in the Kolhap is reported to have been good, despite the dronght and high 
prices. In Porahat, the rainfall was better than elsewhere in the district and 
crops were therefore not bad. Near the railway, however, there is a consider. 
able population with little or no land, and these’ people suffered from high 
‘prices, As ragards Dhalbhum, there was a partial failure of the rice crop over 
considerable areas, but the population is scanty and the demand of labour seems 
to exceed the supply. The general health of the people was only fair. Malarial 
fever prevailed to a great extent. In Hazaribagh district, there wus an

‘numbers of Sonthals than in any previous year emigrated in search of work 
from Kirhhum, the Sonthal Parganas, and Bankura, Most of the emigrants 
went to the districts of Hooghly and Howrah where they found work at the 
mills, workshops end brickfields, Many also went to the collieries in Burdwan. 
As usual, there was a temporary immigration of Sonthals and up-country men 
at the time of cultivation and hurvesting, also for work in the brickfields, rail- 
ways and mills. From Nadia a larger number of labourers than usual went out 


_ of the district, but in some cases they had to return early as they could not get 


sufficient work. To Murshidabad the number of temporary immigrants was 
much larger than in other years, owing to distress in the neighbouring Burdwan 
Division. There was practically no immigration to the Patna Division, The 
labouring classes, as usual, emigrated temporarily to Bengal, Assam and else- 
where for employment. An unusually large number is reported to have emi- 

rated from Saran during the year owiug to the apprehended scarcity in that

emigration from Darbhanga than in the preceding year, As regards Monghyr, 
under orders contained in.Government Notification No. 1510T,.—G., dated the 
15th July, 1907, all the places of accommodation for emigrants in the district, 
except one maintained by the Tea District Labour Supply Association, were 
closed on the 1st of November, 1907. Since then emigration has been 
carried on partly under Chapter IV of the Inland Emigration Act, but mainly 
under the provisions contained in Government Notitication No. 2582, dated 
‘the 10th December, 1907, and 732 unregistered emigrants were sent by 
the local agent employed under the Association up to the close of the year. 
No criminal cases occurred in connection with emigration. There has been 
no inter-district immigration into the district. Regular emigration from, or 
immigration into, the district of Bhagalpur or Purnea does not exist, though a 
small minority of the poorer agricultural labourers go oat to adjacent and 
eastern districts to be employed as reapers and ploughmen, and return home 
after the harvests are gathered. Inthe Sonthal Parganas, there was a good 
deal of emigration across the Ganges, mainly of Sonthals and Paharias. 
Many of them return after a few months, but quite a large number settle 
down for good in Purnea, Malda, Jalpaiguriand Rajshahi. There was no 
immigration into this district. It is reported from Darjeeling that very little 
cold weather labour came in from Nepal or elsewhere, and those who did 
immigrate worked in the tea gardens only as a last resort. The facility of 
communication afforded by the Bougel Racoas Railway drew many unem- 
ployed labourers from the Orissa Division to Calcutta, Assam and where 
in search of employment, but none left the Khondmals subdivision. As 
reported last year, there was no regular immigration into the districts of the 
Chota Nagpur Division except of labourers to work in the mines or on the 
railway. ‘I'he Deputy Commissioner of Singhbhum reports that no immigration 
into his district was recorded during the year; but the steady influx of Hindu 
traders into the Kolhan seems to continue. Including dependants 13,138. 
persons were registered in all the districtsin the Chota ur Division as’ 
emigrants to Assam, to labour in the tea gardens there. t year the 
number registered was 2,953. This very marked inerease is shared by 
all the districts of the Division, and is due to the unfavourable agricultural 
conditions. In addition, a very large number of coolies were enlisted for the 
Duars from Ranchi and h the ustomary emigration to

In the Basirhut ard Kushtia subdivisions industrial 
and agricultural exhibitions were held, and interesting specimens of local indus- 
tries and agricultural products were exhibited. In Murshidabad there has been 
a notable expansiomin the jute and shellac industries, in the trade in silk 
cloths and bell-metal, und in the manufacture and sale of steel boxes and trunks, 
‘There was a considerable extension in the cultivation of jute, but this has 
received a check owing to depression in the trade and other causes. In the 24-Par- 
ganas there is some tendency among the zamindars to study scientific methods 
of agriculture in order to extend the cultivation of valuable crops. The 
Collector is of opinion that the establishment of the District Agricultural 
Association has been useful as offering facilities in this respect. On the 
other hand, the Collector of Murshidabad remarks that in his district 
there is a deplorable absence of efforts for the improvement of agriculture.

of Patna pst that a few educated Biharis formed an association at 
Sonepur in November last for economic development in the way of advancing 
technical education and organizing capital for reviving old — indus- 
tries, such as hand-loom poeabey sugar, etc. The Bihar Industrial and Agri- 
cultural Exhibition was again held at Bankipur during the year, and was 
fairly well attended; the amount taken as entrance money’ was about 
Rs. 600. .The Commissioner considers that some good is expected to 
result from this exhibition as well as from the experiments made at the Bankipur 
icultural station, but progress will for some time be slow. The industries 
se jc blowing in the Patna city, and cloth weaving, both of rough and fine 
texture, in Bihar continue to exist. The woollen products of the district 
consist of coarse blankets and carpets of superior texture, but the industries 
are not very prosperous,eowing to want of argent and capital and the 
consequent use of inferior materials and aniline dyes. In Gaya, the mica 
mines continue to be worked. The lac industry also continues as before. 
‘Phe carpet weaving industry at Obra is said to be on the decline. A mill for 
husking rice was opened in Gaya last year, but so far it has not 
been a success. ‘The preliminary surveys of the Debri-Rohtas Light Railway 
in Shahabad have been made, and an attempt will very soon be made 
to float the Company. The preliminary survey of the .\rrah-Sasaram Light — 
Railway has also been made, and work will be commenced next cold weather. ~ 
In North Bihar, the cultivation of sugarcane is on the increase, while 
that of indigo continues to decrease in most of the districts; but the 
introduction of Java Natal indigo in Champaran and Darbhanga has helped 
to improve the condition of this industry. In Muzaffarpur, there is a 
wing tendency towards the cultivation of jute to which 4,000 acres were 
aerated during the year, against 500 acres of the preceding year, This 
staple is also finding its way into Champaran.

_ The Collector of Purnea ascribes the absence of economic development in 
his district to the want of education and enterprise in the people who depend 
on agriculture only, in spite of the fact that sufficient raw material for 
manufacture exists in the shape of mustard, tobacco and hides, He adds 
that, until this district is more thickly-populated and all land cultivated, 
there. is little room for such development. The Deputy Commissioner of 
Darjeeling points out that tea-is the sole \industry in Darjeeling, but 
that the high prices of food-grains and the low rate of wages in the ‘tea 
gardens have had the effect of keeping people on the land and increasing 
the importance of cultivation. It is reported that in some tea —s 
a system of weekly payments has been introduced with a view to free 
the coolie from the clutches of Marwari mahajans. As regards the Terai, 
tho indebted condition and extravagant habits of the people, along with 
the lack of interest amongst the cultivators in their lands and. their want 
of education, are the main reasons for the absence of economic development 
in that portion of his district. .

“4 There is nothing to indicate any change in the method of life of the cultivators, Wii 
are extremely conservative, and as a rule, not prudent and calculating. Ind year of 
plenty they do not care to kent a sufficient »stock in hand:for the year’s consumption, and 
sell off a lurge portion to pay their rent to the zamindars and to purchase unn 
Juxuries for themselves, if the crops fail they are compelled to borrow paddy at 25 per 
cent from local mahajans, and their indebtedness increases if there is a failure of crops 
for two or three years. The tenants in the protected and irrigated areas are 
evidently acquiring the elements of commercial prudence, and have at their hacks a reserve 


_ which they never formeriy maintained. They have aompcengs 3 held out against the 


middleman purchaser for better prices up to the bitter end, and there can be no doubt that 
this competition is gradually instilling into them a spirit of independence utterly foreign 
to the ordinary Uriya cultivator.” 

In the district of Balasore, a habit of tea drinking and smoking cigarettes 
is said to be growing up among the poorer classes, and some also are 
beginning to use imported sugar. There was no indication of the development 
of the swadeshi movement in this district. The people of Puri are said to be 
proverbially conservative and home-loving, and the majority of them are 

erally uverse to adopting new methods of developmg their resources. 
he Deputy Commissioner of Angul says the same of the people of his district ; 
he writes :— 

v4 have no business habits, and are hard drinkers; and this habit has quite 
improveri them and involved them heavily in debt. A most noticeable change seems, 
however, to be coming over them. They are induced to dress better, and since the last few 
months a large number have taken a vow of abstinence and have so far adhered to it. If 
they can keep this vow or become even moderate drinkers it is hoped they will 
gradually settle down as regular cultivators and improve their condition materially,”

Omitting the lengrerio' State of Cooch Behar, which is not dealt with in 
this Kesolution, the Native States under the control of this Government 
consist of the 2 small States of Seraikela and Kharsawan, which are-attached to 
the Chota Nagpur Division, and the 24 Feudatory States of Orissa. The 
latter are-dealt with direct by a Political Agent, subordinate to the Commissioner 
of Orissa. 

2. Kharsawan in Chota Nagpur, and Bonai, Hindol, Kaluhandi, Nayagarh, 
Nilgiri and Rehrakhol in Orissa continued under Government ent 


during the year under review, Owing to the abdication of its Ohief, the State 


of Keonjhar has recentiy been brought ander Government management. 
Baramba, Narsingpur and Pal Lahera were released during the year, aud the 
Chief of Nilgiri was restored to the aduinistration of his State soon after the 
close of the year. 
8. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to be able again to record his satisfac- 
tion at the progress that has been made and the steady development which ‘has 
taken place in almost all branches of administration in the Native States. 
There is no doubt that the Chiefs aie developing a quickened interest in the 
munsgement of their own affairs, and are paying increased attention to 
the details of adminisctration. The land revenue ro 
tory, and shows some improvement on previvus years. Colleetions of revenue 
were on the whole made promptly and punctually. His Honour is glad to see 
that the Chiefs and their Dewans have made personal tours in their States to a 
ter extent than previously, though undoubtedly there is still much room 
or improvement in this direction. The financial position of all the 
States is seund. With a few exceptions, the Chiefs have adh to the 
principle that the minimum reserve balance sheuld be equivalent to three 
months’ working expenditure. This is a principle the importance of which 
should be imjre-sed particularly on those Chiefs who have not as yet succeed: 


_in working up to it. Settlement operations were concluded in the twe Chota

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Nagpur States, and were in progress in Patna, Sonpur, Gangpur and Boad. 
‘Che paucity of Uriya-speaking officers has necessitated a further postponement 
of the Bonai settlement, It is hoped that this settlement will be n op. in 
earnest next year. 

_ 4, There has been a further improvement in the police administration of 
the majority of the States. In several States more trained and experienced 
officers have been intreduced, and a great improvement has been effected by the 
introduction of co-operative meetings between the Police of different States and 
of neighbouring British districts. The administration of both civil and 
criminal justice has on the whole been satisfactory. There has been some 
improvement (though there is undoubtedly room for more) in the promptitude 
with which cases have been disposed of. The development in jail admmistra- 
tion, noticed last year, has been maintained. A new jail has been built at 

‘aywgarh, and improvements effected in several other jails. Much attention

_ The number of municipalities in the Province during the year fell from 
128 to 127, in consequence of the tion of the Ulubaria Municipality in 
the district of Howrah. The creation of a new municipality at Khagaul was 
sanctioned with effect from October 1907, but it did not start operations during

% Collections. ~ The re received show that there has been a falling 
off'in the percentage of collections on current demand from 97+1 in the 


year 1906-1907 to 95°78 in 1907-1908. The decrease is shared by the muni- 
cipalities in the Burdwan, Chota Nagpur and Orissa Divisions. It was most’ 
ked in the last-named Diyieion, where the percentage fell from 96-9 to 90-0 
where the result, though not explained by the local officers, was probably 
to the prevailing scarcity, The Presidency and po Divisions show 
a slight improvement in this res while the Patna Division again returns® |

umber of rate-payers.—The total number of ratepayers in aoa 


cipalities rose from 414,454 to 416,376. The most noticeable increases 
oveurred in Howrah, Baliy and Baidyabati. In the Patna Division the total 
number of rate-payers decreased by 2,152, It. is reported that in Chapra . 
(1,086) and Darbhanga (75%), where the decreases were largest, the names 
rate-payers whose taxes were remitted in full were struck off from the 
emand register. These large reductions seem to need looking into. 
4. Results of elections held during the year.—General elections were held 


in Cossipore-Chitpur, Maniktala, Tollygunge, North Barrackpore, Nadia and 
_ Jessore. The percentage of attendance of voters rangéd from 60°6 to 38°4, 


5, Attendance at mectings.—The total number of meetings held was 2,072, 
of which 126 were adjourned. ‘The municipalities of Cossipore-Chitpur and 
Kalna again held the largest nnmber of meetings. viz., 48 and 56, respectively, 
The Lieutenant-Governor doubts whether it is either necessary or desirable to 
eall meetings so frequently as this. In Dumka, on the other hand, only 6 


“" mneetings were hold, which is insufficient. The Divisional Commissioners will 


be asked to look into these cases. The percentage of attendance of Commis- 
sioners was practically the same as in the previous year, viz. 55 per cent. On

6. Assessment and taxation—The rate on holdings was in force in 48 
municipalities and in portions of 8 others; while the tax on persons was 
levied.in 70 municipalities. In. Kushtia and Berhampore the rate on holdings 
has since been introduced in lieu of the tax on persons. ‘The triennial revision 
of assessment was due last year in the Arrah Municipality ; but it was resolved 
to postpone proceedings in order to minimise the opposition of the rate-payers 
to the Arrah drainage scheme, towards which each rate-payer is being asked to 
contribute by instalments a sum equal to two years’ taxation. With regard to 
the proposal to introduce the rate on holdings generaily in the Darbhan 
Municipality, the District Magistrate reports that the municipality consis 

ly of rural areas, where the houses are liable to collapse in times of flood 
and to be destroyed by fire, and that consequently no change in the system of. 
assessment is desirable. The latrine rate was levied in 93 towns, a water-rato 
in 13, and a lighting rate in 4. } 

7. The average incidence of municipal taxation for the whole Province 
was Ke. 1-7-5, as compared with Re. 1-5-11 in the preceding year. The inci- 
dence ranged from Rs. 9-14 per head in Darjeeling to annas 4-3 in Debhatta in 


_ the district of Khulna. 


8. Revision of assessment.—In 84 Municipalities revision of assessment ~ 
took place.

In Berhampore, the financial condition of which is not satisfactory, tle 
tax on holdings was introduced, and a general revision of assessment was made 
on the valuation principle. An inerease in income was obtained, but this # 
was largely reduced by the Appeal Committee, Having regard to the 
unsatisfactory proceedings of the Commissioners in this matter, a fresh assess- 
ment has been ordered by Government under section LLLA of the Act, under 
hreat of supersession. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to find from the 
Commissioner’s report that the Municipal Commissioners appear disposed 
cordially to carry out the order,

* 10. Income and czpenditure—The total receipts of the municipalities, 


including the opening balancer, amounted to Rs. 67,96,298, against Rs. 61,91,760 
in 1906-07. The increase occurred chiefly under the following heads :—muni- 
cipal rates and taxes (Rs, 2,27,054), grants and contributions Rs, 1,41,722), 
extraordinary and debt (Re. 1,09,636), and opening balance (Rs. 1,19,034), « 
The total disbursements amounted to Rs, 54,48,563, against Rs. 51,41,558 


“in the previous year. 


11. Clossng balances of municipalities. —The closing balances aggregated > 
_Rs, 18,47,735, against Rs. 10,50,202 in 1906-1907. The bulk of this invrease ay 
represents the unspent balances uf the loans and contributions received from 3 
Government. ‘The heavy balance in Bhagalpur, viz., Rs. 1,52,149, is explained 
as‘due to Rs. 1,14,500 being earmarked for expenditure on the improvement 
of the water-works out of a special Government grant of Rs. 91,000 and a 
loan of Rs. 85,5C0, vf 
_ 12. Income Ks, 57,47,68).~The total revenue receipts of the munici- 
alities during the year, excluding the receipts under “ Extraordinary and 
ebt,” amounted to Rs, 46,22,166, against Rs. 42,46,298 in 1906-1907." The 
bulk of the increase occu:red in the Burdwan and Bhagalpur Divisions. 

13. Octroi tax Rs, 22,344 .—This tax is leyiel only in the Sambalpur 
Municipality, where it gave a net income of Ks, 22,314, against Rs, 29,276 
in the Fae ing year. 

» 14, Tax on houses and lands Ks, 13,37,442).—The total increase under this 
head over the receipts of the previous year was Rs, 98,443. Of this sum, 
Howrah contributed no less than Re.

decrease of revenue by Rs, 1,986 and Rs. 489, respectively In Kevelganj * 
the income declined by Ks. 4,119, owing partly 10 the demand for 1907-1908 
kaving been paid in advance in the preceding year and partly to large arrears 
having been reulized in that year, ‘he receipts from the Azimganj-Berham- 
pore ferry also declined owing to continued drought and also to the opening 
of the Ranaghat-Murshidabad rai way line, which diverted traftic from the ferry, © 
On the other hand, there was an increase of Rs. 2,968 ander this head in

_ 16. Water-1 ate (Rs. 3,65,656),—This tax was in force in 13 municipalities, ¢ 
as in the two previous years, and yielded an increased revenue of Ks, 93,560. 
The largest increase occurred in Howrah (Rs. 49,891), and was due to tho

Darjeeling. The increase in Darjeeling is attributed to a rapid increase 
in the number of lighting connections throughout the town, and also to the 
assessment of new buildings. The increase in Howrah is due to revision o 
assessment. In Oossipore-Chitpur the increase is attributed to the rate having 
been imposed during the year throughout the entire area of tlie municipality, 
with the exception of a small portion of Ward No. LIT. ; 
” 18, Conservancy, including scavenging and lat-ine rate (Rs. 8,02,987)— 
The revenue under this head showed an improvement of Rs, 55,101. Of this, 
_ Rs, 39,188 were contributed by the Burdwan, and Rs, 12,675 the 
: Presidency Division. Howrah shows a marked increase of Rs. 36,815. In 
Murshidabad the latrine tax was introduced for the first time, and yielded 
an income of Rs. 5,265. In last year’s Resolution the Divisional Commissioners 
- were asked to instruct municipalities to pay greater attention to the question 
of raising incomes from trenching grounds and the disposal of street réfuse. 
' .. The Lieutenant-Governor a to find that the subject has not been noticed 
é by all Commissioners in the reports now received. His Honour  truasts, 
however, that it is receiving attention. 
| 19. Grants from Provincial and Local Funds and contributions from private 
individua’s (Rs. 6,09,191).—The income under this head shows an increase 
of Rs. 1,41,722. The grants from Government amounted to Rs 3,55,970, 
and‘fron Local Funds to Re. 1,29,077 ; while Rs. 1,24,14 were contributed by 
OR private persons.

20, The receipts from the Yaz on professions and trades and the Tax 
on persons according to their ctrcumstances and property were Rs. 59,823 anid 
Rs, 3,78,072, against Rs, 57,585 and Rs. 3,88,653, respectively, in the previous 
year. The slight fluctuations call for no comment. : 
21. Lependiture—Ofice and collection establishment (Rs, 3,87,065).—The 
; reentage of expenditure under this head on total ordinary expenditure has 
~ fallen from 9°4 in 1906-1907 t> 89 in the past year. This decrease is chiefly 
due to the remission by Government of the audit and banking fees hitherto 
charged to municipalities. : 
E 2. Prevention of fire (Rs. 27,992\.—As usual, the bulk of this oxpendi- 
' ture was incurred by the municipalities of Cossipore-Chitpur (Rs. 12,302), 
Howrah (Rs, 9,909), Garden Reach (Re. 2,019) and Maniktala (Rs, 1,211), 
all of which contributed towards the maintenance of the Calcutta Fire Brigade 
establishment. In Darjeeling Rs, 1,747 were spent on the local fire-brigade. 
23, Lighting (Rs. 2,45,386).—The total expenditure under this head 
rose by Rs. 8,073. The largest increases occurred in Howrah (Ks. 14,305) and 
» Cossipore-Chitpur (Rs, 12,240). In Darjeeling the ch fell from Rs, 45,107 
to Rs. 20,355, or by more than half. This decrease should haye been ined. 
24, Water-supply (Rs. 3,39,609).—Under this head the expenditure on 
capital outlay fell from Rs. 1,52,046 to Rs. 1,13,054, while that on Establish- 
i ment, Repairs, etc., rose from Rs. 1,93,491 to Rs, 2,26,555. The increase in the 
maintenance charges occurred chiefly in Howrah, Berham Burdwan and 
. Cossipore-Chitpur. In Howrah and Burdwan it is attributed to the high rates 
of coal and to charges on account of grain compensation allowance paid 
to the employés. There was a marked increase in capital expenditure at 
_». Bhagalpur (Rs, 62,188), due te the partial execution of a i 
scheme for the improvement of the water-works installation. 
plans and estimates for the hie hd water-works scheme we 
and the scheme has, after considerable delay, been Pree? 
the Municipal Commissioners. Detailed estimates and plans for 
. é . ieee 
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iter-works-at Gaya are now under preparation by the Sani yineer. At 
Khu tod impeoted water-works sikenie was completed. Te Horak there 
were numerous complaints regarding the short supply during the hot weather 
and the questions of the efficiency of the pumping mf and the improvement of 
the main are ® engaging the attention of the municipality. A scheme for the 
supply of fil water to the Seram Municipality is also under considera- 
tion. The Commissioners of the Hooghly-Chinsura Municipality huve had a 
sketch project prepared for the installation of water-works in that town, for which 
considerable subscriptions have been raised locally. The Lieutenant-Governor 
has also consented to make a grant from Provincial revenues towards the 
scheme. A detailed scheme for increasing the water-supply at Kurseong has 
been completed ; and the question of cing it is said to be under the 
consideration of the Municipal Commissioners. Z 
25. The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to learn from the Sanitary 
Board that the several municipal water-works installations in the Province 
_ were, on the whole, satisfactorily managed during the year. In this respect 
the Howrah works nea stand easily first. Though the cost of supply per 
‘thousand gallons rose slightly to 1°4 annas, it was still by far the lowest in the 
"Province. In Arrah there was an appreciable reduction in the cost of 
working from 51 to 4°7 annas, The management of the Berhampore works 
was reported to have been fairly sutisfactory. The Municipalities of a ser 
Chitpur and Maniktala received filtered water at the rate of 7°3 and 32 
gallons per head per day, respectively, from the Calcutta Corporation. The 
supply, however, from the same source to the Zollygunge, South Suburban 
and Garden Reach Municipalities was still much in defect. 
26. Drainage (Rs, 2,68,822),—In Howrah the southern foreshore scheme 
has been nearly completed; and Government has accorded sanction to the 


execution of the work on blocks XIV and XVI of the northern foreshore scheme. . 


Detailed plans and estimates have been submitted for the drainage of the 
Burdwan town ; but the question of financing the schome has not yet been settled 
by the Municipal Commissioners, A scheme, estimated to cost Rs. 77,433, has 
been prepared for the Katwa Municipality. The ome echeme has now. 
been completed, and is before the er Engineer. Two surveyors have 
been employed to prepare the Bhagalpur drainage scheme, and the Chairman 
hopes that it may be possible to start work in the year 1909-1910. The 
Titaghar scheme did not make satisfactory progress during the Mr owin 
to the stoppage of work by the contractors. The Cossipore-Chitpur a 
Maniktala schemes are still under revision, Six re viz., (1) Garulia, 
(2) eit 3) Barasat, ‘4) Basirbat, (5) Budge-Budge and (6) the northern 
section of the Baranagar scheme, have been sanctioned by Governmeut. The 
execution of the southern section of the Baranagar scheme has been postponed 
in consequence of the strong objections raised by certain residents of the 
locality to the proposed outfall into the Hooghly. Work was commenced on 
the Puri echeme during the year. 

27, Conservancy, includi road-cleaning, road-watering and latrines 
(Rs. 13,40,418).—Among individual municipalities, the largest increases occurred 
in Howrah (Rs. 26,088) and Cossipore-Chitpur (Rs. 17,603.) ‘The Licutonant- 
Governor desires that the Divisional Commissioners will not content themselves 
with a bare statement of the figures of expenditure under this head, but will 
note whether the actual work of conservancy has been satisfactorily and 
efficiently performed by the municipalities in their Divisions, Any particular 
case of neglect in this ep should be brought to notice. 3 

28, LHspitals and Dispensaries (Rs. 5,18,773).—Deduoting the contribu- 
tions from Government and other sources, tho interest on investments for 
medical purposes and the income from ‘‘ Feces and revenues from medical 

_ institutions,” the total net expenditure on hospitals from municipal revenues 
proper rose from Rs. 1,64,825 i in 1906-1907 to Rs, 2,10,993 in 1907-1908, 
His Honour is glad to observe from the reports thaf inereased attention appears 
to have been generally paid to the important subject of medical aid.

. 88, Public Instruction (Re. 1,43,443)—The_ outlay under this bens 
shows a small increase of Rs. £,971.; but the provincial percentage of expendi- 
ture on ordinary income is still below the prescribed figure (82). The local

ra 34. Loans.—Thirty -six municipalities were in debt at the close of the 
_ year, and their totul a indebtedness, after deducting the balance of 
the sinking fund investments, amounted to Rs. 38,96,848. The loan 


, liabilities of Howrah were Rs  20,90,363, of Darjeeling Ra. 5,40,390, 
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of BI pur Rs. 3,09,628 and of Patna Re, 2, 54, 452. ‘hirteen municipalities 
received loans during the year. Howrah took Rs. 1,10,000 for the construction 
of the south foreshore drainage ; Bhagalpur Rs. 85, 500 for the improvement of 
its water-works; Cossipore-Chitpur Rs, 61,000 for the enlarging of the trench- 
ing ground and the extension of gas lighting ; ; and Puri Rs. 50,000 towards the 
cost of the local drainage works.. 

36. On the 31st March 1908 the total outstanding liabilities of the muni- 
cipalities on account of unpaid bills.and unfinished works amounted to 
Rs. 2,38,505, against Rs. 1,84,020 in 1906-1907, which represents 9:9 per cont. 
of their total current demand. In 18 municipalities, against 14 in the 

year, the liabilities exceeded the closing balances, the worst case

On 
the other hand, it is reported that the administration of the Uttarpara Munici- 
pelity has been extremely unsatisfactory owing to the existence of party 
actions and to an attempt having been made by one of the Commissioners to 
obtain control of municipal affairs without incurring any responsibility. At 
Baidyabati and Bhadreswar, also, party feeling appears to have interfered to a 
greater or less extent with municipal administration, The Magistrate of Burd- 
wan has commented unfavourably upon the administration of the Burdwan 
Municipality in regard to the lieehsimg of meat shops. The action of the 
Municipal Cokisiaaeneah in this matter has been the subject of consideration for 
some time past; and the question of superseding them is now before 
Government. .

The Major Irrigation Works are divided into two classes— 


I.—Productive Works, 
Il,—Protective Works, 


The Productive works comprise the Orissa, the Midnaporo, the Hijili 
Tidal and the Sone Canals, These works are ali in operation. The Protec- 
tive works are the Tribeni Canal and the Dhaka Canal. The former is sti! 
in progress of construction, while the latter has been practically completed and 
isin use, The Minor Works for Navigation are the Calcutta and Hastern 
Canals, the Orissa Coast Canal, the Nadia Rivers, and the Gaighata and Baxi 
Khal, while the works of this class for irrigation are the Saran Canals, the 
Eden Canal and the Madhuban Canal, 

2. The Capital outlay on the Productive Major works in operation has 
been Rs. 6,45,01,072 to the end of March 1908. the works now held by 
Government as a return for this outlay comprise in addition to the weirs across 
the rivers and other head works, 7923 nies of main and branch canals, of 
which 498 miles provide for both Irrigation and Navigation, 270} miles provide 
for Irrigation only, and 29 miles provide only for Navi tion, There are in 
addition 2,674 miles of distributaries. During the period under review 10} 
miles of branch canals for irrigation were opened, and there is a net increase 
of 224 miles in the length of distributaries. here has, however, been ® 
decrease of 2} miles in the length of canals which provide for both irrigation 
and navigation, 

The outlay on the a account of the Protective works has beet» 
Rs, 36,74,032 to the 31st March 1908, of which Rs. 20,66,769 were spent? | 
the period under review. The designed length of the main canals is 79} miles 
with 282 miles of distributaries, The area irrigable will be roughly 127,50? 
acres. The Dhaka Canal, a small work deriving its supply from the Lal Bakey* 

_river in the Champaran district, has been opened thie year 1906-07. 
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The progress on the Tribeni Canal, though rather better than in the j 
period, has still been very slow. The difficulties connected with this ase ‘ais 
well known, and it is not necessary to recapitul»te them, It was hoped that 
it might be possible to open this season (1908-09) the first 40 miles of this canal 
as far as the Masan river, but this could not be done partly because of certain 
alterations required to the head sluice, but mainly because’ some of the works 
which provide for the cross drainages had not been completed. 

8. The average annual receipts from the Productive works from all 
sources during the three years have been Ks. 22,55,718, or Rs. 1,99,173 better 
than the average receipts for the previous triennium. ‘he increase is mainly 
due to larger returns from Irrigation. The receipts from Navigation and 
Mi ous sources also show some improvement, The average aun 
working expenses were Rs, 12,87,549, giving an average annual net mete 
of Rs, 9,68,169. This is better than the net revenue for the triennia ending 
March 1905 and 1902 by Rs, 13,916 and Rs, 4,70,455 respectively,

The increase in navigation receipts is chiefly from the Hijili Tidal Canal. 
This is due toa larger export of rice to Calcutta and acjacent markets. The 
navigation receipts from the Sone Canals, which decreased during the previous 
triennium, have also improved a little during the present triennium, On the 
Orissa Canals the reduction made in the rates of tolls in July 1903 was 
successful in obtaining some increase in the volume of traffic. On the 
Midnapore Canal the receipts show a marked falling of. This was due 
mainly to a decrease made in the rates of tolls by half with effect from Ist 
June 1¥06. On all the canals the receipts for 1907-08 were adversely 
affected by the poor rice crop of that year. 

8. The average annual receipts classed as Miscellaneous Reyenue for the 
period under review were Rs. 1,19,723, against an annual average of Rs, 1,12,841 
during the previous period, 

9. In the following paragraphs a brief review is made of the chief points 
of interest on each system. 

10. On the Orissa Canals the Capital outlay (direct charges) incurred 
during the period under review amounted to Rs. 71,158. This sum wes 
expended mainly on the extension of 2A distributary of .the Pattamundi 
Canal, the raising of the flood bank of that canal aud the construction of 
the Dudhai Branch Canal and partly on permanent outlets and minor 
distributaries, 

The average annual receipts were Rs. 4,81,278, or Rs. 74,929 more than 
the annual average of the previous period, The increase wes mainly in the 
water-rates, 

The average area irrigated was 263,863 acres, or 44,787 acres more than 
the average of the previous period. Compared with the average of the period 
ending March 1902, the area irrigated during the period under review showed an 

advance of 61,908 acres. The increase took ee mainly under sharif (rice). 
The radi irrigation from the Orissa Canals is very small. 

The average aunual working expenses during the last three years were 
Rs, 4,238,702, aguinst Re. 3,70;685 and Rs, 4,51,297, the averages for the two 
previous periods, The net result was an average annnal revenue of Rs, 57,576 
in excess of working expenses, against an average annual revenue of Rs, 35,634 
in the previous period and against an amvual deficit of Rs. 52,303 in the period 
ending March 1902. The result is satisfactory. — 

i. On the Midnapore Canal the Capital account was added to by 
&@ sum of Rs, 8,344 (direct charges) spent on the construction of permanent, 
outlets and on the extension and improvement of distributaries. 
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The revenue receipts for the period under review were less than duriug 
the two previous periods, being Rs, 1,73,033, against Rs. 2,16,520 and 
Rs, 237,273 respectively for the triennia ending March 1905 and March 
1902. The decrease took place both under Water-rates aud Navigation. The 
falling off under Waiter-rates is due to a decrease in the area irrigated; that 
under Navigation is chiefly on account of the reduction of the rates of tolls 
by half with effect from 1st June 1906. The average expenditure, on the other 
hand, increased, with the result that there is a considerable reduction in the 
net revenue, which averaged Rs. 2,069 only, against Rs. 70,092, the average for 
the previous period, 

The aren irrigated, which was almost entirely under rice, decreased from 

Yan average of 88,944 acres in the three years ending March 1905 to an 
average of 65,783 acres in the period under review. The decrease is due partly 
to the increase in the water-rate made from 1st April 1905, The radi irrigation 
is nominal. On this canal the irrigation is practically all done on leases for a 
term of . ‘he great drawback to this cunal system is th» uncertainty of 
the volume of supply in the river, which fails in a dry October just when it is 
most wanted. In the earlier part of the season the rainfall is usually ample 
and there is little need of canal water. 

12. On the Hijili Tidal Canal there has been an increase in the 
Navigation receipts. The —— from all sources averaged Rs. 66,889, 
against Rs. 42,875, the average of the previous period. Compared with the 
period ending March 1905, the working expenses during the period unier 
review show an increase of Rs. 11,020, being Rs. 48,018, against Rs, 86,998. 
The increase is due to extensive silt clearance. The net revenue was Rs. 18,871, 
against Ks. 5,~77 in the ding period. 

13. On the Sone Sanals Rs. 7,062 were spent on works chargeable 
to the Capital account, the principal item of expenditure being the exten- 
sion of the office building of the Executive Engineer, Eastern Sone Division, 
at Bankipore. 

The annual receipts from all sources averaged Rs. 15,34,518, against 
Rs. 13,90,831 and’Rs. 11,12,278 in the two previous periods, The water. 
rates show a decided improvement during the period under review ; the annual 
average having been Ks. 14,43,346, against Rs, 13,18,458 for the previous 
triennium. 

The average area irrigated during the triennium was 571,850 acres, 
against 493,878 acresin the previous period. The imerease took place both 
under tharif and rabi. During 1907-08 the total area that was irrigated 
(648,920 acres) is the largest that has been attained so far on this system, 

The annual working expenses averaged Rs. 6,44,865, or Rs. 96,684 more 
than the average of the previous period. The increase is due chiefly to 
special repairs to the Sone weir and renewals of and repairs to the lock-gates. 

e net result of the working of the period under review was au average 
annual surplus of receipts over working expenses of Rs. 8,89,653, which is 
equivalent to a return of 333 per cent. on the Capital outlay. These canals 
have now practically ceased to be any burden financially to the Province, 
while their indirect value is great. 

14. The Dhaka Canal bas been in operation from the year 1916-07. 
The areas irrigated during that year and 1907-08 have been respectively 
9,220 and 12,824 acres. During the year 1907-08 there was a sharp demand 
for canal water for kharif irrigation. 

Water rate rules forthe canal have been , and the receipts from 
water-rates and miscellaneous sources during the years 1906-07 and 1907-08 
amounted to Rs. 2,944 and Rs, 17,808 respectively. 

, The Capital outlay incurred to end of 1907-08 has been Rs, 4,82,461. The 
construction estimate been closed on 3’st March 1908, and all further 
Capital outlay will be incurred under the open capital rules. 

_ ._ 15, The Capital ontlay (direct and indirect charges) on canals classed 

-as Minor Works and Na tion was Rs. 13,48,140 during the period 
under review and Rs, 1,45,42,157 up to the end of this period. ‘Phe average

16. The Calcutta and Eastern Canals are a series of navigable 
channels, mostly natural and partly artificial, connecting Calcutta with the 
eastern districts of Bengal and with Assam. The average annual receipts 
_ “were Res. 5,038,481, or Rs. 69,761 more than the aunual average of the previous 
period. The navigation receipts during the period under review show a 
steady advanco over the roceipts during the previous period. This is due 
siaialy to the increase of traffic in the Madaripur Beel channel. The mis- 
cellaneous receipts also show an increase due to rents of land for warehouses 
on the banks of the canal, The average annual working expenses amounted 
to Rs, 4,345,117, against Rs. 2,76,576 and Rs, 2,66,435, the averages for the 
two previous periods, The net result was an average annual revenue of 
Rs, 70,364 in exceas of working expenses, against an annual average of 
Rs. 1,57,344 in the previous period. This falling off is on account of un- 
usuall heavy working expenses due to (1) special repairs to the Dhappa lock 
and Kulti sluice; (2) thorough overhauling of the floors of most of the 
bridges on the Circular Canal ; (3) silt clearance of the Tolly’s Nala and other 
khals, “and (4) working of dredgers hired from the Steamer Companies in the 
Beel channel and elsewhere. The increased charge for establishment during the 
year 1907-08 also affected the aromas net,revenue. The annual average 
number of boats using the canals during the period under review was 
130,577, against 122,471 in the preceding period. 

The outlay charged to the Capital account of this system during the 
period under review was mainly incurred on (1) improving a channel across 
the Madaripur Beel in the Faridpur district, (2) Dredger Foyers, (3) Ultadaunga— 
Bamanghatta Canal, (4) constructing warehouses at Ultadanga, (5) bridge

REPORT CN THE WORKING OF THE STEAM TRAWLER “GOLDEN 
CROWN” FROM JUNE 110 . Shineeges 1908 WITH NOTES ON 
POND AND BHERI CULTURE. 


Iy paragraph 110 of Mr, K. G, Gupta’s final report on the enquiry into 
fisheries in Bengal, he urged the necessity of a 
a ctr mit regular fishing survey of the Bay under ive. 
ment agency with a view to the opening up of a large supply of food material 
for the people of the country which has been hitherto overlooked and 
neglected. As a first step towards the opening up of sea fisheries, it was 
considered essential that Government should undertake a systematic survey of 
the Bay from the fishing point of view, so that the favourite haunts and the 
riodical migrations of fish may be ascertained and-recurded and practical 
Apuicietrstion given as to what the sea is capable of yielding. As there would 
not be any immediate return from any such experiment and the initial outlay 
would be considerable, it was found necessary for Government to make the 
proposed survey. Mr. Gupta was anxious to have the proposed survey taken 
up at the commencement of the last cold season, and a definite proposal was 
submitted to Government in this office letter No. 570, dated the #lst October 
1907, in advance of the publication of the final report. 

2. For the proposal Cape Colony furnished a successful and apersyeee 
precedent. ‘There was no deep sea fishing worthy of the name there until 
Government bought a steam trawler and obtained the services of a suitable 
staff for the proper survey and investigation, with the result that now several 
steam trawlers owned by private — are engaged in fishing. The pro 
was approved and the Secre of State was approached to sanction the scheme 
and to send outa suitable trawler with necessary appliances, 

8. The trawler Golden Crown was bought by the Secretary of State 

7 and altered and fit out to suit the climate 
voecteription of the survey and the requirements. The vessel was built in 

° 1896 at Hull and is of gross tonnage 183 and 
dimensions B, P.110 x 21x11-,4, with draft ede, 13 feet 6 inches and. 
preet 16 knots on 5 tons per diem with triple expansion engines by 

D. Holmes & OCo., 60 H.-P. and with new steel multitubular boilers 
(December 1907). She was fitted up with large trawling winch capable of 
taking 1,000 fathoms. There was complete outfit of otter trawls, drift nets 
and long lines, and she was certified to be in first class condition throughout, 
haying some her No. 3 special survey with Lloyds and was inspected and 
approved by the Board of Trade. A considerable sum was spent on her by 
her late owners in fitting new decks and thoroughly overhauling her in every 
part, Everything was done by the a of shipping to ventilate the 
quarters and to make the vessel suitable for tropical work. These additions 
and alterations took considerable time owing to which the vessel could not 
start before 19th February, when she sailed as bound on a two tay fishing 
voyage to and in the Bay of Bengal with the Secretary of State for India in 
Council as registered owner and under the charge of a permanent staff of 
five English crew and a temporary staff whose engagement was only to reach 
her to Calcutta. , ‘ 

4. Immediately after her arrival in port I arranged an inspection of the 

SEs SERRA vessel by the Deputy Director of the Royal Indian 

Marine ‘assisted by the Naval Constructor on the 
morning of the 7th April. Tho Port Officer also kindly assisted me with 
advice and observation during the inspection. As the result of the inspection 
further improvements and alterations were found to be imperative, and on 
Government sanctioning the alterations, the work was taken up as urgent, and 
by the 10th of June the vessel was ready to sail.

5. On the 13th of June, with 20 tons of ice, with five r 
pial navigating officer and 17 Indian crew and two 
lini fishermen, the Golden Crown made her first trial — 
trip, and on going out met the first onset of the monsoon at the mouth of — 
the Bay, but.in spite of this commenced trawling on the 15th June and proceeded 
to Balasore Roads, where she continued her operations at several places. From 
that time till the end of September she has made several cruises in the west 
coast to places from Pilot Ridge light vessel to the south-west of Puri and in 
the east coast in the neighbourhood of Elephant Point and Eastern Channel 
light vessel, with occasional stoppages compenee by the necessity for petty 
repairs and other incidental difficulties, ‘I'hese stoppages, however, afforded 
welcome rest to the overworked crew, who had to be continually out during 
the worst monsoon months. 

6. The actual operations during this period took place on 40 days, and the 
total catch amounted to about 12 tons in all. The 
quantity of the catches is very steadily increasing. 
7. The vessel is in charge of a master skipper who is a well known 

Se trawling Captain from Hull. He is assisted by the 
trawling first hand (Mute), one drift net expert 
and along line expert. Both these experts are at present helping the skipper 
in trawling operations, ‘This will continue to be so until some other arrange- 
ments can be made to carry on experiment with drift nets and long lines. 
Besides these, a navigating officer with a master mariner certificate has to be 
retained for such a time as would enable the skipper to become familiarized 
with the Bay. The engine is under the charge of an experienced European 
Engineer. Besides, there is a complement of Indian crew, 17 in number, and 
two fishermen. One of the fishermen has showa such sa‘isfactory progress 
that I took one fisherman apprentice sent by the Collector of Cuttack and two 
fishermen apprentices sent y the Raja of Ranika for training. The Cuttack 
man showing good aptitude has been taken in asa deck hand. I am endeavour- 
ing to make our fishermen take interest in the work of the trawler and I am 
glad to be able to say that so far my attempt has met with some success, 

8. One of the important parts of the experiment is the safe bringing up 
of fish in good condition to Calcutta. In this 
respect the trawler has shown very satisfactory 
results. The fish hold and ice hold of the trawler 
seem to be all that are desired. The ice once loaded keeps well, there being 
very little wastage, and fish preserved in ice in the hold are brought to Caleutta 
in good condition without any deterioration in quality or appearance. On the 

grerage 15 tons of ice are being tuken each trip. The ice is being supplied 
+3 see companies of Calcutta in equal shares at the cheap rate of 

8, 15 per ton. 
9. The demand for a regular supply of sea fish is inereasing gradually, 
Bale of fish. and I have arranged through the Superintendent 
: ; of Sir Stuart Hogg Market to put a certain 
uantity of sea fish daily in the market according to demand from the Linde’ 
old Store, where the entire stock is placed on arrival of the trawler in port. 
As the Linde Cold Store is situated at some considerable distance from the 
landing jetty and also from the market, a good deal of difficulty is being 
at present experienced in the transport of fish to and from the store. I am, 
however, giving my best attention to the satisfactory solution of the difficulties. 
The sale proceeds are increasing steadily. They have risen from Rs, 700 in 
August to Rs. 900 during September. It is believed that the sale of the 
trawler’s fish bas set free a large quantity of otherwise indifferent fish for 
the use of the masses, thus having been the:means of lowering the price of 
ordinary kinds of fish which are the chief nitrogenous food svaileble for the 
bulk of the people. .

‘SE the haunts and migration of different species of 
sm us fish+ found in the Bay, I am petting the repre- 

sentative species of each cruise identified by Mr. B. L. Chaudhuri, through 

the kind co-operation and guidance of the Superintendent of the Indian 

Museum, who very kindly supplies tle vessel with two jars of Formalin 

Solution at each trip, and under whose guidance all the specimens collected 

are identified and preserved. I am glad to be able to say that already about 

100 speeies have been identified, of which many are for the first time reported 

from the localities, and about six are believed to be new to science. Dr, N. 

Annandale has proposed to illustrate these fish lists with plates which he 

‘estimates will not cost more than Rs. 400. The proposal is now before the 

Government for sanction, on receipt of which the fish lists will be published 

as an appendix to this report with description illustrated by plates. 

‘12. I undertook certain enquiries to find out whether it would save time, 
expense and handling by stopping the trawler at 
Diamond Harbour and Balasore and then bringing 
up fish by train to Calcutta, So far as I have been able to ascertain, I find 
that the cost of carriage of ice and drinking water as well as the expense of 
loading and unloading at a distant port will far exceed the saving that may be 
otherwise effected. The trawler now takes full eight hours’ run from Sand- 
heads to port, and as ice is keeping on well, no difficulty is experienced in 
allowing her to come up to Calcutta. : 

13. It was decided to experiment on breeding of rahu, katla, mirgal, 
etc,, in confinement in anticipation of the return 
of tlre student who has been deputed to Germany 
to study carp-breeding. A very suitable plot of ground was selected in 
Baliganj which was formerly occupied by the First Calcutta Volunteers. 
As the Volunteer Battalion was about to sell off the selected plot by private 
negotiation to private parties, I had to take up the matter as urgent, and after 
several interviews and consultations it was ascertained that the land was 
Government land. The matter is still pending before the Military authorities 
for sanction of transfer of the plot to be utilised for the purposes of this 
department. Apprehending delay in the negotiations, I offered to Government 
a small plot of ground at Barh to be experimented on as a breeding pond. 
With this purpose in view a station with a small establishment has been 
opened at Barh where pond excavation is being carried on. Owing to the 
exeemerenly dry season no water-bearing stratum has been reached yet. 
In the meantime I made some arrangements to gather spawn and fry in the 
bed of the Bhagirathi at Tribeni and the fry was successfully caught and 
distributed in Purnea, Patna, Bankipur and two tanks in Calcutta, as a pro- 
visional experiment, and so far it has given good results. I have also distri- 
buted printed directions for stocking of tanks throughout the Province and 
have received some applications for the supply of fry at the market price. 

14. Ihave made an extensive enquiry to ascertain the condition of 
bheris in the north Salt Lake. I have found that 
owing to the very profitable outturn of these 
bheris, all bheri land is under lease, and even paddy land is being converted 
into bheris. I have after all found one bheri under conditional lease in the 
Bhangar canal, where the leaseholder happens to be a tenant at will under 
the Public Works Department (Eastern Canals Circle), I have decided to 
commence my experiments in the bheri with the help and co-operation of 
the Executive Engineer in charge from the commencement of the bheri 
season which begins from the month of February each year. : ;

Resolution on the Reports from Commissioners of Divisions on the working of 
‘ District Boards in Bengal during the year ] 907-08, 

There was no change in the number of District and Local Boards during 
the year. One new Union Committee was established with effect from the 
lst September 1907 at Ulubaria, in the subdivision of that name in the 
Howrah district, on the withdrawal of the provisions of the Bengal Municipal 
Act, 1884, which were previously in force in that place. 

2, Constitution of District Boaris,—The total number of members of 
District Boards remained unchanged. The total number of meetings held 

» (428) was about the same asin 1906-07, Only 20 were adjourned or proved 
ive for«want of a quorum, The District Boards of Manbhum and 
Birbhum held the largest number of meetings, viz., 21 and 20 respectively, 
Patna, Shahabad and Saran following with 18 mectiugs each; and of the rest 
only Pari, Sambalpur and Palanan failed to meet at least once a month. The 
average attendance at meetings (12'8) shows a slight improvement over that of 
the previous year (11°5). Taking the total number of members in each Division 
~ dnto consideration, the Patna Division shows tho best attendance (62 per cent.), 
‘and Chota Nagpur the smallest (43 per cent, ). ; 
- “8. Constitution of Locai Boards.—No change occurred in the number of 
Members, Of 846 meetings convened, 119 were adjourned or proved abortive _ 
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for want of a quorum. Thirty-five Local Boards failed to meet “once a month, 
The average attendance of members at meetings was 5*2, as compared with 
59 in 1906-07 and 4°9 in 1905-06. */ 

4, Llstions.—General elections were-held in the districts of Birbhum, 


* “Bankura, Hooghly, Khulna and the 24-Parganas. The Divisional Commis- 


sioners report that very little interest was taken by the people in these elections. 
In several cases the sions failed, and the vacancies had to be filled by 
nomination by Government. 

5. Union Committees. —There were Union Committees only in the 
Burdwan, Presidency and Orissa Divisions, as in previous years. The aggre- 
gate income of the 50 Union Committees, which were in existence during the 
year, excluding the opening balance, declined from Rs. 18,582 to Rs. 16,913, 
and the total expenditure from Rs. 19,323 to Rs. 16,052. Twenty-three 
Union Committees expended the whole or nearly the whole of the allotment 

laced at their disposal. The Commissioners of the Burdwan and Presidency 
Divisions report that many of the Union Committees in their Divisions did 
useful work during the year. The Memari Union in Burdwan and all those in 
the Orissa Division again incurred no expenditure, and practically did 
nothing during the year. The question of infusing life into these Committees, 
and extending their sphere of usefulness will shortly be taken up in counexion 
with the Bengal Local Self-Government (Amendment) Act, 1908, which con- 


- templates the delegation of extended powers to these bodies in the matter of 


village sanitation and water-supply. 

6. Financial results.—The gross opening credit balance of the year was 
Rs. 28,22,764, and the total receipts of the District Boards from all sources 
amounted to Ks. 79,388,862. The total amount available for expenditure was 
thus Rs. 1,07,61,626, of which Rs. 79,29,121 were disbursed during the year, 
leaving a credit balance of Rs. 28,32,505 on the 31st March.

7. Provincial Rates (Rs. 84,06,194).—'Vhere was a large increase of revenue” 

under this head, amounting to Rs. 1,62,242, which was shared more or less 

all the Divisions except Bhagalpur, where the income declined by Rs, 8,093. 
The largest increases of Rs, 80,199 and Ks. 64,298 are roturned by the Patna 
and Chota Nagpur Divisions, respectively. In the former Division the 
recovery of arrear demands from some big zemindars accounts for increases of 
Res. 61,602 in Darbhanga and of Rs, 24,008 in Gaya. In the Chota Nagpur 
Division the increase was shared by all the District Boards, and was due to the 
revision of assessments on mines in Hazaribagh and Manbhum, to better 
collection in the Chota Nagpur Estate in Ranchi, and to the recent revaluation 
in the District of Palamau. 

8. Police (Pounds) (Rs. $,48,487)—The total number of pounds main- 
tained by the District Boards was 2,773, and the revenue derived from them 
shows an improvement of Rs. 10,564. The increase was shared by the 
Burdwan, Patna and Chota Nagpur Divisions, while there was a decline 
in the remaining Divisions. ‘lhe largest increase occurred in the Champaran 
district (Rs. 4,339) There were comparatively large increases also in 
Midnapore (Rs. 1,783), Darbhanga (.is. 2 429), Sambalpur (Rs, 2,531), Ranchi 
(Rs, 1,803) and Palamau (Rs, 2,381), The improved revenue is ascribed 
generally to better settlements and better collection of rents, and to the increase: 
in the number of pounds and in the amount of sale-proceeds of unclaimed cattle. 
On the other hand, there were considerable decreases in the distric's of Cuttack 
(Rs. 2,528) and Bhagalpur (Rs. 1,619). In these two districts the pounds 
were settled in the previous year, when large security deposits were received 
and credited to the Boards. The reports show that more interest is being 
taken by the Boards generally in the administration of the pounds, 

9. Civil Works og 15,56,948).—The receipts under his head show an 
aggregate decline of Rs. 1,82,052, which occurred almost entirely in the Patna 
Division, and has not been fully explained, The annual grant of 9 lakhs made 
hy Government to augment the resources of District Boards with a view 
principally to improve roads and communications, etc., is included mostly 
under this head. 

10. he receipts from Ferries show a marked increase of Rs. 40,496. The 
improvement was most noticeable in Patna (Rs. 6,829), Muzaffarpur (Rs, 17,887) 
and Darbhanga (ts. 34,083). Better settlements, prompt realization of the 
demand and the recovery of security deposits on fresh leases account general! 
for the increase in these three districts, as elsewhere also. The income fell 
largely in Midnapore (Rs. 3,100), Khulna (Rs. 3,008), Cuttack (Rs. 3,977) and 
Shahabad (Rs. 3,068). No explanation has been given of the decrease in 
Midnapore. In Khulna it was due to the failure of the Board to realize rents 
due from lessees; and in Cuttack it was only apparent, as in the previous year 
the ferries were resettled for three years and security deposits equal to one-half 
of the annual rent were received and credited to the Board. 

11. Loans (Rs. 7,96,698).—The 24-Parganas District Board obtained a 
loan of Rs. 6,39,698 for the execution of the Magra Hat Drainage Scheme 
referred to in last year’s Resolution. The Muzaffarpur District Board took a 
loan of Rs. 1,25,000 for the repair of dumages to roads and bridges caused 
by the floods in the previous year, and the Manbhum Board of Rs. 32,000 for 
the improvement of roads. 

12. ‘Ihe income under Interest and under Scientific and other Miner Depart- 
ments was practically the same as in the preceeding year, Under Liucation 
there was a decrease of Rs, 11,285, which is more than accounted for by the 
falling off in contributions received during the year. The receipts under 
Medical rose by Rs. 42,043, chiefly in consequence of grants made by 
Government. ‘The figures under the remaining heads call for no special 
comment, 


EXPENDITURE. 
13, Administration (Rs, 2,18,38¢),—There was a decrease of Rs. 9,570 
in the aggregate expenditure under this heading, owing to the abolition, 
with effect from the lst April 1907, of the fees for audit and banking hitherto . 
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charged by Government, Office establishment and contingencies show increases 
of Rs. 2,543 and Rs. 6,445, respectively, due to normal expansion of work. 

14, Education (Ks. 11,70,890).—The total expenditure on this important 
branch of the Board’s administration slows an increase of Rs, 26,237, which 
occurred mainly under “Primary schools maintained and managed by the 
* Board.” The largest increase (Rs, 43,135) occurred in the Patna Division. 

The Darbhanga district shows an increase of Rs. 20,316, which was mainly due 
to larger expenditure on the subordinate inspecting agency, on stipends in 
boys’ and girls’ schools and on prizes for primary education. There was also 
a large increase (Rs. 10,650) in the Sambalpur district, which has not been 
explained. During the year, one high school, 132 middle schools, 95 upper 
primary schools and 7 industrial schools, with 497, 8,731, 7,992 and 160 pupils, 
respectively, on their rolls, were maintained by the District Boards. In the 
upper and lower primary schools aided by the Boards, 857,531 boys and 
77,902 girls received instruction, as compared with 646,040 boys and 72,524 
irls in 1906-07. Four District Boards, viz., Hooghly, Jessore, Purnea and 
anbhum, failed to spend on education the full amount assigned for this 
purpose from Provincial Kevenues, There is no apparent excuse for this 
failure, as in none of these districts did the receipts during the year from 
pounds and ferries taken together decline, as compared with the revenue 
aot ec from these sources in the settlement of the fixed grant made to the 
oards. 

15. Special Schools.—The technical schools maintained or aided by the 
District Boards of Burdwan, Khulna, Midnapore, Bhagalpur, Ranchi, Hazaribagh 
and Manbhum were continued during the year. Small technical schools were 
also maintained by the District Boards of Shahabad, Saran and Darbhanga. 
Besides the maintenance of technical schools, most of the Boards gave scholar- 
ships to pupils attending either the Sibpur or Bihar Engineering Colleges, the 
Veterinary College at Belgachhia, the Deaf and Dumb School at Calcutta, the 
Government School of Art, Calcutta, or the Government Medical Schools in 
Caleutta and Patna, One scholarship of Rs. 25 a month tenable at the Medical 
College, Calcutta, was also awarded by the Shahabad District Board. Scholar- 
ships were also given to some pupil-nurses at the Temple Medical School and 
the female Hospital at Chinsnra, 

16. Indusirial development.— Attempts continued to be made by several 
District Boards to popularize the fly-shuttle loom, with but limited success, 
In the Chota Nagpur Division the number of industrial schools and the 
number of pupils in them fell from 21 and 328 to 16 and 263, respectively. 
The decrease occurred in the district of Hazaribagh, and was due to the 
withdrawal of aid from five industrial schools owing to their unsatis- 
factory working. In the district of Manbhum two industrial schools at 
Tanasai and Pandra received aid from the District Board. The Raghunathpur 
Weuving School, which received a‘monthly grant of Rs. 10 from the District 

oard, was abolished during the year, as the working of the school was found 

to be unsatisfactory, and the attendance of the boys nominal. The fly-shuttle 
loom, which had been supplied to this school by the Board, was sent to the 
Rev. Dr, Campbell of Pakhuria, who has established a similar institution, 
where there are now 11 looms. The teacher and instructor is a weaver 
belonging to the district, and is one of the men who were sent to Serampore 
at the expense of the District Board some years ago to be tanght the use of 
the fly-shuttle. There were nine apprentices working at this institution 
during the year. The reports of the Special officer appointed by Govern- 
ment to survey the industrial position and prospects in the Province and 
enquire into the existing conditions of technical and industrial instruction have 
been received since the close of the year. These reports have been 
considered by a Committee convened for the purpose, and Gratin is now 
considering what specific action should be taken to give effect to the 
recommendations made. 

17. The District Board of Hooghly contributed Rs. 1,500 towards the 
second Industrial and Agricultural Exhibition held at Chineura during the 
ear, The Commissioner reports that this exhibition was highly appreciated 
by the people, and was considered to be a great success in diffusing among 
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the public a knowledge of the products of different parts of the district and 
in encouraging local industries and agriculture, The Bankura District Board 
. contributed Rs, 300 to a local Agricultural Association for the collection and 
preservation of specimens of local arts and industries. The Birbhum Board 
gave a grant of Rs. 250 towards the Cattle and Agricultural Show held at Suri. 
An Agricultural Exhibition was held at Kushtia in the Nadia district, and a 
Cattle Show and an Agricultural Exhibition were held at Khulna, to the expenses _ 
of which the District Boards concerned contributed. The Commissioner 
reports that both these exhibitions aroused public interest. he Listrict Board 
of Manbhum incurred an expenditure of Rs. 3,025 on the Agricultural Show 
which is annualiy held at Purulia in that district, Sir Andrew Fraser attaches 
much importance to these shows. The attention of District Boards has been 
specially drawn to the propriety of encouraging local, industrial and agricul- 
tural shows, by making suitable grants-in-aid as their funds may permit; and 
it is hoped that farther mention of such shows will be found in the Divisional 
reports in future years. 

18. Medical Rs 4,06,096).—It is gratifying to observe that the District 
Boards continue to show keen interest in the promotion of medical aid in their 
districts. The expenditure increased under this head by Ks. 33,368, The 
total number of dispensaries wholly maintained by the Boards rose from 
129 to 139, and the number aided by them from 137 to 147, Four new 
dispensaries were opened by the District Board of Khulua, and one each 
by those of Hooghly, the 24-Parganas, Shahabad, Darbhanga, Cuttack, 
Balasore and Ranchi. The District Board of Jessore, on the other hand, 
closed one of the eight dispensaries maintained in the previous year. The 
reason for this step should have been explained. No dispensaries were main- 
tained by the District Boards of Murshidabad, Sambalpur and Hazaribagh. 
These Boards, however, contributed to the dispensaries maintained from other 
sources in their districts, For the maintenance of the new dispensary opened 
by the Hooghly District Board, Srimati Susila Sundari Dasi, widow of the late 
Babu Bama Charan Bhar of Hnripal, has made over to the Board Government 
securities to the value of Rs, 23,000, and has also presented a two storied 
masonry building for the purpose. The largost number of dispensaries As) 
was maintained by the Kiulna Board, Patna following with eleven. This 
latter Board also continued to subsidize all the Municipal dispen- 
saries in the district. Burdwan, Darbhanga and Monghyy maintained 
10 dispensaries each. ‘The Shahabad Distiict Board took over the maintenance 
of the Arrah dispensury, ‘The scheme of deputing Medical officers in charge 
of dispensaries to local markets continued to ba tried in the Burdwan, 
Presidency and Chota Nagpur Divisions. The Commissioner of Burdwan 
reports favourably of the result, The floating dispensary established by the 
24-Parganas District Board for the Sundarbans is said not to have proved a 
success, as the intervals between the visits paid to particular localities by the 
doctor were too long to allow them to be of any practical use. He has been 
instructed to confine his efforts to a limited area, so as to be more in touch 
with the people to be served, The floating dispensary opened through private 
liberality, during the year on the Taldanga Canal, in the Cuttack district, 
is said to have, been much appreciated by the public. ‘Che experiment of an 
itinerary dispensary for the Bhadrak Khas Mahal in the Balasore district is 
pr | to have proved a success. In several cases urragements wero also 
made for the supply of gratiitous medical relief in localities affected with 
malarial fever or other diseases in an epidemic form. ‘The total charges 
incurred by District Boards on measures for the prevention of plague amounted 
to Rs, 57,765, against Rs. 46,900 in the previous year. Almost the whole of 
the expenditure was, as usual, incurred in ibe Patna Division (Ks. 52,362). 

19, Sanitation (Rs. 31,754).—Vhe figures under this Mead show an increase 
of Rs. 7,034, which was shared more or less by all the Divisions. As in 
previous years, the sanitary work done by District Boards was of a somewhat 
varied character, and included preventive measures against plague, cholera 
and other epidemic diseases, the disinfection of wells and tanks, and the making 
of sanitary arrangements at fairs, mélas, ete. The charges incurred by the 
several District Boards on this account were generally light; but they were

considerable in Midnapore (Rs. 3,500), Patna (Rs. 6,007), Gaya (Rs, 6,268), 
Purnea (lis, 2,606) and Cuttack (Rs. 3,681). The system of village sanitation,» 
which has been carried out for some years past in Patna, was continued in 
tbat district, and was also followed in the districts of Midnapore, Birbhum, 
Hooghly, Gaya, Monghyr and Cuttack. Satisfactory work appears to have 
been done in the Patna, Gaya and Midnapore districts. 

20. Veterinary Charges (Rs. 87,921)—The expenditure on this account 
also shows an increase of Rs. 7,156, which was shared by all the Divisions, 
except the Presidency and Chota Nagpur, where there was a slight decline. 
The largest increases occurred in the Patna, Bhagalpur and Orissa Divisions. 
The District Board of Howrah alone, as in the previous year, returns no 
éxpenditure on this account, although it paid a monthly contribution of Rs, 15 to 
the Howrah Veterinary Dispensary. ‘lhe largest expenditure, viz., of Rs, 4,278 

- and ks, 3,523, was incurred by the Muzaffarpur District Board and the Sambal- 
pur District Council, respectively. The former maintained two veterinary 
dispensaries, one at the Sadar and the otber at Sitamarhi, at a total cost 
of Rs. 4,231, besides spending Rs, 918 on the itinerant veterinary staff, In 
Sambalpur the increase. of expenditure was chiefly due to the employment of an 
itinerant Veterinary Assistant. A sum of Rs, 1,868 was spent on the construc- 
tion of a building for the dispensary and quarters for the Assistant. In 
Purnea the expenditure rose from Ks. 675 to Rs. 2,033, owing to the 
construction of a shed for a shoeing forge attached to the veterinary dispensary, 
and the purchase of the necessary equipment. The Veterinary Hospital building 
at Paid 4 was completed at a cost of Ks. 3,187, ‘and was opened in October 
1907, In Sarana Vetgetieey Dispensary building was in course of construction, 
and a Veterinary Assistant was appointed towards the close of the year, 
The Champaran District Board emplcyed one itinerant Veterinary Assistaut 
throughout the year. The Burdwan Veterinary Assistant was dismissed for 
extortion and criminal misappropriation, and criminal proceedings have lately 
been instituted against him. Babu Sourendra Mohan Sinha, a public-spirited 
zamindar of bhagalpur, constructed u veterinary hospital in March last, 
and made it over to the District Board furnished and equipped on the 11th 
May of the current year. ‘The total cost, including the cost of building, 
furniture, instruments, drugs, etc., is reported to have been Rs, 11,&88, It is 
contemplated to attach a farrier’s department to the hospital, and for this 
purpose the District Board has sent a nalband to Belgachhia for training, 
on a monthly salary of Rs. 20. The local officers report favourably on 
the working of most of the dispensaries; and there has been a marked 
increase in the number of cases treated by the veterinary staff in many 
districts. There are distinct indications, in fact, that appreciation of 
the value of the Veterinary Department is steadily extending among the 

eople, and that the local bodies are taking increased interest in the subject. 

‘he Lieutenant-Governor is glad to learn that in several districts steps Lave 
been token to establish a farrier’s shop in connexion with the local yeterinary 
hospital. This is a measure of practical utility that might well be adopted 
more generally, The chief difficulty in the past has been to obtain a properly 
trained farrier; but it should be a simple matter now to have local men 
thoroughly trained at the Belgachhia institution. Sir Andrew Fraser has also 
noticed with satisfaction the desire shown by the Midnapore District Board to 
do something towards the improvement of the local breed of cattle. This 
Board has obtained eight stud bulls from Bihar through the Civil Veterinary 
Department , and intends to distribute these animals to suitable centres in the 
district that the people may be able to avail themselves of their services. 
Some useful work has already been done in this direction in the Birbhum 
district ; and His Honour would like to urge upon other District Beards 
the propriety of taking similar action in consultation with the Veterinary 
Department. 
_ 21 Famine Reliof.—The expenditure on this account fell from 
Rs, 2,96,772 to ls, 86,626. The bulk of the charges (Rs. 62,379) ws 
incurred in the Patna Division, the Presidency and Bhagalpur Vivisions nga 

. ing with an expenditure of Rs. 11,665 and Rs.9,322, respectively. Rs. 41,50 
were-spent on gratuitous relief in Muzaffarpur. In Nadia relief works wore 
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opened on several roads under the contract system, by meking advances to 
zamindars, members of the District and Local 2 8 and other gentlemen of 
the locality. Nearly Rs. 84,000 were advancedin thisway, The District Board 
of Murshidabad expended Rs, 1,441 on the survey of roads for famine projects. 
Tne District Board of Monghyr spent Rs. 3,443 during the year towards 
repairing the damage caused by floods; and this sufficed to provide employ- 
ment for those able to work. In the B ar district acute distress continued 
to prevail in the Madhipura and Supaul abdivisiens till the middle of June, 
owing to the wholesale ieee done to the erops by floods. The Board spent 
Rs. 3,824 in Madhipura and Rs. 2,055 in Supaul in repairing and constructing 
bandhs.. In Cuttack a sum of Rs. 1,050 was spent for gratuitous relief in the 
affected areas in the Jajpur and Kendrapara Subdivisions. With a view 
to provide work for the distressed people, road and tank works costing about 
Rs. 15,000 were also undortaken by diverting funds from the ordinary 
channels of expenditure. The Balasore District Board had to incur heavy 
expenditure in repairing the damage done by floods to roads and buildings, 
A sum of Rs, 17,454 was advanced to the Collector for gratuitous relief and 
test works. In Puri scarcity occurred in the neighbourhood of the Chilke 
Lake, as well as in the Marichpur tract, where test works were opened in 
December. Rupees 8,381 were paid from the District fund up to the end of 
March 1908 on account of these works. In all these cases where the accounts 
had been duly completed, the usual refunds were made from Provinciel , 
revenues, the policy of Government being to recoup the Boards for the 
charges incurred, except in respect of works directly beneficial to the Boards 
themselves. 

22. Civil Works (Rs. 45,69,276)—The expenditure incurred by the 
District Boards under this important head has steadily increased during the 
past five yeurs from about 31 lakhs to $F lakhs of rupees. ‘he figures for 
1907-08 show an increase of close ou two lakhs over those of the preceding 
year. Complaints are frequently levelled at the administration from time to 
time that sufficient attention is not given to the maintenance in efficient condi- 
tion of the mufassal roads and communications. It is impossible to peruse 
the Divisional reports for the past year without being struck by the enormous 
activity that is being shown by the Boards, especially in the districts of the 
Patna and Bhagulpur Divisions, in the improvement of communications. 
The increase in charges under ‘ Roads’ alone during the past year amounted to 
Ks. 2,01,708 for the whole province. The greatest activity in respect of 
original works of communication was shown in the Patna, Bhagalpur and 
Orissa Divisions, where the expenditure exceeded that of the previous year by 
Rs. 1,17,349, Rs. 1,25,656 and Rs. 46,816, respectively. The Boards taken 
all together maintained during the year 2,756 miles of metalled, 18,450 miles 
of unmetalled, 14,650 miles of village roads—an increase of 113 miles in all 
over the figures for 1906-07. 

23. It is sea however, in respect of the all important matter of 
bridges that progress has been made during recent years ; and the longé lists of 
iron and masonry bridges completed or partially constructed, contained in 
the reports for the past year, show that rapid progressis being made in this 
direction. Large and important bridges were built in the districts of Patna, 
Gaya, Shuhabad, Saran, Muzaffarpur, Champaran, Darbhanga, Monghyr and 
Bhagalpur; and important new roads were constructed in the Hooghly, 
24-Parganas, Monghyr, Bhagalpur, Balasore and Kanchi districts, A few only 
need be specified, In Gaya the large iron girder bridges over the Punpun on 
the Jehanabad-Arwal Road, and over the Jamuna at Jehunabad, were under 
construction. The bridge over the Jamuna on the Gaya-Shergati Road was 
completed. In Shahabad, the Thora Bridge was finished at a cost of Rs, 49,529. 
In Saran eight screw-pile bridges were constricted at a total cost of Rs, 54,875. 
In Darbhanga fourteen screw-pile bridges were completed at an aggregate 
cost of Rs, 69,713, and Rs. 10,764 were spent on additions and alterations 
to the Mohni Bridge. In Monghyr two important steel bridges on the Munsi- 
Balhi Road were under construction ; and additions of 3 spaus of 30 fect each 
Were undertaken to each of two other large bridges, the water-way of which 
had been found insufficient at times of high flood. ‘he construction of the 
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important pontoon bridge over the Bur Gandak river at Atharghat, referred 
to in last year’s Resolution, was completed during the year by the Muzaffarpur 
District Board, which also opened for traffic two steel girder bridges, one of 
3 spans of 100 feet each over the Puranadhar-Baghmati river, and the other 
of 3 spansof 60 feet each over the Kola river. This District Board also 
undertook the construction of a masonry bridge of 6 spans of 15 feet each 
on the Tajpur Ghat Road. The Champaran District’ Board undertook the 
construction of a serew-pile bridge 200 feet long at Gheghwa on the Motil ari- 
Tetaria Road. The decline in expenditure under ‘Other works of improve- 
mevt” is accounted for by the fact that in the previous year the District 
Board of Gaya made a grant of one lakh towards the Gaya water-works 
scheme, which was shown under this sub-head. 

24. Water-supply and Water-works (Rs. 1,23,511..—The Lieutenant- 
Governor regrets to notice that the expenditure on original works of this 
nature declined by Rs. 17,311. ‘* Repairs” shows a small increase of lis, 2,623. 
The decrease in expenditure occurred in all the Divisions, except Patna, where 
the total outlay rose from Rs, 7,929 to Rs, 16,311. All the District Boards in 
the Province incurred expenditure on originel works, except Manbhum. The 
largest amounts were spent by the District Boards of Jessore «Rs, 17,178), 
Khulna (Rs. 12,841) and Nadia (Rs. 10,699). A large number of wells and 
tanks were constructed, excavated aud repaired in the Jessore, Khulna, Patna, 
Gaya, Saran, Champaran, Muzaffarpur and Howrah districts. 


25. Drainage.—The total outlay under this head, both on original works 
and repairs, amounting to Rs. 3,786 against Rs. 1,593 in the previous year, 
was incurred in the Presidency Division. ‘he expenditure was mainly due 
to the muintenance of the Khurda Khal, tbe improvement of drains within 
the area of the Basudevpur Union in the 24-Parganas, and of drainage 
generally in the subdivisional town of Magura in Jessore. The work on the 
Magrahat scheme referred to in last year’s Kesolution is proceeding under the 
control of the Public Works Department of Governwent. The scheme for 
the improvement of the Nawiand Sonthi rivers in the 24-Parganas has been 
sanctioned under the Sanitary Drainage Act. The scheme for the re-excava- 
tion of the Bagerkhal, and the improvement of the bed of the river Jamuna 
which concerns the three districts of the 24-Parganas, Nadia and Jessore, 
is still under consideration. A surveyor has been appointed to 
determine the area affucted, with a view to the apportionment of cost 
among the three districts. In Nadia, the Choroikol Drainage Scheme 
under the Bengal Drainage .Act has been sanctioned by Government. The 
drainage scheme for the improvement of the town of Bagerhit in Khulna has 
not yet been settled. Tne proposal of the Drainage Committee to create a 
special Engineering Division at the cost of General Revenues, consisting of an 
Executive Engineer and subordinates, to be charged with the examination of 
the drainage conditions of specified areas und for the preparation of projects 
for the improvement of drainage where necessary, is still under the considera- 
tion of the Government of India. . . 

26.—Hoads. The expenditure on account of repairs of metalled and 
unmetalled district roads rose from Rs. 15,61,300 in 1906-07 to Rs. 16,88,688, 
while that on account of construction increased from Rs. 13,97,057 to 
Rs, 16,58,699. The cost of construction of village roads also increased from 
Rs, 28,866 to Rs, 41,599, Special activity was displayed by the District Boards 
of Shahabad, Saran, Champaran, Darbhanga and Muzaffarpur in enforcing the 
by-laws for the preservation of roads and removal of encroachments on them. 1n 

uzaffarpur 453 cases were instituted under the by laws and 426 convictions 
were obtained, Eight hundred and forty-two encroachments were removed 
without prosecution on service of notices from the District Engineer’s office, antl 
4 were rectified by subordinates during the execution of works. In Shababad 110 
cases were instituted under the by-law which makes it an offerice for carts to use 
the metalled portion of some roads during certain months of the year. In 
Saran 862 cases were instituted under the by-laws. The Commissioner will 
be asked to look into the nature of these cases, with a view to seeing that 

" cart drivers are not unnecessarily harassed by road subordinates, 
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27. Railway Feeder Roads.—It is satisfactory to notice that the progress 
under this head noticed in last year’s Resolution was fully maintained during 
the year. In Burdwan four feeder roads were in progress of construction. 
In Birbhum Rs, 15,376 were spent on the improvement of certain feeder roads. 


In Bankura five such roads were completed and three were under construction; 


but out of the grant of Rs, 25,000 received from Government for the construc- 
tion of two feeder roads, the Board failed to spend more than Rs, 2,791. 
This is unsatisfactory, as the Commissioner has observed. In Midnapore one 
feeder road was completed and three were under construction, on one of which, 
namely the road from Danton to Gopiballavpur, the Board spent Rs, 22,465 
during the year, In Hooghly six roads were in course of construction, and 
Rs, 12,481. were spent on this account... In Howrah Rs. 11,464 and Rs, 18,535, 
respectively, were spent on the construction and improvement of roads 
communicating with the Bengal-Nagpur and the Howrah-Amta Railways. 
In the 24-Parganas three out of four feeder roads under construction 
in the previous year were completed. In the Gaya district Rs. 13,234 
were spent on four feeder roads, In Shahabad the Sheosagar Feeder Road in 
the Sasaram subdivision and the Durgauti Feeder Road in the Bhabhua 
subdivision were completed at a cost of Rs. 11,799 and Rs. 3,992, respectively. 
In Champaran, out of the two feeder roads to Chainpatti station commenced 
during 1906-07, the road from Chainpatti bazar to Chainpatti station was 
completed during the year. The improvement of the Baraila road in Muzafiar- 
pur, a feeder to the Katihar branch of the Tirhut State Railway, was completed 
at cost of Rs, 49,899. On the Jale Road, a feeder to the Jogiara station of the 
same railway, a masonry bridge of two spans of 10 feet each was built, while 
some-ear h work was done and boundary stone-posts were fixed at an expendi- 
ture of Rs, 2,828. The,Boards of Monghyr and Bhagalpur are reported to 
have made further progress with feeder roads in these districts. The Cuttack 
District Board undertook the remodelling of the Vyassarobar-Jajpur Road at a 
cost of Rs, 15,418, and the gravelling of the VjamercbanKconfhnr Road 
pe 4,293), In Balasore Rs. 9,832 were spent on the construction of the 

enduapada Feeder Road. In Puri the Delang-Kanas Road was under 
construction. The Hazaribagh District Board undertook the construction of 
a feeder road from the Grand Trunk Road to the Nimiaghat railway station on 
the Grand Chord line, involving an expenditure of Rs. 5,896. 

28, Miscellaneous Improvements (Arboriculture)—Sir Andrew Fraser is 
glad to notice that the expenditure on arboriculture shows a further satis- 
factory rise from Rs, 29,017 in 1906-07 to Rs, 37,588. The largest outlay 
(Rs, 5,017) is returned from Monghyr, and the smallest (Rs. 200) from Howrah. 
The District Boards in the Patna and Bhagalpur Divisions showed special 
activity in the promotion of road-side tree aaa. New programmes for 
carrying out work on a systematic basis were prepared and a upon by the 
District Boards of Hooghly, Saran, Monghyr, Parnes, Cuttack and Balasore. 
Ten District Boards are reported to have derived an income from the sale of 
fruits and timber, the largest income (Rs. 2,673) having been obtained by the 
Shahabad Board. There is no reason why all the Boards should not derive 
some income from this source, The work done by the Shahabad District Board 
deserves special mention. In that district 2,451 new gabions were constructed 
on the sides of the Anaith-Tikpukar and Bibia-Kamariswar Roads, while 
2,698 gabions were renewed on the Garhani-lihia Road. Seven hondred and 
fifteen trees were replanted, and 540 newly plauted. The expenditure on the 
maintenance of nurseries und road side trees amounted to Rs. 2,073. The new 
avenues, 38 miles long, on the Piru-Bihia, Sinha-Bihis, Nasrigauj-Dumraon and 
Dharbara-Bahiara Roads haye proved a complete success, Much credit is due, 
in the Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion, to the District Engineer, Mr, Edwards, 
for the personal attention which he has paid to this work, which means a lasting 
boon to travellers. Very good work in this respect was also done in the 
Monghyr district by the Biotriot Engineer, Mr, Jolly. Most of the District 
Boaite pear to have deputed an Overseer or Sub-Overseer to the Royal 
Botanic or. at Sibpur for training in Arboriculture, in accordance with the 
orders of Government; but all the re do not give information on the point. 

Railways and Trammays.—The Karasat-Basithat Light Railway has 
now become a source of considerable revenue to the District Board of the 
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24-Parganas, The extensions of the railway to Taki and Hasnabad, and the 
construction of a branch line from Beliaghatta station to Pattipukur were 
sanctioned by Government during the year. ‘The further extension of the line 
to Satkhira is under consideration. In Nadia the estimate for the proposed 
light railway from Krishnagar to Jelinghee, as prepared by the Eastern ~ 
Bengal State Railway, is still under consideration. The extension of the 
Bekhtiarpur-Bihar Railway, in the Patna district, to Silao has received the 
sanction of Government. The survey of the proposed light railway from 
Arrah to Sassaram has been completed, and the question of the construction 
of the line is now under consideration. A survey has also been made, and an 
estimate prepared, for the construction of a line from Dehrito Rohtas. The 
District Board do not propose to guarantee this line, since it is more or less a 
speculation on the part of a private firm to enable them to get their lime from 
the quarries near Rohtas to the main railway line. In Saran land acquisition 
proceedings in connexion with the proposed Chapra-Masrakh line, and 
survey operations on the proposed Thawey-Domritola extension of the 
Bengal and North-Western Railway, were started during the year. Thé 
survey of the proposed direct line of railway from Muzaffarpur to Dar- 
bhanga, with a branch from Tewara to Sitamarhi, was completed by the 
Bengal and North-Western Kailway Company. The question of constructing a 
light railway from Samastipur to Roserha, in the Darbhanga district, on the 
guarantee system has been abandoned until defivite information is forthcoming 
regarding the proposed construction of a new line in connexion with the 
Bengal and North-Western Railway from Darbhanga to Khagaria. Statistics 
are being collected by the Monghyr District Board in connexion with a 6 
posal to construct a light railway from Monghyrto Kharagpur. The four 
guaranteed lines in working order in the‘Provitice continued to work satis- 
factorily. The Boards’ shares of the surplus profits in 1907 were—

30. Contributions (Re. 19,578)—The disbursements under this head fell 
by Rs. 22,449, as the Boards have been exempted from payment of audit and 
banking fees with effect from the year 1907908. 

31. Debt, (Rs. 8,73,181)—The large fluctuations under the séub-head 
Deposits and Advances are due to the fact that heavy sums had to be paid 
as advances in 1906-07 in Darbhanga, owing to famine and floods, and to the 
advances and refunds made for the construction of Primary School buildings. 

32. Closing balances (Rs, 28,38,505).—The ‘actual aggregate closing 

balances of the 29 District Boards, excluding deposits, amounted to 
Rs, 25,86,456, against Rs, 27,98,583 at the close of ‘the previous year. The 
decrease is satisfactory so far as it goes, but the Lieutenant-Governor desires to 
impress upon thé Boards the necessity for further improvement in this respect. 
The attention of Commissioners is invited to the remarks made on this subject 
in the Resolution on the Reports for the year 1906-07. ‘The best results during 
the year have beén shown by the ere Division, where the balances fell 
from Rs, 2,79,871 in 1906-07 to Rs. 1,64,969, and'the worst by the Chota Bagpet 
Division, where they rose from Rs. 257,521 to’ Rs. 4,82,094. Taking indivi- 
dual districts, the best results are returned from Monghyrt, where out of a total 
sum of Ks. 3,72,922 available for expenditure, the balance at the end ‘of the 
year was only Rs, 28,007°; atid the worst froin ‘Ranchi ‘and’ Hazaribagh. ‘The 
Commissioner has ‘already’ taken notice of the neglé¢t in these ‘two latter 
districts. The large balance in the 24-Pa: “was chiefly ‘due to the fact 
that the balance of the instalment of ‘the loan’ ‘taken’ by the Board for the 
Magrahat Drainage Schame, amounting to Rs.'1,42,102, is included therein.

34. The record of the year’s work is on the whole a satisfactory 
one. The Lieutenant-Governor has been much pleased to read the favour- 
able reports recorded by most of the District Officers of the cordial rela- 
tions that have existed tetween them and the District Boards, and of the 
active interest taken by members in the administrative work of the Boards. 
Sir Andrew Fraser desires to take this opportunity, at the close of his tenure of 
office, of placing on record his grateful acknowledgment of the assistance that 
has been rendered to Government by these bodies. In many cases, on the other 
hand, the attitude of the Local Boards is said to have been apathetic. Sir 
Andrew Fraser trusts, however, that his proposals for improving the status of 
these bodies may yet be given effect to, when it would be possible to assigu to 
them extended functions and responsibilities, and thus increase their interest 
in their’ work. His Honour has already agreed to remove what is in many 
cases regarded as a grievance, by allowing non-official Vice-Chairmen of District 
Boards and non-official Chairmen and Vice-Chairmen of Local Boards to draw 
travelling allowance for journeys performed in the interests of the Buards, and 
for the purposes of the Act.

The Report of the Department of Agriculture for the year ending the 30th June 1908, 


The Report has been weeny Ls Mr. W. R. Gourlay, 1.¢.s.,, who 
succeeded the Hon’ble Mr, C. E. A. W. Oldham, 1,c.4., on the 12th of November 
1907, and has since held charge of the Department. There bas been some 
delay in the submission of the Report which, it is hoped, will be avoided 
in future. ‘ z. : , 

2. Organization of the Dopartment.—The creation of a Subordinate Agri- 
cultura] Service, comprising officers drawing less pay than Rs, 150 a month, 
hhas received the sanction of the Government of India. he question of a 
Provincial Service is still under consideration. Mr. C. 8. Taylor, B.a., Agri- 
cultural Chemist, and Mr, KE, J, Woodhouse, 8.A., Economic Botanist, joined the 
‘Department during the year. They have undergone a preliminary training, 
the fornér under Dy. J. W. Leather, at Pusa, aud the latter under Professor 
A.. Gammie, at Poona. The office of the Registrar of Co-operative Credit 
Societies has been made subordinate to the Director of Agriculture who has 

- been gazetted Director of Co-operative Credit Societies, and the former has 
been appointed an Assistant Director of Agriculture. 

3. Quinguennial wage'census.—The statistics of wages of skilled and un- 

_ Skilled labour now furnished in the fortnightly returns being unsatisfactory, 
the system will be replaced by a quinquennial wage census to be carried out b 
the Director of Agriculture on the lines of n scheme drawnup by Mr. Morelan 
Director of Land Records ‘and Agriculture, United Provinces of Agra and 
Oudh. Arrangements were made during the year to hold the first census in 
August 1908. One officer was chosen from each district for the ¢ollection of the 
required statistics, ‘I'hese officers were called together in Calcutta, and the 
Director, after having consulted Mr. Moreland at Lucknow, explained to them 
the methods and objects of the enquiry. The statistics thus collected were to 
be checked by means of returns obtained from non-official gentlemen who were 
furnished with forms and suitable instructions. 

4, Agricultural stations.—Considerable progress was made towards 
completing the requirements of the Province in respect of agricultural stations 
contemplated in the scheme for the development of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. The stations at Bankipore and Sabaur are practically complete. At 
Chinsura, which will represent the deltaic alluvium, much progress has been 
made, At Kharagpur 200 acres of land have been made over by the Public 
Works Department for a station to represent the laterite area which stretches 
across the districts of Midnapore, Birbhum and Bankura. A site has also boen 
selected, and the land will shortly be acquired, for a station at Ranchi represen- 
tative of the peculiar agricultural conditions of the Chota Nagpur plateau. 
These will complete the required number of stations. A short account of the 
work of the existing agricultural stations is given in Appendix III to the 
Report.” es: 23

5, Scientific ar home t g bage on the lines indicated by the 
pe ry f Agriculture were carried on with success at Burdwan 
and Cuttack. The results, which are summarised. in paragraph 21 of the 
Report, have been published in a special leaflet, English and vernacular copies 
of which have been freely distributed in all jute-growing districts of the 
Province, ‘T'wo well-equipped jute seed farms, one at Purnea and the other 
at Berhampur, were maintained by the Provincial Agricultural Association, 
and the 53 acres under cultivation in these farms yielded 230 maunds of 
excellent seed. . The low price of jute and high prices of food-grains, combined 
with unfavourable weather, hindered the'jute experiments undertaken by the 
Indigo Planters of North Bihar and had the effect of considerably decreasing 
the area sown by them during the year... ; 

Experiments in the cultivation of flax had been going on for some time in 
Bihar. in 1906-07 the Bihar Indigo Planters’ Association, assisted by a grant 
from Government, procured the services of a Belgian Expert, Mr. E. 
Vandekerkhoye. His-work has had some encouraging results, end it has been 
decided. to retain. his services for five years, the Imperial Agricultural Depart- 
ment meeting one-half of his salary, and the Provincial Department the other 
half, all other expenses being defrayed by the proprietors of the Dooriah Indigo 
Concern, A review of the expert’s work of the yearsis given in hinendiont 
to the Report. - 4 

_ The experimental cotton cultivation at Chakradharpur proved a failuré 
as the land was unsuited to the crop. 

6. Jrrigation.—-The well-boring staff sanctioned in 1906-07 in aocordance 
with the recommendations of the Indian Irrigation Commission has commenced - 
its work. Babu Upendra Nath Sen, a first grade Sub-overseer of the Public 
Works Department was appointed Superintendent of Well-borings in February 
1908, and was in training for two months at Cawnpore under the Director of 
Agriculture, United Provinces, The Superintendent has made trial borings at 
Sabaur, Bankipore and Pusa, and is now stationed at sig ite where a is 
training 12,borers, one for each district of the Bhagalpur and Patna Divisions, 
The question of employing a special staff to draw up reports end maps show- 
ing, the loeal conditions and needs of each tract as regards irrigation, 
embankments, etc., and to help small proprietors.and tenants to make the best 
use of their opportunities for improving the irrigation of their lands, is stili 
under the consideration of Government, 

7. Sericulture—To give effect to the recommendations of the Committee 
sponse to enquire into the state of the silk industry and the causes 
of its decline, Babu Apurba Kumar Ghosh, who had, been trained in scientific 
methods of sericulture by the late Mr. N, G. Mukharji, was appointed Superin- 
tendent of Sericulture, with effect from the 1st April 1908. The sericultural 
work has been placed under the control of a Managing Committes with 
the Director of Agriculture as its President. On a suitable plot of Govern- 
ment land 60 acres of mulberry have been planted out, and plans and estimates 
have been prepared for a central nursery and five subsidiary nurseries. 
Certain experiments conducted by the Superintendent in connection with the 
cold storage of seed cocoons have been successful. The thanks of. the 
Lieutenant-Governor are due to the members of the Bengal Silk Committee 
for the good work done by them during the period the operations were in their 
hands, The sericultural school at Sabang in the district of Midnapore, which 
receives a grant of Rs, 30 per mensem from the District Board, continued to 
do useful work, Four scholarships of Rs. 5 per mensem have been founded, 
and a microscope has been purchased, for this school at the expense of 
Government. aA en ‘ 

8. Agricultural Education,—At the annual examination held in November 
1907, seven students of the agricultural classes at Sibpur obtained diplomas, 
One of these has been appointed a Deputy Collector and another a Sub-Deputy 
Collector. ‘T'wo students have been sent to the Cornell University in America 
tor further scientific and practical training. ‘The four students sent to America 
in 1905 returned in December 1907. The services of one of them have been 
placed at the disposal of the Goverument of Kastern Bengal and Assam;

and the other three are employed at the Provincial + College. 
aphert reports continued to be received in respect of the students still 
in America. - 

The syllabus of agricultural teaching framed in 1906-07 has boen intro- 
duced in the agricultural classes attached to the Cuttack Ravenshaw College 
and elsewhere, 

The officers of the Agricultural Department should continue their 
endeavours to draw the attention of local bodies, private zamindars and others 
to the importance of disseminating the results of agricultural experiments and 
of introducing improved metl.ods of cultivation. 

9. Publication of agricultural information.—A quarterly journal of agricul- 
ture was started with the object of making known to the Agricultural Associa- 
tions and to the public generally what is being done by the Department, and 
four issues were published during the year. T'welve leaflets, on various subjects 
connected with agriculture, were prepared and widely circulated. The 
Department also published a list of local names of varieties of sugarcane, and 
issued, for the use of local officers, a statement showing the normal areas under 
the principal crops in each district and the percentage of these areas to the 
normal nett-cropped area of the district. An agricultural survey of the varieties 
of wheat grown in this Province was completed during the year, and the results 
have been published as Departmental Record No. 2, A survey of soils has 
also been made by Mr, D. N. Mukharji, the results of which will shortly be 

ublished. 

. 10. Agriculiural Associations, Fairs and LHxhibitione—With the establish- 
ment of the Bhagalpur Association in May last, there is now a Divisional 
Agricultural Association in each Division. The Lieutenant-Governor is 
pleased to learn that the Patna and Orissa Divisional Associations continued 
to do good work, and that the Burdwan Association made great strides under 
its President, Mr. S. L, Maddox. His Honour has also read with much pleasure 
the account given in paragraph 56 of the Report of the useful work done by 
several members of Divisional and District Associations. The agricultural 
shows and fairs held during the year, of which a brief account is giveu in 
Appendix IV to the Report, received grants-in-aid from Government aggre- 
gating Rs. 7,950. 

11, Indigo and Sugar.—The indigo research work, aided by a 
Government grant of Rs. 50,000, was continued. The staff, in spite of 
unavoidable changes in its personnel, did good work and received the thanks 
of the Bihar iat Planters’ Association. The research’ station was visited 
during the year by His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, the Hon’ble 
Mr. K, 'T. Greer, 0.8.1, Member of the Board of Revenue, and the Inspector- 
General of Agriculture in India. 

Mr. Percy Jones, of Benipur Factory, who has for some time been experi- 
menting with a cane-crushing mill and two rab-making appliances supplied by 
the Agricultural Department, worked the system at a profit of Rs. 2,365, and 
he expects larger profits this year, 

12. In conclusion, the Lieutenart-Governor wishes to place on record 
his appreciation of the services rendered by the Hon’ble Mr, Oldham, who 
began the organisation of the Department and by Mr. Gourlay, his successor, 
for their administration of the Department during the year. Mr. I’. Smith, 
Deputy Director of Agriculture, continued to work with his usual zeal and 
energy. Mr, N,N. Banerjei, the Director’s Personal Assistant, did good work 
in connection with the quarterly journal, the editing of which was almost 
entirely in his hands.

¥ 3. Paymént of revenue and cesses.—The total payments on account of 
revenue and cesses due to Government rose from 91'1 per eent) of the total 
demand in the year 1906-07, to 92°4 per cent. during the year under réport. 
The Tagore. Estate is again reported to have; been a great defaulter in the 
payment of these dues, The Lieutenant-Governor requests the Board” te 
report to Government the reasons which preveuted the Manuger. of the Estate 
from complying with their orders, regarding, the preference to. be shewn to the 
payment/of these dues over all other charges; and the action which they 
propose to take in this matter. Tan Ty 

4, Collection of rent and cesses,—The collection of rent and cesses due to 
the estates was 95°7 per cent. of the current demand as against 97-2 in the 
previous year, Failure of.crops,is the reason assigned for, short collection ic 
the vast majority of cases, . 

Balances;—The total uncollected balance due to estates under manage- 
ment amounted to Rs, i,15,88,188, which is 128-9 per cent. of the current 
demand, against 69°6 per cent in the previous year. The balance is strikingly 
large, but it is mainly due to the assumption of charge of the Dumraon Estate 
in Shahabad, late in the year, with a balance of Rs. 42,59,244, of which 
Rs. 27,78,084 are barred by limitation, The assamption of charge of other 
estates under similar circumstances, for instance, the Muksudpur Estute in 
“Gaya and the Maheshpur Estate in the Sonthal Parganas, further contributed 
to this abnormal increase in the uncollected balance of the year, The 
other causes which contributed to bring about the heavy balances of the year 
were poor-collections consequent on damage done to the crops by drought and 
floods, and the inclusion in old estates under the head “ balance” of large sums 
of money which are wholly irrecoverable and, as such, ought to have been 
remitted with the sanction of the Board of Revenue before the close of the year. 
The Panchetgarh Estate in Midnapore, the Uttarpara Estate and the Boinchee 
B. L, Mukharjee’s Trust Estate in the district of Hooghly, and nearly all 
the estates in the Presidency Division afford instances of this last kind 
of balance, Orissa is the only division in which the total balance was less than 
the total current demand. ‘I'he number of certificates fled during the year 
under report exceeded by 568 the number filed during the previous year, 
but the percentage of realization of the money covered by them was less than 
the percentage of the last year, being 32-5 per cent. as against 34-4. There 
Was also an increase in the number of civil suits instituted’ during the 

year compared with the figures of the last year. 
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6. Payment of debts.—Altogether Rs. 35,99,997 were paid in liquidation 
of debts as against Rs. 50,55,144 in the»previous year, Ng entages of the — 
amounts paid on the total liabilities as they stood at the- beginning of the — 
“two years being 16°3 and 23'2 respectively. In the case of some of the estates _ 
the oe made is very 2 ppaometagt and the Lieutenant-Governor would 
prefer the prompt release of estates found to be: really insolvent, to useless 
rocrastination, Since the close of the year a short Bill toamend the Bengal 

Jourt of Wards Act IX (B.C.) 1879, was introduced in the Bengal Legislative 
Council, empowering the Court of Wards to apply the surplus funds of one 
Wards’ estate to the grant of loans to another on mortgage of immoyeable 
property, 

ld Coat of management and expenditure on improvements.—The total cost of 
management was 107 per cent. of the total current demand as against 9°5 per 
cent, in the preceding year. The only divisions in which the percentage was 
below the prescribed limit of 10 per cent. are the Bhagalpur and the Chota 
‘Nagpur Divisions, ‘Che general increase during the year is due mainly to the 
payment of grain compensution allowance, 

- The total expenditure on works of improvements, schools and dispensa- 
ries amounted to Rs, 4,26,302 as against Rs, 3,38,657 spent during the year 
1906-07. The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to notice that the Bettiah Estate 
was ina position to spend Rs. 24,852 on the construction of a new building 
for the Raj Entrance School at Bettiah. 

x The agricultural experiments conducted in the various estates during the 
year were attended with indifferent results, failure in most cases being due to 

_ the urfavourable condition of the weather throughout the year, ? 

“. *° 8. Education of Wards,—The proposal for establishing a separate college 
for the education of the sons of zamindars, includiug minor proprietors of 
Wards’ estates, has been finally abandoned, and it has boen arranged that the 
Model College at Ranchi, of which the foundation-stone has been laid by the 
Lieutenant-Governor on the 17th September 1908, should serve this —— 
Separate boarding and lodging arrangements for the students of this class 
suitable to their position and rank in society will be provided. 

9. The thanks of the tient: Baba are due to the Board for 
their careful supervision and efficient administration of the estates under their 
charge during the year. The good services of the officers commended by them 
will be noted in the Appointment Department.

The Report on Publio Instruction in Bengal for 1967-08, 


The year under review has been one of considerable activity and develop. 
ment in est all departments of education. Various schemes of reform have 
either been completed or set on foot Among the most important of these 
reforms are the strengthening of the anpeeies staffs for both boys’ and girls’ 
schools, the formation of governing bodies for Government ‘colleges and 
of Committees of Management for Government High schools, the establish- 
ment of a training college for English teachers in Calcutta, the extension 
of the system of guru-training schools, the constitution of a joint Board 
for the Provinces of Bengal and Eastern Bengal and Assam for controllin 
the Sanskrit First, Second and Title examinations, the separation of the 
cadres of the Education Services in the two Provinces, and the transfer to 
Government service under the Education Department of the Sub-Inspectors 
’ of Schools who had hitherto served under the District Boards. The scheme for 
opening a residential Arts College at Ranchi received the approval of the 
Sslectary of State during the year, and a residential training school for female 
teachers at Bankipore has also been sanctioned. ‘lhe Reformatory School at 
Alipore has been closed, the boys being removed to the Hazaribagh Reformatory 
School. A Conference composed of the leading representatives of Muhammadan 
Society has worked out proposals for the improvement of Muhammadan educa: 
tion in all its stages. Mr. J. G. Cumming, 1.¢.8., was on special duty for six 
months in connection with the whole question of industria development and 
technical education in Bengal. His report has been received and considered 
by a Conference since the close of the year, Mr, E. R. Watson of the Indian 
Fauoational Service was also deputed to make inquiries with regard to speci- 
fied industries. His valuable reports have been considered and wi ely circulated. 
A Joint Technical Examination Bourd for the Provinces of Bengal and Eastern 
Bengal and Assam was constituted during the year to control the Overseers and 
Sub-Overseers examinations. The scheme for opening a Central Weaving 
School at Serampore was sanctioned by the Secretary of State in April 1907. 
The Principal bas lately joined his post, and it is hoped that the project will 
now develop rapidly, Among important questions which were dealt with 
during the year, but which still await final orders, are the appointment of a 
Special Adviser to Government, with regard to industries and technical edu- 
cation, the improvement of Government colleges generally, the establishment 
of a departmental school final examination, the general improvement . of 
secondary and prim education, and the position and prospects of the 
Provincia] Educational ice. Lastly, the revision of the Coae o Regulations 
for European Schools has been completed and, the Code itself is about tv 
be publishe . 


ConTROLiING AGENCIES. 


¥ 


The cadre of the Indian Educational Service consists of 32 sanctioned 
appointments, but the ranks of the service are still far below full strength, 
_ and the Director reports that at the close of the year only 22 appointments were 
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temporarily appointed as second Assistant Director of Public Instruction. as an 
experimental. measure, for six months, in order to enable the Director of Pablic 
Instruction to cope with the heavy pressure of work, At the end of tliis period 
the question of the creation of an additional post as a permanent measure will’be 
considered. When the full complement of officers has been recruited under the ~ 
scheme sanctioned by the Secretary of State for an increase of the inspecting 
staff, each Division will be placed in the educational charge of an Inspector of 
Schools belonging to the Taian Edueational Service, who will be assisted: by an 
additional Inspector of Schools, who will be a member of the Provincial 
Educational Service. A second Inspectress of Schools has been appointed in 
the Indian Educational Service and placed in charge of teraald cotvipetion 
in the Hindi-speaking Divisions of Bihar, s,s and Chota Nagpur, © 
_ Miss Brock’s jurisdiction being restricted to the ali and Uriya-speaking 
Divisions and to the Kuropean schools. Five additional Assistant Inspsctresses 
have also been appointed, and there is now an officer of this class working in 
each Division, , 
Cou.ee@rate Epucation. 


Consequent on the introduction of the new Regulations of the Calcutta 
University, college classes have been organised on a new basis. The staffs in 
the Government colleges have been strengthened in order to meet the new 
requirements, but the largor scheme for the general development of the colleges 
awaits the sanction of the Secretary of State. The Director reports*that in the 
Presidency College there is little corporate spirit or social life, and that the state . 
of discipline in the College is not satisfactory. This is much to be regretted, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the revision and reconstitution of the 
College Council which has been effected by the present Principal, Mr. James, 

f wilt have important results, and that the whole staff will co-operate towards 
improving not only the efficiency but the general tone of the Collewe. The . 
. College is at present cramped for want of space and various schemes have been 
carefully considered by which its needs can be provided for either by 
expansion on the efisting site or by removal to the suburbs. It was finally 
decided last year to enlarge the college ia situ, and the Lieutenant Governor is~ 


unable to wie dee Kiichler’s opinion that the question might well be reconsi-~ 


dered. The Minto Hostel for the Hindu students of the Patna College has been 
completed and occupied, and the hostel for the Muhammadan students is almost

p Szconpary Epucation For Boys. 


During the year under review the total number of secondary schools 
increased from 1,441 to 1,454, in spite of a decrease in the previous year ; there 
was also an appreciable increase in the number of pupils. The total expen- 
diture on these schools rose from Ks, 25,438,105 in 1906-07 to Ks. 26,24,413, a 
difference of Rs? 81,308. The greater part of the increase was, however, 
absorbed by the high schools, a fact which shows that purely vernacular 
education continues to be unpopular. 

In the last year’s Resolution the Lieutenant-Governor indicated the lines 
on which improvements might be made with regard to secondary education 
and remarked that the introduction of a school final examination and the 
institution of a model school in each district were questions of the greatest 
moment. The decision of the Government of India on the first question has 
been received and a Committee has been constituted to consider the courses of 
study for the four highest classes of high schools and to make proposals for 
the introduction of the school final examination.

His Honour’s thanks are due to 
Mr. ®, 1.0.8,, who was in charge of the Department until the 22nd February 
1908, and to his snecessor Mr, Kuchler who has submitted the report under 
review, Sir Andrew Fraser is pleased to acknowledge their unsparing efforts 
in the cause of education and the ever increasing act vity in educational matters 
and public interest in the subject which are the results of those efforts. At the 
sametime there is no escaping the fact, on which the Directer dwells at the 
close of ‘his report, that the development of education is largely'a matter of 
funds, and that its demands are far beyond the present resources of Govern- 
ment. This has begn recognized in the Resolution of this Government on 
the Report on Educational Progress during the years 1902-1903 to 1906-1907, 
which was published in February 1908, and the Lieutenant-Governor can only 
repeat the opinion then oxprenel that genuine progress must in great measure 
depend 6n the amount of private financial assistance to educational institutions 
which may be- forthcoming. It is also of the first importance that the funds 
at the disposal of the Department should be allotted with the greatest care, and 
after consideration of the respective merits of various schemes and 
institutions. Sir Andrew Fraser hopes that the Director’s recommendations for 
Government grants will in future be prepared. on a more definite system than 
been the case in past years.

Asa result of the deliberations of this Committee a draft Code was— 
circulated in 1903. The question of the curriculum was referred back to 
Local Governments for consideration, and a Conference was held in 1906 
in which the question was considered. This Conference recommended 
important alterations in the Code as drafted, necessitating reference to the 
Government of India, whose final assent to the proposals of this Government 
was. ived in February 1908, The Code has since been ed and 
is now published for general information. “a: 

2. The Code, as now published, is based on the results of the careful deli- 
berations of practical educationists, thoroughly conversant with the conditions 
of European education in Bengal, and there is every reason to hope that it will 
bring about a substantial improvement in the education of European children 
throughout the Province. The Lieutenant-Governor desires that it should be 
introduced as soon as possible, and accordingly directs that the high school and 
scholarship examination, the middle school and scholarship examination and 
the primary school examination for European szhools should be held for the last 
time at the end of 1909. The first list of rec. gnised secondary and elementary 
schools should be published at the beginning of 1910. As soon as possible after 
the issue of this Resolution, the authorities of every school should address the 
Inspector of European Schools stating the grade, elementary or secondary, to 
which they desire that the particular schoo] in which they are interested 
should belong, and showing the curriculum which it is proposed to teach, and 
the arrangements which will be made for tvaching it. On receipt of the 
gO s report, the Director of Public Instruction will decide in which grade 
each schoo! will be placed.

1, A-sum of money is annually granted by the Local Government for 
European education in Bengal, The object of the toe is to aid local 
exertion in maintaining eflicient schools for European children, and institutions 
for training teachers for such schools. ‘Vhis grant is administered by the 
Education Danutned of the Local Government, hereinafter called the 
Department. 

2. The term “ European” in this code meer any person of European 
descent, pure or mixed, who retains European habits and modes of life; but the ~ 
Local Government shall in all cases of doubt decide the proper application of. 
the term. The term ‘‘scholar” signifies Kuropeau scholar. The term 
“Directur ” signifies the Director of Public Instruction, Bengal, and the term 
“Inspector” signifies the Inspector of European Schools, Bengal. Tbe Director 

“may authorise any Inspectress of Schools to assist the Inspector in the work of 
supervision of — schools in which girls are taught. In any such 
case, however, the — will still remain the officer responsible to the 
Department in respect of such schools. Subject to the limitation indieated, 
the term ‘‘ Inspector” includes an “ Inspectress of Schools.”

As regards the work of the classes above the infant class, it is not con- 
sidered to be immediately desirable to attempt to prescribe in detail the exact 
amount of each subject which should be taught in each class. Except in the ~ 
case of arithmetic and needlework, for which detailed syllabuses ban been 

ribed, the general scope and object of the subject is indicated below, and it 
1s left to each school to arrange its own curriculum, subject to the approval of 
the Departwent and on the understanding that no subject of the required 
curriculum may be omitted except with the permission of the Department, It 
will be incumbent on each school to submit annually to the Inspector a copy 
of its curriculum, which he shall examine with a view to ascertaining whether 
adequate provision is made in it for the efficient teaching of cach of the 
prescribed subjects. 

The following recommendations are put forward with regard to the various 
subjects of the curriculum :— : 


1. The English language—inclading reading, composition, grammar, poetry 
and literature. : 4 

‘The aim of the reading lesson is, on the one hand, to teach intelligent 
reading aloud and clear enunciation ; onthe other hand its aim is to enable 
the pupils to gather information from printed or writtea matter. The latter 
object can be attained by silent reading as woll as by reading aloud, and both 
these methods should be habitually made use of, Even in the first class the 
children should be encouraged to read to themselves. 

Composition—Is not more than a form of expression and differs only from 
“meq 4 being, perhaps, more carefully considered and executed. Every 
lesson, therefore, even those given to the youngest infants is in some sense @ 
vehicle for the teaching of composition. ‘'ime should be set apart for this 
subject in each class above the infant class, but the aim of the composition 
lesson should never bé lost sight of in any lesson. The gap between written 
_ and oral speech is a formidable one, and the bridging of it in.such a way as not 

to check a child’s natural expansiveness, which should, at this stage, have 
developed into a certain power of expression, is all important. The aim should 
be to make the pupil reafine ties composition is a habitual activity, and that 
every time he talks he is coniposing, In its earliest stages then composition 
should be purely oral, and, as a means of transition to the written, it is suggested 
that before the children attempt to write compositions of their own, they should 
have frequent practice in the reproduction of stories they have boen told or 
Lave read, and should occasionally dictate a summary of such a story to the 
_ teacher who should write it on the b oard. The practive of. oral composi-

5. Geography.—The educational value of geography depends upon the 
extent to which it makes the pupil take an inéedligent interest in the world in 
which he lives. ‘It must not be regarded as a process by which certain facts 
about the earth or the portion of it on which we live are committed to memory, 
It must rather be regarded as the subject which, above all others, brings the 
youngest child as well as the most advanced student into contact with the out- 
side world—the world of nature as distinct from the world of books.” Properly 
taught geography cultivates the habit of accurate observation; it develops a 
perception of cause and effect in nature which may lead the pupil in after-life 
to reason about things, instead of taking them for granted: and, inasmuch as 
the wore advanced pupil must use his imagination to enable him to realise 
conditions outside the range of his own observation, it provides a discipline— 
the conditioned exercise -of the ea Pe gre has a value of its own, 
The value of geography as a correlating subject should constantly be kept in 
mind by the teacher. No teaching is so fruitful and interesting as that in 
which one subject is made to throw light upon another. The connexion 
between history and geography is especially close, and, indeed, a knowledge 
of the jesgragiy of a country is the necessary basis of an intelligent study of 

its Listory. - 

The carly part of the course should consist of “home geography” closely 
correlated with nature study. The geography of the locality, from the school 
outwards, should be taught with the object of penge out those elementary 
general principles which find illustration on all parts of the earth’s surface, and 
especially those which have a direct bearing upon human interests. Stories 
of desvel and adventure by land and sea in different parts of the world should 
be told to illustrate the varying conditions due to configuration and climate, 
and their effect on the nature of plant and animal life. 

After this the course should aim at giving a general knowledge of the 
earth’s surface and the conditions prevailng upon it, including the distribution 
of land and water, the main features of the relief of the land, and the climatic 
and other consequences of these distributions. The great natural regions of 
the world should next be separately treated, with special reference to the chief 
river-basins and water-partings and the influence of relief, climate and other 
conditions upon plant and animal life, and, in particular, upon human life and 
activity. ‘The names and positions of great countries, the names of a few 
of the chief towns in each country and the reasons for their situation and 
imprrtance, and the most important world trade and travel routes should be 
known. ‘The geography of India and England should be treated in somewhat 
greater detail. 

It is, perhaps, necessary to warn teachers that the parts of geography 
which touch upon mathematics, and which also make too great a demand upon 
the imagination of young children, ¢eg., the shape, sizo and motiuns of the 
earth and their consequences, should not be taken too early in the course. _ 

6, History. The carliest history teaching should be mainly biographical, 
the lives of great men in English and Indian history. The introduction should 
ke oral, and the lives should be so selected that lessons may be drawn from 
them suitable to the age and intelligence of the pupils. 3 ; 

The object of the more advanced teaching should be to give the pupils a 
connected knowledge in outline of the main course of English history, with 
a more detailed treatment of the history of the English in India. Only the 
very broadest treatment of the history of India prior to the connexion of the 
English with India is necessary. j 




















Much care is necessary in the selection of the topics to be dealt with. Th 
main object of the course is to enable the pupil to understand the Bate he 
will one day occupy as a citizen of the empire. This involves some knowledge, 
not only of the development of British liberties, but also of the growth of 
Britain as a world power; a knowledge, moreover, not merely of wars and 
battles, and the exploits of great men, but also of the chavuges caused by 
geographical discovery, new inventions and the progress of science, 

But, while the knowledge imparted must be connected knowledge, all 
details not necessary in an elementary course must be omitted, the topics 
chosen being treated with sufficient fulness to make them intelligible in 
relation to one another, and the general course of history. 

Only the most important dates should be committed to memory. Maps, 
including physical maps, should be in eonstant use for reference and illustration, 

7. Drawing.—In classes 1 and u the free-arm drawing in chalk should 
be continued. Drawing with a pencil on paper should begin in class 1m, 
The drawing in the first four classes should be from the object, and not from 
the flat, except as an occasional exercise in free-hand drawing. In classes y 
and vi model drawing and the principles of > pws gersess should be taught. 

8. An Indian Vernacilar—This should be taught in the three highest 
classes only. This will not be compulsory in the case of girls’ schools. The 
aim of this teaching should be to enable the pupils to speak the vernacular 
studied both fluently and correctly, as also to be able to read it both from 
printed matter and from manuscript and to write it with some degree of facility. 

9, Hand-work —Any form of hand-work generally rec»gnised as suitable 
for schools should be allowed. Hand-work should be regarded as of primary 
importance for boys, but should girls’ schools desire to take it up, they should 
not be debarred from receiving the same assistance towards'the necessary 
plant and equipment as is given by Government to boys’ school.

"Wir reference to the correspondence ending with your letter No. 13132, 
dated the 16th July 1908, I am directed to say that the Lieutenant-Governor is 
pleased to accept, on the conditions enumerated below, the offer of Rs, 3,000 
in 4 per cent, Municipal Debentures made 2 Ban Omrito Nath Mitter Bahadur 
for the purpose of founding two free studentships in the Hindu School, Calcutta, 
in commemoration of his son Dhirendra Nath Mitter, who was a student of the 
School :— 

(1) The studentships will be named after the late Babu Dhirendra 
Nath Mitter, 

(2) They will be tenable for four years from the fourth class up to the 
Entrance class. 

(3) The students shall be nominated by the founder or by the senior 
surviving male member of his family, the nominations to be 
approved by the Principal of the Presidency College. In caso 
there shall be no male heir of the founder or in case such male 
heir refuses to nominate, the Principal of the Presidency 
College shall fill the vacancies at his discretion. 

(4) A tablet is to be placed in the Hindu School hall, containing 
the name of the founder and the name of the boy in whose 
memory the studentships are to be created.

There was no change of importance in the area of the Reserved and 
Protected Forests in the Province; nor was any important addition or 
alteration in the forest rules brought into effect during the year. 

* Including Chaibassa, which is practically E. anbdieinton of Singhbhum, 
the circle is divided into twelve divisional charges, _The number of appoint- 
ments which can be filled by Imperial Officers in this Circle and the Andamans 
is ten, The number of Imperial Officers available at the end of the years 
including two senior officers on leave and one in the Andamans, was only nine. 
Owing to the shortage of senior officers, it has again to be noticed that c’ , 


in important charges were more frequent than was consistent with efficient — 
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management, and junior officers were often in stiaas of important divisions, 
The weakness of the staff of Imperial Officers has also resulted in throwing an 
undue burden on the shoulders of the Provincial Service. The question of the 
reorganization of this service is now under the consideration of Government. 
The reorganization of the subordinate staff was sanctioned in the beginning ~ 
of the year, and, it is hoped, will lead toa ae improvemont in the 
standard of work, It is satisfvctory to notice that the school for Foresters and 
Deputy Rangers at Kurseong, which was started in 1907, has been a distinct 
success. 

2. Forest Surveys and Workinz-Plans.—The survey of the Sundarbans 
Reserved Fores's by the Provincial Survey Department, which was commenced 
in the previous year, was completed during the year under review. The total 
cost of this survey has amounted to Rs. .1,86,487, and is debitable to the Forest 


- Department. Other local surveys were of trifling importance. Considerable 


progress has been made in the preparation of Working-plans. The Working- 
lan for the Angul Reserved Forests, prepared by Mr. T, G, Pooozk, late 
ivisional Forest Officer, was completed and approved by Government after 


. the close of the year. The Working plan for the Singalila Forest in the 


aijeeling Division was prepared and completed by Mr, Trafford, Divisional 
Forest Officer. The revised pla\ for the Reserved Forests of the Tista Division 
by the late Mr. Tinne was also sanctioned during the year. The only plan 
which will lapse within the next three years is that for the Sundarbins Forests, 
and the revision of this is receiving full attention. 

8. Communications, et2,—'I'he expenditure on the construction of roads and 
bridges amounted to a little over Rs, 40,000, The most important work 
curried out was the construction of a complete net-work of cart-roads in the 
Singlibhum Division, where 41 miles of road were added, Nearly Rs. 30,000 
were spent on buildings. Much has undoubtedly been done to open out 
inaccessible areas, and .he provision of suitable housing for the establishment 
has received due attention. 

4. Protection of Pores's: Breaches of Forest Law.—The total number of 
recorded offences against the Forest Laws was 2,281, which is considerably 
below the average of the last few years, but slightly in excess of the figures for 
1906-07, The excess is more than covered by the increase in the number of 
fire cases due to the unfavourable character of the season. There is good 
reason to suppose that the present policy of prosecuting or exacting compensa- 
tion in all cases of a relatively serious nature is producing a good effect. 

5, Protectio, from fire.—The season was the most unfavourable which has 
been experienced in the last ten years. The early cessation of the rains in 
1907 and the absence of spring showers rendered the work of fite protection 
exceptionally difficult. As is 4 always the case in bad seasons, the 
Singhbhum Division suffered most, In this division nearly 45,000 acres, or 
9°5 per cent. of the tutal area under protection, were burnt. In other divisions 
15,000 acres were burnt, Sambalpur accounting for nearly half. There is 
reason to suppose that some of the fires in Singhbhum were the work of an 
incendiary, but in no case in the province was any proof of incendiarism 


obtained. In a dry season it ia impossible to avoid the frequent outbreak of fires. — 


Aboriginal tribes subsist for a large part of every year, and especially in years 
of scarcity, on the roots and fruits, seeds and honey, which the forests can 
supply. It is easy to appreciate the difficulties which the work of fire-protec- 
tion under such circumstances involves, Considering the character of the 
season, the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that the Forest Department is to 
be congratulated on the comparative smallness of the area actually burnt. 
This was alittle short of 60,000 acres, whereas in 1898—the only season in 
recent years which was equally unfavourable—the area burnt in the Singhbhum 
Division alone amounted to nearly 280,009 acres. His Honour is glad to 
observe that the arrangements made in recent years for joint action in respect 
of fire conse-vancy between-the Forest Department and Rulers or Managers, of 


' neighbouring Native States have worked very bie any rate so far as the 
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aa 


Singhbhum and Angul Divisions are concerned. This cannot, however, be said 


forest fires got completely out of control. 
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of the Puri Division, as in most of the States bordering on the Puri Reserves 
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6. Protection from catile and against injuries from other causes —The . 
proportion of Reserved Forests closed by ing was slightly increased by 
the closure of certain areas in the Sambilpor Division. Practically the whole 
of the Protected Forests are open to grazing. It is very difficult to enforce 
restrictions on grazing in Protected Forests. Grazing, at least when the head 
of cattle is large in proportion {o area, is the greatest enemy of forest reproduc- 
tion. Yet the maintenance of forest growth is essentis] not merely for the 
provision. of forest Wipe to the villagers, but also in order to maintain the 
grazing lands in good condition and to save them from ay onigen.' into barren 
wastes. The problem of maintaining the supply of forest produce without 
unduly restricting the much valued grazing rights is one of the most difficult 
with which the Cunservator is confronted and requires his earnest attention. 

The Palamau Division suffered severely from frost. Considerable damage 
was done in the Tista Division by wild elephants, Most of the transplants 
put down in that Division were as usual destroyed by these animals. It is 
possible, as the Conservator suggests, that the elephants are not worth the 
protection they receive from Government. The Conservator should further 
consider this question and, if necessary, address Government separately upon 
it. _Man-e iting in the Sundarbans forests were responsible for uo less 
than 120 lives, and an indirect loss of revenue which the Conservator roughly 
estimates at Rs 25,000. Various devices have been adopted for the desiruction 
rv p2sts, and unremitting effurts must be coatinued until they are got 
rid of. 

7. Financial,—From a commercial point of view the results of the year's 
working were fairly satisfactory. The total revenue rose to Rs. 11,66,700. 
The total expenditure was Rs. 7,10,309. The net revenue was less by 
Rs 80,000 than that of the previous year, but above the average of the pre- 
vious five years. ‘The result is more satisfactory than it looks. A considerable 
portion of the expenditure,—for instance, Rs. 1,33,000 on the Sundarbans 
surveys, as well as other smaller sums expended on other objects,—consisted of 
capital expenditure of a non-recurring kind. Taking this into consideration, 
it may be said that the increase of 6°6 per cont. in the revenue was effected 
without any appreciable incraase in expenditure. Had it not been for the 
depression in the timber trade, the revenue would have been —_ 
higher than it was. All the divisions except Kurseong, Chaibassa, Sambalpur 
and Pari showed an increased revenue or an increased surplus, and no division 
except Chaibussa, which was created to secure better management of the 
Protected Forests in Singhbhum, was worked at a loss. 

8. The subject of forest management is not, however, one solely or 
eq even mainly of revenue, The important effects of the conservation of 

orests on climatic conditions are now generally accepted. The relation 
between forest denudation and atmospheric and sub-soil moisture and the 
possible ulterior effects of changed conditions in producing sudden floods and » 
Severe droughts more and more urgently call for consideration, There is 
increasing reason to connect ‘the high floods in the rivers which rise in the 
Chota Nagpur plateau with the denudation of the hills of that couatry and of 
Orissa, the whole question is receiving the careful attention of Government. 

9. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor notices with pleasure the Conservator’s 
appreciation of the good work done by the officers of the Imperial Forest 

ervice and by the Provincial Forest staff. The department has recently 
suffered a severe loss by the accidental death of Mr. Tinne, a young officer 
of much promise. The shortness of the staff has throughout been a handicap 
to the departmeut, but the results achieved are in every way creditable, His 
Honvur’s thanks are due to Mr. McIntire for his capable and energetic admin- 
istration of the department and for his interesting report.

Character of the rainfali—The month was practically rainless. Some irregularly 
distributed showers fell in parts of the Presidency Division and in Howrah, Darjeeling, the 
Sonthal Parganas and Puri. Tho usual rainfall statement for the month is appended. 


IL, Progress of Agricultural operations.—Harvesting of the early crop of aman paddy 
early and continued throughout the month, Sugarcane-pressing was in progress in 
and Orissa. The sowing of rabi crops was seriously hindered in several disirtot 8 for 

want of sufficient moisture. 


III. State of standing crops.—Sugarocane is doing well. Early sown rabi crops suffered 
in several districts, especially in North Bihar, from want of rain. Aman paddy suffered much 
on high lands in many districts of Lower Bengal and Bihar, In large areas in North Bihar 
the crop has almost failed owing to the absence of rain since the second week of October and 

_ the crop has been cut for fodder, 


IV. Prospects and probable outturn of the harvests—In the preliminary forecast of the 
winter rice crop the outturn of aman paddy was estimated at 80 per cent.; but owing to 
ht towards the end of the season, the prospects of the crop have deteriorated in many 
districts and in parts of North Bihar the demage is serious, The outturn of the 
according to estimates now received from District Officers is 72 per cent. The harvesting Ot 
bhadoi crops has been completed. They also suffered much from the cessation of rain 
early in October. The outturn of the crops is estimated at 65 - cent, as against 68 per 
cent. estimated in the preliminary forecast issued in September last. 


V. Damage to crops.—Considerable damage was done to rabi crops by inseot~pests in 
Bhagalpur and also in Jessore, Patna, Gaya and Shahabad. 


V1. Condttion of Agricultural stock.—Cattle are in fair condition. But disoaso has 
been reported from parts of Midnapore, Jessore, Darbhanga, Monghyr and from the Chota 
Nagpur Division, Singhbhum excepted. 


VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder.—The fodder-supply has not been inadequate. It 
is only in parts of the Sonthal Parganas that insufficiency been felt. The water-supply 
was apparently sufficient throughout the month, but complaints of a short supply in the 
future, unless rain falls soon, have come from North Bihar, 


VILL. Prices of food-grains,—Prices of food-grains continued to rule high. The price 
of commonrice remained fairly stationary, but towards tho end of the month it showed a 
downward tendency. 


IX. Condition of the labouring and agricultural population.—Prospects are generally 
gai Orissa and Chota Nagpur ; scarcity, however, still exists in the flood-affected tracts of 
re, Gratuitous relief was given in Quttack, Balasore and Pari. In Nadia soarcity is 
apprehended unless good rain be received soon, The situation in North Bihar is causing 
anxiety owing to the failure of the paddy crop. There is very little demand for labour, and 
high prices are affecting the labouring ¢ seriously. The number in Darbhanga aided 
by gratuitous relief and on test-worke shows a tendenoy to increase.

There were fewer nests of the Indian House Orows, and 
the number of House Sparrows also diminished. Most of 
the Kingfishers (Aledo bengalensis and Halcyon smyrnensis) 
which bred freely in a wild state disappeared after the 
storm and inundation of June 1907. On the other hand 
the Indian Black-headed Orioles were more than ever in 
evidence. The Owls are undesirable birds so far as the 
breeding of other species is concerned, but they are tolerated 
for the useful services they render in keeping down rats and 
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i na a the oiiible of wild mungooses, which 
destroy their eges. 

The characteristios of the bird chummery on the island 
which has been a feature of the Garden for many years, 
have changed of late. Tho numberof night herons and 
cormorants, especially the latter, has considerably dimi- 
nished, whereas that of the snake-birds has inoreased.

PROVISIONS. 


The oost of feeding the animals had gone on increasing 
owing to the continued high prices of the principal food- 
grains. Duing the latter part of tho year, the grain con- 
tractor failed to supply the necessary ingredients of food at 
the stipulated rates, rendering it necessary for the manage- 
ment of the Garden to obtain thom at the prevailing market 
prices, which were considerably sage” than the rates 
tendered for by the supplier. 

As food for wild animals Quaker Oats and Ideal Milk might 
be considered expensive delicacies, but the young Hippo- 
potamus having acquired a taste for porridge prepared 
with them during the long voyage from Hamburg to 
Caloutta lasting over fifty-seven days, and having refused on 
arrival to be tempted with less costly but equally wholesome 
diet, it was allowed to have its own way as regards its bill 
of fare. 

Twenty-one cast horses received from Messrs. Milton 
and Company, Dr. 8. Hart (Jr.) and Dr. Turnbull and other 
generous friends of the Garden for quict disposal, materially 
contributed towards the reduction in the cost of feeding the 
carnivorous animals. 


GENERAL CONDITION OF THE ANTMALS. 


On the whole the health of the animals might be con- 
sidered to have been satisfactory. Cases of illness and death 
are unavoidable in a collection of animals, specially in a 
tropical climate, but fortunately there was nothing unusual 
in them. There was no outbroak of epidemics of any kind 
worth noticing. On the other hand the birth of five lion 
oubs might be regarded as a fair indication of the exoel- 
lent character. of the heslth maintained by the larger 
carnivorous animals genorally. ‘Uhe birth-rate among the 
cervide and bovidm was also satisfactory. Since the con- 
struction of the larger outdoor cages in connexion with the 
aviaries, death-rate among the birds has rensibly diminish- 
ed, and birth-rate inoreased. There is, however, scope 











continues to be defective. The treatment of sick animals 
was, as usual, attended to with diligence and care. In 
this connexion the want of a small but properly equipped 
hospital is keenly felt. 


COLLECTON OF ANIMALS. 


Tho death of Mr. William Rutledge, the old and well- 
known dealer in wild animals of Calcutta, is much to be 
deplored ia connexion with the collection of animals for 
the Garden. His experience and enterprise enabled him to 
obtain specimens from all parts of the world, particularly of 
the oriental region, and supply them to the Garden at 
reasonable prices. Of late his business was not as pros- 
perous as it had been during the time when the menagerie 
of His late Majesty the King of Oudh flourished at Garden 
Reach, but he continued as a dealer in wild animals till the 
last day of his life. 

The management of the Garden was much indebted to 
Mr. Loébell, of the Singapur Oil Mills, for his kindly help 
in obtaining a number of valuable animals from the Malayan 
Archipelago, 

In spite of depressing circumstances, the small aviary 
built at the Royal Botanic Garden, Darjecling, for the re- 
ception of birds, was maintained, and attempts to exploit 
Darjeeling and its neighbourhood for small mammals and 
birds were continued. Mr, Mdller, Vice-Chairman, Darjeel- 
ing Municipality, who kindly looks after the aviary, com- 
plained that the want of a keeper trained to look after the 
feeding and care of the newly-captured specimens militated 
against the success of the experiment, and suggested that 
one might be sent from the Calcutta Garden. The sugges- 
tion is worth considering. 

The obvious need of the Garden in respect to the collec- 
tion of animals is a trained collector. 


STORM OF JUNE 1907. 


Considerable damages were done to the Garden by the 
storm of June 1907. A number of old trees were uprooted, 
and others had their branches torn off and were permanently 
disfigured. Shrubberies and borders were torn and smother- 
ed by the falling trees and branches, rendering it necessary 
in many cases to replant them. A portion of the wild fowl 
house-—an iron and wire structure—was completely wrecked 
and some other buildings suffered more or less seriously, 
The .birds living in large flight cages and open enclosures 
had a very bad time of it during the two days the storm 
lasted, and casualties among them were not inconsiderable. 
Of the birds that breed in the Garden in a wild state the 
Barbets and Kingfishers suffered the most. Two of the 
nesting trees of the former were blown down, and the nosting 
holes of the H, ‘smyrnensis flooded by the sora of 
the banks of the tanks, 





heii :DHYADAYA YOGA FESTIVAL. * 
ey . “As far is alfendance is concerned, the Ardhyadaya Yoge 
ty festival might be considered an event of the year, as it 
contributed largely towards bringing up the total of the year 
to the figure of 504,897, which was greater than even 
that of 1906-07. To relieve the congestion of the people 
wanting admission crowding at the ordinary entrance gate, 
the emergency gate, with two extra turnstiles, 
were kept open during the two principal days of the festival. 
Special and efficient sanitary arrangements were made 
for the comfort and convenience of visitors, and the 
acknowledgment of the management of the Garden is 
due tothe Corporation and their officers for ready help in 
this connexion. The turnstiles registered the admission of 
over 53,000 visitors during the festival. They were mostly 
~ Hindu pilgrims from Eastern Bengal and Assam, Jessore 
and Khulna, with a sprinkling of those from the districts of 
Midnapore and 24-Parganas. The “Zoo” was as much 
a place of pilgrimage to them, specially to the women, who 
formed 75 per cent. of the crowd, asthe sacred shrine at 
Kalighat, or tho river Ganges. It might be interesting to 
note in this connexion that while the tiger afforded them the 
greatest attraction, the lion was not much appreciated. 
Perhaps it did not come up to their notion of that animal. 
Among other animals that appealed to their imagination 
were the orang-outang, hoolock gibbon, mandrill, zebra and 
huanaoo, the spitting habit of the latter affording them the 
greatest amusement. The antidiluvian characters of the 
Tapir and Hippopotamus mystified these simple minded 
folks, while the Ostrich was an object of veneration to the 
women pilgrims who took it to be the modern representative 
of gaduda, the mythical bird of the same name. It might 
be said on the whole that the crowd of pilgrims psiorst 
their visit to the Garden immensely.

Character of the ichin: Xanga showers were 
defective in April and May and in the beginning of June. 
The monsoon broke about the middle of June when heavy 
showers fell in South-West Bengal, Elsewhere the fall was 
below the normal. ‘fi July and August, ample rain was 
received throughout the Province, Bihar excepted. The fall 
was heavy in South-West Bengal in July, and in Orissa in 
July and August, and cropssuffered somewhat in parts of 
these tracts. Some scanty rain then set in and continued 
throughout September excepting in Sarin, Champaran and 
Pari, where more than the normal fall was recorded, In 
the firat weék of October, the rainfall was general, and 
good showers were ‘received in the Presidency Division, in 
North Bihar, Orissa and \Chota Nagpur, but in the week 
following the Province ‘suffered from drought especially in 


2 re rn wha 
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Bihar, and in some of the districts of Lower Bengal. In 
Bibar, the season has been unfavourable. The scarcity of 
rain, which characterised the early part of the season, 
prevented the'nor{ial area being ‘sown, and the failure of 
the hathiya rains aggravated the injury, and it is now esti- 
mated that very little above’ 40 per, cent. crop will be 
harvested in that part of this Province, In large tracts in 
Darbhanga, the crops have been so bad that raiyats have 
had to cut them for fodder. Reports of good crops have 
been received from Orissa and Chota Nagpur, but in the 
flooded tracts of Balasore and the drought-affected tracts 
of Palamau the crops have suffered. 


Area cultivated—The area sown and cultivated with 
winter rice this year is much smaller than that of last 
year. The total area sown from the reports received from 
District Officers comes up to 17,935,600 acres as against 
19,836,300 acres sown last year and a normal area of 
20,831,800 acres. The deficit is due to the withholding of 
the usual rainfall in Bihar, especially at the sowing season, 


Outturn.— Appendix I attached to this report shows that 
Sambalpur and Menbhum estimate 108 per cent. crops and 
that Bankura and Singhbhum estimate normal crops. 
Khulna and Ranchi give estimates of 92 per cent. and 97 
per cent. crops, respectively. From eight districts, reports 
have been received of 80 to 89 per cent. crops, from four 
districts of 73 to 78 per cent. crops, and from six districts 
of 50 to 61 per cent. crops. In the remaining districts, 
the outturn has been poor as will be seen from the follow- 
ing figures—(Jessore 47 per cent.); (Nadia 41 per cent.); 
Monghyr 89 per cent.); (Purnea 36 per cent.) ; (Patna 32 
‘per cent.’ ; (Muzaffarpur and Bhagalpur each 31 per cent.) ;

[On an average of the five years ending 1906-07, the area under the ¢otton 
crop in the territory to which this forecast relates has represented some 0°38 per 
cent. of the total area under cotton crops in India,) 

Explanatory.—This forecast deals with the estimates of 
the area sown with cotton crops (both early and late) 
and also gives an estimate of their probable outturn. 


2. Character of the season—The principal districts in 
which the early cotton crop is grown are the Sonthal Par- 
ganas, Sambalpur, Manbhum, Singhbum and Ranchi. The 
condition of the crop is reported to be good except in parts 
of the Sonthal Parganas where it has suffered from deficient 
rain as well as in Sambalpur and Angul where it was 
injured by excessive rain in August, The late variety is 
important in Saran, Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, Singhbhum 
oma Cuttack. It is sown both before and after the rainy 
season. Subsequent to the report issued in October, further 
sowings were made in Bankura and Pori. In Cuttack, 
sowings have not commenced yet. In Saran, the most 
important of the late cotton-growing districts and also in 
Singhbhum, the condition of the is reported to be 
fair, but from want of rain it has setioesil in Muzaffarpur 
and in some other districts of the Patna Division. 

3. Area sown.—The area sown with early cotton is now 
estimated at 34,109 acres as against 35,341 acres estimated 
as the area under cultivation last year. The area sown up 
to now with late cotton amounts to 29,667 acros, 


The dute of harvesting of the early variety was normal. 

The estimate given of early cotton comes to 4,919 bales, 
and that of late cotton to 8,845 bales. The correspond- 
ing outturns last year were 3,654 and 10,768 bales, respec- 
tively. Adding to these estimates 5 per cent. for the crop 
grown in the Native States, for which no statistics are 
recorded, the total early and late crop works up now to 
5,165 and 9,287 bales, respectively,

On an inward-bound veseel being ape. a square blue flag is hoisted at the main 
when the pilot vessel is underweigh; if the pilot vessel is at anchor, in addition a blue 
pennant is hoisted at the mizzen; at night the Regulation lights for steam pilot vessels 
are éxhibited, also a flare up is shown, 

During the south-west monsoon the steum pilot vessels cruize about 8 miles south to 
south-west of the Eastern Channel light in very strong winds and heavy sea about 10 miles. 
During the north-east monsocn they eruize or anchor about 2 to 3 miles 8. by W. to 8.W. 
of the ‘bastara Channel light vessel. 

Pilotage is compulsory for all merchant vessels over 100 tons. Ifa pilot is not taken at 
the cruising station considerable loss of time is likely to occur before obtaining one on theriver. 

Approach—Directions.— Steam vessels arriving at the Sandheads and finding the steam 
a vessel, at the station, should close with her and lie to about 300 yards distant, under 

er stern, in the same direction the steam pilot vessel is heading, and in such a manner as 
to make a lee for the pilot boat, when a pilot will be supplied. 

; To avoid delay, approaching steam vessels at night should, when about half-a-mile off 

the steam pilot versel, indicate their gross tonnage by the following steam whistle signals :—

Sailing vessels should signal net tonnage. 

Sailing vessels should make the pilot station signal for a pilot, and on the approach of 
the steam pilot vessel heave to, and a pilot will then be sent. ; i 

During bad weather when boating is not safe, or when there are no pilots available, the 
steam pilot vessels during the day will not show the square blue flag at the main, and at 
night will not exhibit the olation lights or flaré up for a steam pilot vessel. 

Sailing vessels should not run on the station at night or in threatening weather. 

The steam pilot vessels are in telegraphic communication (wireless) with Calcutta ; the 
necessary forms can be obtained from the pilot boat. ‘ : =i 

In“ August, September and October, no pilots being available, sailing vessels are 
signalled to keep to windward ; in this ease it is advisable to keep the Eastern Channel light 
vessel well in sight, drop a kedge if wind falls light to prevent drifting off the station. 

Caution —Should it be necessary when approaching the Sandheads to anchor from any 
cause, if i anchor outside a line joining Hastern Channel and Mutlah light vessels, in

The steam pilot vessels are in Selnprennio communication (wireless) with Caloutta ; the 
uecessary forms can be obtained from the pilot boat. 


In August, September and October, no pilots being available, sailing vessels are 
tignalled to to windward ; in this caso it aeceisable to keep the Eastern Channel light 
Vessel well in sight, drop a kedge if wind falls light to prevent drifting off the station.
